Destructive Advice From Semi-Official Sources Unjust to the Industry 


N HOUR and a half spent around 
the pens of the World’s greatest 
live stock market recently only 
serves to prove that there has gone 
out through the hog belt, some 
dangerous propaganda regarding the 
near future of the hog business, a 
propaganda that is vital to the in- 
terest in the pure bred business this 
winter and depressing on those who 
know that better times for the pure- 
bred man are already in sight. Every 
interview with yards men—many of 
them having spent almost a lifetime 
therein, brings out the opinion that 
the feeder and farmer who is un- 
loading his hogs unfinished and at 
any price he can get, will live to re- 
gret it and won’t need to live but a 
few months to be sorry for his haste. 
Doubtless many of these ship- 
ments are coming from farms where 
Obligations long past due must be 
met and the price from this bunch 
of hogs is the only means in sight 
that will supply the necessary money 
or credit. For them there seems no 
other course, but there are certainly 
hundreds of others who are simply 
panicky and have been given’ the 
idea that dollar corn and five cent 
hogs are in the offering. 

Many shipments which we saw un- 
loaded at the Chicago pens on this 
visit contained stags, broody sows 
and unfinished pigs, leading the ob- 
server to believe that the farmer had 
loaded the sires, dams and the pigs 
all in one load and sent them to the 
shambles. There is only’ one 
answer—a shortage of hogs that will 
make these people pay an unneces- 

“sary price to replace their breeding 
sherds.

Iowa in their recent meeting agreed 
either by resolution or by common 
consent that it was their duty to go 
back to the country and tell the 
farmers that five cent hogs were in 
sight and to ship their pigs and get 
out from under. If that is the kind 
of comstructive work that the so- 
called advisers (?) of that great hog 
state are doing, it is little wonder 
that the farmer and live stock man 
is running around in circles. not 
knowing whither he goeth. 

We need at this time constructive 
work, building up confidence in a 
business that has paid more debts in 
Iowa and brought more for the 
country man in that great state as 
well as all others in the hog belt, 
‘than any other thing in which they 
have been engaged. To throw the 
fear of further depression into the 
minds of these people, is not only 
a calamity to the country at large 
but a crime that needs handling 
without gloves by leaders in live 
stock work. ‘The semi-official posi- 
tion of these men give credence to 
their story and it has carried more 
weight for that reason, and more’s 
the pity. 

The Department of Agriculture in 
its hog belt census carried on through 
the mail carriers has not been a 
help in these trying times either. It 
has for some months given out the 
information relative to the larger 
per cent of sows bred for the fall 
farrow of 1923 when every posted

man in the hog belt knows that while 
farmers may have, earlier in the sea- 
son, bred a good many sows for fall 
farrow, yet right on the heel of that 
these sows were marketed to an ex- 
tent never known in the history of 
the hog and corn belt, and _ this 
marketing of brood sows continued 
late through the summer. Now the 
Department says that their giving 
out this story has saved the farmers 
many millions of dollars for they 
have retrenched in their breeding 
and they find that really only a very 
ordinarily increase of sows farrowed 
on the farms of the hog belt this 
spring or this fall. 

Instead of throwing out bearish 
matter it would have been more to 
the point to try and keep the confi- 
dence of the army of feeders back 
of this great industry, by counseling 
slight retrenchment and advice to 
keep the better animals for breeding 
purposes so that we would be saved 
from shortage later on and higher 
living prices. 

So much misinformation is now 
being given to the farmer through 
so many hundreds of sources that he 
is at his wit’s end as to what to be- 
lieve and what to discard, so it re- 
solves itself back to the question of 


‘carrying out his own ideas arrived at 


by sober thought, which in the case 
of the hog operations would be to 
not go out of the business entirely, 
but to cut down to some extent and 
be ready to gather profit from the 
rise that is sooner or later bound to 
come. Hogs have made money more 
years by far than they have lost, and 
they have made money for the man 
who has stuck to feeding every year, 
and not to the man who has tried to 
jump out and jump back. 
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Too Many Rules Detrimental 


Unnecessary Laws and Rules Question the Integrity of 
Breeders and Tend to Destroy Confidence 


OME one has said, and said very 
effectively, that the best gov- 
erned country in the world is the one 
with the fewest laws, and so we be-~ 
lieve it is true in recommending as- 
sociations and, in fact, most organiza- 
tions of humans. When we tie our 
patrons down with a complication of 
rules and regulations which they 
haven’t the time to, or don’t want to, 
take the trouble to digest and thor- 
oughly understand we drive away in- 
sead of attract to us the very men 
we wish to become a part of our as- 
sociation. . 

Readers will agree without a dis- 
senting voice that the purebred busi- 
ness is based absolutely on integrity 
and confidence, and no pedigree of a 
purebred animal stands for any 
more, nor does it rate any higher, 
than the name and reputation of the 
several men whose names appear as 
the breeders of the sires and dams 
which are found in the geneology of 
that animal. When you clutter this 
confidence with a lot of rules and 
regulations which befog the mind of 
the busy hog man, who has so many 
irons in the fire, you take from him 
and from the new breeder who has 
recently come into the business the 
necessary confidence, because they 
begin to surmise that there must be 
a lot of slack business men and 
shady characters engaged in our busi- 
ness or we wouldn’t need so many 
of these regulations. 

What we need during the present 
low ebb of the business is some plan 
to restore the confidence which has 
been lost in the ‘‘boom” times 
through which we emerged three 
years ago, and from which we are 
still suffering. We need less of rules 
and more of bolstering up confidence 
by every breeder deeply interested 
sticking to his job of improving his 


herd and going along with his work ~ 


as if nothing had happened except 
the descending scale of pork prices, 
caused by overproduction, and every 
Duroc breeder showing full confi- 
dence that the slump is but tem- 
porary, and is only one of those de- 
pressions that come to every busi- 
ness, and the purebred hog ‘business 
is not and cannot be an exception. 
These things have been experienced 
before and will again, and the men 
who walk on through with their ban- 
ner flying and their faces set to the 
front will be the ones who will come 
out on top and get the reward, The 
man who we find cursing the business 
now, in most cases, is the man who 
ran his business loosely, carried it 
on as if it were a gambling game 
with the chances all in his favor, or 
who broadened out his operations 
when he should have been drawing in 


the lines a little to ward off the blow 
that came in the sudden financial de- 
pression. 

In the next few months the real 
friends of the pure bred hog will be 
separated from the luke warm, and 
we will know who really means to 
conquer present difficulties and come 
out on top in the upward trend thaé 
will soon appear. The purebred hog 
business is a business as much as 
merchandising, and requires as much 
forethought and as much attention. 
Those who have tried to conduct it 
by proxy can tell you in bitter experi- 
ence that it takes close personal at- 
tention, but for this close application 
there is more profit-years in the busi- 
ness than in any other you can name. 

Then, why curse the opportunity

you let go by? Forget the past and 
buckle into the coming breeding sea- 
son as if your life depended upon 
it and with full faith that ‘‘the 
laborer is worthy of his hire,’’ and 
confident that depressions are fol- 
lowed by raises and that overproduc- 
tion and overmarketing are followed 
by shortage as sure as day follows 
night. 

The associations can help in a good 
Many ways in restoring confidence, 
and one is in ceasing to make new 
rules and regulations. Take some of 
those off the books which we have 
now that are really unnecessary and 
are only a detriment to the business. 
The writer is not advocating loose 
records or loose methods, but we 
all have on the books now a lot 
of red tape that ought to be cut out. 
Seemingly these rules only serve to 
make more office work which in- 
creases expenses, and they do not ac- 
complish the things for which they 
were adopted. Deal swiftly and cer- 
tainly with the men who violate that 
confidence on which the purebred 
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business is built, but do not construct 
around the records a wall that looks 
too imposing to the new breeder. We 
need to impress on the new breeder 
that the business rests absolutely on 
the integrity of those engaged in it 
more than any other calling in the 
world, and let us take him into the 
fold with that idea well established in 
his mind instead of facing him with 
so many regulations that he suspects 
we must be running an association 
with questionable members. Let 
every breeder keep this in mind. If 
you are true to yourself, then you 
cannot be false to your association or 
to any fellow breeder. 


Experience a Great Teacher

I am wondering if the experience 
of the past eighteen months will be 
of benefit to the breeders of Durocs, 
or if they will continue to believe 
that it was more the condition that 
existed than the inferior class of 
Durocs offered both in the public 
sales and at private treaty, which 
have made sales so slow. 

As I look back over the period 
mentioned and picture in my mind, 
the boys that have made successful 
sales, I claim it is more the class of 
Durocs offered, which has caused 
the drag than other conditions. Can 
hardly call to mind a single instance 
where the offering was well grown, 
and of the right type, that we did 
not have a snappy sale. Boys! the 
public cannot, nor will it be fooled, 
The day is gone and I hope gone 
forever, where an offering of Duroecs 
can be sold otherwise than on their 
merit. 

The period mentioned should be 
a lesson to us, we should realize that 
every pig farrowed is not good 
enough for breeding purposes. If one 
out of every three was retained for 
this purpose we would make greater 
strides in promoting our great breed 
and at the same time, we would not 
experience the embarrassment that 
we have just been through. 

I could mention sale offerings or 
the past season which were well 
culled and grown where the interest 
at the close of the sale was as strong 
as in the start. We had other sales 
where the breeder had put most of 
his time on three or four litters and 
seemingly expected the enthusiasm 
that might be created on them, to 
sell the rest of the offering. He was 
only kidding himself for it couldn’t 
be done. 


Let us be fair with the public and 
by so doing, I have every reason to 
believe that we will accomplish more 
in a financial way and that is the 
thing we are striving for. 

Why ignore this experience, start 
right now to correct our mistakes, 
determined that we will have for our 
winter sale an offering that we will 
have to make no excuses for. Cull 
until it hurts, cull until it looks as 
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if you couldn’t have enough left for 
a sale offering, then breed them to 
the right kind of a boar and wait 
results. Nine times out of ten, you 
will meet with great success. 


Profit by Experience of 
Others 


The hog cholera days have come, 
the saddest of the year—for the hog 
growers. Every person raising hogs 
realizes that much depends on the 
next few weeks. With this situa- 
tion before us there is no doubt that 
practically every hog owner would 
like to know what precautions to take 
to keep his hogs from contracting 
the disease. 


Careful motorists driving along 
bad roads always seek to avoid the 
places where some fellow got struck 
or met with mishap. Hog owners 
can profit by the same precautionary 
measures. 


In this regard, it would be well 
to review the cases of hog cholera 
in Maryland during the year 19238, 
up to September 15th. During this 
time 164 outbreaks were reported; 
130 of these were primary or new 
outbreaks, and 34 were secondary or 
the infection had spread from the 
original outbreaks to other places. 


In the investigation of the primary 
outbreaks, the apparent source of in- 
fection was obtained in 80 per cent 
of the cases. It was found that 88 
of these were started by the feeding 
of garbage, table scraps or kitchen 
swill containing bones, rinds or 
scraps of pork. Hight were caused 
by the introduction of sick or ex- 
posed hogs, five were due _ to 
“breaks’’ following the use of the 
double treatment, and in three cases 
the infection was apparantly  har- 
bored on premises from a previous 
outbreak. In many of the places 
where no history could be obtained, 
regarding the source of infection it 
was plain that the owners did not 
care to give the desired information, 
and in other instances the hogs re- 

ceived such little care that but little 
was certain about them. 


It is certain that without the new 
outbreaks there would have been no 
spread of the infection. However, 
the history regarding the spread of 
the disease from the primary out- 
breaks will be of value. In every 
instance there was a delay in report- 
ing the primary outbreaks to the au- 
thorities, and in many cases the 
carcasses of hogs dead of the disease 
Were not promptly or properly dis- 
posed of, 


With this history of the outbreaks 
of cholera in Maryland, and as a 
guide, it will be easy for every hog 
Owner to avoid the same pit-falls 
that their more unfortunate breth- 
ren encountered.

Review of the Fall Sales 


The fall sale season has just closed 
and while many of them did not come 
up to our hopes and expectations, we 
surely learned a few things that will 
be of benefit to us in the future. 
Too many try to hold sales when their 
offering is not in condition. One 
cannot expect the farmers to buy 
either gilts or boars when they have 
them larger at home; neither can you 
expect a breeder to buy them to im- 
prove his herd or to breed and sell 
in his coming winter sale, and he 
cannot use the underfed animals. I 
never saw aS many scrub purebreds 
go into sales as this fall. The reason 
perhaps is the high price of feed, 
also the pigs last spring got a bad 
start in March and April owing to 
the severe cold and wet weather. 
The breeder who tries to sell a non- 
descript offering is not only injuring 
his own personal business, but is also 
injuring the purebred business which 
he represents. I believe a lot of the 
boys really think they have an offer- 
ing that merits the support of the 
buying public, Their own eyes seem 
to be a magnifying glass when they 
look at their own herd, but perfectly 
normal when they look at another 
herd. This is one reason for so many 
failures and disappointments in the 
purebred business. One should look 
at their own herd and see the same 
imperfections as they can in other 
herds. When you get so you can do 
this then you will begin to grow 
into a better breeder and improve 
your herd. 

I have seen breeders who were 
showing that would criticize and do 
a lot of kicking about this and that 
when if they had been really honest 
with themselves they could see that 
their own hogs were as bad and quite 
frequently worse in those same 
points than those they were criticiz- 
ing. 

With all our disappointments in 
the fall sales, I have not seen a good

This Great Lesson Will Not Be Found Wanting in Regard to Our Present-Day Hog 


At the present time the hog mar- 
ket is on the downward trend and it 
begins to look like corn will bring 
a pretty good price. A great many 
people are acting like scared rabbits 


and are marketing everything on the 
place, including the sows. 
tell you that hogs are not paying for 
the feed they consume and that it is 


They will 


much more profitable to sell the 
corn. That statement may be true 


under present conditions, but what 


of next year and the year after next? 
American people are prone to want 
If a proposi- 
tion looks good, they all want to 
take it up, and sometimes their ac- 
tions lead to an over-production of 
this or that and, if there is a break 
in the market, resulting from _ the 
over-production, the same crowd that 
was so keen to get in are just a 
little bit keener to get out. 

I have sold and have been present 
at the sale of some excellent breed- 
ing stock this fall, and have wit- 
nessed the sale of splendid boars and 
gilts for market price and in some 
cases less. Now, the only reason I 
can account for this is the fact that 
the present market is dull. The boar 
or sow that is bought this autumn 
is bought for production of next 
year’s pig crop. What will they be 
worth next year? Will the market 
always be bad? Let us look back- 
ward for any number of years, and 
how many times have hogs been a 
losing proposition? If you will be 
honest enough to admit it, you can- 
not help but agree with me, that, 
with the exception of possibly two or 
three times in the last twenty years, 
hogs have been a paying proposition, 
not only paying for the food they 
consume, but showing a good sub- 
stantial profit over and above what 
the corn would have brought had 
they sold it on the market.

The hog has been the sta- 
ple farm product for a long time, 
and, while I do not believe in just 
sticking to one thing, I will always 
contend that the hog is the backbone 
of the business of farming. Now, 
wouldn’t this be a pretty good time 
to get in the game? How about 
these good gilts at the present 
prices? Do they look good to you? 
Germany had prepared for war and 
war she gave us good and plenty. 
Did she wait until war was declared 
to make ready for the fray? No,

but she planned and schemed and 
builded, and when the blasts of war 
were sounded, it was Germany a 
great mighty army who started forth 
to conquer the world. Then what of 
the good old U. S. A? We were not 
prepared prior to the beginning of 
the war to battle such an enemy 
as the Boche. What we did was to 
make ready on short notice, and we 
did make ready, and went over seas 


and to us belongs the victory. All 
right, then how about the cost? Our 
government was grafted in royal 


style, by those contractors who fur- 
nished what was needed for war. New 
millionaires sprung up like mush- 
rooms and why not? Big contracts 
for shoddy goods at exorbitant prices 
but millions in the pockets of the 
contractors and added tax burdens to 
the load of the load of the masses.

Boys, a nice 
herd of Duroc-Jersey sows is an asset 
to any man’s farm. Our soil has 
its virgin fertility 
because year after year, crop after 
crop of corn has been produced and 
hauled away to market. One of my 
very best friends is a breeder of pure- 
bred swine. He has gone through 
the ups and downs of the business of 


farming and stock raising, but he 
never was an in and outer. He has 
stayed in and prospered. He always 


has good corn ground and has never 
sold an ear of corn except for seed. 
He takes the bitter with the sweet 
and just accepts it as part of life’s 
program. You, my readers, all know 
men just like him, and I am sure 
they comprise our best citizenship. 
I believe in handling what hogs you 
can accommodate, and I believe in 
the right kind of a start. When 
these good ones are selling cheap, 
pay no attention to what your neigh- 
bor does, but get in and buy a few. 
I sold bred sows just a few years 
ago for an average price of $184.00 
per head for an offering of fifty head. 
Then we had spirited bidding. The 
boys all wanted them. Recently, the 
same breeder sold just as good a 
class of open gilts and they averaged 
around $20.00. Get ready, prepare, 
get the good ones while the getting 
is good. I don’t care what is said 
to the contrary, hogs will ever be 
the farmer’s best bet. Prepare for 
war, in times of peace and a meas- 
ure of prosperity will be yours.

What will be of interest to all 
breeders of Durocs is the news of 
the consolidation of two of the big- 
gest and best herds of Durocs in IIli- 
nois, that of John W. Telling, Dan- 
ville, and Orion B. Goble, Charles- 
ton. A short story of these two 
great herds will not be amiss. 
John Telling, a prominent business 
man, a man of vision, a man who is 
so persevering that he has worked up 
from what might be termed a poor 
boy tos comfortable circumstances, 
Mr. Telling has been a lover of live 
stock all his life so far and gives a 
large amount of the credit for his 
success to raising the best in the line 
he follows. First, sheep; second, an 
importer of Percheron and French 
Coach horses, and now Durocs. His 
first boar was O. C. K. King, 

O;, CAK. Kink) 64h iicawas, bissirst 
herd boar farrowed March 20, 1914 
and was one of the first sons of 
Orion Cherry King, a boar that was 
crowned Champion boar over all 
breeds in Ohio. He was also the sire 
of the World’s Grand Champion boar, 
Orion Cherry King, Jr., in 1916, The 
world’s Grand Champion boar Scis- 
sors in 1917, the World’s Grand 
Champion boar Great Orion in 1918, 
the World’s Grand Champion sow 
in 1920 and 19210; Cy Ko Kings 
dam, Willetta, I. J. 2nd was one of 
the greatest individuals of the breed 
at that time and was the dam of 
Cherry King Orion, who was first 
prize, World’s Senior Yearling boar 
at the National Swine Show in 1916 
and Jack’s Top King 2nd, who was 
first prize World’s Senior yearling 
boar in 1918. Willetta I. J. 2nd’s 
sire Jack’s Friend, was one of the 
greatest of breeding boars and a

boar of immense size. Her dam Wil- 
letta J. was probably the greatest

O. C. K. King was a wonderful 


boar. When six years old was as 
active as a pig, good feet, heavy

of hair. He was a full brother to 
the sire of the dam of Great Orion 
Sensation and a real breeding boar. 
After the death of O. C. K. King, 
he placed at the head of his herd, 
Model Orion King, 109627, another 
son of Orion Cherry King and prac- 
tically a full brother in blood to 
Scissors and My Lady Friend, World’s 
Grand Champion boar in 1917 and 
World’s Grand Champion sow in 


‘1920 and 1921. 


Model Orion King was champion 
Junior ‘yearling at the Tennessee 
State Fair in 1918 and Judge Har- 
ris made the statement at the ring- 
side that he had never in his ex- 
perience as judge seen a better top 
on a boar. Model Orion King’s dam 
Orion’s Lady 19th, was a wonderful 
sow and sired by Joe Orion 2nd, one 
of the great breeding boars of his 
day. Model Orion King is conceded 
one of the greatest sow sires of the 
breed and many of the good sows 
in Mr. Telling’s herd are daughters 
of his. He was a real boar in every 
respect. 

The next boar to head his herd 
was I Am Wonderful, 191327, a boar 


This boar is owned by HE. A. Bonham, 


farrowed and developed on his farm. 

This young boar was probably the 
best pig prospect for a herd sire 
that year; a rugged boar and a real 
sire. He was sired by Great Wonder 
I Am, the daddy of the Sensation 
family. Great Wonder I Am sired 
five State Fair grand champions in 
1920, the last year he lived. . 

I Am Wonderful’s dam, Path- 
finder’s Maid 4th, was one of the 
great sows in the breed and a half 
sister to Queen of Pathfinder, the 
highest priced sow that ever sold at 
auction of the Duroc family. Also, 
the World’s Grand Champion sow in 
1919. Pathfinder Maid 4th, was also 
a half sister to Pathfinder, the 
World’s Grand Champion boar in 


1920. I Am Wonderful is a large boar, 
good head, ear, straight legs and feet, 
good back, deep, smooth sides and a 
real up-to-date type. The sale offering 
bred to this boar stood second high 
average in the winter of 1921 and 1922. 
In the summer of 1922, he sold this 
Breat., boar. to ‘Orion JB. Goblesosr 
Charleston, Illinois, to head his herd, 
who now becomes a half owner of all 
the great Telling herd as does Mr. 
Telling own a half interest in Mr. 
Goble’s herd. 

For a while Mr. Telling also used 
a line bred Pathfinder boar, Eureka 
Pathfinder 365499, to assist I Am Won- 
derful and this boar is one of the 
great Col. boars of the present time. 
He was and is at the present time one 
of the great breeding boars of the 
breed. This boar was sold to Mr. 
George H. Rudy, of Mattoon, Illinois, 
to head his good herd of Durocs.

Free Grinding Bees Facili- 
tate Wheat Consumption 


Farmers, this year, in many sec- 
tions are finding it pays to feed a 
portion of their low-price wheat, par- 
ticularly the lower grades, to hogs. 
For the purpose it is best, it has been 
found, to coarse-grind the grain to 
render it more digestible. Professor 
King of Purdue University, for in- 
stance, remarks, “Ground wheat is 
8 to 10 per cent more valuable than 
corn for fattening hogs. It is of 
greater value when combined with 
corn and oats. Grinding increases

draughts should be shut off and only 
proper ventilation provided. 

If this method of procedure was 
strictly adhered to very little would 
be heard of-flu or pneumonia that is 
so prevalent at this time of the year. 

Clean out the worms and keep your 
pigs comfortable and they will be 
sure to thrive if the proper amount 
and kinds of feed is provided. On 
the other hand they cannot do well 
with any of these elements lacking. 

Look well to your pigs as they are 
the farmers’ only solution to the 
profitable operation of his farm. 


There’s a Way 


An over-optimistic correspondent 
at Lincoln tells his readers that the 
265 million bushel corn crop in Ne- 
braska will bring 265 million dollars 
to the farmers of that state. There 
is only one way by which the farmer 
can realize a dollar a bushel for his 
corn and that is through the feed lot. 


Excessive receipts of thin, unfin- 
ished hogs at all western markets 
indicate that a great many farmers 
prefer to sell their corn at prevailing 
high prices rather than put it into 
hogs. If this is to be the general 
practice in the corn belt, hogs should 
be worth good money by spring. 


feeding value 15 to 20 per cent.” 


To encourage the feeding of grain 
to hogs, numerous free grinding bees 
are being held these days throughout 
the wheat belt. Here, for instance, 
is shown one recently conducted at 
Parsons, Kansas. Feed grinders op- 
erated by belt from tractors, which 
were furnished free of charge by im- 
plement concerns, ground 600 bushels 
on the first ‘‘free grinding’ day and 
over 1,000 bushels on the second. 
Thus farmers who took advantage of 
the grinding bee drove up with 76 
cent wheat and drove away with a 
stock food worth $1.00 a bushel.

A tremendous increase in consump- 
tion of pork in the United States has 
occurred during the last few months, 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture 
reports. Consumption between Jan- 
uary 1 and August 1, 1923, is esti- 
Mated at nearly 4,000,000,000 
‘pounds, aS compared with a little 
more than 3,000,000,000 pounds dur- 
ing the corresponding seven months 
last year. This increase is more than 
800,000,000 pounds, or seven pounds 
for each person in the United States. 
The combined exports of bacon, hams, 
shoulders and lard also show an in- 
crease for the seven months. Out- 
bound movements of bacon, hams 
and shoulders amounted to 462,000,- 
000 pounds as compared with 361,- 
000,000 pounds last year; lard ship- 
ments were 619,000,000 pounds com- 
pared with 430,000,000 pounds a 
year ago.

Ree to date of Ton-Litter 
contests held in various sections 
of the United States, indicate that 
the Reds are leading all breeds by a 
wide margin, and will make a record 
that truly reflects the matchless su- 
periority of Duroc-Jerseys for pro- 
lificacy and general all-round excel- 
lence in farm feed lots. 

For the greatest amount of pork 
produced by one sow in 180. days, 
Durocs hold the world’s champion- 
ship for 1923. This litter of 12 pigs 
weighed 3,8981%4 pounds, or an aver- 
age of 324.9 pounds per pig, and was 
raised by Vic Hill of Chalk Bluff, 
Texas. The cost of production was 
$5.89 per cwt., which may also be a 
record for economy of gain. Texas 
also came through with another 
world mark for Durocs. With only 
seven pigs, a litter fed by Mrs. Alice 
Parks made a weight of 2,108 
pounds.

Durocs, thanks to Mrs. Eva Morine of 
Putman county, Ill. A litter of 11 
fed by Mrs. Morine pulled the scales 
to the tune of 2,540 pounds. 

In Kansas a litter of 16 Duroc 
pigs weighed 2,910144 pounds in 180 
days. This is a world’s record for 
largest number of pigs, raised to 
finishing time in a single litter. 
Chester Manthei, a 13-year-old boy of 
Rock county, Wis., has set a record 
for ton-litters raised by club mem- 
bers. His litter of 13 Durocs weighed 
1,970 pounds when one day less than 
five months old. He won the cham- 
pionship in his, county, competing 
against all entrants, and has the top 
litter for members of boys’ and girls’ 
pig clubs. 

In Illinois our breed has made its 
most representative showing. The 
state ton-litter championship was 
won by a litter of 12 pigs fed out by 
James Deputy of Wabash county. 
The weight of this litter is 3,283 
pounds. Second prize in the state 
goes to a litter of 13 pigs, weighing 
3,101 pounds, that was produced by 
J. T. Mills of McNabb, Another lit- 
ter of 10 Durocs, with a weight of 
2,723 pounds in 180 days, made the 
lowest production cost in the state. 
The cost of gain per 100 pounds be- 
ing only $5.59. The champion ton- 
litters in 10 counties in the state 
are Duroc-Jerseys. In these 10 
champion litters there were 109 pigs 
raised to finishing time, or an aver- 
age of 10.9 pigs to each litter. 
In these particular 10 counties over 
50 per cent. of the litters that 
reached the ton mark in 180 days are 
Duroc-Jerseys. In one county nine

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Don’t expect large litters from a 
poorly kept male, nor from a sow 
that has been bred when thin and 
emaciated. 


Sows should be putting on a lit- 
tle flesh when mating time comes. 
Then the regenerative organs are 
the most active and large litters may 
be expected. 


Pick out the stretchiest females 
from the spring litters to mate for 
next spring farrow. Not the fat- 
test, best looking ones, but the 
smooth, long bodied ones, that show 
signs of having real sections in their 
udders. 

Good sucklers have good teats. 
You can’t raise a crop of pigs on 
smoothed bellied dams. They must 
have mother characteristics. 


When you mate these good sows 
keep a record of day and date, the 
number of boar to which they are 
mated, etc. Don’t overlook the rec- 
ords. Whether you have a breed- 
ing herd or are raising for pork only, 
you need these records. It is the 
only way you can pick the  profit- 
making ones from the boarders and 
build up your herd. The most suc- 
cessful pork growers are those who 
pay a great deal of attention to the 
kind of boars and sows they use. 
It cannot be done in a haphazard 
way. 


The enormous increase of lice in 
winter quarters accounts for the 
running down of the health of the 
herd. Apply some dip and apply it 
thoroughly, being careful that the 
hogs are not allowed to get chilled 
from the liquid being applied. 

Pneumonia is caused by hogs pil- 
ing up and getting warm and later 
coming out into the chill of low tem- 
perature. This disease takes an 
awful toll during the fall and winter 
months. The health of the herd is 
your own insurance of profits. 


Your Herd Boar 


Now is the time to buy a new boar 
to put new blood in your herd and 
step one notch higher. When you 
buy a boar, buy one that is the pro- 
geny of a boar that has won a cham- 
pion ribbon, this fall of 1923. If 
you buy a cheap boar and keep your 
herd about two years behind the real 
breeder you will never get anywhere. 
So this is why you should buy a boar 
that is known by everyone. If you 
keep your herd two years behind the 
type and real breeder and do not 
show your herd at any of the fairs or 
hog shows, never advertise in any 
book or. paper, you will wonder why 
you don’t sell your pigs like the other 
fellows do. So if you want to get up 
in the front row you will have to 
build your herd up instead of being 
behind, Buy a real boar from a real 
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crop. 

If you buy a boar, don’t turn him 
in with a lot of sows, for you will 
ruin him right in the start. You 
should build on a good, roomy lot, 
place a good house in it for him to 
sleep in; place the house at one end 
of the lot and the feeding place at the 
other, so he will have to walk across 
the lot to get his feed so that he will 
have to exercise. Watch his feet and 
keep them trimmed so that he will 
stand up well on them. Build his lot 
far enough away from your sOWS S9 
he cannot see or smell them—he will 
not become a ranter so quickly then. 
If he does rant anyway and lose his 
appetite, put a couple of barrows 
about the same age of the boar with 
him. They will be hearty and eat 
all of the feed up from him. He will 
soon get hungry and will soon find 
out that he will have to eat at feeding 
time or do without. Feed the boar 
all he will clean up, with feed that 
will make bone and muscle. 

The first year of the boar’s life is 
the time to make a real boar out of 
him, but if you turn him out in a 
field and expect him to make his 
living on fresh air and scenery and 
think you are making money by sav- 
ing feed. Whenever you get the idea 
that you can raise hogs on fresh air 
and scenery you had better quit the 
hog business. A pig ought to gain 
some each day that he is on the 
farm, and he will if he has a chance. 

I know of a herd that will range 
in age from twelve months to eigh- 
teen months old and the biggest part 
of them won’t weigh over one hun- 
dred pounds. They are sired by a good 
sire with good size and bone, their 
dams are of good breeding with large 
type, but what is the matter with the 
‘pigs? They were turned out in a 
field and the owner said, ‘‘Root, hog, 
or die!”’ 

If I had to keep a hog a year before 
he weighed one hundred pounds, even 
‘if I did raise him on fresh air and 
scenery, I would be ashamed for my 
neighbors to see such animals on 
my farm. Pasture is all right, but 
you will have to feed a balanced feed 
at least once a day for your pigs to 
do well, and you will be money ahead.

A Record Breaking ‘Ton 
Litter” 


Bert Keiper made quite a record 
with his ton litter herd of Duroc- 
Jersey hogs, which were weighed 
last Wednesday, which was the 180th 
day since they were farrowed. The 
original litter contained eleven pigs 
but accidents and deaths cut it 
down to eight, as Mr. Keiper did 
not pen them away from the horses 
and cattle. These eight pigs weighed 
last Wednesday 1087% pounds, an 
average of 226 pounds per pig, or 
one and a quarter pounds per day 
for every day the pigs have been 
numbered among the swine family.

He states that he has kept a care- 
ful record of the expense of raising 
this ton litter—for it is fully entitled 
to be classed as a ton litter—and that 
he has made a profit on them. 

Mr. Keiper will have his litter at 
the Hemphill County Fair and he 
wants the farmers and stockmen to 
look them over. 

Mr. Keiper’s son, Phillip Keiper, 
a pig club boy, has been feeding this 
Texas litter of Durocs, and will 
get a silver medal for his work. Had 
the ninth pig not been killed, and 
this litter gone over the top the way 
it would have, he would have won 
a gold medal and several hundred 
dollars in cash. The hogs are worth 
at 180 days, $149.12 at the market 
price of 8 cents. 

The feeding record kept on 
eight prize pigs is as follows: 

First period, from weaning time 
to July 6th, when weight was esti- 
mated at 100 pounds each, these 
pigs consumed 1,638 pounds of corn 
worth $29.50; 624 pounds of wheat 
shorts, $12.48; 104 pounds tankage, 
$4.16. 


Second period, July 6th to August 
3rd: 1,484 pounds corn. worth 
$26.50; shorts, 330 pounds worth 
$6.60; tankage, 70 pounds worth 
$2.80. 

Third period, August 
gust 25th, end of 180

5th to Au- 
days; 840 
$15.00; wheat, 504 
pounds, $6.68; maize, 224 pounds, 
$3.36; tankage, 16 pounds, 64 cents. 


Total cost of feeding 8 pigs to 180 
days: Corn, $71.00; wheat shorts, 
$25.76, of $9.91 on the corn which 
was raised on the place and thus 
eliminating any hauling charge on 
that item, making the cost of the 
corn only $61.09 to be charged 
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against the hogs. This leaves a total 
cost of raising the 8 pigs to 180 days 
at $110.67. 


Selling price of the pigs $149.12 
leaving a clear profit of $38.45 on 
the pigs, or a profit of $1.28 per 
hour for every hour’s attention given 
them. Note that we have already 
charged against the ton litter the ac- 
tual time given to raising them, so 
that the $1.28 per hour is clear 
profit. 


In addition he sold a by-product 
of kitchen slop to the amount of 
$4.00 and pasturage to the amount 
of $2.00. Also 3,962 pounds of corn 
raised on the farm. 


The pigs were hand-fed and given 
free access to a mineral mixture of 
lime, sulphur, salt, bone meal, char- 
coal, glouber salts and copperas. 
They were weighed on the following 
dates: May 16th, 505 pounds, July 
6th, 1,005 pounds, August 3rd, 1,- 
3870 pounds, and August 25th, 

It has often been stated by prom- 
inent hog men that this section of 
the Panhandle is the natural home 
for swine, the climate being ideal. 
Mr. Keiper’s success this year fully 
proves the claims and next year 


there should be a dozen or more club 
boys as well as farmers getting into 
the ton litter class in this county. 
The Keiper experiment has proven 
that the feeding can be done profita- 
bly.—Canadian Record.

Preventable 


Approximately 4 per cent of the 
hogs on farms in the United States 
died of hog cholera last year, This 
appraisal of the averages of hog chol- 
era is made by the Bureau of Animal 
Industry, United States Department 
of Agriculture, for the year ended 
April 30, 1923, and is based on esti- 
mates of the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics. Losses were heaviest in 
Iowa, Nebraska, Indiana, Missouri, 
Illinois, Ohio, Georgia, Minnesota 
and South Dakota in the order 
named. Each of these states lost more 
than 100,000 head of swine from 
the disease during the year, assum- 
ing that 80 per cent. of the deaths 
from all causes among hogs is due 
to cholera. The total number of 
swine lost from hog cholera exceeded 
2,250,000, valued at approximately 
$29,393,000. 

The highly contagious nature of 
hog cholera makes the disease dif-

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ficult to control. The preventive 
serum treatment combined -with 
strict sanitation and thorough disin- 
fection of premises after outbreaks, 
are the most effective control meas- 
ures. The losses reported for last 
year are not so great as in 1913 and 
1914, when the disease appeared par- 
ticularly prevalent, but they were 
larger than department experts con- 
sider they should have been, consid- 
ering that swine growers have a pre- 
ventive treatment which is effectual, 


if used properly before the animals 
become sick.

Feeding and Fitting

If one is desirous of winning a fair 
share of prizes at the fairs this fall, 
he should be ready to begin fitting the 
pig when it is first born.

tors in a successful show. The little 
pig should never be allowed to lose its 
milk fat. It is almost impossible tol 
get the same bloom and finish, no mat- 
ter how much care and pains are taken 
afterwards. A great variation of feeds 
is essential when the pig is still young, 
and no part of the ration should con- 
sist of a roughage, as this cannot be 
digested. Corn should be used only to 
keep the animal in the proper flesh. 
It should be largely supplemented with 
such feeds as oil-meal, milk and ground 
oats. It is harder to feed show pigs 
than those that are being prepared for 
the market, for if they are pampered 
too much they will go off their feed, 
and several days will be required to. 
get them back where they were before. 
Also the weather is a drawback, for 
they must be fitted during the hottest 
part of the year. Wallows should be 
provided as well as plenty of good 
shade, if one wishes to keep them mak- 
ing maximum gains. 

The herd should be watched closely 
and the feet trimmed once each month, | 
or perhaps more often. The toes should 
be kept short, as this will make the; 
pasterns appear shorter, a thing that. 
all judges are looking for. If the pigs 
do not shed by the first of June they 
should be clipped, and if the entire 
body is not clipped, the hair on the. 
ears and around the head should be, 
as this will add greatly to the appear- 
ance of the individual.

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brushed vigorously each day. Then 
just before going into the show ring 
the pig should be washed thoroughly, 
and look better if they are greased. 
A solution consisting of four parts of 
neat’s foot oil to one of denatured al- 
cohol will put the hair in good condi- 
tion, and also give it a glossy appear- 
ance. 

The way in which the pig is shown 
may often be a large factor in deter- 
mining the amount of attention which 
the judge will give to it. If there are 
any glaring defects, they should not 
be covered up, as it will only serve 
to bring them out plainer. If it is 
not necessary the hurdle should not 
be. used in showing; instead a whip 
or cane is better. Keep an eye on the 
judge, and do not over-show. 


Scours and Thumps in 
Young Pigs 


Cure scours by finding and remov- 
If the 


ing the sow or pigs in cold rain or 
winds. 

Changing the feed of either sow or 
pigs from sweet to sour milk will 
often cause scours, and so will the 
improper use of feeds like blood 
meal, tankage and oil meal which 
contain more protein than the other 
feeds the animal may have been eat- 
ing. It is usually well to feed both 
sow and pigs ail they will eat, but 
if this should result in stimulating 
the milk flow so that the youngsters 
get more than they can digest, scours 


_will result, and the sow’s feed must 


be cut down. 

Clean, dry quarters and clean 
troughs will do much to prevent 
scours by preventing the pigs from 
swallowing filth which contains 
germs that multiply in the stomach 
intestines and cause digestive 
trouble. If the sows have been wad- 
ing through mud and filth before 


being suckled by the pigs, the same 
results are likely to follow, so they 
| should all be kept in clean, dry lots 


where the sun has a chance to get 
in and kill the germs, and good ven- 
tilation makes the air pure and helps 


_to keep the floors and lots so dry 
_ that any germs that are present are 


less likely to be taken by the young 
This can 
be arranged by opening up trap doors 


in the roofs of these sheds during 
| warm, sunny days, and closing them 
) when the cool nights make protec- 


tion necessary, or rains threaten to 
come in through the open doors and 
chill the sows and pigs or soak their 
beds. 

If scours appear in spite of all 
precautions, the following treatment 
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has proved valuable to the Missouri 
experiment station: Reduce the sow’s 
feed, clean up more thoroughly than 
before, and give the sow a table- 
spoonful of sulphur in each feed for 
several days. It is also well to give 
her a good dose of Epsom salts. If 
practicable each pig may be given a 
teaspoonful of castor oil, or Epsom 
salts, and charcoal should be pro- 
vided in any convenient way. If no 
cheaper charcoal can be secured it 
can be supplied by burning cobs and 
putting the fire out before it burns 
out. 

Thumps in young pigs result from 
too much feed, or too little sunshine 
or exercise, or both. The remedy is 
to reduce the sow’s feed and compel 
the pigs to take plenty of exercise in 
the open air and sunshine. This 
treatment is only effective for pigs 
that have not been weaned, since 
thumps in older pigs is usually 
caused by trouble in the lungs or 
bronchial tubes.—L. A. Weaver, Mis- 
souri Experiment Station. 


Common Swine Troubles 


and Their Cures 


Abortion — Sow loses. appetite, 
quivers greatly, and frequently suf- 
fers with hemorrhage; caused by 
rough handling, crowding in close 
sleeping quarters or at feeding and 
drinking troughs, may accompany a 
mild attack of cholera; give one 
grain of potassium iodide for 100 
consecutive days during pregnancy. 

Bronchitis—Coughing that often 
expels worms and mucous; feverish 
unthrifty condition; caused by lung 
worms, dusty pens or excessive heat; 
Epsom salts or castor oil, clean and 
ventilate quarters. 

Cholera—Loss of appetite, fever, 
constipation, dry cough, diarrhoea, 
black droppings, purplish spots on 
the skin; quarantine innoculate 
healthy pigs and burn all carcasses 
and keep all quarters thoroughly 
clean. 

Constipation—Worms, dry _ feed 
exclusively and lack of exercise; cor- 
rect diet and give castor oil or Ep- 
som salts. 


Worms—tThe lung worm is a long 
white thread-like parasite that is 
sometimes found in the air passages 
of the -wind pipe and lungs, giving 
the hogs a spasmodic cough, making 
him unthrifty with diarrhoea and 
nasal discharge; ‘clean pens thor- 
oughly and give plenty of feed. Un- 
thriftiness and worms in the feces 
about seven to eleven inches long 
and grayish white in color are what 
are called the round worms; give 
five grains of calomel, five grains of 
santonin in grain mash or capsule 
with a dram of areca nut to each 60 
pounds weight of the hog. Follow 
with Epsom salts and feed a mineral 
mixture consisting of three parts sal- 
soda, three parts of Epsom salts, 
three parts of common salts, one part 
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of sulphur, four parts of charcoal, 
and three parts of copperas.

The breeding of animals is both a 
science and an art. Under the head of 
science of breeding are included all 
the ascertained facts—all the knowl- 
edge relating to the subjects. On the 
other hand the art of breeding is the 
practical application of this knowl- 
edge.

I quote him 
as follows: ‘My experience in inbreed- 
ing is that you do good, or fail, in| 
proportion to the quality of the strain 
of blood, that is, that you intensify 
what you have, let it be good or bad, | 
let it be weak or strong in constitution. 
The theory advanced by the mass of 
people, 
erate size and weaken constitution, 
is all wrong unless the strain you are 
inbreeding lacks size as a rule, or 
lacks constitution. Animals that have 
plenty of size, and a vigorous consti- 
tution can have these traits intensified 
as certainly as you can lessen their 
traits by inbreeding with strains lack- | 
ing these essential traits. If you can © 
intensify the one it seems to me as

one — 


to the effect that you degen- }| 
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reasonable that you can the other; so 
a man’s success in inbreeding will de- 
pend upon what he has to inbreed with. 
Rightly and intelligently done, I have 
never yawd able to detect any bad re- 
sults whatever from inbreeding. It has 
always been strange to me that most 
every person who has never given the 
subject any study whatever has a de- 
cided notion that inbreeding is danger- 
ous. I presume our fathers tell us this 
simply because their fathers told them 
so and their grandfathers before them, 
and not one in many thousands has 
ever given the matter any trial or se- 
rious thought. Even with a trial it 
does not follow that every case will be 
a success, any more than the mating of 
animals not related will be a success 
in every case. The animals mated, 
whether kin or not, must be suited to 
produce good results; that is, have no 
weakness in common, and as much 
good as possible.” 

A. J. Lovejoy, of Roscoe, Ill., is an- 
other famous breeder of Berkshires 
and I quote him as follows: ‘We are 
believers in quite close, even inbreed- 
ing. We find the greatest show ani- 
mals are closely inbred. Sires to half 
sisters is the most common form of 
close breeding, though cousins, neph- 
ews, and nieces and even brothers and 
sisters are bred together with great 
success. It of course requires good 
judgment in mating animals that are 
particularly strong in individual merit. 
Should each have a bad defect in any 
way, we should expect that to be more 
manifest in the offspring than in tne 
parents, and likewise the good points 
would be better; so if one mates 
equally good specimens the _ produce 
will be an improvement. There is no 
sire of any breed so prepotent as an. 
inbred sire. When we get to the point 
where we feel the need of outside 
blood we mate an imported sow with 
our best boar and from this litter we 
select a boar to use on the get of his 
own sire from other sows in the herd; 
that is, we breed this boar on his half 
sisters.” 

Dean Davenport of the University of 
Illinois, who is one of the authorities 
on this subject, has this to say: 

By “line breeding’ igs meant the re- 
striction of selection and mating to the 
individuals of a single line of descent. 
The purpose of this system of breeding 
is real breed improvement—to get the 
best that can be gotten out of the race, 
and better than ever if possible. 

Experience has shown that if the 
purpose be breed improvement, or even 
herd improvement carried to its limits, 
it is not enough to confine selection to 
the limits of the breed. All breeds are 
exceedingly variable, and real results 
aiming at anything more than mere 
‘multiplication can follow only closely 
drawn lines within the breed—breeding 
in line, or line breeding. Line breed- 
ing excludes everything outside the 
approved and chosen line of breeding. 
It not only combines animals very 
similar in their characters, but it nar- 
rows the pedigree to few and closely 
related lines of descent. This “purifies” 
the pedigree rapidly and gives the an- 
cestry the largest possible opportunity. 
The system is eminently conservative. 
It discourages variability, and rapidly 
reduces it to a minimum. More over 
whatever variations do occur will be 
in line with the prominent characters 
of the chosen branch of the breed. 


The nature of the results secured by 
this system can almost certainly be 
predicted; and when they do appear, 
and improvement is at hand, it is 
backed up by the most powerful heredi- 
tary influence obtainable, because of 
the simplicity and strength of the an- 
cestry, which, if the selection has been 
good. all “pulls” in the same direction. 
The records of all breeds will show the 
pronounced results that have followed 
judicious line breeding. A volume 
could be filled with pictures of famous 
animals so produced. 


The chief danger in line breeding is 
that the breed will select by pedigree, 
abandoning in exact proportion as the 
individuals have been kept up to grade. 
It will not replace selection, but on the 
contrary calls for the most discrim- 
inating care within the line. 


If the breeder selects by paper, and 
not in the yards. and a few genera- 
tions of inferior animals creep in, then 
line breeding will consign the whole 
bunch of the limbos quicker and more 
certainly than will any other known 
System of breeding. 
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No other system of breeding has ever 
secured the results that line breeding 
has secured, and if the present state 
of knowledge is reasonably sound, no 
other system will ever be so powerful 
in getting the most possible out of a 
given breed of variety, especially of 
animals and this with the greatest cer- 
tainty as we go along. The only re- 
quirement is not to abandon individual 
selection. A pedigree is not a crutch 
on which incompetence can lean; it 
is merely a guaranty of blood lines. 

I hope this brings out clearly the 
fundamental considerations that have 
influenced the McKee Bros. in line 
breeding their Defenders through indi- 
vidual selection. It should also serve 
to indicate some of the characteristics 
necessarily possessed by any herd that 
has been developed, built up and per- 
fected by such methods.

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Is the Foundation Right? 


If you were building a house, the 
first thing you would do would be to 
see that the foundation was strong 
and durable, capable of carrying 
whatever weight you intended to 
build upon it. 

Are you as careful in feeding your 
hogs, to see that they receive the 
necessary elements to build bone and 
frame? Without strong bone and a 
well-developed frame, it is impossi- 
ble to get the size that breeders are 
striving for. 

Investigation has proven that 
most rations are deficient in min- 
erals, and it is these very minerals 
that are necessary in building frame 
and bone. 

While your brood sows are carry- 
ing their litters, it is very necessary 
that they receive sufficient minerals 
to insure the proper development of 
the unborn pigs. The sows are under 
a big strain and they need to re- 
plenish the minerals in their own 
body as well as pass it on to the de- 
veloping litter. And just remember, 
too, that the hog market will prob- 
ably be high next year and that 
every spring pig will mean increased 
profits. 

Are those fall pigs of yours that 
you have just taken up out of 
pasture getting enough mineral mat- 
ter in their feed? If they are not, 
you are going to have some bad- 
footed, weak-backed boars and gilts 
next year that won’t be worth any- 
thing as breeding stock. 

Just stop a moment to figure out 
whether or not your herd is getting 
sufficient mineral, and if there is any 
question in your mind, the cheapest 
insurance you can buy is the pur- 
chase of a reliable mineral mixture 
and add a small quantity to your 
present ration. It costs but a few 
cents a day to insure maximum bone 
and frame development in your en- 
tire herd. 


Outlook for 1924 


By R, L. Comer 
Mr. Wm. H. Hobdey, representing 
Cudahy’s Packing Plant of Milwau- 


kee, Wis., was a visitor at the Bulle- 
tin office the past week. He is out 
investigating conditions relative to 
hog business in the future. He is 
optimistic on prices in 1924 from 
his observation and inquiries in the 
field. He finds every one in the same 
frame of mind, that is, all have been 
cutting down and reducing their 
breeding operations for the past six 
months and are still continuing it. 
In July of this year at their plant 
an actual count was kept on all sows 
slaughtered and they found 25% of 
all sows killed were pregnant. In 
August 18%, September 13%, and 
October 9%. From July to October, 
inclusive, 70% of all hogs slaught- 
ered were sows and gilts compared 
to 30% barrows. Normally this runs 
60 to 40%. There is a big lesson in 
the above figures to the thinking 
producer, and should be an incentive 
to the pure bred breeder to have 
confidence in the future demand for 
breeding stock. The sows shipped in 
and slaughtered were bred for fall 
pigs, but the farmer discouraged by 
high cost of feed and low prices for 
his finished hogs, led him to liqui- 
date on his breeding stock. This 
absolutely forecasts an extreme 
shortage in the future, which means 
high prices. Then you will see a 
scramble to get back in and if you 
have not the merchandise you are 
out of luck. Make plans to put in a 
few good pure bred sows the com- 
ing winter to have some hogs to sell 
when they are high.

Pacitic International Show 
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Duroc Breeders of Northwest Exhibit Classy Entries 


HE Pacific International held 

November 3d to 10th, at Port- 

land, Oregon,.is fast approach- 
ing the magnitude of the great In- 
ternational held at Chicago. 

There are ten acres of exhibits 
completely under roof, prepared for 
the usual rainy season which, how- 
ever, failed to come this year during 
the show. 

Naturally enough for a show held 
at this time of the year, and condi- 
tions, the dairy end of the show ex- 
celled, Jerseys and Holsteins of the 
top rank vied with each other of 
their respective breeds for the pur- 
ples. 

The horse show was superb, and 
the exposition as a whole could 
hardly be improved upon, thanks to 
the energetic efforts of its manager, 
Mr. O. M. Plummer. 

The show comes at a busy time 
for hog men and the number of ex- 
hibitors were small. However, in-a 
way, the lack of numbers is made 
up by the quality and type of the 
tops shown in the different classes. 
There is $1,750 given as prizes in 
the Duroc classes, futurity and open, 
and some of the boys paid for quite 
a portion of their year’s feed bill 
with their winnings. 

Claude McKelvie of Lincoln, Neb., 
tied the ribbons and not an iota of 
criticism did we hear from exhib- 
itors or ringside.’ Mr. McKelvie 
worked fast and made consistent ties 
and deliberated but little except in 
the aged sow class and on the 
younger stuff. The exhibitors were 
pleased to have a judge selected from 
the Corn Belt. 

Four very worthy champions were 
selected. Jumbo Giant, the first prize 
aged and Grand Champion is a good 
rugged boar and a litter by him won 
heavily in the fall pig classes, Char- 
nock Mammoth Lady, the only entry 
in the senior yearling sow class was 
good enough to win over the ex- 
cellent aged and junior yearling 
sows shown by Berry. Both the first 
prize spring pigs won over the fall 
entries for junior championships. 

Jumbo Giant was the only boar 
shown in the aged class and he would 
probably have headed a very strong 
class. 

There were only two senior year- 
ling boars driven out and the Cali- 
fornia entry barely topped Shiek Al- 
hammed, the Oregon entry. 

H. C. Compton took home the first 
prize ribbon for junior yearling boars 
and Berry won second on a litter- 
mate.

This class caused a 
little trouble for the judge, for they 
were three beautiful specimens. 

There was only one sow in the 
senior yearling class, but she was 
good enough to win over the first 
aged and the first junior yearling 
sow for senior and grand champion.

following afternoon. Mr. Jones is 


proprietor of the St. George Hotel, 
long a famous landmark of Santa 


Bob Jones and his herdsman, Ralph 
Dunham. Bob Jones owns the St. 
George Hotel Ranch where he is stock- 
ing in some real Durocs. 

Cruz, and is determined to have his 
Duroe herd carry the same prestige 
as his well established hostelry. 

Mr. Ralph Dunham, a former Uni- 
versity man, is in charge of the 
ranch, which lies along a small but 
fertile valley of the Santa Cruz moun- 
tains. Alfalfa, corn and other feeds 
can be grown in the bottom land and 
the hog plant is being laid out along 
the foot of the slopes where under- 
brush of the thickest variety is avail- 
able for range. A new hog barn, 
100 feet long with sixteen large, 
roomy pens, cement and wood floors, 
plenty of windows and ventilators, 
is nearing completion.

Boston Land Company 

The Boston Land Company, West- 
haven, California, would make a good 
day’s sight seeing trip for anyone 
interested in agriculture, but we con- 
fined our trip to the swine depart- 
ment. The company owns forty- 
eight thousand acres of land in the 
San Joaquin valley, raising olives, 
peaches, figs, and grapes and is un- 
der the management of Mr. Steig- 
meyer. The swine department is un- 
der the management of Mr. H. D. 
Stokes, and Durocs and Polands are 
both used. Mr. Stokes is a strong 
believer in the big type hog, and you 
will find many of that type among 
his breeding sows and boars of both 
breeds. Three sons of Scissors, a son 
of Commander and a son of King of 
Orions are the main herd boars al- 
though they have a few spring boars 
in the making. They have over 300 
fall pigs and are planning on raising 
even more spring pigs. They are 
planning to produce the big type Du- 
roc on a large scale.

Great Inducement for 
Western Duroc 
Breeders 


By B. R. Evans 

Many breeders upon my return 
from a month’s trip through the 
states of the far west have asked 
regarding the possibilities for rais- 
ing hogs in that country. It would 
be unnecessary and impossible to 
give my impression regarding each 
district visited, for practically all of 
the hogs raised in Idaho, Washing- 
ton, Oregon and California are 
shipped to the Coast markets where 
the prevailing market price is from 
a dollar to a dollar and a half higher 
than the Hastern market price. 

Most of the country visited was 
irrigated land where alfalfa of the 
finest kind is raised. Barley, wheat 
and in many places good corn and 
other feeds of the practical kind for 
hog production. There is no reason 
that I could see why hogs could not 
be raised as economically as in the 
corn belt and at the same time be 
nearer to a higher market. 

True, in California, the fruit crops 
have been extremely lucrative in the 
past, but as I understand it, this 
year many fruit growers have lost 
money and are turning to a more 
diversified operation, and I feel con- 
fident the hog will be included in 
their plan. Approximately ninety 
per cent of the hogs marketed at the 
Los Angeles market are shipped in 
from outside states, some from as 
far east as Oklahoma, Kansas and 
Nebraska. Surely some day Cali- 
fornia will produce her own pork 
supply, and the breeders who get in 
on the ground floor to furnish the 
seed stock for the many who will 
likely take to producing pork, will 
reap a harvest. 

The writer endeavored to call on 
as many Duroc Bulletin subscribers 
as possible, but he knows now he did 
not visit but a meager few, and earn 
estly requests that others write to 
the office so that when he, or othe 
members of the force visit that coun 
try, we can call on them.

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breed. The farmer must be educated 
to the fact that Durocs will make 
more pork in less time and on less 
feed than will common hogs. We 
must prove that Durocs are prolific, 
thrifty, hardy, mature early, feed 
rapidly, withstand hardships and 
make the maximum use of all kinds 
of grasses and pastures. We must 
show him that Durocs are uniform 
in type, color and conformation and 
take on the proper finish to top the 
packer’s market. We must explain 
to him that over a given period of 
years it is always more satisfactory 
to market his grains and grasses 
through hogs. We must point out to 
him that live stock farming is the 
only sound and profitable method of 
agriculture. Promotion work is teach- 
ing farmers the value of pure bred 
Durocs on farms and until we have 
driven these lessons home we can 
not hope for a demand for our Du- 
rocs from farmers that is commensu- 
rate with the worth and money mak- 
ing ability of the superior hog we 
are now producing. There is no 
denying the truth that the very fab- 
ric of our business rests entirely on 
how well we succeed in selling the 
farmers the fact that pure bred Du- 
rocs are indispensable on farms for 
meat production as mediums for 
marketing grains and maintaining 
soil fertility. Selling these facts to 
farmers is promotion work. This 
work must be carried on. The Na- 
tional Record Association is doing 
its part to convince the farmers that 
pure-bred Duroc-Jersey hogs are nec- 
essary factors in successful and per- 
manent agriculture. 


Hog Cholera on the Increase 


On November 14th the Secretary 
of the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture issued a press notice which, in 
part, is as follows: 


“Reports received from various 
sections of the country by the United 
States Department of Agriculture in- 
dicate that hog cholera is becoming 
more prevalent this fall than in any 
year since the decline of the last ex- 
tensive outbreak, which reached its 
height in 1914. 


“During the spring and early sum- 
mer isolated outbreaks appeared 
here and there in various states. 
Owing to the comparative freedom of 
most states from cholera, the ex- 
pense of procuring serum, virus, and 
veterinary service, the high price of 
corn and the seemingly low price of 
hogs, many farmers failed to have 
their herds immunized last spring,— 
as a consequence there is in the 
country an unusually large propor- 
tion of suseptible animals. Reports 
show that cholera has appeared re- 
cently in communities which have 
been free of this disease for 25 
years. In many localities it gained 
considerable headway before hog 
raisers realized the real nature of

“Notwithstanding all that has been 
said of other swine diseases, hog 
cholera continues to be the greatest 
menace to the swine industry of this 
country. The active virus of cholera 
is present in the country con- 
tinuously and it is not safe when one 
or more hogs in a herd get sick to 
delay from day to day in seeking as- 
sistance in the hope that the condi- 
tion may disappear. Most of the 
losses this fall are due to the failure 
to administer the preventive treat- 
ment before the infection has had 
time to reach all of the swine in the 
herd, Remember that the serum 
treatment is a preventive and not a 
cure. Unless hog owners are on the 
alert and act promptly, the losses 
will be unusually heavy this fall.’’ 

The reports received by this pub- 
lication verify the Department’s 
statement and we therefore believe 
that this material from the Govern- 
ment is timely and the advice should 
be heeded by the thinking breeder.

at Melbourne, Iowa, across the road 
from each other, where they are en- 
gaged in raising purebred Durocs 
and Polands). The entire supply of 
garbage from the city of Los An- 
geles is brought out to Pamona every 
day, and 300 tons of it are fed at 
this place. And an average of ten 
ear loads of live hogs are shipped 
back to Los Angeles market every 
day. That sounds like a parable on 
perpetual motion, doesn’t it? 

The Diamond Bar herd was origi- 
nally founded by Mr. Lewis, the 
owner, with the best breeding stock 
money could buy. Ace of Pathfind- 
ers, Queen of Pathfinders, the grand 
champion sow of the world, and 
many other notable animals were 
bought and a strictly purebred herd 
was in operation, but recently the 
policy has been changed and no rec- 
ords of breeding are being kept up. 
There are many of the original herd 
in the pens, both older boars and 
sows, hundreds of them, but the 
younger stuff is not eligible to rec- 
ord. There are hundreds of sows, 
large, long, broody, and I might say, 
more good sows than I saw on my 
entire trip in these pens. I could 
pick out twenty show herds that 
would be a credit to any of our state 
fairs. It is almost unbelievable. To 
be exact, there are just 1,400 pure- 
bred Duroc sows, and more than 50 
herd boars over one year old. Can 
you believe it? 

I don’t remember, nor I didn’t ask 
how much the original herd of Du- 
rocs breeding stock cost, but they 
did tell me the plant was making 
money, and making big money, and 
no one would doubt it. Every opera- 
tion of feeding, breeding and caring 
for the litters is carried on with ma- 
chine like precision. Trucks and 
trailers bring the garbage from the 
city. The truck boxes are then lifted 
by crane to a gasoline propelled train 
that runs on standard tracks up and 
down the blocks of pens. The 
garbage is shovelled onto cement 
feeding floors in each pen—the hogs 
clean up the eatable food, which in 
reality is a perfectly balanced ration 
—and then the refuse, bones, cans, 
etc., is brushed up and carried away. 
The bones are separated and sold, 
and the balance is sold for fertilizer. 
You will ask: How do they worm 
the pigs? Do they lose many hogs 
from eating glass? Do the pigs 
scour? They do not worm the pigs, 
and are not caused any trouble this 
way. They tell me they do not re- 
member of losing a hog from the 
cause of eating glass. Yes, the pigs 
scour, but not seriously. And I want 
to say right here, I have never seen 
more healthy pigs fed on skimmed 
milk and rolled oats. 

I must admit that when I stood 
looking at those weanling pigs thriv- 
-ing on garbage, I felt something like 
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the fellow who looked up at the suc- 
eessful flight of an airplane, saying, 
“Tt can’t be done.’ Hundreds of 
cities burn their garbage. There 
should be a plant similar to the Dia- 
mond Bar adjacent to each of them. 


Mismanagement of Brood 
Sows 


Your 1924 profits in the hog busi- 
ness absolutely depend upon the 
number and quality of the pigs you 
raise next spring. You are now lay- 
ing the foundation and it depends 
upon the management, care and feed 
you give your bred sows from breed- 
ing time until farrowing as to the 
number of pigs you have come dead 
or alive,,weak or strong. There are 
only a few common sense methods 
one should use to have big strong 
healthy litters farrowed. 


Do not let old sows run with the 
fall or spring gilts. Different ages 
and sizes should all be separated. 

Do not have too many together; 
they pile up and crowd each other in 
cold weather. 


Do not let dust accumulate in 
their sleeping quarters. Always 
keep a dry and well ventilated place 
for them to sleep in and keep it well 
bedded. 


Feed a ration that promotes thrift. 
Do not let them become constipated. 
This can be regulated by the feed or 
should you see they are in this con- 
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dition give some good standard stock 
powder. 

Keep them free from lice. No 
hog that is covered with lice can 
thrive. See that they have access to 
pure fresh water, and that they get 
a reasonable amount of exercise each 
day. By following the above you

+ ATRONS of recording associa- 
4 tions who are clamoring for re- 
duced prices in recording should

asking the associations to save them 
a pittance on recording and by so 
doing the associations be forced to 
give up the propaganda work that

most of these organizations have 
been carrying on each year. 

There is, of course, a very great 
difference of opinion among breed- 
ers of Durocs as to just what is the 
proper manner of pushing the breed’s 
interests, but there isn’t much doubt 
in the minds of a large majority of 
these lovers of the breed that the 
help that the associations’ money 
can be in fairs, expositions, and pig 
clubs, ete., does great good. There 
is a very great difference of opinion 
among the association’s workers as 
well as the breeders themselves as 
to which of these is the most potent 
way of extending this aid with their 
cash, but on the basic question of 
fair prizes a very large majority 
agree. 

If you will go over the books and 
accounts of the various recording 
associations and look up the years 
they have shown a gain in surplus 
investments or in cash, and the years 
they have shown a deficit, there will 
be found but few cases where this 
difference of profit and loss is 
chargeable to anything else but a 
difference in the amounts these as- 
sociations have given to fairs and 
expositions and to other legitimate 
aims to further the cause of the 
breed and of the breeders. The out- 
come of each year’s business can be 
charged to promotion work pure and 
simple. The fact then that an asso- 
ciation shows it has come out on the 
right side of the ledger only means 
in other terms that they did not go 
the limit of their opportunities to 
help the breed and the breeders in 
the various fairs and expositions 
where the breeders of Durocs were 
interested. 


The sums that any recording as- 
sociation has in investment doesn’t 
prove the soundness of that associa- 
tion’s business. The fact that it has 
no surplus at all to be drawn upon 
during the very lean times, most cer- 
tainly shows lack of foresight of the 
officers, but because this or that as- 
sociation is compelled occasionally to 
draw upon reserves proves that its 
officers have not hesitated to go the 
limit for the breeders and the breed 
in its efforts to help. 


We remember of no cases in swine 
recording associations where the sur- 
plus has been wilfully and wasteful- 
ly dispersed to the detriment of the 
association’s interests. A too ambi- 
tious set of officers has occasionally 
put associations to extremities, but 
as a general well grounded state- 
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ment, there has been very littl 
among hog associations that could b 
counted as wholesome, unbridle 
waste funds. It has been expende 
for the breed’s good, and if erro 
were made it was error of judgmen 
instead of wrong intention. 


For this reason we believe tha 
patrons can well be taxed the smal 
additional expense on each pedigree 
that some of them seem to feel that 
they are being taxed now, in orde 
that these promotion and publicit 
campaigns—at least reasonable cam- 
paigns—can be continued. There are 
always new territories where the in- 
terest in pure bred hogs can be ad- 
vanced by judicious expenditure, 
especially when business is on a go- 
ing gait, and it is right and mete 
that the officers and managers of 
these breed organizations be allowed 
to use as much of the income from 
recording as is safe to expend, for 
the carrying on of this good work. 


We are not arguing that this 
money brings direct returns. In very 
few cases can direct returns be 
credited to these campaigns, but ad- 
vertising of all kinds is on much the 
same basis, and is indirect effort to 
gain ascendency in a certain line or 
for a certain article. We must trust 
to the future for the returns and 
this ‘‘bread cast upon the waters” 
may take its own sweet time to come 
back, but that it will come there is 
little doubt. ;

Scrub Boar Costs Farmer 


$1,000 


How a scrub boar owned by a 
farmer in Union County, Ky., cost 
him $1,000 is told by Wayland 
Rhodes, field agent in animal hus- 
bandry of the Kentucky Extension 
Service. The first cost of this boar 
was $8. He was bred to 12 sows, 
each of which produced two litters 
of pigs while the boar was head of 
the herd. All the 24 litters made 
unsatisfactory growth. 

Later, in connection with the 
“Better Sires—Better Stock’’ move- 
ment, the farmer replaced the boar 
with a good purebred and used the 
same sows. The pigs sired by the 
purebred boar brought the owner 
$1,000 more in the same length of 
time than the pigs which the scrub 
boar had sired. The two experiences 
caused the Union.County farmer to 
conclude that the use of the scrub 
boar for 24 litters of pigs had cost 
$1,000. According to United States 
Department of Agriculture live stock 
specialists, to whom Mr. Rhoads re- 
lated this incident, scrub sires are 
the most expensive kind a farmer 
can keep, a fact supported by the 
foregoing result.

Ten of Thirty Car Load Entries at International Were 
Durocs

over more places in another year. 
When sold the show barrows bring 
a premium over and above the price 
paid on the open market. This year 
the Duroc car loads in the show di- 
vision sold for an average of $9.00 
per cwt. Top hogs on the open mar- 
ket the same day brought $7.25 
which makes a premium price of 
$1.75 per cwt., in favor of the show 
hogs. With a car weighing an avy- 
erage of 250 pounds this means 
$4.35 extra money for each hog or 
$217.50 for a car of 50 head. This 
premium in selling price alone makes 
it profitable to feed and exhibit in 
the car load classes. Some of the 
loads sold for less than the average 
price and some sold above it. How- 
ever, the Duroc load, that brought 
the lowest price, sold for 50 cents 
above the top on the open market. 
This amounts to a premium of $1.25 
per hog or $62.50 on a car load 
which is worth while. 


Then, last but not least, Duroc 
Jerseys meet the market demand and 
find high favor with the packer as 
the selling prices plainly evidence. 
The Horn load, previously men- 
tioned, brought the high price of the 
day, selling for $11.25 per cwt. This 
load was bought by Joe Waters, head 
buyer for Armour & Co., who also 
judged the classes. No load of any 
breed brought a higher price. One 
Duroc load sold for $10.50 per cwt., 
one for $10.00 and another for $9.00. 
The average price for our ten loads 
as already stated was $9.00 per cwt. 


Practically all of the packing com- 


panies had buyers present at the sale. 
Armour & Co.,. bought 12 loads. 
Swift & Co., took 9, while Morris & 
Co., got 7 and Wilson & Co., the re- 
maining 4. 


While Durocs did not win the 
grand championship this year, our 
breed sure greased the old skids 
and in 1924, the big red breed will 
ascend to the top. The show this 
year proved that Durocs can go out

and win in the toughest kind of 
competition. It is the same in these 


barrow contests as in every other 
kind. In order to win all we need 
to do is to have the hogs entered. 
Our exhibitors who showed this year 
have paved the way. They deserve 
a rising vote of thanks for upholding 
the standard of our breed in the 
world’s greatest show. Duroc men 
everywhere should plan on showing 
barrows next year, not only at Chi- 
cago, but at all other fairs and ex- 
positions. The world’s grand cham- 
pion car of 1924 is ours if the good 
Duroc barrows over the country are 
fed out and exhibited.

We believe it would be good judgment for all 
breeders holding winter bred sow sales to eull and 
sort over their sale stuff and rather sell a few less 
than advertised than to offer a few inferior sows. 

The sales of the last year has brought more of a 
spread between the prices of the good, useful kind 
and the mediocre. We believe this is what should 
be and if pure bred Duroe breeders offer in their 
sales sows not as good as the average cross bred by 
the farmer, they are making a serious mistake. 

We have yet to see an outstanding boar or sow 
in any sale go begging for a bidder, and these kind 
of sows in the coming winter sales will be no excep. 
tion, we feel confident. 


It Will Pay to Buy the Best 


Many of the litters from the sows sold last spring 
and summer made healthy profit for their owners. 
We have in mind two eases that were mentioned to 
the writer the same day this is written. One sow 
sold for $205 last spring and the litter sold for $447 
this fall. Another sow that sold for $85 raised a 
litter that netted the owner $335. 

These were ordinary cases, not at all unusual for 
the hog business at this time. Both of the owners of 
these sows were what we term small breeders and 
they were purchased by the writer for these breed- 
ers. No inside help was given on the litter, but were 
sold in fall sales. These litters were sired by promi- 
nent boars and were grown out in good shape. 

We are not guaranteeing, of course, that this can 
be done on every sow bought at the above prices, 
but we do contend that it pays to spend just a lit- 
tle more money to buy a good individual sow bred 
to an outstanding boar that carries prestige. 


On With Your Preparations 


Where do we go from-here? That seems to fit in 
properly as a starting point. The industry of breed- 
ing live stock, all branches, is in comparative stag- 
nation, so to speak.

A slow, well balanced, improve- 
ment of prices for farm products would probably 
last longer and be more beneficial to all. 

We have listened to many so called remedies for 
the Duroc business, when, as we see it, there is 
just one change that will bring a healthy demand 
for breeding stock and that is an upward trend of

Winter Rations 


Replies received and just summar- 
ized at University Farm, St. Paul, 
from a questionnaire sent out last 
spring by H. G. Zavoral, live stock 
specialist with the agricultural ex- 
tension service, University of Minne- 
sota, show that 32.1 per cent of all 
the pigs farrowed in 1922 on 337 
Minnesota farms died before wean- 
ing, and that in 1923, there was a 
loss of newly born pigs of 34 per 
cent on 363 farms. 


“It is safe to say that in Minne- 
sota more than one-third of all the 
pigs are lost before weaning,’’ says 
Mr. Zavoral. ‘“‘Many pigs are far- 
rowed dead and many more perish 
the first few days from being chilled. 
Losses such as these may be mate- 
rially reduced by providing proper 
shelter, practicing better feeding 
methods and taking sanitary precau- 
tions.”’

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As every extra pig that is saved 
reduces the original cost of each pig 
raised, the progressive swine grower 
is finding it good business practice 
to keep a few less sows and to raise 
a higher percentage of their progeny. 
That little pigs cannot do well in 
the cold is clearly shown by the 
1923 replies to the questionnaire. 
These show 20.4 per cent loss of 
pigs due to chilling. ‘‘Proper feed- 
ing, plenty of exercise, and clean 
quarters for brood sows will result 
in strong pigs that will have more 
resistance to disease, aS well as ad- 
verse weather conditions,’ says Mr. 
Zavoral. ‘The little fellows must 
have a dry, warm, clean and well 
ventilated place in order to get a 
good start,’’ 

Mr. Zavoral suggests the following 


winter ration for brood sows and 
gilts: 

1. Corn, one half; ground oats, 
one half; tankage, 8 per cent or 
skimmilk. : 

2. Corn, one third; ground oats, 
one third; shorts or middlings, one 
third; skimmilk.

will clean the worms out of your hogs in short order. 
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100 pounds live weight is sufficient. 
Gilts require more feed than mature 
sows. There are many combinations 
of feed that may be fed. A good 
plan is to feed just enough corn to 
keep sows in desired condition. Feed 
three pounds of skimmilk or butter- 
milk for each pound of grain or 
about one fourth pound of meat meal 
a day and alfalfa hay in rack. Whole 
oats instead of ground may be scat- 
tered on the ground to increase exer- 
cise. 

“A good quality of alfalfa or clover 
hay and a mineral mixture should 
be self fed. A good mineral mix- 
ture is one composed of 40 parts 
of either ground lime stone, air 
slacked lime, ground oyster or clam 
shells or hardwood ashes, 40 parts 
bonemeal or rock phosphate and 
20 parts salt. For pregnant sows 
add three tenths of a pound of po- 
tassium iodide for every 100 pound 
mixture. 

“The factors that determine profit 
in hog raising are: Type and quality 
of breeding stock, number of pigs 
raised per sow, prevention of dis- 
ease, cost of gain, and selling price.” 


Mineral Compounds for 
Swine 


By E. F. Ferrin 

Division of Animal Husbandry, 

University of Minnesota 

The need of some minerals in ra- 
tions for hogs in addition to the ele- 
ments contained in the feeds has 
long been recognized by feeders. The 
practice of burning corn cobs to make 
charcoal and supplying slack coal to 
hogs dates back to the early days 
of swine feeding in this country. 

The hog is fed largely on grains 
and other concentrated feeds. Since 
the leaf structure of plants contains 
relatively more of the mineral com- 
pounds than the seeds, it follows 
that animals such as the hog using 
little of the leaf of plants are more 
apt to need additional mineral com- 
jpounds than cattle, horses or sheep. 

Considerable experimental work 
has been done the past three years 
on the subject of feeding minerals 
to swine. Many preparations have 
been placed upon the market de- 
signed to supply minerals to live 
stock. 

There is by no means an agree- 
ment in opinion as to when and how 
much of different mineral compounds 
need to be fed. Some feeds carry 
a fairly large supply of ash com- 
pounds notably skimmilk, tankage, 
alfalfa or clover hay and pasture or

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forage crops. Other feeds such as 
grains, linseed meal and wheat shorts 
are low in minerals. Thus, the ne- 
cessity of adding minerals to a swine 
ration depends largely upon the kinds 
and proportions of the feeds given, 
When on pasture hogs are much 
less apt to need added minerals than 
when no green feed is eaten. Like- 
wise, if alfalfa or clover hay is fed 
in dry lot, the supply of minerals is 
more apt to be sufficient than if 
the hay is not given. 

When market hogs are fed on pas- 
ture with a protein feed such as 
tankage, high in minerals, added tc 
the grain there is probably little, if 
any, need for more mineral com-| 
pounds. However, a small allowance) 
of a good mineral mixture may in- 
crease the gains with a resulting! 
profit. f 

When feeding pure bred hogs if

The quantity of a good minera) 
mixture that need be supplied is esti- 
mated at approximately one pound 
per month for each hog. In some 
cases mixtures of mineral compounds 
are self fed and in other instances 
added to the grain or protein sup; 
plement. The. procedure is optiona 
with the feeder except that some! 
mixtures are so unpalatable to hogs! 
that if self fed, very little is eater 
unless tankage, salt or other relishe¢ 
material is added to them. 


Salt is needed by hogs and shoul¢ 
be supplied keeping in mind alway; 
that there is danger of salt poison) 
ing if too large amounts are giver 
in feed or much salt is placed be 
fore pigs not accustomed to it. 


In some localities, because of th 
loss from hairless pigs, iodine shoult 
be supplied in brood sow rations fo} 
winter feeding. Especially is thi 
true if alfalfa or clover hay is no 
given. There is danger in givinj 
an excess of iodine so that caution 
should be observed. If potassiun 
iodide or sodium iodide is added ti 
a mineral mixture, about one half ; 
pound should be used for each 10) 
pounds of minerals. 


Whether a feeder shall buy a pre 
pared mixture of minerals or secur 
the ingredients and combine then 
himself is a question hard to answer 
Some of the mixtures on the marke!

Mr. Peters said that about 75 per 
cent of the annual pig crop of the 
Northwest is farrowed in March, 
April and May. This results in the 
pigs going to market in such large 
numbers in the winter months that 
prices are usually depressed. “It 
would seem,” he said, ‘‘that there is 
room even in Minnesota for an evener 
distribution of the farrowing pigs 
throughout the year that would be 
beneficial to prices.’’ 


The first of the experiments ana- 
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lyzed for the benefit of the swine 
growers was to determine the value 
of creamery buttermilk, semi-solid 
buttermilk, and dried buttermilk as 
compared with tankage. Four lots 
of pigs were fed during the summer 
of 1922 and the work is now being 
repeated in order to check the re- 
sults. All the lots received shelled 
corn (14 per cent moisture) and red 
dog flour. Tankage, in addition, was 
given to lot 1, dried buttermilk to 
lot 2, semi-solid buttermilk to lot 
3, and creamery buttermilk to lot 4.

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“Get out of the old infested quar- 
ters and the old ground and thus 
dodge disease,’’ he admonished. ‘‘New 
clean quarters and new ground will 
often work wonders in holding losses 
to a minimum.”’ 


The ‘“‘by guess and by gosh” 
method of selecting breeding stock 
must be abandoned, he said. There 
must be a real basis of selection. The 
Iowa station is working out a plan 
by which 100 breeders of the state 
will be invited to send a litter each 
to the station, all to be fed under 
the same conditions until the pigs 
reach 225 pounds. Every year the 
records of the different litters will 
be summarized and published. In 
this way dependable stock for the 
hog herds of the state can be fur- 
nished—stock that will produce eco- 
nomically. This will be a step in 
advance even of the dairy cattle men, 
he said. Differences in performance 
will be seen in the pigs themselves, 
and swine husbandry will thus have 
a better test than any yet devised. 


Professor Evvard discussed type 
and what determines it and said that 
the problem was to fit type to local- 
ized conditions. Feeding and man- 
agement of the pig should begin, he 
said, with the sow before pregnancy. 
Flushing was often an advantage. 
“Tf you have small litters try the 
flushing plan,” he said. Alfalfa, lin- 
seed oilmeal or soybean meal are 
needed to balance the ration after the 
sow is bred. Mineral mixtures are 
also necessary. During the suckling 
period sows must be fed well to keep 
up the milk flow. ‘‘Keep the sow up 
in weight,’’ he said, “‘for loss adds 
to the disease liability.” After the 
pig is weaned the grower should con- 
cern himself with pushing it along 
and watching the market. Pigs can- 
not digest fiber and each percentage 
of fiber over and above 2 detracts 
from the fattening value of feeds, 
he said. 

Speaking of prices and the market 
outlook, he said: ‘‘We are fairly 
lousy with hogs—in fact, there are 
so many of them to be fed that corn 
is going up. We have been in the 
low price period since February and 
no one knows what will happen. The 
grower must keep a stiff upper lip. 
My advice to him would be to sell 
his 200-pound pigs, and if his bins 
are full of grain I believe he should

The feeding of minerals was a 
safety and insurance policy which 
the hog raiser should not overlook. 
What he called a simple mixture

In looking up statistics just a little, 
I find that it is estimated there will 
be approximately 140,000,000 bushels 
of corn raised on the 75,000 farms of 
South Dakota alone, and North Dakota 
is cutting some ice in corn production 
this year.

Vf E who have climibed to the top

down on the other side of 
life’s years are inclined to recall with 
many pleasant recollections ‘“‘old 


times and old methods” and to prat-, 


tle occasionally about the “‘good old 
times’’ but like a lot of other things 
that are accompaniments of declin- 
ing years ‘‘it’s all in our heads.” The 
years and the times-are better and 
while- they are in a2 measure, good or 
bad according as we make them, in 
spite of us they are really better. 
We have much more each year for 
which to be thankful and while the 
months may pass so rapidly we seem 
hardly to touch them, at the end of 
each year we can find some improve- 
ment that seems worth while and the 
swiftly passing seasons are by no 
means lost. 


And with this thought uppermost

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Far Western Breeders Demand Top Durocs 


During the month of November the writer had 
the pleasure of a month’s trip and visit with Duroc 
breeders of the Pacific coast. He had an excellent 
chance to study hog growing conditions, the wants 
of the breeders, and their complaints. 

One of the most serious complaints he came in 
contact with is the mail order trade from the East. 
During the period of three and four years ago many 


breeders of the Pacific coast sent mail orders to . 


breeders and fieldmen of the middle west, and were 
keenly disappointed with the class of Duroes shipped 
to them. An idea of the feeling that exists out there 
will be gotten from reading part of letter just re- 
ceived : 

‘Now for the good of the breed and your breed- 
ers around home, I’ll talk straight to you. This was 
my first year at the Fair and I took two ribbons. 
Being green and not having one in show shape, I 
cheated myself out of higher premiums, but I have 
learned with experience and want to develop some 
real Durocs.”’ 

“‘T saw one breeder drive out a junior yearling 
boar which he got from the middle west, and this 
boar was the laugh of the show, and all I could hear 
was knocks on shipments and the men saying ‘never 
again.’ Seems as though the breeders out here have 
been bitten one at a time in years gone by. Your 
breeders are injuring themselves beyond their ima- 
gination by sending inferior stuff out here. This 
news travels fast and works both ways, and when 
an unusually good animal is driven out and awarded 
a prize, I want to tell you every man, as well as the 
general public wants to know where she came from 
and if you can tell them it was a mail order ship- 
ment, they want to know where you bought it. The 
consensus of opinion here is, if you want to buy 
Eastern stuff you must go back and see what you 
are getting. Why not change that because nine- 
tenths of us can’t make the trip back there, and it 
retards sales as well as advancement of the breed. a 

““We need your animals bred to your good boars 
now, and we hav e the money to buy them, but we 
want our money’s worth, and are going to insist on 
that. I know your paper has advoeated this and 
earried it out, and am sure you ean convince the 
most doubtful.’’ 

This is just one letter from one breeder. There 
are hundreds and even thousands out in this new 
territory who are anxious to secure top breeding 
stock at a reasonable price and are willing to pay 
the price. We might add that express rates are ex- 
tremely high. If good animals are sent out, of course, 
the express does not matter so much, but when sows 
or boars of inferior style are sent out, the express 
item amounts to more than the animal is worth in 
pork, and there is the problem. 
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Most mistakes are made by ignorance, and many 
breeders and fieldmen of the East and Middle Wes 
do not realize that these breeders of the West knoy 
what a good hog is. For their information wil 
state that the writer saw some of the finest speci 
mens of the Duroc breed in the states he visited ix 
the West, and at the Pacific International, judge 
by an Eastern Judge, the winning Durocs easily 
came up to the standard set by our Middle Wester 
Fairs. True, there are not many high class herd; 
in the West, ‘but they have a standard to go by anc 
when we fall short of that by sending inferior Duroe 
to them, we are breaching a confidence that wil 
close a vast and continuous outlet for the lea 
sales in the Corn Belt. | 


Naturally it is human nature to complain moré 
than to praise and many good Duroes are sent by 
fieldmen and breeders of the Corn Belt to Wester 
breeders, without praise or publicity, but we asst 
you, these good shipments have kept the fire o 
desire burning, and will result in a good trade be 
tween the East and Far-West in the future. 


Many of the winners in the recent Pacific Inte 
national and other western shows were purchase 
by Bulletin men. We are anxious to handle buyin 
orders for Western breeders, and to see that they 
get value received for the money they spend fo. 
their Durocs. We keep a careful check-up on mai 
orders sent to our men, and while it isn’t possibli 
to please one hundred per cent of our mail orde: 
patrons, we are very proud of the nearly one hun 
dred per cent satisfied breeders who have had | 
select their herd material for them.

~Durocs Again Prove Superiority in Number of Pigs per Litter and Pounds Gained 
HAAGA, Asst. Secy. National Record Assn.

EVER in the history of Ameri- 
N can Live Stock has the superior- 
ty of pure bred animals been more 
choroughly demonstrated in a prac- 
ical way than through the records 
nade by Duroc Jerseys in the Texas 
fon Litter Contest. The perform- 
unce of Durocs in the Texas project 
stands out as the greatest achieve- 
nent of all time, to the credit of one 
yreed of hogs, in economic and effi- 
tient pork production. A study of 
-he report reveals that Durocs meas- 
ire up to the high standards of the 
yure bred hog. It shows that Durocs 
sombine to the highest degree, the 
jualities of prolificacy, early matur- 
ty, rapid growth and ease of fatten- 
ng that are so essential if pork is to 
e produced at a profit. 

In the Texas Ton Litter Contest, 
, total of 40 litters finished and were 
reighed at the end of 180 days’ 
eeding. Of this number 22 or 55% 
vere Duroc Jerseys while the re- 
aaining litters were 15 of one breed, 
me each of two others and one 
ross bred litter. The cross bred 
‘tter was out of a pure bred Duroc 

w. Nineteen of the twenty-two 
Juroe litters entered weighed a ton 
Tr over, giving us an average of bet- 
2 than 85% of our entries to make 
ne mark. The breed with 15 en- 
ties had only 7 litters to reach a ton 
ran average of less than 50%. The 
reeds with only one entry each are 
ot considered through one of these 
uiled to weight a ton and the other 
arely made the grade with a weight 
f 2,002. The important point 
rought out by these figures is that 
5% of the Duroc sows entered, 
‘ised over a ton of pork in 180 days. 
his is remarkable considering the 
omparative large number of Duroc 
ows in the test. Here is evidence 
lat tonnage production per sow is 
eneral in our breed and that our 
pws are consistent in their ability

At finishing time only 28 of the 
»rty litters weighed a ton or more, 
te other twelve making weights 
-nging from 1,600 to 2,000 pounds. 
o further mention will be made of 
ese 12 litters that failed to reach 
le required poundage. Of the 28 
n litters, nineteen or 67.8% were 
‘4rocs, Thus with only 55% of the 
itries our breed had over 67% of 
@ ton litters raised. We had mort 
an twice as many toa litters as all 
‘her breeds combined and almost 
ree times as many as any other one 
eed. Then in additton the cross 


bred litter, raised by a Duroc sow, 
weighed 2,903 pounds, so in fact Du- 
roc sows actually produced 20 of the 
28 ton litters. This is a ton litter 
production record never equalled by 
any breed of hogs. 


It goes without saying that Durocs 
had the heaviest ton litter in the 
state. This is the now famous 
3,898% pound litter raised by Vic 
Hill, Chalk Bluff, Texas, and known 
from coast to coast as world’s cham- 
pion Ton Litter of 1923. Ina recent 
issue of our breed papers, appeared 
stories of this litter but repetition 
in a case of this kind is excusable. 
There were 14 pigs in the litter, of 
which 12 were raised. This was the 
second litter raised by the dam, 
Scott’s Lucy, who was three weeks 
less than three years old, when the 
test ended. In her first litter she 
farrowed 12 pigs and saved seven. 
This sow is from big ancestry on 
both sides. At the time the ton lit- 
ter was farrowed she weighed over 
500 pounds and in good flesh would 
reach the 700 pound mark. She isa 
daughter of a son of Old Pathfinder. 
The boar that sired the world’s rec- 
ord ton litter she raised, was out of 
a dam by Pathfinder. As is well 
known, Pathfinder sired the world’s 
first prize get of sire and also the 
world’s grand champion sow a few 
years back. This shows that Durocs 
of show ring type and quality are 
the best for utility purposes. This 
litter was produced at a cost of $5.89 
per cwt. with corn charged at $1.00 
per bu. and over. The last twenty

days the pigs made a daily gain of 
31% pounds per head. Viewed from 
any angle, these 12 red pigs are out- 
standing ton litter champions. 


Next we have a Duroc litter of only 
seven pigs that weighed 2,108 
pounds in the required 180 days, be- 
ing one of the only two seven pig ton 
litters of which we know. The aver- 
age weight per pig for this litter is 
301 pounds which is a record for a 
litter with as few as seven pigs. The 
dam of this seven pig ton litter is a 
gilt. She was less than a year old 
when the pigs were farrowed, making 
it her first litter. She is a full sister 
to two barrows that won first and 
second over all breeds in the fat bar- 
row class at the Denton County Fair 
last year. Seems as if any gilt should 
be satisfied with this record, but not 
so for this Red Miss. Her litter con- 
sumed a total of 7,820 pounds of 
feed and converted it into 2,108 
pounds of good pork. The pigs thus 
required less than four, to be exact, 
3.7 pounds of feed for each pound of 
gain. Talk about feeding quality, 
these pigs sure knew the secret of 
making pork at a profit. This eco- 
nomical use of feed is one of the 
strong points in our breed. And the 
end is not yet. This litter was owned 
and fed out by Mrs. J. J. Park. 

There is still more to this story 
and the longer it is the better it gets. 
There was a total of 386 pigs raised 
jn the forty litters that finished the 
test. This is an average of 9.65 pigs 
raised per litter. The 22 Duroc sows

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Good Demand for Bred 


Sows 


By H. A. Sexsmith 

In going over my territory I was 
very much surprised to find there are 
so few sows bred this year. No doubt 
a lot of this is due to the fact that 
corn is worth from 48 to 60c a bushel 
‘and that the bankers are urging the 
farmers and breeders to put both 
these commodities on the market in 
large numbers. 


It is a very common occurrence to 
see men picking corn and only about 
half done, with a big pile of cobs in 
the yard where the early picked corn 
had already been shelled and hauled 
off to market. From reports from 
different county agents we learn that 
only 6% of the number of sows are 
bred in this territory. This is at 
Salem, South Dakota. Others report 
25 to 50%. Now what does this 
mean to you, breeders? That bred 
sows will find a ready market in the 
sales this winter and the demand is 
already felt by some, as there is 
hardly a day we do not receive or- 
ders for a good bred sow. 


The number of public sales are 
cut nearly in half compared with one 
or two years ago and every sale will 
sell a better lot of sows than ever be- 
fore. Corn recently dropped from 3 
to 8c a bushel on the local markets; 
just wait until the big crop is on the 
market. Corn will drop another 5 to 
8c and hogs will bound upward. 
Some big men that know the business 
prophesy 9c hogs by January 15th. 
If this does occur there are a lot of 
farmers and breeders as well, that 
will suffer a great loss on account of 
not breeding sows for their regular 
bred sow Sales. 


I know of one breeder who shipped 
135 head, two loads of high class 
spring gilts on the market at around 
6.30 per hundred; when these same 
gilts would have easily brought from 
$35 to $50 a head in a bred sow gale. 
Of course there are a few who see a 
great future for the hog business, 
and they will be counted lucky guys 
‘and luck was with them, but it is 
only good horse sense and they are 
looking ahead all the time. It shows 
plainly what some bankers are ad- 
vising their clients to do. I heard 
one banker advise one of his cus- 
tomers to sell his gilts sired by one 
of the most prominent boars of the 
breed and bred to another good boar 
at $30 a head, delivery to be made 
in March. Is this fair to the breeder 
when this same class of sows, 50 
head of them are easily worth $40 or 
more to any farmer? <A few 30-day 
bankers are doing more to tear down 
the business and discourage the 
breeder more than any breed paper 
or class of fieldmen could build up 
in five years. It is a deplorable thing

thirty minutes. The reason for this 
fast drive was the fact that there 
was lots of ice in the river and they 
informed us that the ferry would 
quit at five o’clock.

and rooms are wholly in the dry, 
partially in the sun, and protected 
from cold winds. 

There is nothing pigs and hogs in 
thin flesh dislike more than cold 
winds, and they will not exercise 
enough for their physical needs in it. 

On the east side of our large barn 
is an open shed 16 feet wide and 40 
feet long. Four temporary pens, 
each ten feet square have been built 
in this barn shed to accommodate 
four sows and their winter litters. 
The sows have farrowed and they 
find they and their pigs are now 
in the sheltered pens. To one side 
of the pens is a large wagon and 
truck room, and to the other side 
an equally large general service and 
feed room, both open to the east, 
without doors, but tightly closed on 
all other sides. The earth floors of 
these two large, dry and wind pro- 
tected barn rooms are constantly cov- 
ered with straw, corn stove and 
refuse hay. 


Small Doors for the Pigs 


Small doors for the pigs to go in 
and out have been cut in all the shed 
pens so that the little fellows can 
use the two large rooms of the barn 
as exercise and rooting rooms.

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Efficient Butchering on the Farm 


One of the Big Savings on the Farm is in Butchering 
By R. B. RUSHING, Simpson, Il. 


N order to do neat and efficient 

work at hog-killing time it is 

necessary to have a good scraper, 
sticking knife, a hog hook and a 
place that is convenient for working. 

For scalding, a barrel is commonly 
used, and it is all that is needed un- 
less the hogs are very large. When 
very large hogs are killed, I have 
found a scalding tub to be much 
better than a barrel. I have one 
which I made of two-inch thick plank 
for the sides and ends, and sheet 
iron for the bottom. This scalding 
tub is six feet long and four feet 
wide, with a depth of two and one- 
half feet. 

Two hooks are fastened near the 
top on one side, with a pair of trace 


chains to run under the hog, to facil- 
itate the turning and the withdrawing 
of the scalded hog from the tub. 

This tub is placed over a furnace, 
which is made by digging a trench 
in the ground, and when in use I 
place pieces of wood across the bot- 
tom in order to keep the hog from 
coming in contact with the iron bot- 
tom and getting too hot. 

I find that the proper temperature 
for good scalding is from 180 to 190 
degrees, and if a barrel is to be used 
the water should be boiling when 
dipped out of the kettle, as the bar- 
rel will cool it some. 

If a scalding tub is used, the water 
should be cooled by adding a bucket 
full of cold water before the hog

Low Mineral Feeds Fro 
Old Farm Lands 


By Geo. H. Conn 


Experience has taught even the 
most skeptical that it is possible toa 
exhaust the mineral elements from 
the soil by continuous cropping to 
the point that they lose much of their 
productiveness and value as farm 
lands. In many sections of the 
United States, and in older settled 
foreign countries, especially where 
special efforts have been made to 
build up the fertility of the soil, we 
find that these lands have been go 
thoroughly leached of their minera 
elements that they are very deficient 
in the production of ordinary fair 
crops and in some sections of the 
world, land has been abandoned due 
to this fact. Continuous high pro- 
duction, and reproduction in live 
stock, without sufficient building up 
with sufficient mineral elements wil 
have a tendency to bring about the 
same condition, but since live stock 
are susceptible to many diseases and 
conditions, they are usually attacked 
by some disease which either de! 
stroys them or so hinders their pro 
duction or prevents reproduction in| 
them until they have had sufficient 
time to replenish their bodies with 
the mineral elements that have been 
exhausted. This accounts for the 
fact that in many herds where abor: 
tion has been exceedingly serious 
that it will many times disappear of 
its own accord in a couple of years’ 
time. This is especially likely tc 
happen where nutrition has played 
an important part in causing the 
abortion.

1, 1922 to November 1, 1923, by 
authorization of the Board of Di- 
rectors and under supervision of the 
Secretary of Committees.

In- 
dications are that the flood of sows 
and immature pigs has passed the 
peak and that market receipts from 
now on will show a decrease in quan- 
tity as well as improvement in qual- 
ity. 

A still more encouraging sign is 
the growing demand from the Hast 
and from the South. Hogs are grown 
in all parts of the United States, but 
the Middle West is the only section 
of the country that has a surplus. In 
the East, South and far West they 
are short on hogs and are beginning 
to draw on the corn belt for pork. 


According to the St. Louis Live 
Stock Reporter, ‘‘Southern slaughter- 
ers are now scouring the woods of 
the South for pig supplies and with 
little success. The hog shortage 
there is the worst known in history 
of the present generation. Many 
thousands of negroes have left the 
South the past year or so and many 
foreigners have come in to take their 
place on plantations and elsewhere. 
These foreigners are consuming pork 
in even greater quantities than were 
the negroes, 


The corn belt must supply the 
South with much greater supplies of 
hogs the next six months than it ever 
furnished that section before. The 
East will run its hogs pretty well to 
market within the next three or four 
weeks and that section will then look 
to the corn belt for far more hogs 
than it has been taking lately.” 


Protein for Growing Pigs . 
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Tankage and the Different Forms of Buttermilk as Protein Supplements

,HE failure to supply 
growing pigs with 
enough protein and the 
right kind of protein 
material so they can 
make rapid growth is a 
frequent cause of un-_ 
profitable results. In 
most cases pigs should 
reach the market at an early age to 
bring satisfactory prices and reduce 
the danger of loss from disease. Only 
by furnishing them the necessary 
materials to build body structures 
can rapid growth be made. Grains 
are too low in proteins to be eco- 
nomical feeds when fed alone. They 
need to be supplemented with high 
protein feeds. 

Tankage and skimmilk or butter- 
milk are the leading protein supple- 
ments. They are not only high in 
feeding value but among the cheap- 
est muscle building feeds for swine 
when results are considered. Skim- 
milk and buttermilk are equivalent 
in value. There are two forms of 
commercial milk feeds upon the 
market, dried buttermilk and semi- 
solid buttermilk. Both of these com- 
mercial feeds are in use in localities 
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where creamery buttermilk cannot 
be obtained. The commercial but- 
termilk feeds have this advantage, 
that a quantity can be stored and 
used when needed, which is impos- 
sible when creamery buttermilk is 
fed. 

To determine the value of cream- 
ery buttermilk, semi-solid butter- 
milk, and dried buttermilk as com- 
pared with tankage, four lots of pigs 
were fed during the summer of 1922 
and the work is now being repeated 
in order to check the results. Equal 
quantities of shelled corn and red 
dog flour were fed to each lot and 
the additional protein necessary sup- 
plied by one of the feeds under in- 
vestigation. (See Table I.) 

The past two months the experi- 
ment has been repeated in the same 
way as it was conducted in 1922. 
Pigs farrowed in April received the 
same feeds on rape pasture and in 
the same lots that were used last 
year. The work was started two 
weeks later than in 1922 but in other 
respects conditions were similar. (See 
Table II.)

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Promotion 


What Is and What Is Not Real Promotion of a Breed? 


HIS word promotion has 
been played up and 
down the gamut of all 
enterprises having to do 
with the spreading of 
knowledge, authentic or 
otherwise, about the va- 


rious breeds of live 
stock until one won- 
ders what the word really means 


ind what truly can be classed as real 
idvancement of the breed’s best in- 
Lerests. The word has become so 
sommon that we list under its de- 
ining all the sundry and various 
methods devised by breed enthusi- 
austs as efforts that will rebound t9 
he glory of said breed and to the 
scattering of breeding animals of 
“hat breed over a wider field and on 
. greater number of farms in terri- 
‘ory not new to it. 

The recording associations are 
spending a small mint of money each 
year in the distribution of printed 
matter and pictures of winning ani- 
mals into the schools, county agents’ 
offices, state colleges and to even the 
aomes of the farmer; an additional 
ynd doubtless a much larger amount 
in total is expended in prizes and 
trophies at the fairs all over the con- 
tinent, and it is now the fashion for 
‘the association to have a representa- 
tive at every one of those fairs to 
see that the reports of the winnings 
are properly tabulated and brought 
back to headquarters so that they 
ybe filed in due and regular order; 
in addition to these expenditures ad- 
vertising in the leading farm and 
live stock publications seems to be 
an acquired habit and the handling 
of these contracts and furnishing of 
‘copy means no small clerical job, 
besides the sum which the publish- 
jing companies must have for the 
‘space occupied; and in addition to 
these sundry and expensive methods 
of publicity the motion picture is 
‘brought into service at further cost 
‘so that the man from the “tall and 
juncut” who does not have the op- 
‘portunity to see the great show ani- 
‘mals in real life can see them in 
\reel life. 


Hundreds of thousands of dollars 
‘of the hog breeders’ money has been 
used in these and other ways during 
‘the last six or seven years—more in 
these few years than in all others in 
‘pure bred history prior to the be- 
ginning of this short period. Each 
breed has its publication or publica- 
tions and their corps of solicitors 
‘whose business it is to encourage 
Paes. increase the number of 
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public sales, and in many other ways 
foster and extend the production and 
dissemination of pure bred hogs. 

Is it any wonder that the load has 
become top heavy and that the 
breeders have been groaning under 
it, during the depressing times 
through which we have been living? 
There is a glut of pure breds in the 
country and the records are mulled 
up with a world of worthless ani- 
mals that should have found their 
way to the shambles instead of into 
other herds. Prices of recording 
have been made so low that the re- 
cording of these ‘‘registered scrubs” 
has been encouraged and breeders 
who are real breeders and who are 
doing something worth while for the 
breed, are unable to get a living 
price from their efforts in producing 
something better than has gone be- 
fore. 


Encouraging the holding of sales 
where the breeder and his advisor 
can easily figure the animals won’t 
bring more than pork prices is a 
detriment to the business and a halt 
should be called. Boasting about $25 
and $30 averages in fall sales and 
$35 averages in winter brood sow 
sales, is as much out of place as jazz 
music at a funeral. Putting fifty- ani- 
mals into a sale when the breeder 
has only twenty that are ‘‘classy”’ 
enough to go before his neighbors 
or the breeders as worthy stuff, will 
kill more enthusiasm for a breed 
than all the efforts of the recording 
associations can refire. 


One great trouble with the pure 
bred business today is the failure of 
those engaged in it to tell their fel- 
low breeders the truth and lay the 
‘cards face up on the table.’’ Men 
who pose as counselors, connected 
with breed or farm papers or with 
associations having to do with the 
swine business are too prone to pat 
their patron on the back and let him 
go on with his sale when he ought 
to be told the truth even at the ex- 
pense of loss of business and friend- 
ship. There ought to be a way of 
telling him without seeming blunt 
and unfair. It is this lack of real 
heart to heart action and counsel 
that holds the breed back. We need 
more truth, naked and unvarnished. 

The recording associations have 
spent thousands upon thousands of 


dollars the past ten years in issuing. 


herd books and these herd books 
carry a very large majority of ani- 
mals that are no credit to any pure 
bred herd. Just because they are by 
this noted sire and out of that sow 


or more likely just because they have 
a recorded sire and recorded dam, 
they are put on record and a great 
effort is made to sell them to some 
one for breeding animals. The breed 
would be better without these on rec- 
ord and the books of the associa- 
tion would be worth more if they 
had fewer of this sort. 


“Class” is what is needed in 
breeding animals and in your herd, 
not numbers. To make a sale and 
sell a large number of animals means 
nothing to the man who has the real 
interest of the breed at heart; but 
to sell a dozen or so better animals 
than has been put into any other sale 
in that section means something to 
the seller, the buyer and to the 
breed. 


We believe the buyer can be made 
a big power for the betterment of 
this thing and we want to urge every 
man who reads this who has it in 
his mind to buy one. or more SOWS 
this winter to buy good ones and pay 
a decent price and let the common 
ones go to slaughter where they be- 
long. We never have been in favor 
of ‘‘strikes” or ‘‘walkouts”’ but if the 
buyers this season will just go on 
strike and refuse to buy anything 
unless it is a notable improvement 
on what they already have, some of 
these so-called Duroc breeders who 
don’t seem to know any better, will 
quit listing for your purchase a lot 
of worthless sows. It is time we 
looked the fact squarely in the face. 
No man ever built up a reputation 
for breeding choice animals by buy- 
ing ordinary sires and dams as the 
foundation. The season is right here. 
The time is at hand. Cull close in 
your sow herd and let them go where 
they ought to go, and you go out 
and buy one or more REAL HON- 
EST-TO-GOD sows, and there is a 
chance for you to reap the benefits 
of the good prices that are coming 
to pure bred hog men in the next 
few months. If you follow the old 
plan you will still be just a common 
hog man and who wants to be a 
common anything? 


The other modes of promotion 
may get results and doubtless do in 
a measure, but the one real method 
of advancing the breed is to put on 
a continuous campaign for better 
animals in sales and better animals 
in the herd; closer culling and more

Are You Doing Your Part to Keep Up the Momentum of the Duroc Business? inattenaae 
to Correspondence and to Delivering Pedigrees Will Slow Up the 
Progress of the Duroc Business. 


N THE past months I 
have heard much com- 
plaining about not re- 
ceiving pedigrees of ani- 
i mals purchased by 
breeders, and not even 


getting a reply from 
breeders from letters 
written in regard to 


pedigrees, complaints, inquiries and 
settlements. 

If you belong in this class, I will 
say, shame on you, instead of say- 
ing what I would like to say. You 
are slowing up the progress of the 
business, and discouraging begin- 
ners, causing them to quit and 
spreading the fateful news to others. 
I will cite you one case and there 
are many others similar. Last fall 
at a fair one breeder spoke to an- 
other about getting a pedigree that 
should have been delivered a year 
ago, but both pedigree and letter 
were forgotten. The man that pur- 
chased the sow gave a note and 
agreed to pay as soon as the pedigree 
arrived. To make this plain A. sold 
the sow to B. and B. sold the sow 
to C. and took a note which was to 
be paid as soon as the pedigree ar- 
rived. B. wrote to A. a number of 
times and could not get.a reply. B. 
sold the note, but C. refused to pay 
this note until the pedigree arrived. 
C. met A. at the fair and asked him 


about the pedigree. ‘Yes,’ said B., 
“T will attend to this at once.” But 
that has never been done. C. is go- 


ing to put the sow and her litter on 
the market and cancel his obligation 
to B. 

Now, they put people behind the 
bars for breaking the speed limit, 
breaking into banks and committing 
fraudulent acts. I will not say here 
what I think should be done with 
A. He is out of the hog business 
now. B. says he feels like quitting 
if this is the kind of men he has to 
deal with. C. says he will never pay 
for another animal until he receives 
the pedigree. 

Do You Take Care of Your 
Correspondence? 

I have received letters and heard 
remarks like these—What is wrong 
with ? I have written him about 
a boar he advertised for sale, but 
can’t get a reply.” “Say, do you 
know anything about 2? I sold 
him a sow last winter and he prom- 
ised he would pay me in thirty days.

I bought a sow 
in his sale last winter and she far- 
rowed two weeks earlier than the 
date furnished me at the time I 
bought the sow, and she farrowed 
her litter outside and lost them. I 
have written him a number of times, 
but can’t even get a reply.”’ 

I was talking with a breeder yes- 
terday, who told me of selling two 
sows to a man who called up and 
asked him to ship the sows and 
that he would send the money for 
them as soon as the sows arrived. 
They were shipped—the deal was 
closed in September. This breeder 
has written a number of letters, but 
no reply, so he wrote him as fol- 
lows: ‘“‘I have been hard up so I 
could not pay my bills. I have also 
been broke completely, but I never 
was so hard up that I could not 
answer a man’s letter. Let me hear 
from you.’”’ In about two weeks he 
received a letter saying a.baby boy 
was born to Mr. and Mrs. 

I tried to get a train dispacher, 
is a friend of mine, and a 
booster for pure bred live stock to 
stop a fast train for a bunch of fel- 
lows who wanted to go to another 
sale, and this was the only way of 
getting them there, except to drive 
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through the cold and snow for quit 
a distance. The dispatcher said 
“Wilson, you know I would like te 
do you this favor, as I have on other 
occasions, but it is impossible. This 
train is two hours late and is coy: 
ered with tons of snow and ice and 
it is impossible for an engine te! 

We have to use 
two engines for two or three miles 
to get up momentum, so one engine 
can handle it, so after we get it 
going we do not dare stop until We 
get to a division point where we 
can get help to get up momentu 
again. ’” About every so often 4 
ship has to go into dry dock and 
have the moss, leaches and other ob- 
stacles removed from its hull or 
body, as these keep accumulating un- 
til they load down the ship and slow 
up momentum, which causes loss of 
time and would eventually put the 
ship out of commission.

There are times when things arise’ 
that hinder us from being exactly 
prompt, but there is no reason for 
prolonging these matters until they’ 
become a burden to our fellow men, 
as well as destroy the very life of a 
business. i 
I know of a deal which was put 
in court and expect to make a 
test case of it. I bought a sow 
from one breeder for another and she 
was paid for but we have been unable. 
to get the pedigree. The pedigree, 
may come after we have employed) 
the law, but if it does not we hope 
to prove that this breeder obtained 
money through fraud. We hope to 
expose this case to the public and 
make it a lesson to others. I hope 
that some day we can expose these — 
icebergs and leaches through the 
breed papers and extract them from) 
the business so the momentum of 
the Duroc business will not be hind- 
ered by them.

GARBAGE FEEDING 


We have been giving some of our 
attention to garbage feeding and just 
received a letter from Mr. Blynne 
Allen of Sumter, S. C., in which he 
says: “Mr. B. R. Evans—yYour ar- 
ticle concerning garbage feeding at 
Diamond Bar Ranch, California, is 
very interesting. You have outlined 
in my opinion one of the most im- 
portant phases in the hog industry 
of the future when you wrote ‘Hun- 
dreds of cities burn their garbage. 
There should be a plant similar to 
the Diamond Bar adjacent to each 
of them.’ ”’ 

My own experience during 1919- 
1920 feeding exclusive garbage ra- 
tion to sows and pigs was very sat- 
isfactory while I was in charge of 
the Portland, Maine, municipal pig- 
gery. This is one of the oldest city 
garbage plants in the United States. 
I understand 
after the Worcester, Mass., munici- 
pal piggery, about forty years ago. 

Here we have an average of about 
1,000 hogs that were fed city run 
garbage. This had its share of 
broken medicine bottles, fish bones, 
lye, nails and frequently valuable 
silverware, that the house wife had 
lost in her kitchen waste. In fact 
there was one case where the chief 
of police informed me that the hogs 
had undoubtedly eaten $10,000 worth 
of public utility bonds that a hard 
pressed thief had deposited in a con- 
venient back yard garbage can. 

When I first attempted to feed 
supplementary feeds as cornmeal, 


it was started soon. 
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tankage, creamery by-products and 
oats there was only one hog out of 
the entire herd of 1,000 that would 
eat any of what was to them a ques- 
tionable and unknown ration. These 
hogs had been fed garbage and gar- 
bage only for generations. This herd 
was in a very healthy condition even 
under quite unfavorable surround- 
ings. We had very little disease of 
any kind. There I never saw a case 
of sore mouth, abortion, paralysis or 
thumps and that in spite of the fact 
that the sows had literally never 
been out of doors. Both sows and 
litters being confined in six by eight- 
foot pens until weaning time and the 
sows were confined at all times. The 
buildings were poorly lighted and in- 
differently cleaned. 


Conditions now at Portland are 
much improved as they have a model 
steel and concrete piggery, arrange- 
ments for grazing and many other 
improvements. What I want to em- 
phasize is the fact you brought out, 
that hogs can be fed an exclusive 
garbage ration such as is available 
in any city and thrive. Experience 
has convinced me, however, that 
after long continued garbage feeding 
hogs adapt themselves to conditions, 
build up an unusual immunity to the 
diseases to which they are so con- 
stantly exposed and develop an un- 
canny ability to avoid the poisonous 
and mechanically dangerous foods. 
It would, however, be very unwise to 
put a herd of grain fed hogs under 
these conditions unless they were 
handled by an experienced garbage 
feeder. eee

“SEX”? PREDICTS HIGH MARKET 
IN ’24 


The prospect for bred sow sales 
looks much brighter than before the 
holidays from the simple fact, the 
price of corn has been cut. In a trip 
through Minnesota and South Da- 
kota I find there are many less sows 
bred than a year ago and just re- 
cently there has been a marked dif- 
ference in the demand for boars. On 
many farms I called at, there is not 
a bred sow on them and a lot of fel- 
lows have only five to ten, where 
one year ago these same farmers 
had from fifteen to thirty. 

It looks to me after traveling 
8,000 miles in the past two months 
and getting what data it was pos- 
sible to obtain, there will only be 
about thirty per cent on an aver- 
age compared with one year ago, and 
the price of hogs is steadily advanc- 
ing. It is almost impossible to find 
any fall pigs in the yards. In fact, 
I do not remember the time when 
so few fall pigs were to be found. 
This is bound to react on the price 
of pork. This will be felt by the 


hog raisers and they will be the 


loosers. 
I find that there were thousands 
upon thousands of hogs sent to mar- 


11 
ket away under the 100-pound 
weight. They, of course, did not 


bring in the money finished hogs 
would and another thing you will 
notice, there is more small hams 
from seven to ten pounds on the 
market than was ever seen before. 
These light hogs did not produce the 
lard nor could the packers fill up 
their cold storage plants like they 
have in the past. What will be the 
result of this? Higher priced pork 
in the near future and some bank- 
ers have been a big factor in aid- 
ing the packer to keep down the 
price of pork, as they demanded their 
money and compelled the farmer and 
breeders to put their hogs on the 
market at very light weight and 
many of these bankers are to blame 
for the financial conditions. It looks 
ty-the outsider that it is time some 
of these farmers should run their 
own business. These conditions 
brought on by the big men of every 
community are placing a lot of hard- 
ship on the producer and compelled 
them to dispose of a lot of their meat 
producing animals. I doubt if there 
will ever be a fifty per cent produc- 
tion of these animals compared with 
1923. There is no way for a farmer 
or breeder to reduce his obligations 
only through production. 

I say now is the time to study your 
lessons and study them close. Breed 
a few more sows, milk a few more 
cows, raise diversified crops and keep 
a good smile on your face for things 
are better in most every line and 
prices are much better than in 1921- 
22. There will be one of the larg- 
est acreages of corn ever planted 
in the United States in 1924. Why 
not produce your own market for 
your crop and let a lot of this propa- 
ganda go into one ear and out the 
other. You have all noticed that the 
fellow with a good bunch of porkers 
for the market has always got a lit- 
tle ready money and if in addition

Durocs Mopped Up on Other Breeds in the 1923 Ton Litter 
Clubs 


By JOE HAAGA, Assistant Secretary, National Duroc Association 


HE Illinois Ton Litter Contest 
for 1923 has closed and Duroc- 
Jerseys have come through in a man- 
ner befitting the great breed they 
are. Though it was expected Durocs 
would take top honors, even the most 
fanatical breed advocate would not 
have predicted the complete triumph 
for the Reds that the report shows. 
If it is possible for a breed of hogs 
to be known as ‘“‘The Best and Most 
Profitable’? then Durocs have earned 
that distinction in a strictly practi- 
cal test and are entitled to it. For 
general all around excellence day in 
and day out and for raising the 
greatest number of pounds of pork 
on the average farm under usual 
farm conditions, the Big Red Breed 
reigns supreme in hogdom and has 
the goods to back up the assertion. 
All of the characteristics that go to 
make up the most profitable farm 
hog to feed for market are combined 
to the very highest degree in Duroc- 
Jerseys. Our breed simply cleaned 
the boards in the Illinois project. 
There were entries from 28 coun- 
ties in the state and a total of 80 
Ton Litters of all breeds, grades and 
crosses raised. Five distinct breeds 
were represented and in addition 
there were four cross bred litters en- 
tered. In this tough competition Du- 
rocs walked away with 44 of the 80 
ton litters produced. This gives Du- 
rocs 55 per cent of all ton litters in 
the state. This percentage includes 
only those that are straight purebred

Duroc litters. Two of the three 
cross bred litters were sired by Du- 
roc boars and two grade litters were 
of our breed. Durocs were there- 
fore responsible in whole or in part 
for 48 or exactly 60 per cent of the 
ton litters. The important figure 
here is that 55 per cent of all ton 
litters raised in Illinois are Durocs. 
No other breed of hogs can boast of 
such a high percentage of ton litters 


‘in any one state. 


The .champion ton litter of the 
state was raised by James Deputy 
of Kensburg. His litter of 12 Red 
Demons just kept putting on pork 
till they weighed 3,283 pounds when 
180 days old. This litter out 
weighed the heaviest litter of any 
other breed by 453 pounds. It also 
exceeded by 243 pounds the weight 
made by the world’s champion ton 
litter of 1922. The second and third 
prize litters were also Durocs and 
our third prize litter excelled the 
heaviest litter of any other breed by 
80 pounds. Not only were the first, 
second and third prize litters of our 
breed but nine out of the ten top 
litters were Durocs. The combined 
weight of these nine litters is 25,538 
pounds or an average of 2,837.5 
pounds per litter. This is away and 
by far the greatest weight ever made 
by this number of litters of any one 
breed in one state. It is doubted if 
any breed can show nine litters with 
as great an average weight even if 
they were gathered from all corners 
of the globe. Imagine nine litters 
of pigs with an average weight of 
2,837 pounds per litter. This shows 
how Durocs will lay on the maximum 
pounds of gain at an early age. 
Whenever any one doubts the fast 
growing qualities of our breed, sim- 
ply cite the record of these nine lit- 
ters of pigs. The first fifteen litters 
in the state all weighed above 2,400 
pounds and twelve of these fifteen 
were Duroc-Jerseys. In addition, 
Durocs won the ton litter champion- 
ship in 20 of the 28 counties in which 
litters reaching the ton mark were 
raised. This gives us 70 per cent 
of the county championships for IIli- 
nois. That is not all. We had more 
ton litters than all other breeds com- 
bined and over three times as many 
as any other one breed. 


Prolificacy has always been one of 
the strong points of Durocs and they 
surely lived up to their reputation 
in the Illinois project. In the eighty 
litters there were 855 pigs raised or 
an average of 10.6 pigs per litter. 
This is an excellent showing and goes 
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; ~ 
to prove the claim that purebreds 
will farrow and raise large litters of 
strong, thrifty pigs. The Duroc sows 
evidently had a desire to prove their 
claim to prolificacy is based on the) 
fact and not fiction as they bettered | 
the average by two-fifths of a pig 
per litter. The 44 Duroc sows ac- 
counted for 484 pigs raised to fin- 
ishing time. This is an average of 
even eleven pigs to each litter. Re- 
member this is not the record of one 
sow or a few sows but forty-four 
sows on farms scattered over 28 
counties in the state. Neither were 
the sows fed and looked after by se-. 
lected feeders or breeders whose | 
chief aim was to set a mark for pro-) 
lificacy. These sows simply per- 
formed in line with the motherly 
qualities that have been bred into: 
them. Forty litters in the test had) 
10 pigs or less raised per litter and 
15 of these were Durocs. Now get, 
this. Forty litters contained eleven 
pigs per litter or over. Twenty- 
eight of these were Duroc litters. One| 
litter had fifteen pigs and two others! 
had 14 pigs each. All three of these 
litters were Durocs. There were five 
litters to claim 13 pigs and our breed 
had three of these. There was only, 
one litter of eight pigs to make ka 
ton mark. You need not be told but 
anyhow this was a Red litter, too,| 
If there was any record in the mat- 
ter of prolificacy that Durocs over- 
looked, it was not worth going after,

No changes were made in the state 
futurity classifications and _ these 
shows will be held at the usual state 
fairs. District futurities with $100, 
$200 and $300 classifications will be 
offered at a limited number of 
county and sectional fairs. A reduc- 
tion was made in the size of the free 
for all futurity, the classification 
calling for $500 in premium money. 
Announcement concerning the Round 
Up at the National Swine Show will 
be made later in the year. The rules 
for futurities of all classes will be 
practically the same as in 1923. The 
herd nomination fee for each show 
will be $5.00. Litter payments will 
not be required. Final payments for 
each pig shown will be as follows: 
State futurity, $1.50 per pig; free 
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for all, $1 per pig; and district fu- 
turity, 50 cents per pig. 

Herd nominations for all shows 
this year will close on June Ist. 
Nominations sent in after this date 
will not be accepted under any cir- 
cumstances whatever. In former 
years the closing date was April 1st 
and this had to be repeatedly ex- 
tended principally because of laxity 
on the part of breeders and in some 
cases for other reasons. This exten- 
sion of the closing date has always 
caused some dissatisfaction and a 
great amount of confusion and in- 
convenience. To prevent the occur- 
rence of any of these disagreeable 
features in 1924, our committee set 
the closing date of nominations two 
months later than usual or June 1, 
1924. Any breeder who fails to have 
his nomination in by June ist will 
be out of luck. No excuses will go, 
herds must be nominated by the re- 
quired time. 

Locations of futurity shows will 
be announced from time to time in 
all breed papers and also in letters

WHAT ARE INORGANIC OR MIN-

names for the class of feed stuffs 
that we have designated mineral 
feeds, that a brief review of them 
should possibly be given here.

By inorganic feeds, we mean those 
feeds that are derived from the 
mineral kingdom. As you already 
know all material can be divided 
into the three classes, namely, those 
from the animal kingdom, and those 
from the mineral kingdom. Those 
feeds derived from the mineral king- 
dom are known as inorganic, due to 
the fact that they are not associated 
with, and are not derived from living 
material, while those from the ani- 
mal or vegetable kingdom are known 
as organic feeds. There are a few 
substances that really can be classed 
under both the organic and the in- 
organic, for the reason that they are

found in both forms, The elements, 
sodium and chlorine, are really 
found in the organic class, as they 
are normal constituents of some 
feeds, and only become inorganic 
feeds due to the chemical changes 
that take place after the feed has 
been taken into the animal’s body, 
while iron and sulphur exists in 
feeds as belonging to the organic 
classification but become inorganic 
due to changes that take place in the 
digestive process. Phosphorus, one 
of the most widely known of the 
mineral elements is found in both 
the organic and inorganic forms.— 
Geo. H. Conn, Iowa.

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Catalogues should be out of the 
printer’s hands and be ready for 
mailing a month before the date of 
the sale. It is always safe to be a 
little too early in sending out such 
notices than to be too late and thus 
allow some of your customers to get 
a chance to get other dates. There 
is a difference of opinion as to what 
the catalogues should contain. Some 
people would rather dispense with 
the descriptive notes, but personally 
I think they add to the interest of 
the catalogue. The objection that 
some people have is that in some 
cases where buyers have been unable 
to attend the sales they have sent 
in bids on certain animals judging 
as to their worth as described in the 
catalogue and that in many cases 
they have been disappointed when 
they receive their purchase. 

Comfort and Appearance 

Although much advertising is very 
essential to the success of the sale 
it is not all that is necessary, for 
the most important is to have the 
things or stock so that they will 
satisfy the most critical breeder or 
farmer. They should be pleasing to 
the eye, for I have found that a good 
appearance is an important factor in 
securing good prices. 
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Making Your Sale a Success 


i Read This Interesting Article on a Successful Sale and 
Consider the Timely Suggestions Given 


Before the sale is held suitable 
provisions should be made for a place 
to hold it. If the weather is likely 
to be rough there should be shelter 
with plenty of room for stock and 
patrons. It is not good policy to 
say in a catalogue, ‘‘sale will be held 
in a good, warm building, so come 
rain or shine,’ unless it is really 
true. There is a great deal to be 
gained by making it really comfort- 
able and pleasant for your patrons. 
This should be done even if the sale 
has to be held in a building, for a 
man will be likely to pay more for 
an animal if he has a good seat ana 
is warm and dry, than he will if he 
is about half drowned, and so un- 
comfortable that he is cursing him- 
self for ever attending. 

Conveyances should be provided 
for visitors who come from a dis- 
tance and it is important that this 
be mentioned in the catalogues and

The 
stock should be tagged early in the 
day of the sale for there will likely 
be many visitors who will arrive 
early and will want to inspect the 
animals. Before the sale starts all 
of the help should be instructed as to 
exactly what they are expected to do 
so things will go smoothly while tne 
sale is in progress. Show every man 
his place and make him understand 
how important it is for him to do his 
duty. 
Conduct During Sale 

After the patrons have had an op- 
portunity to examine the articles and 
stock they should be seated and if 
possible the herd should be driven 
by and the owner should state the 
breeding of each animal. After a 
few remarks in opening the sale and 
introducing the auctioneer, the own- 
er should be seated where he can 
be ready if called upon to answer 
any questions. Aside from this he 
should remain quiet and not make 
himself conspicuous by interfering 
every few minutes, as I have seen 
some men do. Such remarks as 
“Don’t sell that sow for that money; 
she cost me more than that; if she 
doesn’t bring $100 leave her here,” 
do not have a good effect on the 
visitors. 

As the sale progresses buyers 
should be discouraged from jumping 
up and running over to the clerk’s 
stand to pay for some article or ani- 
mal. This causes confusion and de- 
tracts attention from the sale. There 
should be time left after the sale is 
over to transact such business, but

They seemed to be son 
for a few days, but I managed to gel 
them on a feed of barley, shorts) 
tankage and some corn. They werd 
fed three times a day, but never al) 
they wanted, and plenty of good 
water was before them at all times, 
These pigs were raised in a smal) 
lot, about one-half acre of timothy 
and bluegrass, and plenty of shade, 
While I did not weigh them regu- 
larly each month I did weigh them 
several times and each time they had 
gained more than pound a. day for 
the feeding period. I studied the 
book furnished by the county agent 
and got a lot of fun getting them 
ready for the county fair. I expect 
to be a pig club member next year. 
I sold one pig for $28.50 some! 
time ago and I value the rest of the 
litter which are good breeding stock 
at $35.00. Deducting the cost of 
feed I will have a handsome profit. 
for my season’s work.’’ !

POCKETBOOK VS. APPETITE

In a recent issue of the Literary 
‘Digest there appears an article on 
‘The Tragic Crusoes of Wrangel 
Island,’ in which the following in- 
teresting comment is made on the 
\place of meat in the diet of the ad- 
_venturers: 

_ “When a man is living off the 
,country, he will eat five pounds of 
ymeat a day. Except for the chance 
‘of eggs in the spring, when the eider 
and crowbill ducks and the snow 
geese return from the south, he has 
“nothing else upon which he can 
‘count. 

“Contrary to the belief of the civ- 
ilized world, where a man thinks he 
jeopardizes his health if he eats a 
mutton chop twice a day, the men 
‘of the North have demonstrated that 
‘they can remain perfectly healthy in- 
‘definitely on a diet exclusively of 
‘meat. 

“Scurvy develops, not from lack 
of vegetables, but from lack of fresh 
food of any kind. Vitamin A, which 
‘is the scurvy preventive, is found in 
either fresh meat or fresh vege- 
tables.” 

| As suggested here, meat could well 
‘furnish an even larger proportion of 
the diet of inhabitants of the tem- 
perate regions. The more delicate 
‘meats, such as lamb chops, bacon 
and even steaks, appearing in the 
breakfast menu of the average per- 
‘son, would send to business every 
| day a more efficient worker than the 
/one who plays with a breakfast of 
less nourishing foods. 

| However, America’s average per 
capita consumption of meat is con- 
trolled largely by economic condi- 
tions rather than a lack of appetite 
appeal. In the year just closing, in- 


| 
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dustrial conditions generally have 
been good and the consumption of 
meat has increased, in spite of the 
many and varied efforts of the food 
faddists.—National Provisioner.

HE story of the develop- 

ment of the live stock 
industry of the United 
States reads like a pow- 
i erful novel. It is replete 
fy with records of adven- 
/ ture starting with the 
shipment of cattle from 
Europe in small vessels, 
then in protecting the herds from 
Indians and wild animals, later driv- 
ing them through wilderness, swim- 
ming rivers, and fighting prairie 
fires in the ever westward march to 
new grazing lands. Men risked and 
lost their lives and fortunes and left 
as mute evidence the bleaching bones 
of animals scattered over the bleak 
prairies. 

From the earliest colonial days 
live stock production was a vital fac- 
tor in upbuilding the country and-so 
recognized by the nation’s leaders. 

Live stock production was the 
backbone of agriculture because it 
gave the opportunity to transform 
the wild grasses for which there was 
no market into food which not only 
was in demand but which a cour- 
ageous race of people. Live stock 
also could be driven to market over 
long distances and through un-

settled country. Its importance was 
shown by the fact that pork and 
beef were specified in Connecticut 
and Rhode Island as receivable for 
taxes. 

While the colonists at first relied 
on wild game for meat the supply in 
time became uncertain, also there 
was no way to obtain milk. At great 
hardship and risk the first cattle 
were imported from England in 1624 
by Gov. Winslow of Massachusetts. 
Despite heavy losses from Indians 
and wolves by 1836 the colonies were 
fairly well stocked. Cows sold for 
$125 to $150, a little above prices for 
common stock. 

The custom of ‘‘moving West’’ 
originated at this time due then as 
in late years mainly to the search for 
new pastures for live stock. In this 
way many of the present cities of the 
East were founded. The cattle trade 
left an enduring mark on Boston as 
its streets were laid out to conform 
to cow trails. In 1638 one hundred 
oxen were driven to Boston and sold 
at $125 per head. Butchers did the 
slaughtering much as they do now 
in rural districts and farmers killed 
hogs in winter and froze the car- 
casses to be marked as convenient. 
Sheep were scarce owing to wolves 
and poor care. 

The first exporting of meats, 
which since has grown to enormous 
proportions, was about 1641 when 
the colonists captured the trade of 
the plantations in the West Indies

Furthermore, we 
have aiways since hesitated about 
buying anything in the line of live 
stock from this man, feeling that 
anyone who would be neglectful 
about the proper disposal of a little 
thing like a dead pig would probably 
be careless about things of much 
greater importance. 

Any of the domestic animals that 
show symptoms of sickness or lack 
of thrift, should be immediately sep- 
arated from the others and placed 
by itself, where it can be given special 
attention and the care which it needs. 
Many an animal has been allowed to 
die which might have been saved if 
it had been given the immediate at- 
tention which its condition de- 
manded. Often a disease has spread 
through a herd, causing a serious 
loss that might have been prevented 
if the one member which was first 
affected had been promptly removed 
when it first showed the unfavorable 
symptoms. 

You have often heard people say 
that so and so was killed with care. 
But I believe and it has been my

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personal experience that more lives 
are lost because of lack of care 
than because of too much of it. And 
occasionally the most careful farmer 
will have a dead animal to dispose 
of. 

I have found that the safest and 
best way of disposing of dead ani- 
mals that have died of disease is 
by burning the carcass. This will 
completely destroy any infections 
germs and prevent any spread of the 
disease, While with large animals 
the burning is a somewhat difficult 
proposition, it is about the only safe 
way when we are dealing with con- 
tagious and generally fatal diseases. ~ 
If, however, for good reasons burn- 
ing is not practical, deep burying 
should be resorted to. And by, ‘‘deep’’ 
is meant that at least four feet of 
dirt should cover them. And before 
covering a liberal quantity of quick 
lime should be scattered over the 
carcass, to that decomposition of 
the flesh and destruction of the germs 
may be hastened. 

The disposal of animals that have 
died from accident is an entirely dif- 
ferent matter. Anything about them 
that may be made of value should 
be saved and put to some useful pur- 
pose. If the skins can be sold for 
enough to pay the expense of re- 
moval, they should be marketed. If 
taken care of immediately, the fat 
may be rendered from them and used

factory. The flesh may be used for 
poultry feed, in the fresh state if 
used at once, or during cold weather, 
or cooked if it is desired to keep a 
part or all of it until a later time. 
If none of these or similar plans ap- 
peal to the one who is so unfortunate 
as to have such dead animals at his 
disposal, he can surely make profit- 
able use of them by converting them 
into fertilizer through the compost 
heap plan. 

No careful and neighborly farmer 
will allow dead animals to lie out 
in the open to decay and scent the 
air with offensive odor, to the dis- 
gust of the passerby, or to be de- 
voured or carried away by dogs, 
scavenger birds or other carrion eat- 
ing birds or animals. Such a prac- 
tice is a dangerous threat to the live 
interests of the surrounding 
community, to a greater distance 
than generally recognized. It is also 
a menace to the health of the people, 
and for that reason if for no other, 
should be discouraged. 

A dead horse or a dead cow when 
left in the open to decay and be car- 
ried about in pieces over the country 
is a greater nuisance and is very un- 
desirable in any community and 
should be buried or burned.

Third—Push the pigs at farrow- 
ing time and push the sows also, so 
far as feed is concerned. We like to 
self-feed the sows and give the pigs 
a splendid start before cold weather 
comes. This all means, therefore, 
gself-feeding upon concentrated feeds 
such as corn, tankage and salt, 
“‘Wree-choice’”’ style, or corn and 
tankage, the latter being mixed with 
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corn oil cake meal, equal parts. Or 
corn and milk can be used, the milk 
being hand fed and the corn self- 
fed. On good pastures such as al- 
falfa, rape and red clover a great 
deal of supplement will be saved be- 
cause these pastures take their place. 


Fourth—tThe fall pig should be in 
good shape by the time cold weather 
comes.

PIGS MUST HAVE THEIR 
VITAMINS 


That the lack of thrift among fall 
pigs so common in winter may often 
be due to the absence of vitamins 
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from their feed, has been proved by 
pig feeding tests at the Ohio Experi- 
ment Station. 

In discussing these experiments by 
his department, G. Bohstedt states 
that it was recently found that oats 
and such supplementing protein 
feeds .as tankage, fish meal, and 
blood meal are practically devoid of 
the fat soluble vitamin, which is the 
vitamin found in relative abundance 
in yellow corn and whole milk. 
White corn has been known for some 
years to be lacking in this same vi- 
tamin. Therefore, he continues, in 
view of the vitamin deficiency of 
some of our mainstays in winter ra- 
tions of hogs, such as white corn,

By the close of the Civil war Texas 
had come to the front as a stock 
raising state. Several week were 
often consumed in driving surplus 
stock to shipping points. Other 
western states took to cattle. and 
sheep raising in which men of wealth 
and prominence were leaders. The 
cowboy became the hero of the on- 
looking world. Leading railroads 
slashed their way in every western 
direction to obtain shipments to 
Omaha, Chicago and other LS BE 
centers. 

The foundations for improved 
breeds of meat animals in the United 
States were Secured practically alto- 
gether from the British Isles. Eng- 
land, Scotland and France furnished 


our improved breeds of _ horses.

diseases under control, making our 
herds and flocks the most healthy in 
the world. A serum has been per- 
fected which practically has wiped 
out hog cholera which cost farmers 
millions of dollars annually. 

The cattle tick which has been a 
heavy loss to southern cattle raisers 
is fast being eradicated by quaran- 
tine which has been reduced from 
735,000 square miles in 1891 to 
nearly 200,000 square miles today.

The Breeder’s Responsibility 


Read Before Pennsylvania Duroc Breeders at Harrisburg, January 24th DS | 


E have long been taught and 

the theory seems indelibly 

impressed on our minds that 
the prosperity of the people of this 
country rested on the per cent of 
prosperity enjoyed by the farmer and 
live stock man. In every previous 
depression through which the coun- 
try has gone the theory seems to 
have been proven, and _ until the 
present time we thought there could 
be no deviation from this condition. 
But for the past two years or more 
it seems there has prevailed in our 
nation a city prosperity which did 
not depend on what travails the 
farmer was enduring. We who have 
been instilled with this old theory 
have been wondering when the end 
would come and the city folks be 
subjected to hardships such as the 
farmer has endured for a good many 
months. We said many months ago 
that it couldn’t exist long but in 
spite of that the city people seem 
to have plenty of money to spend for 
necessities and luxuries and most 
of the luxuries of 10 years ago are 
necessities in the cities these days. 
The large employment of labor and 
the penchant of the average laborer 
to live well when he is drawing good 
wages has evidently kept the thing 
going. 

But whether this idea of national 
prosperity depending on the condi- 
tion of the man on the farm has quit 
working or whether we will see the 
city people short on cash, or the 
farmer flush again, there is one 
thing certain as death and taxes. 
No one but the farmer and live stock 
man can work out these _ prob- 
lems, and no one knows better what 
is the matter than he, and it will 
depend entirely on the action of the 
swine men of Pennsylvania them- 
selves whether 1924 will be prosper- 
ous as far as they are concerned. 
Outside markets influence you less 
than any state which I have visited 
and continued employment which 
seems quite certain several months 
in the future, means prosperity to 
the producer if he produces economi- 
cally and markets intelligently. 
Those last five words cover a world 
of things but we believe the swine 
breeders of Pennsylvania have 
learned the former and are produc- 
ing pork at a profit, and they have 
learned the value of the right kind 
of pure breds for this purpose, and 
I know as a rule they have bought 
their seed stock worth the money. 
Right kind of hogs at the right price 
lays a foundation that will mean 
success and we think we know some- 
thing of the breeding hogs in your 
state, and they are the right sort

and have been bought right. You 
have the extension department of 
your great college to thank for a 
large part of that and I know you 
breeders agree with me in that state- 
ment. 

In the corn and hog belt where 
many public sales of hogs are held 
we have great difficulty in making 
the breeder see that his local trade 
will in the end constitute the -major 
portion of his outlet and to cultivate 
that from the time he goes into bet- 
ter hogs.

There is an unusual 
shortage of pigs coming on, yet the 
people will still want pork to eat. 
Corn is being stored with the expec- 
tation of cashing it in later in the 
season. Only ordinary horse sense 
is required to forecast the outcome 
of this situation. There must be a 
better hog market with an oversup- 
ply of corn. 

The prices of breeding hogs di- 
rectly follow market prices. The 
margin always widens between the 
purebred and the stock market when 
the latter is on the upgrade. People 
become enthusiastic and optimistic 
and are willing to pay more for their 
breeding animals whenever the stock 
market is encouraging. 

Never have we seen so admirable 
a time for breeders to fortify them- 
selves for future business. The im- 
provement of the breeding herd can 
now be accomplished with little or 
no sacrifice because the best animals 
can be had for reasonable prices. Yet 
few of us will do this. We will wait 
until we see hogs selling high, then 
we will shake off our lethargy and 
begin to develop some enthusiasm 
about the time hogs are at the top 
price. Then we will buy and be 
ready to sell again in the next slump, 


There will be a few among us who 
will take advantage of this oppor- 
tunity to build up high class herds 
and be ready when the demand 
comes. These are the fellows we 
call fools now and the Captains of 
Industry then. 

The demand for purebreds is be- 
coming stronger every year. The 
widespread campaign of the U. S. 
Dept. of Agriculture for better sires, 
the findings of the ton litter contests 
that only purebreds win, the results 
of pig clubs that are being broad- 
casted everywhere by enthusiastic 
boys and girls in favor of purebreds; 
these influences are creating a big 
demand for better hogs wherever 
boys and girls are found. As these 
boys and girls grow older and be- 
come managers and owners of farms, 
the demand will become even 
stronger. 


The breeder who is contemplating 
building up his herd, must bear in 
mind that future demand is going to 
require a hog that can give a ‘“‘per- 
formance test’ of his ability. Fads, 
fancies and freaks will find fewer 
favorites as the years go by. The 
purebred must prove his worth as a 
feeder, if he wins out in. ton litter 
contests. 


It is therefore wisdom for breed- 
ers to begin to lay more emphasis on 
quality and real feeding ability, and 
to select brood sows that have the 
appearance of being able to produce 
and raise large litters. The breeder 
who is trying to develop a race- 
track-type of hog is apt to find that 
he is losing his race. Farmers don’t 
want hogs that can slip through a 
three-inch crack in a fence. Neither 
do they want hogs whose heads and 
necks are as long as the rest of the 
animal’s body. We are not harking 
back to the little dumpy sort, for 
breeders and farmers alike have 
junked that type. 


The most important qualification 
of future breeding animals will be 
quality. Size is a vital consideration 
from the breeder’s standpoint, but 
if behemoths alone are our goal, we 
will some day find ourselves with a 
hog that is a poor feeder, that re- 
quires three or four years to get its 
growth, that is coarse of bone and 
flesh, that is thick hided and 
wrinkly, that is apt to have fibrous 
and soft bone, that is sluggish and 
careless about the production of pigs, 
that lacks vigor, constitution and 
prepotency, and that is short lived. 
But if quality is emphasized along 
with size, we will not find ourselves

Siring ability is a boar’s most valuable asset. 
As an incentive to bring out the best there is in 
their herd boar, many breeders are offering to dup- 
heate cash prizes won at the fairs with the get of 
their boars. Some breeders offer to duplicate the 
money won from the fair committee in open classes 
as well as in the Pig Club Department, and offer 
a special premium for first prize. 

One breeder is putting up a two hundred dollar 
prize for the heaviest ton litter from the sows bought 
in his sale. 

The offer of special money on prize winners of this 
kind is one of the best individual promotion pro- 
jects breeders have inaugurated, and we trust the 
initial breeders will follow this up by paying this 
money promptly when won, and not be as slow 
as the Associations are sometimes. 

No breeder can be successful without a good, 
strong local support, no matter how prominent in 
Duroc cireles. Leading breeders with top boars 
can easily drum up a mail order business for the 
choice boars and gilts raised, but in all herds these 
choice animals that rightfully should be sold for 
seed stock, are decidedly in the minority, and new 
fellows will not come from afar and purchase this 
kind with any degree of consistency. Hence breed- 
ers, large and small, should give more thought and 
attention to the local farmers who, if encouraged, 
will give good prices for the stuff not good enough to 
be sold for breeder stock, but still good enough to 
raise pork litters. 

Offering special prize money on winning stock 
sired by your boar at your local fair, is one of the 
best ways of interesting your local community. 


Have You the Nerve to Do This? 


Can you take inventory of your own herd through 
an unbiased eye? Can you go out into your sow 
lot and not kid yourself into thinking this or that 
sow might get by in a pinch? Can you sort out a 
sow with caked udder and send her to market, even 
though she USED to be one of your best brood 
sows?

$900,000 OFFERED IN PRIZES 


Early reports indicate that $900,- 
6000 or more is being offered in prize 
money to encourage boys’ and girls’ 
club work this year in the United 
States. Fourteen states have re- 
ported a total of more than $263,- 
000, or an average of $18,800 per 
state. In one state the amount is

000 in prizes to aid club work. 


Michigan Ton Litter Contest 
Closes 


$600 in Cash and Sixteen Gold Med- 
als Will be Awarded at Swine 
Breeders’ Meeting in February 


Sixteen litters weighed above the 
ton mark at 180 days age in the 
Michigan 1923 Ton Litter Contest. 
They were all fed for practical eco- 
nomical production without using 
any expensive methods to induce rap- 
id growth so that the lessons brought 
out by their records are of practical 
value to every swine grower in the 
state. 

A summary of the records of the 
winners show that in nearly every 
case: 

1. The dam received either some 
protein supplementary feed such as 
skimmed milk, tankage, middlings, 
oil meal or legume hay, along with 
a limited amount of corn during the 
gestation period or else the ration 
was made up of a very small pro- 
portion of’corn, barley or rye for 
several weeks before farrowing. 
This supplementary protein feed was 
considered especially important the 
last five or six weeks.

I was going to call this page 
Goussefft’s Gossip and then I got to 
thinking about the different kinds of 
gossip and the effect that gossip or 
propaganda has on a business, Mbyte 
is constructive it is worth while, but 
dirty gossip is low business, and 
and takes well with the malicious 
minded. Peddling gossip or loaning 
your ear to it makes you a dangerous 
person. Gossip destroys business, 
demoralizes society and will stall the 
success of your hog herd if you be- 
come a partner or co-worker with it. 
So in these articles let’s lend our 
ears to facts pertaining to the Go- 
Getters—that talk little and hit hard, 
thus killing the bibble-babble, gibble- 
gabble jaw-jabber, tongue running 
character or herd killing pest—the 
low down gossip. 

This pure bred hog business is 
entering a new era. Everyone has 
hung out a sign as being a breeder 
of pure bred swine whether he was 
in the business one year or forty, 
developed a real honest-to-goodness 
hog or peddled trash. The breed 
craves today out of all this wreckage 
of the drunken past improvers of the 
breed and from now on men in the 
hog business regardless of who they 
are and where they live, will not be 
known for what they have sold, but 
what they are producing today. 


Last fall I sat in a public sale. 
Next to me sat a farmer who came 
to the sale with the intention of buy- 
ing a pure bred boar to use on his 
grade gilts. He came to the pure 
bred sale to buy seed to improve his 
stock. I asked him why he didn’t 
buy. His answer was; “I expected 
to but when I buy a boar for my 
herd I like to buy one out of these 
established herds that are at least 
the same size as the average of my 
grade herd,.’’ Was he asking too 
much? Was the breeder fair to him- 
self and his breed? 


We hog people can learn a lot 
from the centipede. You know this 
insect long in body is supported by 
twenty-one pairs of legs. If this in- 
sect gets into a fight with its enemy 
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or bumps up against hard times and 
loses a few legs in the fracas it still 
has a leg or two to stand on. The 
cow, the hen, and pigs properly 
raised so there is a market topping 
punch for the shipper and a few hela 
out for breeding purposes will bring 
home the bacon again this coming 
year. This is true in spite of the 
fact that a great many are trying to 
make the hog the prodigal son of 
the farm today. Highteen years out 


- of twenty the hog business pays from 


either a pure bred standpoint or mar- 
ket provided it isn‘t all the legs that 
the farming operations expect to 
stand on. 


A desire for a thing always out- 
weighs the price. 
If your customers want ’em big, long 


and tall with the rest of the trim- 
mings let them have ’em. They. will 
pay you well for this kind. 

First—Get all the size and weight 
of animal for age you Can. 

Second—Note the outline of the 
animal in conjunction with size and 
weight and see that the animal is 
symmetrically built or has the prop- 
er proportion. 

Third—That the animal shows 
constitution, vigor, vitality and abil- 
ity to stand up under the ordinary 
farm conditions. 

Fourth—That the animal repre- 
sents its sex, sows being as ladylike 
refined and broody as possible and 
boars vigorous and mannish, 


Fifth—That quality and breed 
characteristics are easily distin- 
guished. 


I am basing the above facts on the 
desire of the consumer or user of 
your hogs. A year ago I stood at 
the entrance to the National Swine 
Show Pavilion at Peoria studying the 
crowd and wondering what they had 
uppermost in their minds. The ques- 
tion I heard asked more times than 
any other one was, ‘‘Where is the 
biggest hog on the grounds, I want 
to see him?’’

steering toward the rocks but to- 
ward the open sea of popular favor. 
Quality is closely associated with 
good feeding ability, it is associated 
with a thin skin that remains free 
from creases, with open eyes and 
sensitive, active disposition. It 
always means a good hard, flinty- 
boned animal underneath. It is 
always covered with a silky coat of 


hair. It indicates constitution and 
vigor; and, because of a tendency 
toward a more highly organized 


nervous system, quality animals are 
nearly always found to possess more 
mother instinct and be better milk- 
ers and pig raisers. Last of all, ani- 
mals showing a high degree of qual- 
ity are prepotent breeders and are, 
almost without exception, long lived. 

It would therefore seem important 
that breeders should not forget 
beauty in their animals, beauty of 
form and finish, for behind the as- 
thetic value lies inherent qualities 
that are tremendously important. 
If we will keep our favorite breed at 
the front of all other breeds, we 
must place much emphasis on qual- 
ity, finish, perfection of form and 
vigor. 

Breeders and farmers who are 
making use of these days of splendid 
opportunity, building foundations 
for future leadership in the live 
stock business, will reap handsome 
rewards. Looking ahead in every 
phase of the purebred business is 
the secret of success.

In various fields and 
in isolated instances each breed can 
find some “sop” that looks good as 
propaganda for their particular 
breed, but to round up the whole 
story of the litters in the contests

and the sires and dams that pro- 
duced them, a multiplicity of stories 
can be evolved, and while every one 
of them will prove the efficiency of 
the pure bred as against the cross 
bred and the grade, each one of five 
or six pure bred breeds can here and 
there pick some high spots. 

To be true and loyal to our breed 
the writer can cite some mighty in- 
teresting figures that are more heav- 
ily loaded for the Durocs than for 
the other competing breeds. For 
instance, the Duroc holds the cham- 
pionship for heaviest litter—3,8981%4 
pounds, won by the Texas litter.

that is the real value of the sow tl 
produces and raises large litters. fl 
the Indiana contests held in 1$2 
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and 1923 there were 98 ton litters 
and the complete figures on 78 of 
the dams which produced these lit- 
ters have been obtained. Prof. 
Wiley, in the Drovers Journal, re- 
cently wrote about these as follows: 
“Data on the size of the litters from, 
which these 78 sows came show that 
it was not entirely an accident that 
they possessed ability to raise large 
litters. They, themselves, came from 
large litters. They were produced 
by sows that were prolific and had a 
natural ability to mother and raise 
pigs.’’ Three fourths of the mothers 
producing these ton litters, he goes 
on to say, came from litters of ten 
and eleven. These 78 sows have 
produced in their lives 267 litters, 
2,760 pigs farrowed, an average of 
more than 10 to a litter. 


In this same Indiana two-year 
contest the mixed bred litters aver- 
aged 186 pounds per pig at 180 
days; the pigs in the grade litters 
averaged 199 pounds at the same 
age, and the pigs in the pure bred 
litters averaged 214 pounds at the 
180 days time. , 


With the exchequers of the pure 
bred swine association badly in need 
of replenishing and with the strict 
economy which will be needed to 
bring them back to a normal work- 
ing basis, it looks to the writer as if 
some concerted action between these 
associations would be the thing to 
bring about in order that these facts 
could be forced home to the large 
army of pork producers who are yet 
content to raise the nondescript and 
the grade. No more opportune time 
could be chosen to push such a cam- 
paign for on the side of the pure 
bred right now would be the argu- 
ment of low priced breeding stock, 
the seed stock for replacing grades 
with pure breds really ‘costing but 
very little above what the grades 
would bring at the shambles. 


These things should interest the 
producer of pure bred hogs in his 
sales this winter, and the breeder 
who can get these facts out to his 
home people in the proper shape will 
find them very convincing and ought 
to help in his placing of his surplus 
stock right in his own community. 
There is no work needed so badly 
as a campaign put on by every pure 
bred swine breeder in his own home 
township and county, and there is 
nowhere that it can be done s80 
easily, thoroughly and cheaply as 
through the medium of his own 
home paper. Most breeders over- 
look these chances that lay right at 
their own door and instead reach out 
for the ‘“‘will-o’-the-wisp’’ of trade 
that lies outside. Intensive, con- 
tinual campaigns telling your own 
little work about your pure bred hogs 
cannot fail to bring good results. 
It is the trade that finally pays you 
the best money, and is the most 
satisfactory.

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Keen Demand For Good Sows 


Present Conditions, as I See the Future, and a Few Suggestions 


N many occasions the past few 
months I have been asked by 
breeders and others just what 

prediction I had for the swine indus- 
try. I have withheld writing any- 
thing for publication, while I have 
felt many times that I would like 
to voice my sentiments regarding 
many things pertaining to business 
methods. Since the Editor of the 
Duroc Bulletin has cordially asked 
me for a line, I take this opportunity 
of presenting a few suggestions that 
might help breeders. 

Personally I believe that no time 
during my career there was ever a

better time to invest in pure bred 
sows than this winter, for in the first 
place every commission man that I 
have visited with the past few 
months—and I have made it a point 
to talk with many — predict that 
hogs are going higher in a few 
months. Many say they will reach 
the price of 10c to 11lc per pound be- 
fore next fall. Statistics show we 
have had a splendid export trade 
during 1923 and information comes 
to me from reliable sources that 
about the same exportation of pork 
was made in 1923 as in 1913, and 
this being true, I feel we can cer- 


tainly expect a far larger export 
trade in 1924 and in 1925 than the 
year just past. And from what I 
can observe of the farmers that I 
come in contact with that are going 
out of the business of raising swine, 
this will lower the number of hogs 
raised. 

I fully realize that we have had a

tremendous number of hogs all 
through the country, especially in 
the corn belt the past two years. 
This of course accounts for the 
heavy runs on the market. We can 
go back to two or three years ago. 
We had in the fall of these seasons 
very cheap corn and hogs were high. 
They perhaps made more profit dur- 
ing that time than at any time in 
many years. Perhaps as much profit 
as the average man has ever wit- 
nessed during his experience in live 
stock. Hence, the heavy hog pro- 
duction. Amateurs every place 
started to raising hogs; now thou- 
sands of these producers are out of 
existence, as far as producing pork 
is concerned. In 1921 and 1922 the 
European countries could not buy 
like they are doing now and there- 
fore to me it is easy to understand 
that hogs are selling for present 
prices. 


I have heard a great many people 
say they will raise corn and sell on 
the market and pass up the raising 
of hogs. Corn is a good price and 
I am pleased that it is; but had it 
not been for the hogs in our country 
in 1922 and 1923 we would see corn 
about 30c a bushel instead of about 
60c. Personally I cannot see corn 
being as high in 1924 as most of the 
men that I visit with almost every 
day. I think it is a good price now 
and I expect it to remain such; but 
if information that I receive from 
men who are identified with the 
grain industry, several of whom are 
personal friends of mine, advise me 
not to buy May corn, and that it has 
been a long time since so much corn 
has been distributed so equally all 
over the United States, and with 
prospects for an overwhelming acre- 
age next year, without a question it 
certainly looks like the right time 
to raise all the hogs that you can; 
and pure bred swine are the best to 
raise. 


United States Agricultural Depart- 
ment over a long period of years 
shows that pure bred swine produce 
an average gain of 39 per cent over 
that of grade or scrub. Pure bred 
SOWS aS a rule are larger type than 
the grade, and larger type sows far- 
row more pigs’ than 
sows. State Experiment 


weaning time from large, roomy 
sows, whereas from the smaller or 
medium type sows they quote 4.66 
pigs. This is a great margin in 
profit when it is figured on a crop of 
pigs. I expect boars and gilts to sell 
exceptionally well next fall and 
many a sow will raise one pig that 


the smaller — 
Stations — 
quote an average for 6.25 pigs at — 
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will pay for her before next Novem- 
ber. 

Now just a word about bred sow 
sales: There have been a_ few 
sales held already and I must say I 
was pleasantly surprised to see so 
many new breeders out at the sales 
that I attended and those men ap- 
peared to be good, level headed fel- 
lows. They made good selections; 
they did not purchase sows high, it 
is true, but I noticed when an extra 
good sow or gilt came in the ring, an 
animal that had plenty of length and 
was well up in height and good 
footed and showed signs of a sow 
that would produce a good litter, it 
was no trouble to sell her for a price 
of from $75 to $125, and many cases 
higher. I was also pleased to see 
the farmers bidding. I recall a 
farmer that I visited with before a 
sale at Algona, Iowa. He told me 
that he lived seven miles from town. 
He said he wanted to buy fifteen 
sows. In this sale he purchased 
three sows and furnished competi- 
tion on many. This man in my esti- 
mation will be willing to pay at least 
$10 to $15 more per head when he 
attends another sale. This one man 
will furnish competition in some sale 
for about one-fourth of the number 
in the average breeder’s offering and 
he will buy them at figures that a 
breeder can produce them for. 


I recall another man who was in 
attendance at a sale early in Janu- 
ary and he did not make any pur- 
chases. He expressed himself after 
the sale that he would like to have 
owned some of these sows but they 
sold for more money than he had 
expected to pay for them. The fol- 
lowing day he attended a sale and 
purchased three sows and the first 
one that he bought cost him $80. 
Now I am only relating these things 
to show that there are men in the 
market for sows and after attending 
a few sales and learning that they 
have competition, those men are 
willing to pay the price. I could go 
ahead and enumerate several in- 
stances where breeders have sold as 
Many as ten and fifteen gilts to a 
neighbor but space will not permit. 
I feel that we have competition for 
g00d sows and gilts at this time, 
and I think without any question it 
will continue to grow better. 


There have been a number of sales 
cancelled this winter by breeders 
feeling that no one wanted to buy 
Sows. I have received information 
from a few breeders saying that they 
would regret to have to accept mar- 
ket price for their bred sows. Now 
When sows or gilts can sell from $40 
to $75 to just farmers and new be- 
ginners in early January sales and 
in many sales far beyond this aver- 
age, it strikes me that this is con- 
siderable over market price. Per- 
haps on some occasions an extra large 
Sow with age against her to com- 
Mand keen competition, might not 
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sell much over market value, but 
this could be about all she would be 
worth. But as a whole, the entire 
offerings will sell if they are good 
individuals, for good, substantial 
prices. I feel that the man who 
makes his sales this winter is build- 
ing a splendid business for the 
future, as he will distribute his hogs 
in the hands of many new men. 
Those men are going to make money 
from their purchase and they will be 
back again and a real booster for the 
breeder where they secured their 
start; and the man who takes care 
of his business in a businesslike man- 
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ner will have the edge over the man 
who is slow in sending pedigrees, 
or he who gives none at‘all or who 
makes a practice of never answering 
a letter. 

I regret to mention such, but I 
have heard so many complaints from 
men the past year along this line I 
cannot refrain from saying some- 
thing about it. I have always looked 
upon the purebred live stock indus- 
try aS one of the very finest classifi- 
cations a man could engage in. Live 
stock raising and farming is the 
basic industry of.all industries and

Duffey was appointed to meet the 
state board and see if more money 
could not be secured from them for 
the additional pig club classes men- 
tioned above. The report of Mr.

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Hog Breeders Can Cheer Up! 


Hog-Corn Ratio Soon Promises to Adjust Itself, According 
to Sears-Roebuck Agricultural Foundation 


URING the past year the hog 

markets were flooded most of 
the time as a result of the marked 
expansion of hog production due to 
the abundance and cheapness of corn 
two years ago, according to the 
Sears-Roebuck Agricultural Founda- 
tion. 


Producers raised more hogs 
than they did before the war: Ex- 
ports average twice as heavy. But 


the prices Europe could afford to pay 
were low and these low prices af- 
fected not only the 15 or 20 per cent 
of the crops sold abroad, but the 
entire crop which the American con- 
sumer buys. 


In the first nine months of 1923 
production increased 26 per cent 
over the first nine months of 1922. 
Between January and October of 
last year there were 26 per cent more 
hogs slaughtered under Federal in- 
spection than during the same 
period of the previous year. In both 
years the average weights were prac- 
tically the same, yet the govern- 
ment’s report upon prices shows that

only $9,611,000 more was paid by 
slaughterers for 26 per cent more 
hogs. The lower average cost of 
hogs slaughtered in 1923 seems not 
to have been passed on to the con- 
sumer except in a slight degree. 

The tendency now is to cut down 
on production. 


Considering the ratio between 
hog prices and feed costs it is only 
logical that the number of sows bred 
for spring litters will be greatly re- 
duced over that of last year. This 
will lessen market receipts. A large 
number of light weight, under-fin- 
ished hogs are coming to the market 
now. At the same time producers 
are selling off many of their brood 
sows whose heavy weight tends to 
offset the lightweights of the under- 
finished hogs and pigs. With the 
curtailment of production started, 
receipts of hogs in 1924 are likely 
to be lighter than they were in 1923. 
Since the heaviest seasonal .supply 
and the lowest prices arrive during 
December and January, as a rule, it 
is logical to believe that the level 
of hog values which now prevail will 
be the lowest which hog growers will 
experience for two years or more. 


The ratio between corn and hog 
prices is the lever controlling hog 
production. It requires on the aver- 
age of 11.2 bushels of corn to equal 
the farm price of 100 pounds of 
hogs. When the ratio falls to 6 or 
8 bushels immediately fewer hogs 
are produced until the ratio again 
nears the average. Since June the 
ratio has swung from 7.5 to 8.8. 
This unfavorable ratio is largely re- 
sponsible for the reduction in the 
breeding operations and in the heavy 
runs caused by rushing light hogs 
to avoid high feed costs. 


A small increase in the amount of 
corn available this year and the 
larger oats, barley and kafir crops 
are largely offset by the high per- 
centage of soft corn of low feeding 
value in the 1923 crop. This means 
rapid disappearance of corn on the 
farm this winter and the mainte- 
nance of a fairly high price level for 
that cereal. 


Nevertheless, corn has probably 
passed its highest point. With 
market conditions shaping up ac- 
cording to the Sears-Roebuck fact 
finders, for a rise in hog prices and 
with corn headed slightly downward 
during the same period the corn-hog 
ratio has probably passed its most 
unfavorable point. . It’s high time 
for breeders to cheer up!

ILLINOIS LEADS ALL STATES IN 
THE NUMBER OF TON-LIT- 
TERS RAISED IN 1923 


The first year of operation of the 
Illinois Ton-Litter Club under the 
supervision of Prof. W. H. Smith of 
the State University at Urbana re- 
sulted in 80 litters raised to reach 
a weight of 2,000 pounds or more 
in 180 days. This is the largest 
number of ton-litters produced in 
1923 in any state that carried on 
the project. Wabash County took 
the state title with a litter of 12 
pure bred Duroc pigs fed by James 
Deputy of Keensburg. This litter 
weighed 3,283 pounds and was not 
only the champion one of Illinois 
but also the heaviest litter ever 
raised in the corn belt. The lightest 
litter weighed an even ton and was 
from Logan County. 


Twenty-eight counties were rep- 
resented by one or more ton-litters. 
Sangamon County topped the list 
with ten to its credit. McLean Coun- 
ty was close behind with nine fol- 
lowed by Champaign which claimed 


six litters to make the required 
weight. Twelve counties in the state 
had to be content with one ton-litter 
each. 

Of the 80 litters that reached the 
required weight in 180 days, 61 
were pure bred on both sire and 
dam’s side. Eleven litters were sired 
by pure bred boars and out of dams 
classed as grades. Some of the sows 
in this class were pure bred though 
not eligible for registration and thus 
rated as grades. Five were grade 
litters and the remaining three were 
cross breds. Classified by breeds the 
litters are as follows:— Tamworths 
four, Spotted Poland Chinas and 
Chester Whites five éach, Poland 
Chinas fourteen and Durocs forty- 
four. The remarkable showing made 
by the pure breds demonstrates the 
value of high class breeding hogs for 
pork production purposes. 

The average weight of each lit- 
ter was 2,298.9 pounds, with an av- 
erage of 10.6 pigs raised per litter. 
In this connection it is interesting 
to know that the grade litters 
weighed about 100 pounds less than 
the average and had one-half of a 
pig less per litter than the average 
for all sows in the contest. The high- 
est number of pigs in a single lit- 
ter was fifteen with but one litter 
having this many. The lowest num- 
ber of pigs in one litter was eight 
and only one litter of this size made 
a ton though there were several with \, 
nine pigs. The project was success-/ 
ful in every way and emphasizes the 
value of a good breeding, better- 
management and feeding practises 
and sanitation, in raising hogs. Plans 
to continue ton-litter work in the 
state in 1924 have already been com- 
pleted. Prof. Smith will agian have 
charge of the Project.

OR a longer number of years 

than Methuselah was old, or- 

ganizations, breeders and others 
interested in the extention of pure 
bred hogs have been searching about 
for practical arguments to use to 
convince farmers that pure bred hogs 
have greater earning power and are 
worth more than hogs of uncertain 
ancestry. Like blind dogs in a meat 
house all of us grope! about in the 
darkness seeking meritorious reasons 
supporting our belief in the efficiency 
of the pure bred hog but there was 
little or no evidence of value to be 
had tending to support our con- 
tention. 


About the most a man of con- 
sciene could do when advocating 
pure bred hogs on farms was to 
stand up before an audiener o* farm- 
ers and relieve himself of the fo’- 
lowing doctrine, ‘‘Pure bred hogs are 
prolific, mature early, gain rapi‘ly, 
feed ecov~omically, have uniformity 
and finish, make good use of forage 
and have constitutional vicor and 
stamina.’’ It all sounded well enough 
but to quote a widely known char- 
acter in the comic sec‘ions of our 
parers it did not mean anything. 
And woe to the speaker if some 
thinking farmer in the crowd would 
stand up and ask for the proof of 
the assertions made in behalf of the 
pure bred hog. The speaker might 
be able to cite a few ins‘ane>s where 
pure bred hoes demonstrated their 
superiority over grades and scrubs 
but when it came to abundant con- 
crete evidence—the kind that sinks 
in and converts—well there simply 
was none. 

In view of the total lack of sound, 
practical and positive proof of the 
superiority of the pure bred hog, it 
“8a mystery how the few farmers 
“ho have adopted them did becone 
converted to pure breds. Probably 
it was simply blind faith sufficient- 
ly strong to encourage the first pur- 
chase and after a fair trial the be- 
lief was confirmed. Such a method 
of accomplishing the general dis- 
tribution of pure bred hogs on farms 
was painfully slow at best. 

However it is possible that we 
would still be depending on this 
course to increase the demand for 
our hogs were it not for one man 
—Prof. John R. Wiley of Perdue 
University. Like the prophets of old, 
Prof. Wiley has led us out of the 
dark wilderness for it was he who 
originated the Ton-Litter Project. In 
these contests the productive qual- 
ities of hogs can be tested and de- 
termined, In order to raise a ton 
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of pork in 180 days, sows must have 
perfected to a high degree all qual- 
ities that for years we claimed our 
pure bred hogs had. Through these 
contests we obtain the undisputable 
evidence that the pure bred hog does 
actually give greater production at 
less cost than does the hog that has 
not’ gererations of selective breed- 
ing behind him. We can now rise 
up and say that our pure bred hogs 
produce the maximum number of 
pounds of pork at minimum cost and 
then offer the results of Ton-Litter 
Contests conducted the last two years

to beck un our assertion. Produc- 
tion records made by pure bred hogs 
of all breeds in these projects has 
sealed the doom of scrub and grade 
hogs forever. 

Thanks to Prof. Wiley we are now 
able to take the records made by 
pure bred hogs in all sections of the 
country, fed by hundreds of farmers 
and breeders and on a great variety 
and combinations of home raised 
feeds ard point out to farmers in a 
sensible, practical and targible way 
that it is fo'lv to use grade or scrub 
hogs for production of pork on a 
market basis. There was not one 
state in which Ton-Litter work was 
carried on that grede, scrub or for 
that matter cross bred hogs demon- 
strated their right to a place on our 
farms. The performance of hogs of 
good breeding was so superior to 
that of the common hogs that there 
is no basis for comparison. In pro- 
lificacy, rapid growth, early ma- 
turity and economy of production, 
the pure breds took every honor.

Prof. Wuichet of the University 
outlined the work being done on the 
fair grounds in rebuilding the old 
cattle barn and remodeling it into 
a hog barn. He was free to say that 
the remodeled barn was not going 
to be ideal in every respect but it 
would be large enough to more than 
house any show that had ever been 
staged at Columbus and would be an 
improvement in that respect on the 
old one. President Gerlaugh, Secre- 
tary Terrell and Prof. Wuichet have 
been working with the state board in 
getting the remodeling changed in 
many ways and improvements have 
been suggested and accepted on the 
original sketch made for this work. 

Prof. Wuichet also presented to the 
association the plan that is being 
worked out through the University 
and the breed associations in select- 
ing judges who can be certified for 
work in the county fairs of the state, 
especially in those fairs which can- 
not stand the expense of a different 
judge for each breed of live stock. 
The executive committee was in- 
structed to select the names of ten 
men whom they thought qualified to 
do the work on Durocs and these 
together with those selected by other 
breed associations will be given a day 
at the experiment station going over 
the types and characteristics of the 
breeds with which they may not be 
so familiar so that they can issue 
proper certification for those who 
seem to be qualified to do this work 
in the small shows of the state. All 
the members present were asked to 
write short list of names from which 
the executive committee can select 
the ten names wanted.

The following were selected as three 
to be recommended to the State 
Board for judging the Durocs in the 
1924 state fair: First choice, Ira Jack- 
son, Tippecanoe City; second choice, 
John Hudson, Cochran, Ga.; third 
choice, L. D. Stewart, Tipton, Indiana.

PREVENTION OF LOSSES IN 
YOUNG PIGS 


More than 35 per cent of the 
spring crop of pigs died before wean- 
ing time, according to a recent study 
made by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture in co-operation 
with the State colleges on 168 farms 
in Indiana, Illinois and Iowa. A total 
of 18,837 pigs were farrowed on 
these farms in the spring and 6,749 
of them died before weaning. The 
heaviest loss was 2,844, killed by be- 
ing overlaid. Losses from this cause 
could have been greatly diminished 
by using guard rails and less bed- 
ding in the farrowing pens. 


Pigs dead when farrowed num- 
bered 1,373. Use of better breed- 
ing stock and better feeding of the 
sows would have aided materially in 
preventing this loss as well as the 
571 that were farrowed weak. Bet- 
ter housing and better care would 
have saved 405 that were chilled.

By the use of a little foresight 
the exercise may be properly cared 
for from day to day. The hog house 
or colony house should be located at 
the back end of the hog lot or family 
orchard, the legume hay rack at an- 
other corner and the sows may be 
fed at the end of the lot or orchard 
closest to the barn. Under no cir- 
cumstances should the pregnant sow 
be kept closely confined. 


With cheap barley, wheat and corn 
the tendency to feed too much of 
these cereals for the good of the sow, 
is again likely to occur. These grains 
are all of a highly fattening nature 
and are very deficient in those foods 
which build up the bodies of foetal 
pigs. Consequently they must be 
“palanced’’ with feeds suvh as alfal-

fad have been a real benefit to their community by 
preading the seed of better live stock.

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Relation of Breeder to Market Producer 


By C. C. TERRELL 


Breeder Should Work Towards Definite Plan of Operation 


Se, T THIS time when there 
“< is only a narrow margin 
Ms between breeding hog 
2 prices and market hog 
“’ prices, there should be 
\. the closest relation be- 
tween the breeder and 
the market producer. 

A few years ago, when 
good pure bred sows were selling for 
$500.00 apiece, it was futile to try 
to convince a farmer, who depended 
on the market for his outlet, that 
such high priced animals could pos- 
sibly make him money. Those who 
were persuaded to buy, usually lost 
money. They also lost faith in pure 
breds. 

Now, when pure bred prices are 
within the reach of any market pro- 
ducer, it ought to be easy to coa- 
vince anyone of desirability of pure 
breds over scrub hogs. 

The U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture has determined that the pure 
bred is 38 per cent more efficient 
than the scrub. This is reckoned from 
the market stanpoint. 

The record breaking ton 
have all been pure breds. 

Pure breds inherit feeding ability. 
Every constructive breeder every 
year selects some of his growthiest 
pigs to be retained in his herd. He 
selects the pigs that do the best and 
grow the fastest and that represent 
most nearly his ideal of pork effi- 
ciency. He uses these best feeders 
to be the ancestors of his next gen- 
eration. Consequently in the course 
of time, he has developed a long line 
of succession of superior feeders. It 
is reasonable to suppose that a pig 
from such a line of descent will be 
a sure breeder of high class feeling 
animals. 

There are breeders of every gen- 
eration who do not realize that the 
breeder’s business is to produce high 
class feeding animals. Such breeders 
may be following a “fad,” they may 
be over-enthusiastic about a certain 
“‘type,”’ they may be striving for a 
certain ‘‘color.’’ There is only one 
ideal for breeders to follow if they 
expect to court the favor of market 
producers, and that is the production 
of a hog that will increase “market 
efficiency. Any breeder who follows 
any other ideal, will not find his re- 
sults satisfactory. 

One of the greatest means used 
in the advancement of breeds has 
been the show ring. Ever since the 
origin of our breeds of domestic ani- 
mals, the show ring has been used 
to bring to public attention the su- 
perior specimens of the breeds. The 
animals that won were used_ heavily 
in service to bring forth another 


litters 


generation like themselves. Had it 
not been for the show ring, these 
superior animals might never have 
become popular—they might never 
have been discovered. The animal 
that wins in the show ring has nearly 
always been the best feeder. He has 
grown the fastest, his fleshing is the 
smoothest, he surpasses in mellow- 
ness, he possesses the most perfect 
underpinning, his quality is most 
superior, his activity and constitu- 
tion make him a general favorite. 
So it is that an animal that carries 
in his pedigree a line of show win- 
ning ancestors, is certain to be a 
breeder of good feeding and superior 
offspring. 


Progress has come through the ex- 
tensive use of prepotent animals. In 
the Standard Horse world, Hamble- 
tonian 10 stands out as a remark- 
able illustration of prepotency. In 
Percheron history, Brilliant 3rd will 
forever be recognized for the ele- 
france, muscle and spirit that he put 
into that breed. The indomnitable 
constitution of Justin Morgan was 
so powerful that a whole breed was 
builded upon his ability. The won- 
derful uniformity of the Hereford 
traces in great measure to Anxiety 
4th. The bodv type, the unusual 
uniformity and the characteristic ap- 
pearance of the Berkshire hog comes 
from Longfellow. Students of Duroc 
history could hardly fail to recog- 
nize in Duchess 40th, the great 
mother of the Duroc breed. So it is 
in every breed there are individuals 
that stand out like great signal tow- 
ers. pointing the way to progress. 

The market producer is merely 
“passing up” his opportunity when 
he neglects to make use of this blood 
that has worked miracles in the im- 
provement of our pure breeds. 


A constructive breedér works to- 
ward a definite type of bodily con- 
formation. Every year he seeks to 
select and secure breeding animals 
that most nearly approach his ideal 
type. If he maintains his ideal 
through several generations, he fixes 
a type that will breed on true even 


though mated with other types. If: 


a boar that is tall, whose sire was 
tall, whose grandsire was tall, and 
whose maternal ancestors were tall, 
if such a boar be mated to a tall séw 
who also inherits height, then we 
may expect to get a litter of pigs that 
will grow tall. 


On the other hand, hogs that are 
the result of promiscuous mating, in 
whose ancestry may have been tall 
animals, low set animals, a long 
grand-sire and a dumpy_ grand- 
mother, cannot be expected to sire 
uniform offspring. So the breeding 


animals that come from a breeder 
herd where uniform selection he 
been closely observed, such breedin 
animals are worth much more tha 
animals from careless breeder 
herds or from the general farmer 
herd where no such consti 
work has been done. 

The manner in which a pedis 
is builded may affect the breedin 
ability of an animal. This princip} 
is nicely illustrated by comparing a 
average American family with 
Chinese family. The children of a 
American household present a yw 
riety of complexions. One chil 
may be dark skinned, one light; on 
may have black hair, while one he 
red hair and even one may hay 
flaxen hair. One may have blue eye 
and another brown. Again, part ¢ 
the children will be tall, and the re: 
short. Their dispositions may van 
and their ability to learn cover a wid 
range. 

A Chinese family, on the othe 
hand presents uniformity. They a 
have the same colored skin, the sam 
slant of eyes, the same colored hai 
and are about the same size. The 
are apt to follow their father in hij 
profession, and have the same dif 
positions generally. 

The American family represents” 
cosmopolitan ancestry. We com 
from Briton, France, Germany, Ital} 
Holland, Mexico, and from all col 
ners of the world. In the parlane 
of animal life, we say we are a ra¢ 
of people that are the product of out 
crossing. We have an ancestry 0 
great variety and customs. j 

The Chinese is a race that rarel 
ever marries out of their nationality 
They trace to a common ancest 
They are a line-bred people. 

So, much the same results may Db 
obtained among our hogs, if the sam 
methods be applied. Line breedin 
produces uniformity and is to be re¢ 
ommended very highly providin 
only the very choicest animals appea 
in the pedigree. If imperfect animal 
have been used, their imperfection 
may be expected to be exaggerate! 
in their offspring. But if the ver 
best animals have been line-bred Ww 
may expect excellent results. 


Farmers’ generally, have bee 
afraid of line-bred animals, but i 
such animals come from the ver 
choicest ancestry, they may be ex 
pected to prove excellent breeders 

We appeal to market producers t 
buy pure breds now. They will no 
be available at present prices lon} 
and the man who makes use of thi 
opportunity, will find himself wel 
rewarded in the production of bette 
feeders and better breeders.

The day has been divided into 
twenty-four hours, each hour con- 
sisting of sixty minutes, and each 
minute consisting of sixty seconds.

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Right Kind of Silage 


Flavor the Silage and the Results Will Surprise You 
By R. B. RUSHING, Simpson, Illinois 


F I could not have the right kind 

of silage for my animals, and 
especially my poultry, brood sows and 
cows, I guess I would just quit the 
business. Yes, I used to raise them 
without silage, but since learning 
how to have the right kind of silage, 
I can raise and feed everything so 
much better and make so much more 
money with silage that I would not 
think now of doing without it. 


Difference in Silage 

There is much difference in silage. 
I put up silage that is better than 
the ordinary. I used to put up the 
ordinary, but that did not give me 
as good results as I wanted. I like 
good things to eat myself, and I 
have learned from experience to have 
a great hobby of making all kinds 
of feeds very palatable for the ani- 
mals to eat. You see, anything ani- 
mals relish they will eat lots of, as 
we must make the cows eat a lot to 
give lots of milk, and the same with 
the chickens and brood sows. Silage 
to brood sows and chickens? Sure! 
The very best of food. 

I always plant the old fashioned 
Brown Crowder peas in my corn, and 
they climb to the top of every stalk, 
wrapping it with a lot of vines, and 
large pods of rich peas hanging all 
over. These peas are very rich. 

I try to manage to have a late 
growth of clover or other legume to 
run in with the corn. I have my 
own cutter and see that the knives

Now with large ears of corn, lots of 
peas and vines, many of the peas 
ripe, and green clover about one- 
fourth the bulk, or some other le- 
gume about the same bulk run in 
with the corn, all cut up together 
and packed well down in the silo, you 
have a wonderfully palatable feed. 


Flavoring the Silage 

I have another scheme I use to 
give the silage the finishing touch on 
flavoring. I have a man in the silo 
while it is being filled with a sack 
of salt giving a light sprinkling of 
salt as the silage is blown in, and also 
he has a small tank of liquid made 
up of feeding molasses, and with a 
small hand pump this sweet liquid 
is sprinkled slightly over the silage 


with the salt as it is being blown in. 


When this is doped out to the 
chickens and sows and cows you 
ought to see them eat it. My sows 


are always healthy, and I have been: 


getting about twice as many eggs 
the last three years and my cows are 
deing better since making and feed- 
ing this kind of silage. It is good, 
of course, for sheep, horses and 
mules, but I have taken special no- 
tice of the chickens, brood sows and 
milk cows in this case. 

My son Theodore also has a nice 
pen of rabbits and he has fed them 
on this silage with very little else 
now for two years, and he is getting 
excellent results.

ID you ever watch the bird known 

as a pelican? This bird, and we 
have a lot of “‘birds” in the hog busi- 
ness, has a large elastic pouch be- 
neath his bill. When trouble ap- 
pears this pelican calls its young, 
places them in this pouch, waits for 
the trouble to disappear, unloads 
the young pelicans and sits idly and 
calmly by awaiting more trouble. 
Like the pessimist this ‘‘bird’”’ is al- 
ways loading and unloading but nev- 
er teaching or even suggesting more 
to its young than to get out of the 
business. 


OW the pessimists or pelicans 

can “fly to safety’? and cuss the 
hog business and everyone connected 
with it but in so doing let them re- 
member that in the season 1923 and 
1924 more pork was produced, more 
hogs marketed, more pork consumed 
in the United States and more ex- 
ported than in any preceeding year 
of the country’s history. And to top 
it all off, not once during the year in 
spite of record breaking runs was 
the market completely broken or 
paralyzed. The fall crop looks short 
and the number of brood sows mar- 
keted in the fall large. 


A LL of these things would indicate 
that the pessimists or pelicans if 
they want to play safe better get out 
and say for the future hog business 
that the “market looks steady” and 
hogs will not fail the careful care- 
taker of improved pure bred seed in 
1924 and 1925.

Nowhere in the whole country has 
there been more careful organization 
work carried on than in the Key- 
stone state. The foundation of the 
entire structure has been the Com- 
munity Boar Association, which later 
in many cases was followed by. union 
of the several boar associations in 
the county which were formed into 
districts, arrangement being to ex- 
change boars where possible and 
where thought expedient, and now 
follows the linking of the twhole 
Duroc system of organization welded 
into one state association. Many of 
our state organizations are doing 
half work and we believe it is be- 
cause the breeders have been or- 
ganized from the top that is the 
state breeders organized and then 
but little if any attempt made to or- 
ganize the counties into working 
units tied onto the state association.

The week- 
ly news letter will keep breeders 
all parts of the state in touch with 
all that is going on in Durocdom as 
far as Pennsylvania breeders are 
concerned at least and will give 
them something each week or month 
for their membership fee. 

We look for good work to come 
out of this great association and 
every breeder in that state should 
put his shoulder to the wheel with 
those who have already joined and 
make it a power for the good of 
the Duroc in that state. 

The breeders of Durocs in Penn- 
sylvania will miss the able assist- 
ance of Mr. E. M. Christen who has 
been a “right bower’’ to them for 
the past few years and been able to 
help them in a good many ways. 
He goes to the American Berkshire 
association as its secretary. Mr.

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WHAT ABOUT YOUR SEED CORN? 


With the condition of last year’s 
corn crop in the greater part of Iowa 
as well as other places in the Corn 
Belt, this is a very serious and im- 
portant question and is so closely al- 
lied to hog raising that it is of es- 
pecial interest to Duroc Bulletin 
readers. 

The following extract from the 
“Leon Reporter’ of January’ 17th 
clearly shows the condition which 
must be met. “The 1923 corn crop 
was unusually slow in drying up and 
this fact together with the 380 de- 
grees below zero weather we had has 
resulted in great damage being done. 
Last week W. G. Sherman, a promi- 
nent seed corn dealer of Riverton, 
Iowa, was in Leon, and said he had 
45 carloads of seed corn in his seed 
house which he had expected to sell 
next spring. It had all been tested 
and averaged about 94 per cent, but 
after the severe cold snap, week be- 
fore last, he again tested it and it 
averaged below 60 per cent, and he 
says it is worthless as seed, and he 
is now going over the country buy- 
ing old corn of the crop of 1922 for 
seed.” 

There is another danger point 
here, it would seem to be quite prob- 
able that of the kernels which did 
germinate, many would have put 
forth weakly sprouts which might 
prove worse than those which did 
not sprout at all as some farmers 
might take the chance of planting 
them with results which would be 
likely to prove disastrous. 

In a recent issue of the ‘‘Mason 
City Daily Globe Gazette and Times”’ 
the following appeared as the opin- 
ion of Mr. H. G. Hughes, chief in 
farm crops at Iowa State College. 
“Towa farmers will be forced to face 
a serious seed corn situation next 
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spring, due to formation of deplodia 
mold.’”’ 

“Despite the favorable drying and 
curing weather, much of the seed 
corn this fall contains an excessive 
amount of moisture and that five 
out of every one hundred ears of 
corn in the college fields were en- 
tirely spoiled by deplodia mold. Re- 
ports from various corners of the 
State indicate that like conditions 
are encountered everywhere.” 

“But of greater importance from 
the seed corn standpoint,’ says Mr. 
Hughes, ‘“‘many of the ears which 
were picked for seed and which 
seemed all right when they were 
hung up on individual ear hangers, 
developed great masses of deplodia 
mold even under favorable condi- 
tions.’’ 

As these conditions are known to 
exist very generally, every hog raiser 
and farmer should be aroused to the 
importance of the necessity of test- 
ing his seed corn now, and if the 
results prove the seed unsuitable for 
planting, arrangements should be 
made promptly to secure a depend- 
able supply. We hope every Duroc 
Bulletin reader will get his seed corn 
tester into action promptly.

When. the farmer 
invests in modern farm machines, he is really buying 
clothing and education, electric lights, automobiles, 
radio outfits, etc., because these things are purchased 
with the money made by farm machines.

Of all the stores in town, the farm equipment store is 
the one where the farmer gets the greatest return for his 
money. ‘his is true not only on the basis of the fore- 
going but it is found true also by comparing the prices 
paid by the farmer for different articles made of simi- 
lar materials. 


An interesting comparison has been made by the 
Research Department of the National Association of 
Farm Equipment Manufacturers. They took, First, 
a group of eleven basic farm machines: Sulky plow, 
peg tooth harrow, disk harrow, grain drill, corn 
cultivator, corn planter, corn sheller, grain binder, 
mower, hay rake, and farm wagon—and, Second, a 
list of common articles used on the farm but not classed 
as farm equipment. Then they obtained the pound 
prices of these articles by dividing the retail prices by 
the weights. The pound-price basis is the only prac- 
tical way to compare these articles and it is entirely 
fair since the materials go through the same machine 
shop and factory processes and are handled by the 
same class of labor. Freight to the dealer’s store was 
not included, since it applies to all articles the farmer 
buys and varies with the distance from point of 
manufacture. 


This shows what farm machines would cost if they were priced like other articles the farmer buys: 
A sulky plow, priced like a wringer, would cost about $45 MORE 


The chart below shows the 
prices per pound of the basic 
farm machines and other ar- 
ticles the farmer buys. 


Ignore for a minute the 
fw figure in the big circle 
= and study the pound prices of the 
miscellaneous articles. You will see 
that they range a// the way from 4 cents up 
to 39,60 and even 81 cents per pound. Yetthese 
are not high-priced goods; they are ordinary, 
everyday articles made of the same materials that 
go into farm machines, and the prices are 
accepted as fair by all buyers. The articles are of 
a standard line sold practically everywhere. 


Now note the low average retail price per pound 
of farm machines. The average pound price of these 
basic machines and implements, needed by every 
grain-growing farmer, is less than the west in the 
other group. Some of these farm machines have com- 


plicated parts in their makeup and all of them are 
built to stand years of hard use, yet the average price 
the farmer pays for these necessary farm machines is only 
13 cents per pound. 


The above comparisons, which can be du- 
plicated in any community in this country, 
prove the statement that the farmer pays less 
money, pound for pound, for the machines that 
do his work than he pays for any other similar 
manufactured article he buys.

A corn sheller, priced like a milk can, would cost about $20 MORE 


A 7-ft. grain binder, priced like the cheapest automobile, would cost about $200 MORE 
A 7-ft. grain binder, priced like an ash can, would cost about $150 MORE

breeding boar, Stilts. This is one of 
the nicest litters ever farrowed at 
the Rasmussen plant.— 


ILLINOIS TON LITTER WINNER 
GIVEN MEDAL 

Mr. E. C. Deputy, Duroc breeder 
of Wabash county, Ill., was awarded 
the medal at Mt. Carmel last week 
before a large crowd of farmers and 
hog breeders. The cashier of the 
American National bank presided 
and in presenting the medals said 
their bank pledged its interest in 
better farming and live stock rais- 
ing and would be found helping 
wherever those movements were 
made to bring about better results. 
W. H. Smith of the state extension 
forces at Champaign followed him 
and in part said: 

“Selection of the proper individ- 
uals for breeding purposes and giv- 
ing them the right kind of care and 
attention are fundamental factors in 
producing ton litters,’’ he stated. 


“Sows capable of producing large 
litters should be selected. Practical- 
ly all the sows that produced ton 
litters in Illinois came from large 
litters. It is a good plan for farm- 
ers to keep some breeding records 
of their sows in order to cull their 
herds more intelligently. 


“Special.care should be taken to 
keep the sow and their litter on clean 
ground, never allowing them to come 
in contact with lots that are contami- 
nated with worms and other para- 
sites.’’ 


The champion litter weighed 3,283 
pounds and was composed of 12 Du- 
roc pigs of average weight of 273.6, 
the heaviest weighing 310. 


The dam of the litter was fed a 
thin slop of bran and middlings, with 
a little tankage, and given the run 
of a bluegrass pasture during the 
winter months. The pigs were fed 
earefully and not forced until they 
were 4 months old. 


In discussing the matter Mr. Dep- 
uty said the sow was fed nothing 
after farrowing but lukewarm water 
for 48 hours, when she was given a 


light bran mash. When the pigs 
were 10 days old the dam was get- 
ting all the feed she would consume. 

At 3 weeks of age the pigs were 
drinking a little milk and beginning 
to nibble at the corn. At 4 weeks 
the sow and pigs were put on pas- 
ture, ‘but the pigs were not pushed 
the first four months. At no time 
up to the five months were the pigs 
given more than they would clean 
up at a feed. 


From the time the pigs were 4 or 
5 weeks old they had ground oats 
mixed with skim milk and water 
three times daily, and as they grew 
older ground oats, and ground wheat 
was added to the ration when they 
were about 4 months old.’’ 


Mr. Leipold another Duroc breed- 
er who “made the grade” said that 
the beginning of producing a ton 
litter is when you select the sire and 
dam. Pigs will respond to the care 
you give them and you cannot ex- 
pect them to do any more.

Managing the Sow and Litter 


This Timely Article Tells How to Care for Sow and Litter 
It Will Be Profitable Even for 
the Old Timers to Read at This Time 


for Best Results. 


s—~—~mzyT IS estimated that more 

oe than 25 per cent of the 
pig crop is lost each 
year between farrowing 
and weaning, according 
to observations made 
by a number of agri- 
cultural experiment sta- 
tions. Thises is) ache 

greatest check in pork production. 
Profits or losses in the hog business 
are determined during this period. 
If the sow is properly sheltered, fed 
and handled before, during and im- 
mediately after farrowing time this 
high mortality can be greatly re- 
duced. 

The brood sow to be in the best 
possible condition at farrowing time 
should get some exercise each day 
during the gestation period. In 
feeding scatter the grain on the 
ground and let her pick it up. The 
feeding should be done at consider- 
able distance from the sleeping quar- 
ters in order to compel her to take 
some exercise in going to and from 
her feed. About ten days before the 
sow is due to farrow she should be 
placed in the farrowing pen. The at- 
tendant should visit the pen fre- 
quently so that the sow will become 
accustomed to his presence. 


Housing 

Pens in a modern hog house afford 
the best quarters for handling the 
brood sow and litter under all 
weather conditions. The farrowing 
pen should be partitioned off from 
the rest of the house. The air of a 
piggery where a large number of pigs 
are kept does not agree well with 
little pigs. Many farmers have found 
the various types of portable pens 
very satisfactory. ‘Ventilation and 
sunlight for this type of pen is very 
necessary. In cold climates they 
should be lined inside with tar pa- 
per and tightly boarded on the out- 
side. In very cold weather a lighted 
lantern hung in the middle will make 
it comfortable for the new born pigs. 
Farrowing pens of a temporary na- 
ture may be constructed in the gen- 
eral purpose barn if no special build- 
ing is available. Regardless of where 
the pens are located, they should be 
well ventilated, dry and comfortable. 
Guard rails, consisting of a plank 
fastened with the edge against the 
wall, placed about eight inches from 
the floor and standing out eight 
inches from the sides of the farrow- 
ing pen, should be installed. This 
will decrease the danger of the sow 
crushing her young. A _ farrowing 
pen should not be smaller than 6x8 
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feet. Care should be taken not to 
use too much bedding. Use leaves, 
chaff, cut hay or straw. Little pigs 
get tangled up in bedding which is 
too coarse. The bedding and pen 
should be free from dust. Dusty 
beds and unsanitary conditions in 
the pen at any time are apt to re- 
sult in coughs and pneumonia. 


Farrowing 

As the day for farrowing ap- 
proaches the closest attention should 
be given by the attendant. The teats 
and udder become quite full just pre- 
vious to farrowing. An indication 
that a sow is about to farrow is when 
a watery or milky substance can be 
obtained by stripping the teats twen- 
ty-four hours before farrowing. An- 
other sign is the carrying of litter or 
bedding and the construction of a 
nest. Parturition has started when 
the sow takes a recumbent position 
and a watery discharge from womb 
will be noticed. Every precaution 
should be taken from disturbing the 
sow by noises or too much attention. 
The new born pig should find its 
way to the teat and nurse soon after 
birth. Oftentimes pigs can be saved 
by giving them a little assistance. 
If they do not naturally suck they 
can be helped by stripping milk into 
their mouths. If the sow is feverish, 
restless and cross, it is best to place 
the litter between suckling periods 
in boxes with artificial heat until the 
sow becomes normal in disposition. 
A large jug of hot water will furnish 
considerable heat. The heat may be 
retained in the box by stretching a 
piece of burlap over the top. 

Occasionally a sow will need help 
during farrowing. If there is in- 
tense pain for an hour or more with- 
out results it is advisable to use for- 
ceps or some other good instrument. 
In farrowing, the hind or fore legs 
of the pig comes out first. The pig 
may have become doubled so that it 
will not pass out through the open- 
ing of the womb. An instrument 
will then have to be used in remov- 
ing the pig. When a secure hold has 
been made a steady pull should be 
given as the sow strains. Another 
good way to get the pig into proper 
position for easy birth is to inject 
warm water and oil through a syr- 
inge into the womb. This will often 
produce results and after this oper- 
ation is performed the sow’s rump 
should be kept lower than the head, 
so that the water and oil may drain 
out. After the sow has given birth 
to her young the afterbirth should 
be removed. Do not let the sow eat 
it. It is unnatural for a sow to eat 
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her pigs. An abnormal appetit 
caused by lack of exercise and a ra 
tion containing very little protein ar 
usually the predisposing causes 
With good management and a prope 
ration during the pregnancy perio! 
this trouble can be eliminated. 


Feeding the Sow 

Overfeeding the sow just befor 
and after farrowing usually cause 
a lot of trouble which can be easil 
avoided. The feed should be laxa 
tive during this time. Previous t 
farrowing the ration should be lim 
ited and sloppy in nature. Constipa; 
tion is most disastrous in the cas! 
of the pregnant sow and is usuall 
the result of too little exercise ani 
too much concentrated food. If i 
sow becomes constipated there i 
danger of losing her pigs and evel} 
her life. If constipation does occw 
just before farrowing, give one-hal 
to one ounce of Epson salts in feet 
or one to two ounces of linseed oi 
in slop. Corn must not be fed dur 
ing this period. As corn is a car 
bonaceous food, it produces too muel] 
heat and increases the feverish con} 
dition of the sow instead of reducin; 
it. As soon as a sow begins prepara 
tions to farrow, feed only a ligh 
cooling ration at the regular feed 
ing hour. Equal parts of bran ané 
middlings or ground oats, fed in # 
thin slop will keep the sow in a goot 
physical condition. Continue feed 
ing only a slop of middlings for fiv, 
to seven days after farrowing. Wher 
she has regained her normal cond 
tion and the pigs begin to nurse mor 
heavily, add some corn and othe) 
grain to the ration. Feeding a heaw 
grain ration just after farrowing in 
duces the secretion of more milk thai 
the pigs need, causing pig scour) 
or other diseases. When on _ ful! 
feed approximately three to fou. 
pounds of grain mixture per hundre¢ 
pounds live weight daily per sow wil) 
be required. It is wise if possibli 
to substitute skim milk for a part 0 
the grain mixture. Five to 8 
pounds of skim milk is equal to one 
pound of grain. 

Careful and systematic manage 
ment of the sow and litter will! 
greatly increase the profits in the 
hog raising industry. f

She 
vas out of a litter of 11 pigs and 
vas the only sow pig in the litter. 
Jer dam was Friend Nellie 4th No. 
112934 and her sire King of Orion 
Yherries Jr. No. 2621538. It will thus 
ye seen that Nell Orion is a line 
red Orion Cherry King sow. 

A litter brother to Nell Orion was 
hhown at Chicago in 1921 as a jun- 
lor yearling, winning second in his 
lass. Another litter brother was 
jold to the Kansas State Agricul- 
College, Manhattan, Kansas, 
lor a herd boar. 

Nell Orion farrowed her first lit- 
er of pigs on April 3, 1921. There 
were 7 pigs in this litter, 3 boars 
imd 4 sows. One of these gilts was 
liold to Judge R. L. Williams, ex- 
| vernor of Oklahoma. Another 
\Zilt in this litter was the mother of 
klahoma King 4th, one of the three 
Sarrows that made up the champion 
den of Duroc-Jersey barrows at Chi- 
tago, 1923. 

' On September 2, 1921, Nell Orion 
‘arrowed her second litter of pigs, 
tonsisting of 8, there being four of 
gach sex. From this litter came 


ind his litter brother that was cham- 
dion Duroc-Jersey ‘barrow at the 
American Royal and was one of the 
cen of champion Duroc-Jersey bar- 
‘ows at Chicago the same year. 


The first two litters of pigs far- 
“owed by Nell Orion were sired by 
MPathrion King 2nd No. 188539A, a 
‘boar that was owned by the College 
but later sold to Mr. Baum, Kaw 
\City, Oklahoma. 

The third litter farrowed by Nell 
Orion as well as the subsequent lit- 
jters were sired by Peerless Sensa- 
tion 5th No. 423899. There were 8 
Pigs in this litter, 5 of which were 
‘sows and 8 boars. The three boars 
in this litter were all sold for herd 
Iboars to breeders in Oklahoma. 

The fourth litter from this sow, 
farrowed on September 11, 1922, con- 
sisted of only three pigs, two boars 
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Nell Orion 


and one sow. From this litter came 
Oklahoma King 2nd, champion Du- 
roc-Jersey barrow at the American 
Royal, 1923 and champion Duroc-Jer- 
sey barrow at the International, Chi- 
cago, 1923. The litter brother shown 
in the 350-450 class at Chicago, win- 
ning 8th in his class. 

On March 2, 19238, Nell Orion far- 
rowed ten more pigs, raising three 
boars and four sows. Three barrows 
from this litter will be shown in the 
fat classes at Oklahoma City and Ft. 
Worth in the spring of 1924. 

On September 3, 19238, eleven pigs 
were farrowed by Nell Orion, five 
boars and six sows. Nell Orion at 
this time developed milk fever or 
for some cause dried up and lost all 
of the litter but one boar pig. 

Nell Orion is not an extremely 
large sow but weighs in ordinary 
flesh about 600 lbs. and in show con- 
dition about 775 lbs. As a pig, Nell 
Orion was outstanding, was noticed 
principally by her extreme length 
and smoothness. The only objection 
to this sow as a gilt was her lack of 
size of bone. After Oklahoma King 
won grand championship honors over 
all breeds at Chicago, Miller Broth- 
ers of the 101 Ranch, Marland, Okla- 
homa, offered $750.00 cash for Nel} 
Orion. 

In 1928 and 1922, four barrows 
out of Nell Orion were shown at the 
American Royal and International. 
These four barrows won as follows: 

Oklahoma King ist, Second prize 
barrow at the American Royal, cham- 


pion Duroc-Jersey and grand cham- 


pion barrow over all breeds at the 
International in 1922. Winning a 
total of $365.00. 

Oklahoma King 2nd, was champion 
Duroc-Jersey barrow at the Ameri- 
can Royal and International Live 
Stock Shows in 1923 and won a total 
of $175.00. 

Oklahoma King 3rd, was champion 
Duroc-Jersey barrow at the Ameri- 
can Royal and third prize barrow in 
his class at the International in 1922. 
Winning a total of $105.00. 

Oklahoma King 7th was 8th prize 
barrow, Chicago, 1923. 


These four barrows shown as in- 
dividuals won a total of $645.00. 
These four barrows together with 
their pen mates out of the sume sires 
but different sows, won $580.00 at 
the two shows in the group classes. 
In addition to this, the four bar- 
rows helped to make up the Get of

The three barrows Oklahoma King 
1st, Oklahoma King 2nd and Okla- 
homa King 8rd, together with three 
team mates making up the group, 
won a total of 8 first, 4 champion- 
ships and 1 grand championship at 
the two leading Fat Stock Shows in 
the United States in 1922 and 1923. 


In addition to the money winnings, 
the two barrows Oklahoma King Ist, 
champion barrow at Chicago in 1922 
and Oklahoma King 2nd, champion 
Duroc barrow at Chicago in 1923 
won as permanent property for the 
College the beautiful trophy offered 
by Mr. R. J. Evans, Secretary of the 
American Duroc-Jersey Association. 

This is probably the first time in 
the history of the International Live 
Stock Show at Chicago when Duroc- 
Jersey barrows from the same sow 
were champions of the show two 
years in succession.

In Other Parts of This Issue Are Farrowing Hints But Thi 
Article Deals with Saving Pigs That Are 
Farrowed Safely 


By R. W. DISHAROON 


HE spring farrowing sea- 
son is upon us; to some 
it will be a season of re- 
joicing, to others a sea- 
son of sorrow, and dis- 
appointment. After all 
it is the little things 
that count; attention to 
details, and the use of 
common sense judgment. These mean 
the difference between success and 
failure. True we all make mistakes, 
it isn’t how many we make though 
that causes failure but what does 
cause failure is, not profiting by the 

mistakes we make. For instance a 
neighbor of mine has just had 5 gilts 
to farrow, 50 pigs and ten days after 
this fine lot of pigs came, he can 
only check up 18 living ones. The 
loss of 32 pigs out of 50, can put a 
man in or out of the business, it 
just depends on the man; no doubt 
this man made about all the mistakes 
a man can make in handling a bunch 
of sows from date of service until 
ten days after farrowing time, but 
there’s profit in these mistakes, if 
he will only study them out and not 
make them again. 

What I can say in a short talk 
will be said about saving the pigs 
that come into the world alive. First, 
my sows are bred to farrow together, 
if I have 5 sows, they farrow not 
over a day apart, as near March ist 
and September lst as possible. Sows 
that farrow March ist can suckle a 
litter 9 weeks and be bred for a 
September ist litter again, and can 
suckle the fall litter 9 weeks and far- 
row again March ist, this means a 
uniform bunch of pigs, and if some 
sows farrow small litters of 5 or 6 
pigs while another sow with 10 teats 
farrows 14, you have a better chance 
to raise a good percentage of them 
by giving the sow with a small lit- 
ter some of the pigs from the large 
litter. A good clean roomy farrow- 
ing pen, with guard rails is provided 
and free from drafts, some bedding 
but not too much, if you are going 
to depend on bedding to save your 
pigs, you are mighty apt to be dis- 
appointed. I am on the job night 
and day at this time but I don’t 
tinker with the pigs, it’s not neces- 
sary, of course if it’s very cold you 
had better dry them off and get milk 
ints them at once, but if the weather 
is mild, nature will take care of 
them, just use common sense, and 
let nature do its part. Did you 
ever notice that when the pig is 
born a cord is fastened to its naval? 
Now watch this cord until it breaks 
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loose and frees the pig. Notice ho’ 
that it fails to slip out unless th 
pig pulls toward the udder, th 

guiding it around to the lunch our 
ter. What a provision of nature th 
is, for the good of the new born pig 
and after he gets warm milk in hin 
I’d about as soon risk him up agains 
that bulging stove, the old sow’s ud 
der, as any place I know of, the hea 
is there, all he need and it’s un} 
form. Now if I picked a sow to rais 
14 pigs she would have to have 1 
well placed teats, and she would hay 
to guarantee to lay perfectly quie 
for a least 8 days and then mov 
very carefully up and down, and i 
a pig squealed, get right up. Nov 
we can’t reach perfection, howeve 
if we have perfection as our goal 
we will come a lot nearer to it, b 
using the gray matter God gave us 
than if we have n»o goal to work tc 
My goal is at present 14 pigs far 
rowed and raised by one sow, ani 
get as near all of my sows like thi 
as possible. Now if 14 farrowed wa 
my goal, with Durocs, it would b 
easy, but I put that ‘‘and raised” ij 
there, and they are the two word 
that keep you working, and on then 
depend success. 


Now I have been raising pure bres 
Durocs, a good many years; and 
want to say to the man who want 
to make money out of pure breds 
first learn to make money out o 
them over the scales, and then yoi 
will be fit and ready to sell a lot o 
good, useful breeding stock, that 
will add to your income and add t 
the income of your customers.

U. S. Department of Animal Indus- 
try, hadn’t we better take a look at 
our hog house and surroundings and 
see what can be done. Don’t we owe 
that sow so willing to produce us a 
litter of pigs and upon which many 
of us are depending upon this com- 
ing year for income, at least a fair 
chance to make good? 


And if, as conclusively demon- 
strated, green pasture crops are 
healthier and produce cheaper pounds 
of pork, isn’t it a good idea to plan 
right today a system of green crops 
for the coming season.

NE. of the things which 
seemed to leave the 
pure bred business dur- 
ing the ‘“‘skyrocketing”’ 
days was the matter of 
dignity not only of de- 
portment of breeders, 
but breeders seemed to 
lose their sense of the 
ridiculous and sense of suspicion. 
Whatever a man did and got away 
with without serious consequences 
to himself and his credit was passed 
as O. K. This sort of thing could 
not continue and we are suffering 
sorely from the effects of this at the 
present time and have been ever 
since the depression in the business 
came on. 

It is time that we took stock of 
ourselves and made up our mind to 
conduct our part of the business on 
a safe and sane basis and take due 
regard of our contracts and our 
promises to our brother breeders just 
as if we were honest citizens. Breed- 
ers in times past have been too prone 
to sign their name to an advertising 
contract or to a note for the purchase 
of a hog and straightway forget that 
they ever made any obligation. It 
has not only made it impossible for 
the breeder to know how to carry 
on for he can’t count on these obli- 
gations being cared for and it has 
made the breed paper concern a 
much heavier load than they had 
already been carrying. Every breed-

er has a right to conduct his busi- 
ness as he sees fit to do, but cus- 
tom in our sales made credit too 
easy and it has been difficult to get 
back to a cash basis. 


During the past twelve months 
there has been reason for allowing 
proper credit, but under the ordin- 
ary cicumstances prevailing in the 
hog business there isn’t any reason 
that a Duroc breeder should also be 
a banker. Many of them have been 
forced to do a banking business for 
their customers and it isn’t right. 
No man has a right to buy more on 
time than his own bank shows a 
willingness to underwrite for him, 
and for that reason notes from 
strangers and breeders from a long 
distance to the seller are a huge 
joke and a very large per cent of 
the men who offered such notes in 
exchange for real hogs have so far 
treated these notes as jokes, but 
they are no joke to the man who 
holds them. 


The little game of the Golden Rule 
would work out here as it does in 
so many other places in life and 
when you ask that sort of -credit, 
just put yourself in the other man’s 
place for the minute. A very large 
per cent of the sows sold this win- 
ter have gone into the community 
where the sale was held, so the seller 
had a better opportunity to know if 
the buyer was entitled to credit, and

Durocs dem- 
‘trated their superiority in Ton- 
ter contests held in the states of 
nois, Indiana, Ohio, Texas and 
sconsin in 1923.

for pigs raised, Duroc sows also took 
top honors in this respect in four 
out of the five states under consider- 
ation. In Illinois, 44 Duroc sows 
raised an average of 11 pigs to the 
litter. This is the record as no other 
one breed in any state approached 
this mark. The average in Ohio for 
all sows was 10.4 pigs to the litter. 
Duroecs bettered. this considerably 
with 10.9 pigs per litter. In both 
Texas and Indiana our breed led also. 
The wonderful performance of our 
sows in successfully raising such 
large litters is all the more remark- 
able when it is kept in mind that 
almost one-half of the 226 sows that 
produced ton-litters in the five states, 
were Durocs. The 102 sows to turn 
in an average of 10.7 pigs raised 
per litter settles the question of 
which breed ranks first in prolificacy 
and motherly instinct.

This farm has been in the hands 
of the present family since the sev- 
enteenth century. The present owner 
expects to establish direct to con- 
sumer sausage, eggs, flowers and 
poultry business on a large scale and 
is fitting to raise large crops of Du- 
roc pigs for one branch of that busi- 
ness. He has already sold many of 
these young Durocs for breeding pur- 
poses and at good prices. He has 
been using a Mahan & Neff bred boar, 
a very rugged, deep-bodied sire, com- 
bining Cherry King and Colonel 
breeding. Mr. Thorne is an enthusi- 
ast on red hogs and is undertaking 
a lot of extra work in promoting a 
state swine growers’ association, be- 
sides upholding the local county -end 
of the work, also.—R. J. Evans.

by the associations and they un- 
doubtedly have done good and spread 
the interest of the breed and in- 
creased the demand during normal 
months, but the association or no 
other means can sell surplus breed- 
ing stock in months such as: those 
through which we have passed. Un- 
loading was.the order of the day, and 
only a few wise birds have been lay- 
ing in good sows while the getting 
was good and cheap. To cull out 
all but the very tops and market the 
balance is the only saving method. 

High and prohibitive express rates 
have done a great deal to cut off 
the value of advertising in farm and 
live stock papers. Some drastic ef- 
forts must be made to get relief from 
these excessive rates or when the 
turn of the tide comes, this great ex- 
pense will stand in the way of good 
business. 

Our only suggestion to breeders 
like the man who wrote us to do just 
as the recording associations have 
had to do. Cut down expenses, lay 
off help, cut down salaries and hang 
on like ‘“‘grim death to a nigger.” A 
breeder cannot cut his costs so quick- 
ly and thoroughly as a manufacturer 
but he can and ought to be able to 
make a decided saving in overhead 
costs during bad seasons such as we 
have experienced. Three depressions 
have come to the hog business dur- 
ing the writer’s years in the work, 
and out of the trough of depression 
each time we have come to a higher 
crest. There is a still higher wave 
due. Let’s take off the old shirt, put 
it up on a mast and be ready to 
catch the wind when it becomes 
favorable. 


CO-OPERATION 

The Elkhorn Valley, which runs 
north from Fremont, Nebraska, has 
long been noted for the production 
of high class Durocs. Breeders of 
other sections of the country from 
Maine to California and from Florida 
to Minnesota come to herds in this 
valley for their seed stock. Why? 
Is it the abundant alfalfa fields that 
make these Durocs’so noted? Other 
localities grow as good alfalfa. Is 
it the practical equipment most of 
these breeders have? Other plants 
are as well equipped. Is it some 
magic substance in the soil. Surely 
not. Is it the bloodline they have so 
consistently pushed? The same blood- 
line is to be found in most any lo- 
cality nowadays. Well, what is it, 
then, that attracts buyers from far 
and near to purchase the Durocs of 


the Elkhorn Valley breeders? 

Co-operation! That’s the word. It 
explains the whole scheme and the 
success of these herds. 

Now, by the word co-operation, we 
don’t mean that these breeders meet 
at different intervals of the year and 
set prices, and agree to sell no boars 
for less than a certain price (we have 
never seen the successful finish of an 
agreement of this kind entered into 
every once in a while by different 
county associations) nor do _ they 
meet and agree to try to sell their 
neighbors’ hogs before their own or 
other such philanthropic deeds. 

But they do co-operate in every 
sense of the word. Their sale cir- 
cuits are arranged for the conveni- 
ence of the buyers. Their adver- 
tising, for the most part, drives along 
one line. Their boars mostly being 
of Sensation blood are named and 
advertised as such and are not 
changed for selfish purposes. A buy- 
er from a distance seldom, if ever, 
goes to one place without this breeder 
taking him around the circuit and 
boosting the other fellow’s herd. 
They are pulling for each other at 
the shows, knowing that a prize win- 
ner in that locality brings business to 
all of them. They help at each other’s 
sales, and in a hundred other ways. 
They have learned the value of co- 
operation and it has paid them well. 

Some of these herds are a scant 
ten miles apart and even in the same 
town. True, there is competition and 
rivalry among them, but not at the 
expense of the other fellow. 

Practice this spirit in your own 
locality. You will find that it pays.

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Visit To Nebraska Herds 


Summary of a Hurried Trip Through Nebraska With Our 
Western Representative, Mr. Strickland

mm \ELIEVING in the old prov- 
Si erb, “The early bird 
catches the worm,” C. O. 
Strickland, BULLETIN 
representative, and my- 
self, started to look over 
a few Nebraska herds be- 
fore the spring rush. We 
started out, the sun shin- 
ing, roads smooth, but before we 
were fairly started, we were travel- 
ing in mud and snow, and our ‘‘eatch 
was colds.’’ 

However, in splashing about we 
selected a few good ones for our 
readers and had a chance to view the 
season’s start by the herds listed be- 
low. Each of the breeders we called 
on was having good success saving 
their pigs, and each of them had faith 
that these pigs just getting their 
start, would bring in more revenue 
than the same crops did last year. 
These breeders, while not expectiny 
fabulous prices for their breeding 
stock, claim their winter business has 
been healthy, and if the hog marker 
. price keeps on like the signs point, 
it will pick up considerably in 1924. 

Below is a short description of 
herds visited: 


Norfolk Packing Company, Norfolk 

We were shown around this plant 
by John Evans (can’t claim relation- 
ship, but would be proud if I could), 
and they are lined up with a good 
crop of spring pigs by Giant Sensa- 
tion’s Pride, which boar seems to be 
right at the top when it comes to sir- 
ing the classy kind. There are some 
fifty fall gilts, and a dozen fall boars, 
all sired by Giant Sensation’s Pride, 
and I don’t remember of having seen 
such a uniform top bunch of fall stuff 
anywhere. Three or four of these 
fall boars are phenomenal, one espe- 
cially that shows prospects way and 
above any I have seen for show ring 
calibre. A number of deals are 
pending on him, and he may be gone 
before this appears, but there are a 
few more in his class in the same 
pen. Don’t ask for price and descrip- 
tion of the three or four tops. They 
are good enough to go anywhere, 

Ed Kern, Stanton 

Kern’s is a wonderful plant, and a 
day spent here in looking around 
would be a benefit to any of my read- 
ers. You have read in these columns 
before descriptions of the equipment 
and I will tell you shortly of the out- 
look for early spring. Of course the 
features are Golden Sensation, the 
junior champion at last year’s Na- 
tional and Super Sensation. They 
will come along and make strong con- 
tenders this year, but the fall crop 
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and spring crop by them seems to 
bear out the value of condensing the 
blood of old Great Orion Sensation. 
Some real show prospects are among 
the fall boars and gilts by these two 
boars. There are also a few by Great 
Orion Sensation, and a litter brother 
to the two fall boars that should be 
heading a high class herd, besides 
the many others of different ages. 
Here is a place where the exacting 
breeder could seiect high class breed- 
ing stock numbering from one to a 
carload most any time of the year. 


John Bader, Scribner 

From indications here John Bader 
is stepping into the show ring collar 
again, for litters by Majestic Sensa- 
tion and others are showing up nicely, 
and the two junior yearling gilts by 
Originator are being groomed by the 
old man himself. A fall boar has 
just been separated for the same care- 
ful attention. Majestic Sensation, in 
our opinion, has never come in for 
the credit due him both as an indi- 
vidual and a sire. The word got out 
that he might be undersized, but 
when you stand your anatomy along- 
side of him the top of his back comes 
as high as any of them, and they will 
all admit there isn’t a more sound 
boar in the breed.

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Are Pure Bred Breeders in II] Repute 


In the Editorial Columns of the February 15th, 
1924, Duroe Bulletin, an editorial explained why 
so many pure bred breeders were caught in the 
speculative boom of a few years ago. 

We believe the Breeders Gazette in their issue of 
March 6th hit upon the keynote when they say, 
‘“‘There is no safer or more important business than 
the sane, reasonable and intelligent handling of 
pure bred farm animals. They are a national neces- 
sity, and they ‘‘break’’ nobody who keeps within 
his resources, whose farm is ready for the reception 
of good live stock and who personally knows and 
superintends the work involved in right selection, 
care and management. 

‘‘Our front cover illustration this week, engraved 
from a photograph taken some months ago at Or- 
chard Lake Farms, not only shows a grand good 
type of Hereford character, but, incidentally, re- 
minds us of the fact that certain people, who seem 
to take special delight in charging upon farming and 
stock breeding every failure that overtakes any 
man engaged in it, have boadeasted the idea that 
Governor McCray’s difficulties are all due to agri- 
cultural depression. Others cite the Governor’s fi- 
nancial break-down as sustaining the idea, preva- 
lent for some reason or other in many communities, 
that the breeding of pedigreed live stock is a danger- 
ous game to play, and should be avoided by all who 
wish to preserve their own solvency. 

““™o all this THE GAZETTE voices most emphatic 
protest. Warren T. McCray’s difficulties are not 
fairly chargeable either to depression in agriculture 
or to his ownership of pure bred Herefords. We 
do not know enough about his personal affairs and 
his mulltifarous business operations to say just what 
proved his undoing, but it is safe to say that specu- 
lations that turned out badly were at the bottom of 
the trouble. It may have been over-expansion in 
land deals. It may have been board of trade opera- 
tions. It may have been the always-expensive game 
of polities. It may have been any one of a number 
of different ventures, or a combination of many. 
That is only a matter of detail. We only desire to 
say that THE GAZETTE does not longer propose to 
stand by and hear American farming, as an indus- 
try, denounced as a dead or dying business, just 
because a lot of individuals who have been caught 
by the war-bubble explosion now find themselves 
down and out. The individual may be gone finan- 
cially, but the land is there, and farming will go on 
under a different, and perhaps a wiser, management 
by someone else. This subject was touched upon 
last week under the caption, ‘What’s Wrong in 
Farm Land?’ We now ask the same question in 
respect to stock breeding. 

‘‘Why is the breeding of pure bred animals a 
diseredited industry in some localities? 
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‘““Why do so many farmers speak of it as some- 
thing in which they cannot afford to indulge? 

‘“Why is it that local bankers, in some regions, 
are refusing credits for the purchase of pure bred 

cattle? 

‘‘The answer is plain—the failures that are made 
the basis of this absolutely unsound attitude towards 
stock breeding operations are in almost every in- 
stance either due to bad management or over-specu- 
lation at inflated values, or both. 

“There is no safer or more important business 
than the sane, reasonable and intelligent handling of 
pure bred farm animals. They are a national neces- 
sity, and they break nobody who keeps within his 
resources, whose farm is ready for the reception of 
good live stock, and who personally knows and sup- 
erintends the work involved in right selection, care 
and management. 

‘“‘But no; every case where men have clearly over- 
played their hands; every case where men have 
foolishly engaged in a business requiring technical 
knowledge which they did not posses; every loss 
sustained where extrav agant equipment and man- 
agement were indulged in; every ease where failure 
was due to any one of a hundred causes—directly 
chargeable to conditions basically unsound—all, all, 
in every case, are marked up against stock breeding, 
a great essential industry, instead of against the 
impossible conditions under which various busted 
individuals worked. 

“Tt is not a business for those whose fields and 
fences and essential buildings are not in proper 
Shape for the economical carrying of good live 
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stock. The equipment does not have to be elabora 
It does not need to be showy. It may be of t 
simplest character. No business will stand the ov 
head that many stock men seem to think goes wi 
pedigreed stock breeding. 

‘“‘Tt is not a business to be engaged in as a mone 
maker by people who know little or nothing abo 
its mysteries, merely because they are fond of go 
animals. 

‘It is a business in which real stockmen, born 
thoroughly trained to it, ean engage in along sar 
safe lines, with every prospect of succeeding; « 
pecially right now, when farms are, in many s% 
tions, going under the hammer, and seed stock 
selling well below an average of years. 

‘“We are not yet done with our defense of goc 
well-managed farming and stock breeding. Bo 
deserve and will get, sooner or later, in the t 
United States the same recognition as legitimate a) 
dependable vocations that has for generations be 
accorded them in the Old World, where a race 
real farmers and herdsmen and shepherds foll¢ 
one another upon the same well-managed lands fre 
generation to generation. 

‘*We denounce the indictment of great industri 
because of individual failures in a period of enfore 
deflation. Farming, with stock breeding, is h 
to stay. Make no mistake as to that. But it ca 
for one’s feet to be kept upon the ground. It ca 
for avoidance of purely speculative investmen 
It is a learned profession. Let all that once be the 
oughly understood, and we shall be on the way 
permanency and satisfactory results.”’ 


THE LIVE 


STOCK ADVERTISING 
FIELDMAN 

The “‘fieldman,”’ as is known, each 
man on a farm or live stock paper 
who travels in connection with the 
handling of live stock advertising, 
has no counterpart elsewhere in the 
personnel of the publications which 
employ him. 

In his best form he is more than 
a solicitor of advertising; he is an 
advertising counsellor for the breed- 
ers and live stock farmers whom he 
visits in search of business. To his 
employer, if appreciated he also is 
much more than a solicitor. He is a 
gatherer of first hand news; he is 
an interpreter of farm conditions; he 
is an especially helpful point of con- 
tact for farm papers, as his dealings 
are with those who are both sub- 
scribers and advertising customers, 
who see the paper from two stand- 
points and have a broader view of 
farm conditions and more inclined to 
agricultural leadership than are 
those less interested in improved 
farm animals. Such fieldmen should 
be, and usually are, capable of ad- 
vising their customers who need such 
help, concerning selection, care and 
relative excellence of breeding ani- 
mals in their herds. Moreover, their 
opportunities for observation and 
comparison enable them to supple- 
ment the lack of perspective, which 
so many farmer-breeders feel, whose 
affairs keep them close at home. In 


his best form the fieldman helps to 
develop the “‘liaison’”’ of understand- 
ing and actual co-operation between 
his employer’s paper and such forces 
as county agents, agricultural col- 
leges, farm fairs, etc., with which 
farm papers find it to their interest 
to co-operate. And he is, of course, 
a student of his patrons’ selling prob- 
lems. 


With the better organized publi- 
cations such a fieldman is made re- 
sponsible for all the live stock ad- 
vertising in a certain territory, for 
collections on the same and for hand- 
ling the business of his customers 
in such a way as to build up their 
own business and their respect for 
the paper he represents. It is a job 
requiring judgment, experience in 
live stock affairs, moral courage, in- 
dustry, diplomacy and the honesty 
and decency without which the 
smartest man cannot command re- 
spect. It is no easy job. 

In his worst form the fieldman 
may be (in fact, is) a grafter, re- 
sorting to speculating on the animals 
of his customers, using the knowl- 
edge gained in his confidential re- 
lationship with his customers. In 
his worst form he is an inflator of 
values through fictitious competition 
developed to further some trade or 
speculation, or to make more plausi- 
ble the excessive amounts of adver- 
tising he sells. In his worst form 
the fieldman ‘‘hooks up”? with such 


breeders, auctioneers, judges or m 
agers as are prone to such practic 
to victimize some man or men f 
money and debauch the business th 
supports them. But the bad fie 
man is far less common than peory 
think. 


The fieldman in his best for 
never is the same, and never is 
the same category, as the fieldm 
in his worst form. They are as d 
ferent as it would be possible to fi 
men in utterly unrelated lines 
work. In twenty-five years’ acquai 
tance with this work I have knoy 
intimately both kinds. I know oO 
man older in the work than I, w 
I believe never gave a customer ot 
than sound, honest advice. Seve 
of this kind I have helped to sta 
in field work, including former Go 
ernor McKelvie of Nebraska, and al 
another man who I believe has ‘‘wr 
ten’? a million dollars in advertisi 
contracts without violating a co 
fidence. Unfortunately, I know son 
of the other kind; some still ‘‘at it 
some who have quit, but they aren 
nearly so numerous as the men thi 
have found in other lines, who we 
willing to “play the game crooke 
with them. Between the two kin 
are a few lacking the covetousne 
or nerve to make them conspicuous 
bad, or lacking the moral courage 
ability to be as well thought of 
their natural honesty deserves. &

The Record Associations Belong to You, Mr. Breeder and 
Are You Taking An Active Part in Their Affairs? 


-aN a meeting recently held 
3 by secretaries of the 
various swine recording 
associations the fact was 
expressed several times 
4 that breeders of each 
particular breed were not 
close enough to their re- 
cording associations af- 
fairs to really know what was going 
on, and from this statement came an- 
other that logically followed that a 
large majority of the breeders believe 
the association is run to favor a 
chosen few, and is run either by the 
secretary or by him and his board 
as a sort of closed corporation. 

We believe an examination into the 
records of most of these swine as- 
sociations will convince every breed- 
er that this is an error and that the 
aim of the controlling interests is to 
make the association and its activ- 
ities serve all of the members of 
that organization as well as patrons 
who are not members. During the 
“high-jacking’’ period previous to 
and during the late war nobody paid 
any attention to the business of re- 
cording except the clerks in the of- 
fices. The secretaries and their as- 
sistants were busy spending the 
money of the association in propa- 
ganda work and in attending the 
various high sounding sales held by 
the hundreds of breeders, many of 
whom now have taken the position 
of kicking the associations, its of- 
ficers, the pure bred hog business and 
everybody concerned except his own 
dear self who is to blame above 
everyone else. 

Someone has remarked that the 
oily scandal now being let loose at

TUBERCULOSIS HOGS 

Tuberculosis cattle are the main 
scource of tuberculosis in hogs. The 
disease is most commonly conveyed 
by feeding hogs on unpasturized milk 
and by allowing them to follow tuber- 
culosis cattle in the feed lot and feed 
upon the undigested grain in the 
droppings. It is very significant that 
tuberculosis is most common among 
hogs in sections where the disease is 
also most prevalent among cattle and 
where the feeding practices above 
mentioned are commonly followed. 
Hogs also contract tuberculosis from 
feeding on tuberculosis carcasses of 
various animals, including fowls, and 
on uncooked garbage and slaughter- 
house offal. 

Young steers or young beef ani- 
mals as a rule do not spread tuber- 
culosis among hogs. Therefore no 
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change need be made in the very 
profitable practice of allowing hogs 
to follow feeders and stockers, unless 
these cattle are not healthy. 

When tuberculosis already exists 
in a drove of hogs all the affected 
animals, whether hogs or cattle, 
should be removed form the premises. 
The hogs should be sent to market 
for slaughter at an abattoir under 
federal inspection. The tuberlin test 
should be applied to all cattle on the 
place, and those reacting should be 
properly disposed of. The pens and 
stables should be thoroughly cleaned 
and disinfected before restocking.

Nature made irrigation a necessity on many western farms, and 
irrigation-water can be pumped electrically at a rate which makes 


its use profitable to the farmer. 
Population plus use makes electrification possible. 


Where there are enough 


electrical uses to the mile to cover all costs of delivery, electric service is feasible. 
As we know more about the possible farm uses of electricity we shall have more 


farm electrical devices. 


Electrical engineers alone cannot solve this problem. Agricultural engineers alone 
cannot solve it. There must be a thorough, co-operative study. Such a study is now 
being made bya National Committee of experts. They have organized state groups of 
farmers to whom electricityis experimentally supplied. These farmers, guided by their 
state agricultural colleges and by farm-paper editors, keep accurate production costs 
and compare them with those of the past. 

This work is fast revealing so many new, profitable ways of utilizing electricity that 
thousands of farms will be electrified sooner than farmers realize. Farms already elec- 
trified will make even greater use of electric power; others will install electric labor- 
saving devices in the manner that actual tests have proved to be profitable. 


The National Committee in charge 
of the work is composed of econo- 
mists and engincers representing 
the American Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion, the Departments of Agricult- 
ure,the Interior and Commerce, the 


Power Farming Association of 
America, the American Society of 
Agricultural Engineers and the

Third, the goods in demand must 
be gotten to the consumer quickly 
and cheaply. This can best be accom- 
plished by informing the distributing 
machinery afforded by made adver- 
tising and selling developments. 


Fourth, borrow as little as possible 
rather than as much as _ possible. 
Years always go fast when you have 
a big interest bill ahead of you, espe- 
cially when it is large enough to 
hamper you. 


Fifth, combining together, and 
standardizing our product will tend 
to help us cut down our inferior 
products. 


If the American farmer will start 
a basic, constructive program along 
these lines the time will come when 
his products can command a position; 
and further, his product will be a 
better product produced at less cost 
and above all, sold at a profit.

FEEDING PIGS FOR BEST START 


The care of the brood sow before 
and after she farrows is very im- 
portant if the pigs are to get a nice 
start. Do not have the sow too fat, 
but in a good strong condition so 
she will be able to furnish plenty of 
nurse. Feed her lightly for the 
first three or four days and then 
gradually increase until on full feed, 
giving her feed rich in protein as 
much as possible. This may consist 
of middlings, oil meal and barley, 
fed either dry or slop form. Plenty 
of fresh water should be before her 
all the time. Put sow and pigs on 
grass or clover if at all possible. A 
sow fed properly should furnish all 
milk needed for pigs until four or 
five weeks old, then they should be 
encouraged to eat a little. Midlings 
is good to start them on and can be 
fed either in a self feeder or in a 
trough or if mixed with milk is fine 
to start them. A creep with a little 
shelled corn on the floor or in a

A pig has a small stomach, he 
should be fed frequently and with 
feeds that are not too bulky. The 
point to be kept in mind is to feed 
for growth and not too much fat 
when small. If a more profitable

Pigs that are slopped 
regularly are usually better and more 
growthy than those receiving no 
slop at all.

INCREASED EXPORTS OF BACON 
AND HAMS 


The following article 
from the National Provisioner of 
March 22nd: 

MEAT AND FAT EXPORTS 

During the five weeks ended Feb- 
ruary 2, 1924, exports of bacon and 
hams from United States. ports 
amounted to 104,000,000 Ibs. and 
lard to 131,000,000 lbs., as compared 
with 78,000,000 Ibs. and 76,000,000 
lbs., respectively, in the preceding 
five weeks. 
bacon and hams were shared almost 
equally by the United Kingdom and 
the Continent, but about 75 per cent 
of the additional lard exports went to 
Continental countries. 

General business conditions in the 
United Kingdom have improved in 
the past three months in spite of dis- 
turbed political conditions. ' 

Conditions in Germany have 
changed materially since the stabliza- 
tion of the currency. Temporarily at 
least, stablization has decreased the 
demand for foreign food products. 
Stocks held through fear of famine 
are being consumed. The peasants 
are marketing their surplus, and food 


consumption is becoming more diver- 


sified, with the result that more 
meat, either from Germany or neigh- 
boring countries, is appearing in the 
markets. 

These are encouraging signs. If 
Europe has the money, she will buy 
our meat products, especially fats.

RAPE A GOOD FORAGE CROP 

The value of rape as a forage crop 
for hogs has never been fully appre- 
ciated by the farmers of Missouri. 
Rape is valuable on account of the 
cheapness of the pasture and the 
quantity of feed furnished, and also 
because it adds variety to the ra- 
tion and is valuable at a time when 
rations may be short. 

An average growth of rape will 
supply pasture for twelve to twenty 
hogs to the acre. With very rank 
growth, it will supply feed for twen- 
ty-five or thirty head. Under ordin- 
ary conditions where the feeding pe- 
riod is to extend from ten to four- 
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teen weeks, it is advisable to pasture 
at the rate of ten to twelve per acre. 


Rape is sown in the spring as 
soon as danger of frost is over and 
will furnish pasture beginning with 
the middle of May until the third 
week in August. It is very good 
forage when sown alone, but the 
best results are obtained when oats 
and clover are sown with it. Sow 
from four to six pounds of rape 
ahead of the drill and then drill in 
one bushel of oats per acre and six 
to ten pounds of clover seed. 


If rape is not grazed too closely 
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in the spring so that the stalk is 
not eaten off, it may grow up and 
make real fall pasture. It should 
never be pastured too closely as it 
will die if all the leaves are eaten 
off. It should not be pastured un- 
til well developed and is from four- 
teen to eighteen inches high.

The writer freely admits that in 
his earlier days the records of a lot 
of fifty sows caused him a great deal 
of travail and sorrow. He does not 
claim to be a bookkeeper or math- 
ematician, although in his youth 
many unhappy hours were devoted 
to trigonometry and advanced alge- 
bra. that would have been better ex- 


pended in the study of live stock ad-_ 


vertising and salesmanship. I have 
had my troubles in the past. Regis- 
tration paper have been lost, records 
hopelessly tangled, and sows allowed 
to farrow in the pasture for lack of a 
system. 

The system I shall explain as far 
as I know is original. It was de- 
veloped after years of experience in 
managing herds of from 1,500 to 
6,000 hogs, where full information 
must be available with a minimum 
effort at all times. No theory here. 
It is a working method that has been 
developed step by step, tried and 
tested. Best of all, it works. 


There are two kinds of records 
needed. The records required by our 
association as are kept on herd books 
sold by the Duroc Bulletin and others 
interested in keeping of clean rec- 
ords. These records have been de- 
scribed fully by other breeders in 
past issues of the Bulletin and there 
is nothing further to add on this 
point.

How shall we se- 
lect the most advanced sows with- 
out. too much trouble? In case of 
a very small herd the breeder knows 
the individuals and can quickly fol- 
low up the breeding record if his 
memory fails him. In a large herd, 
‘this is not possible, as the memory 
at the best is limited to a few indi- 
vidual sows. The breeding list (the 
form for which may be be either a 
printed form or written by hand on 
ordinary writing paper) will serve 
as a guide for further explanation. 


The heading, ‘‘Ear Marks,’’ and ‘‘HKar 
Tags,’ gives us identification of the 
sow. Each sow carries definite flesh 
marks in form of notches in the ear 
and also two aluminum ear tags or 
labels which carry the individual 
numbers of the sow and the name 
of the breeder. Number of the sow 
is the sow’s number as listed in our 
herd books. That is to say, sow No. 
11 gives us instant reference to the 
first sow bred by turning to page 
11 of herd book where we will find 
complete record of previous farrow-

We have 
provided for that. Suppose the sow 
(breeding No. 1 which we have bred 
May 20th is rebred July 1st) after 
sow breeding No. 126, we put the 
sow in her proper order and number 
her 126a, showing that 126 hogs are 
bred but that this sow has been re- 
bred from Breeding No. 1. In case 
other sows are rebred on the same 
date we should list them 126b, 126c, 
ete.

Under heading, “Boar,” for our) 
convenience, we use short  nick- 
names. Which always refer to the 
same boar and saves the endless 
trouble of writing the names out in 
“Bob,’? means Bob Orion 
Cherry King Jr.; ‘‘Jack,’’ Jackson’s | 
Orion King 6th; ‘‘Kern,’’ South Caro- 
lina Great Orion Sensation; and 
“Droz,’’ J’s Pathmaker. In this way 
each boar has what we use for the 
working record as an official nick- 
name. 

Finally, we have the mark of the 
litter. In our system the litters 
from a certain sow are always given 
the same mark as long as the sow is 
retained for breeding purposes, 
When she is sold or butchered, the | 
litter mark may be assigned to the 
litters of some near related gilt. We 
know the boar that sired the litter 
and the mark of the litter which we 
usually cut in the pigs’ ears when 
they are two weeks of age. 

If at any date we want to pick 
out 50 gilts for a sale, we have a 
complete checkup and can tell at a 
glance how many will be ready. For 
example, we shall hold a sale March 
10th of thirty bred sows and ten 
boars. We have 196 sows and gilts 
bred. We want to select thirty of 
them heavy with pig and that will 
farrow as near the period between 
March 15th and April 1st as possible. 
Further, we want to keep fifty of 
the best individuals for our own 
March farrowing. Here is our table 
prepared from our records in ten 
minutes:

40 sows from March 1 to March 15. 

29 sows from March 15 to April 1. 

26 sows from April 2 to April 15.

We use, of course, a careful sys- 
tem of marking and tagging of sows, 
boars and pigs so that we can follow 
up the record in case the ear is torn 
or the label tag is lost which we may 
explain more at length in another 
issue of the Bulletin if the editor 
finds that it is of sufficient interest.

SUPPLY AND DEMAND 

Hog prices follow the inevitable eco- 
nomic laws of supply and demand. 
There is no doubting the curtailment 
of supplies through restricted breeding 
operations, On the demand side do- 
mestic consumption continues good. 
The foreign export business is not 
quite as good as it has been, but is 
far better than was anticipated some 
months back. The factors that figure 
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oscillations in the corn-hog ratio cov- 
ering, aS a rule, a three-year period. 
Almost invariably the first year has a 
high ratio; the second an intermediate 
ratio and the third a low ratio. Havy- 
ing completed the last phase or low 
ratio period, we are now entering a 
profitable or high ratio period. While 
for the months of December, 19238, and 
January and February, 1924, the ratio 
remained «almost constant at 9.0, 


follows what the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture has termed 
a “vicious circle” or periodic cycle of 
high and low production with result- 
ant periods of profit and loss. The

HOG CHOLERA IN PROGRESS 
Last fall hog cholera was more pre- 
ralent than it has been at any time 
tfince the last extensive outbreak, 
vith its peak in 1914. At least, that 
s what reports indicate from the im- 
yortant hog raising sections. 

The reason for last fall’s epidemic 
ind for the sporadic outbreaks of last 
pring and early summer is that hog 
‘holera has been so well under con- 
rol that raisers have become careless. 
Most states are practically free from 
-holera; corn has been bringing a high 
orice; hogs have been low, this com- 
yjination of circumstances has resulted 
n many farmers failing to have their 
1erds immunized. 

So today there is in the country an 
inusually large proportion of suscep- 
ible animals. A proportion larger 
han at any time since immunizing has 
yeen universally practiced. 

Not a few hog raisers had had no 
xxperience with hog cholera. When 
he trouble broke out they failed to 
‘ecognize it until a heavy toll had 
yeen exacted from their herds. 

It is important that hog raisers and 
yractitioners of veterinary medicine 
reep it in mind that hog cholera is 
he most significant menace to profits 
n hog raising. As a recent authorita- 
ive article pointed out, ‘‘the active 
virus of cholera is present in the 
sountry continuously, and it is_ not 
tafe, when one or more hogs in a herd 
ret sick, to delay seeking assistance 
Tom day to day in the hope that the 
‘ondition may disappear.” Most of 
he losses last fall were due to the 
jeglect of farmers to call their veter- 
marians in time to administer the pre- 
lrentive treatment before the infection 
had had time to reach all the swine in 
jhe herd. 

‘The danger present in anyone ad- 
lninistering a preventitive treatment 
lwho has not a technical training of 
jreterinary medicine is something to be 
cept always in mind. And the com- 
harative inexpensiveness of immuniza- 
jion by a competent veterinarian 
Inakes it foolhardy to attempt to get 
fulong without it.

Instead of this and, 
if they would have encouraged better 
breeding stock, it would have done 
much to inerease the demand for bet- 
ter brood sows. It is a noticeable fact 
that there is a big shortage of brood 
sows kept over this season and the 
flu cut great havoc among a lot of the 
herds. There are cases where nearly 
every sow failed to settle after three

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and four services. These sows, of 
course, are going’ to market early. 
There is no use feeding 60-cent corn 
to sows that do not bring forth litters. 
At one sale a canvas was made of the 
crowd of 100 people present and 19 
of them, did not have a sow on the 
farm. The government gives, I believe, 
a nine per cent shortage, but I firmly 
believe there will be three times this 
per cent short when the litters show 
up May Ist. I believe that the time 
never was better for the hog men or 
the outlook brighter. One thing we 
need more than another, is confidence, 
and more credit will not help our con- 
dition. A good price for our produce 
will bring back the farms to normal 
quicker than any one thing I know of. 


C. P. Dexheimer, of Spencer, South 
Dakota, held his sale March 18th, and 
made a $35 average on about 50 head. 
The top sow went to Mr. Campi & Son, 
of Angus, North Dakota, and she sure 
was a good one. This sow will be in 
the pig club show this fall. Dex has 
180 spring pigs and I never saw a bet- 
ter lot on his farm. There is about 
40 sows to farrow between now and 
May ist. He has only kept ten fall 
boars for his trade, but Tanlac is sure 
still in the front ranks when it comes 
to getting height and size to his lit- 
ters.

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KILDEE TO JUDGE NATIONAL 


H. H. Kildee was born and reared 
on a stock farm near Osage, Iowa, 
and as he approached manhood he 
attended Ames College where he won 
many honors in stock judging, 
among them being highest man at 
the American Royal and the Inter- 
national Stock show in 1908. 

Professor Kildee, along with Mr. 
Ww. J. Kennedy judged Durocs at the 
Iowa State Fair in 1909-10. 


In 1918 Mr. Kildee was selected 
to head the Animal Husbandry De- 
partment of Ames, Iowa, and is still 
in that capacity, but each year is 
selected by the different Fair Boards 
from California to the Eastern Live 
Stock Exposition and from South 
Dakota to Georgia, to judge differ- 
ent hreeds of livestock. Professor 
Kildee has judged the Durocs at the 
Iowa State Fair four times, Minne- 
sota five times, North Dakota twice, 
South Dakota, Interstate Fair at 
Sioux City four times, California 
State Fair twice, the San Francisco 
Live Stock Exposition, the Los An- 
geles show, Oklahoma State Fair, 
Missouri State Fair, and many other 
large District and County shows. 


We know of no judge of livestock 
who has had more experience in 
judging, nor do we _ know of any 
judge who has kept in more close 
touch with the ideals and type the 
Duroc breeders are striving for, and 
the Duroc Bulletin heartily endorses 
the selection of Professor Kildee to 
judge our Duroc show at the coming 
National Swine Show at Peoria.

Not how many dolars you can get 
but how much you can give for a 
dollar will be the chalk line in the 
coming years which marks the divi- 
sion line between mediocre business 
and real successes.

Make 
no statement that you cannot back 
up and make no promises only those 
which you intend to keep to the very 
letter. Only in this way laid and 
followed by the leading breeders of 
the breed can we come back onto the 
high level where the business in this 
great breed of swine must stand.—

North Dakota First State to Fill National Association 
Futurity

O North Dakota goes the honor 

of being the first state to fill a 
$1,000.00 futurity classification for 
the year 1924. Twenty-six Red Cru- 
saders of North Dakota, determined 
to see the Durocs are the best re- 
presented and advertised breed at 
the Fargo fair, sent in their herd 
nominations April 1st. These breed- 
ers deserve to be publicly compli- 
mented for the aggressive spirit 
manifested. This is the kind of 
action that makes it easy to win 
tough battles. Breeders in other 
states would do well to follow the 
example of their North Dakota 
brothers. Only thirty more days re- 
main in which to make entries as 
nominations for all futurity shows 
close positively on June 1st. The 
closing date for entries will not be 
extended this year as it was purpose- 
ly set 60 days later than the usual 
time. 

Locations of all futurity shows 
have been announced in the breed 
papers and notices containing proper 
circulars have been mailed from this 
Office. Nominations should not be 
delayed as the number of shows to 
be put on is limited. Those futur- 
ities that do not have the required 
number of herds entered by June 
Ist will be cancelled. There are a 
large number of applications for 
futurity shows now on file and these 
‘vill be substituted for those tnat are 
called off. Breeders interested in 
seeing their local futurity a success, 
should get together, canvass the 
county early and see that the neces- 
sary number of nominations are as- 
sured, 


Special attention is directed to the 
Iuturity Classifications that are 
offered at the various State Fairs. 
Any breeder who fails to seceive an 
aunouncement of his State Futurity 
should write for information. In 
getting out such a large number of 
notices, it is probable that some let- 
ters may be misdelivered or lost in 
the mail. This year all states shows 
ought to be filled before June 1st as 
second notices will not be sent out 
as has been the practice in the past. 
It might be well to mention also that 
each breeder regardless of residence 
is allowed to exhibit his pigs in one 
Free-for-all Show as competition in 
futurities of this class is open to the 
World. Breeders in Missouri, Kan- 
sas, Nebraska, Iowa, Illinois and 
Wisconsin will find it convenient to 
enter the free-for-all at either the 
Kansas Free Fair, Topeka, Kansas, 
or the Central States Exposition, 
Aurora, Illinois. Breeders in the 
southwest are taken care of by the 


free-for-all at Amarilla, Texas. 
These three Fairs offer liberal pre- 
miums in the open classes, 
tion to the special futurity money. 

Through the medium of the show 
ring, our breed can derive a greater 
measure of beneficial advertising 
this year than ever before in the 
past. For various reasons some of 
the other breeds are not in position 
to devote the usual attention to of- 
fering special classifications at State, 
Liistrict and County Fairs. While 
this is regretted, we cannot afford 
to pass up any opportunity to ad- 
vance and push our own business. 
“Make hay while the sun shines” 
is a good motto for us to adopt now. 
By using every advantage open to us 
we can bring Durocs inte even 


greater prominence than at present.

Efficient Hog Production 


Easy Profit Has Brought Carelessness in Raising Pigs but 
Capacity Production ts Profitable 


~ECAUSE there have 
been so many years out 
of a given number, pro- 
fit years in the produc- 
tion of hogs very little 
attention has been paid 
to economical produc- 
tion but the stress has 
, been made on increased 
rroduction by the increase of the 
1erd. Nothing has done more to 
wring to the notice of the pork raiser 
he untold losses he has sustained 
n years gone by, than the conduct 
yf the Ton Litter Clubs which have 
yeen organized recently, and we hope 
the good work with them will con- 
inue until every hog raiser will be 
horoughly saturated with the idea 
of increasing his hog production by 
he saving of more pigs to the litter 
‘ather than in the increase of the 
i1umber of sows for which he has to 
‘are. 

A pork raiser recently stated this 
matter very clearly to James R. 
Wiley the man who has been in 
tharge of the Hoosier Ton Clubs. 
This Vermilion county man says that 
ie aims to raise about two carloads 
yf hogs every year—140 head—and 
f he can raise seven or eight pigs 
‘o the litter he will be caring for 
only nine or ten sows, whereas if 
nae only saves four or five to the lit- 
‘rer, fifteen or sixteen sows will be 
cequired. The additional sows will 
mcrease his production costs as can 
de very readily seen. These large 
litters can be saved if the right 
methods are used. 


- We are not so clearly convinced 
that by selection and mating the 
number farrowed can be materially 
increased although some _ breeders 
3eem to have proved it to their own 
conclusion, but the experiments on 
record at the various stations on this 
question do not seem so clear. Near- 
ly all of the sows produce enough 
Digs at farrowing time but not al- 
ways in shape to be raised, and from 
lack of care many others that should 
‘be brought to maturity are lost. 
| The so-called McLean county 
method of sanitation which includes 
‘the cleaning of pens and washing of 
the pregnant sows just before far- 
Towing time, and the transferring of 
‘the pigs and sows from the sanitary 
farrowing pen to the fields without 
letting them get contaminated by 
‘dragging through the infected pens 
used in former years, is being car- 
‘ried on by a very large number of 
breeders and farmers with excellent 
results, and the methods are so sim-

ple that they can be applied on any 
and every hog farm in the U. 8. 

The old time packer, P. D. Armour 
said years ago if it wasn’t for 
cholera, hogs would be around two 
and a half cents per pound at the 
market centers, and it may occur to 
you that if the number of pigs to 
the litter is increased then we will 
be confronted always with the same 
condition which we are going 
through today—an over production. 
But this is also true; there will be 
enough saved by the efficient method 
of producing more to the sow, to 
offset the difference in price which 
may come from more hogs. 

Hog raising both by the pork pro- 
ducer and the pure bred breeder has 
been carried on without any regard 
to overhead and cost of each animal. 
If you go out to price a pure bred 
boar or sow, you would know that 
before you had visited a half dozen 
herds because the prices are so radi- 
cally different for the same grade 
of animal that you are certain the 
breeders are making a rough guess. 
We are not one of those who believe 
everything in this life can be stand- 
ardized and that a stiff and uniform 
price can be tagged to any and every 
animal if we keep record of costs of 
production, but there should not be 
such a wide variance in the prices

asked of men who want to put in 
pure bred herds. They are sus- 
picious when confronted with these 
varied prices on hogs in which they 
can see little or any difference. 


Blood lines and growthiness ought 
to be the only real difference in pure 
breds and blood lines should count 
much less than size and quality. We 
have in our breed gotten squared 
away on the matter of blood lines 
and there are very few sticklers for 
certain families, but there is one 
thing that we all agree on, and that 
is size and quality. Blood lines count 
if they have produced more quality 
than others, or have as a rule pro- 
duced more size, and these two or 
three things are all that can count 
in real hogs. 


Raising larger litters means bet- 
ter care of the sow from the time she 
is mated—or rather 30 days before 
she is mated—up to the time of 
weaning of the litter. She cannot 
be let run down during the gesta- 
tion period, and she must be gain- 
ing a little when she is mated, and 
not bred in an emaciated condition, 


brought about by lack of feed or the 


suckling of a former litter. She 
must have feed and care and not 
only that, but regular feed and regu- 
lar care, and at farrowing time must 
be given those attentions which every 
hog man knows count for larger and 
better litters saved. 


“One pig pays the bill’ has often 
been the slogan of the auctioneer 
and private salesman, and yet we go 
along year after year and pay but 
little attention. to what this one 
‘extra pig’? means when it comes to 
footing the bills in the end. The 
fewer sows you have to care for the 
better care you can usually give 
them, and if you can produce eight or 
nine pigs to a litter each time you 
have produced to the limit of the 
sow’s capacity and every factory man 
can tell you and show you the figures 
where capacity production is the 
only kind that will make sure prof- 
its.

Weaning Time is at Hand 


A Timely Article on the Care of Young Pigs at Weaning 
Time by Prominent Ohio Breeder 


HIS is the critical time 

of the pig*s life: | The 
change of feed from 
the mother’s milk to a 
ration that is more dif- 
ficult of digestion, that 
is liable to contain 
toxins, bacteria and 
germs of disease, all 
make serious obstacles 
to the pig’s thrift. 

The sow’s milk is very rich in pro- 
teins and minerals and the feed that 
replaces it cannot possibly be of the 
exact composition that will produce 
the best results to follow up the bal- 
anced milk from the mother. Again, 
the bulkiness of the feed that must 
be fed the weaned pig, as compared 
with the very concentrated sow’s 
milk, makes another problem in the 
feeder’s hands. Also it is a fact that 
while the sow is suckling the pig, she 
is giving it her own resistance 
against diseases. It is well known 
that a sow that is immuned against 
cholera will carry her litter through 
its infection without any ill effects, 
due to the resistance that passes 
through the milk into the pig’s Sys- 
tem. It is equally true with other 
diseases. After weaning, this mother 
resistance is taken away and if dis- 
eases are “‘in the air,’’ the pigs are 
immediately susceptible. It is also 
true that young animals are more 
Susceptible to diseases than older 
animals. The tissues are tender and 
the resistance is not so great. 

Before weaning it is well to get 
the pigs used to the feeds that they 
will be fed after weaning. If cow’s 
milk is available, it should be used, 
because it is perhaps more like the 
sow’s milk than any substitute avail- 
able. The use of high grade feeds 
that are not spoiled or musty, nor 
that contain a lot of fibre, must 
be provided. The pig’s stomach is 
very small and cannot contain 
enough fibrous feeds to sufficiently 
nourish the growing animal. Pigs 
fed low grade, fibrous feeds get “pot 
bellied’’—their stomachs grow but 
that is all about the pig that does 
grow. Both ends of the pig seem to 
stay undersized. Thin slops are very 
questionable at this time. If the 
pig is filled up with water he hasn’t, 
room left for feed, and if the slop is 
watery the pigs cannot consume 
enough to grow properly. A certain 
amount of corn can be fed at this 
time, but for best results, the amount 
should be limited. Corn is very low 
in the elements in which milk is 
rich, so it is very difficult to properly 
balance a pig ration if he is being 
fed very much corn.

Before weaning, the sows and lit- 
ters should be gotten out to the 
fields where it is expected that the 
pigs shall run. The pigs will then 
feel at home when the sows are re- 
moved for weaning. Too many hog 
men wean the pigs by removing 
them to a box stall. It would be 
much better to put the sows in this 
box stall and leave the pigs on the 
clover field where they can wallow 
in the clover blossoms. 

Before weaning, it is perhaps the 
best time to immune the pigs. There 
is less danger of ill effects due to 
the fact that the sow carries immun- 
ity and the pigs are more certain to 
be free from any infection at the 


time of immunization. The whole 
pig’s system is running more 
smoothly at this time, intestinal 


worms have not had time to seriously 
lower the pigs vitality and the 
mother’s milk will help materially 
to carry the pig over the period of 
reaction, which lasts about two 
weeks. 


At the time of weaning, the bowel 
movements must be carefully 
watched. This is the barometer of 
the “‘weather’” in the pig’s system. 
A pig showing signs of constipation 
may be expected to be in the first 
stages of some kind of trouble. An 
effective laxative should always be 
on hand, and a mild laxative may 
properly be placed where the pigs 
will have access to it at all times. 


The very best care and the very 
best feeds are none too good for the 
pigs after weaning time. It is at 
this age that the greatest growth is 
put on them, and if they are neg- 
lected at this time they will never 
recover the loss sustained. The tis- 
sues of the young pig are tender, 
and the bones soft, Every day the 
tissues get tougher and the bones 
harder, so every day of neglect is 
a day lost forever for making a big, 
fine hog. 


Young breeders often make the 
mistake of over-feeding. Over-fat 
pigs are in as poor condition to make 
growth as under-fed ones. The over- 
supply of fat makes the pig “heavy 
on his feet,” it tends to make 
crooked legs, to weaken the pasterns, 
to spread the toes, to thicken the 
shoulders, to produce creases, to re- 
tard development of the vital organs 
and the intestinal organs, and to hin- 


der the proper functioning of, th 
generative organs so that a pig tha 
is kept over-fat is likely to be steril 
and barren. Fat is like a bandag 
around the body framework and hi 
ders the growth of bone and fram 
This is one principal reason that th 
corn-belt hog always tends to ge 
smaller and thicker and finer of bon 
—he is fed too much corn, which i 
strictly a fattening feed. 


We have often described th 
kinds of feed to give pigs. Perhap 
the simplest rule is to taste some Oo 
it yourself. We all like a drink 0) 
sweet milk, but we do not relish tha 
same milk after it has stood all da; 
in a filthy barrel swarming wit] 
flies. We like solid, well matures 
corn, but it is not very palatabl 
after becoming mouldy or furnishe¢ 
mice and rats a winter harbor. Bra 
and middlings are good but the kint 
we sometimes buy that tastes liki 
bitter weed seed, are not so good 
Nothing is better than rolled oats 
but the hulls are not good either fo 
the pig or the human. Feeds tha) 
are placed in dirty troughs losé¢ 
some of their palatability. We woul¢ 
not care to get our drinking wate 
from a mud hole that is covered witt| 
a green scum over it. Neither de 
the pigs enjoy a drink from such @ 
hole, and we cannot expect them t¢ 
do their best if they are compelled 
to get it there. So it is with thei 
feeding places, they should be kept} 
as cleanly as possible. “fil 


Sleeping quarters are important 
even in summertime. A _ certain} 
amount of protection from the raing 
of spring is needed, and the sleeping 
quarters should be free from dust 
which is an enemy to health. A 
liberal use of lime in such quarter 
and around feeding places is to a 
recommended, since lime has been 
found to be one of the most effective 
agencies in keeping down the bac- 
teria around buildings, especially in 
dairies where sanitary milk is pro- 


duced. | 


Soon after weaning time the pigs) 
should be sorted so that the really) 
good ones can have extra care. Tt 
may prove quite unprofitable to feed 
every runt and scalawag the kind of 
feeds that high class pigs should 
have. Every herd contains some 
pigs that are distinctly better than 
the others, and these should have 
the best opportunity that can be 
given, and it is often found that a 
half dozen outstanding pigs properly 
developed will bring in as much 
clear profit as a half hundred pigs 
fed carelessly.

The Radio Address Given by Dr. Havner Match 20th, from 
Pittsburgh Brings out Some Interesting Facts on Pork 


Consumption

ONIGHT I am to discuss 
“Pork Chops and Sau- 
sage.”’ Sounds like a 
dissertation on planning 
the menu, doesn’t it? 
Please do not get 
alarmed, just hold the 
dial steady. Having due 
consideration for my 

audience as well as for myself, I do 

aot propose to talk on a proper bal- 
ance of foods for health, but I would 
like to restate a fact with which most 
of you are familiar—that pork chops, 
ham and sausage are not only very 
palatable but highly nourishing. You 
have heard of vitamins. Meat has 
geen generously endowed with these 
nvisible substances. Vitamins exist 
nm the fibre of beef, veal and lamb, 
put pork is particularly well supplied 
with them. Speaking of a good meal, 

“cannot think of any article of diet 
hat puts a person in a more satisfied 

‘ondition than a well cooked portion 
yf high quality meat and particularly 

xither baked ham or roast loin of 

pork. And for breakfast for the man 
who really works, just put sausage 
ind cakes under his belt. Of course, 

1 liberal serving of breakfast bacon 

will do just about as well. 

' People who work hard ought to 

sat plenty of meat and if we can 

nake an interpretation of pork con- 
sumption figures for the Keystone 

State, Pennsylvania may be said to 

dave a very industrious population. 

Pennsylvania consumes annually the 

fquivalent in pork products of four 

and one-half million hogs. Quite a 

“ew porkers you will agree. Wouldn’t 

t be a real sight to see four and one- 

galf million hogs all together in one 

junch? To give you an idea of how 
many hogs this would be, let me say 
that if stood in a single row the line 
would extend from New York City to 
5an Francisco and still have enough 
hogs left over to run up along the 
toast to Portland and south to lower 

Yalifornia. These figures indicate

sylvania is a great food consuming 
sentre and that working people de- 

3ire and naturally prefer meat as a 

basal part of the 

diet. 

It might be in- 


ery listener’ to 
figure the amount 
of pork consumed 
for his own state. 
You can get the 
approximate  fig- 
ure by allowing 


one-half of a dressed hog for every 
man, woman and child in the state. 


When well cooked pork chops of 
good quality come on the table, not 
every consumer appreciates, perhaps, 
just what is back of the high quality 
of this tasty dish. There must be 
something really important, some- 
thing really essential, that is respon- 
sible for this very appetizing and 
highly nourishing article of diet. The 
assertion is correct. The finely 
grained chop, the even, streaked lean 
and fat of the bacon, the high quality 
of the serving of ham represents al- 
most a hundred years’ work along 
swine improvement lines by the farm- 
ers of these United States. To our 
neighboring countries of Europe goes 
the distinction of originating the dif- 
ferent breeds of cattle and our draft 
breeds of horses, but to the swine 
breeders of the United States belongs 
the credit of developing our present 
day breeds of swine—machines 
highly perfected for converting for- 
age and grain into edible food. 


Let us turn back the pages of his- 
tory recording this great development 


for just a minute. The Chester White 
hog originated in Chester County, 
Pennsylvania. These existed in Ches- 
ter and Delaware Counties in the 
early part of the nineteenth century, 
a large, coarse, white pig, which had 
come over with the early colonists. 
In 1820 Capt. James Jefferies of West 
Chester secured a pair of white pigs 
from Bedford County, England. The 
boar had been a prize winner at some 
of the English shows. Just a little 
later Mr. Harvey Atwood of Dela- 
ware County imported some Chinese 
stock from the same country. The 
hog stock of Atwood and Jefferies 
was blended together and interbred 
with the common white pigs of south- 
eastern Pennsylvania and from this 
admixture came the present day Ches- 
ter White. 


Referring to the Duroc Jersey, it 
is known that red pigs were brought 
to America as early as 1804, and in 
1837 there is a record of an impor- 
tation of Spanish red pigs by Henry 
Clay. These were taken to Ashland, 
Kentucky, where they met with favor 
and were distributed through Ken- 
tucky and Virginia. In 1830 Wm. 
Ensign of Saratoga County, New 
York, secured a pair of red pigs from 
Connecticut. A neighbor, Isaac 
Frink, got a red boar from Florida 
about this time. The Frink and En- 
sign families of red hogs became 
very popular but it was as late as 
1877 before the red hog breeders met 
to discuss characteristics of the best 
type of red hog. 

The Poland China originated in 
Butler and Warren counties, Ohio. 
The members of a Shaker society of 
Union Village had much to do with 
the development of this breed. For 
a long while the Poland China was 
known as the Warren County pig. It 
is recorded that the name Poland 
originated from a farmer of Polish 
birth whose sows furnished some out- 
standing offspring. The China breed, 
so-called in that section, provided the 
second part of the breed names. 


This brief 
mention of the 
early history of 
three of the eight 
breeds of swine 
reminds us of the 
humble birth of 
the great swine 
industry which 
we have today. 
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the Agricultural Extension Service of 
Particularly during the last 50 years 
the improvement has been nothing 
short of remarkable. Several things 
have contributed to this movement. 
First, I would mention the initiative 
of the American farmer—that desire 
on the part of the swine breeder to 
improve his hog stock together with 
his methods of feeding and manage- 
ment. By careful selection and mat- 
ing, the pork machine has’ been 
brought from a market animal with 
a coarse grained fibre and a carcass 
to an individual representing refine- 
ment, quality of fibre and high dress- 
ing percentage. In the perfection of 
the pure bred pork machine—blood 
as we say—should have the greatest 
credit for the improvement in pork 
products. Many other things have 
aided the swine raiser in this perfec- 
tion of product. The results of the 
feeding, management and breeding 
investigations at our State Colleges of 
Agriculture have furnished most val- 
uable data. This information has 
been generally disseminated through- 
out the swine growing sections of the 
United States through the Agricul- 
tural Extension Service of the sey- 
eral colleges. Next I would record 
the value and aid of breed associa- 
tions, begining with the community 
or county groups, then the state and 
finally the national organizations. 
And as an aid in setting the standard 
—a method of measuring improve- 
ment from year to year—we should 
not forget the great value of our 
local, district, state and national live 
stock shows. 

I could not close without mention- 
ing a recent innovation in swine 
growing—the production of a ton of 
pork from a single litter of pigs in 
180 days. This rather unique stand- 
ard of efficiency in pork production 
originated in Indiana. Prof. Wiley

FEEDING MUNICIPAL GARBAGE ~ 

A short time ago in these columns 
appeared an article on Garbage Feed- 
ing as carried out by the Fontana 
Land Company and Diamond Bar 
Ranch in California and in another 
part of this issue appears an article 
by Allen Blynne of South Carolina, 
who has had practical experience 
along this line in the East. 

It seems garbage feeding is done 
more on both coasts than in the Corn 
Belt, probably on account of a better 
pork market and higher prices. Very 
few, if any cities in the Corn Belt use) 
this system for disposing of their gar- 
bage. Des Moines, Iowa, for instance, 
has a city ordinance calling for t 
wrapping of all garbage in paper, and 
this is collected and burned. The 
garbage from the city of Chicago, we 
understand, is loaded in boats an a 
dumped out in the center of Lake 
Michigan. * 


The Fontana Land Company of 
California send from eight to ten car 
loads of hogs a day to Los Angeles, 
fed and grown exclusively on garbage 
from that city. We don’t know hoy 
much pork is consumed daily in Lo: 
Angeles, but we would venture a 
guess that it is not much more than 
ten carloads. That seems to be won 
derful efficiency. a 


Garbage feeding seems attractive to 
one who looks at the fact that gar- 
bage is waste. However there are 
many serious handicaps to garbage 
feeding and one should be thorough- 
ly posted before taking it up. 
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If we are to take complete advantage 
of the opportunities offered to regulate 
pork production like other big business 


is handled, we must study the prob- 
lem from a world viewpoint. We are 
especially interested in the probable 
future pork requirements of pork im- 
porting countries, because this has 
been an important factor in the past 
in determining pork prices and prom- 
ises to be equally or even more im- 


portant in the near future. 
EXPORT DEMAND PROMISING 


The United States practically enjoys 
a monopoly in export pork products. 
~Denmark, Canada and Australia export 
‘some pork, but it is mostly special 
/products. The Argentine 
-and Uruguay in the corn 
‘belt of South America 
shave the beginning of a 
{pork export business, but 
it will be some years be- 
| fore they become an im- 
portant world factor, This 
monopoly which we have 
is largely based on our fat 
pork and lard supply. We 
/ export these largely to Eu- 
‘rope. Price and quality 
‘are the big factors in de- 
(‘termining FHuropean  de- 
|mand. Hunger is a great 
stimulator to trade in food. 
Europe has not been able 
‘to produce enough animal 
fats to satisfy her hunger, 
‘so they must import fat 
/heavily to supplement do- 
imestic production. 
Europeans, especially 
those north of the Alps, 
_have a distinct preference 
for animal fats over vege- 
table fats and oils. They 
especially prefer pork fat 
on account of its pal- 
atability, as shown by 
their willingness to pay a 
premium for fat pork and 
lards. Since the United 
States possesses for the immediate 
future a practical monopoly of the 
/ supply, a continuation of pork exports 
fs anticipated. During the past year 
the export of pork to Europe has held 
up and stabilized the price of hogs. 
Conditions are improving in Hurope 
constantly and we will continue for 
some time to supply them with pork and 
lard because there is no immediate 
danger from competition for the busi- 
ness from lower-priced producers. 

DOMESTIC CONSUMPTION STEADY 

Most industries are prospering. La- 
bor is employed at good wages and 
business conditions in general are 
good. With around 90 per cent of our 
‘pork consumed within our borders the 
{mportance of this market is obvious. 
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Labor can stand a higher price for 
pork and conditions promise that they 
will be paying higher prices before 
many months. Pork is the chief 
article of diet of labor. The per cap- 
ita consumption of pork products is 
greater than all other meats com- 
bined. The calorific value of pork is 
higher than any other meat and is 
the cheapest source of energy and heat 
which labor demands. 
PER CAPITA CONSUMPTION LARGER 
The per capita consumption of pork 
was 91.4 pounds in 1923, the largest 
on record. In 1917 the per capita con- 
sumption was only 58.5 pounds, but 
the supply was short because of over-

marketing in the preceding year. 
While the per capita consumption of 
other meats has remained constant or 
even declined over a period of years 
pork consumption has manifested a 
steady rise. This means that com- 
pared to other meats pork enjoys a 
preference against which other meats 
have not been able to compete. This 
helps make the outlook for pork pro- 
ducers promising. 
THE LARD SITUATION 
The production of lard does not nec- 


essarily follow that of other pork prod- 
ucts in relation to the number of hogs 
slaughtered. Certain conditions, as the 
plentifulness and cheapness of corn, 
determine whether the feeder shall 
market his hogs in fat or lean condi-

tion, and other economic factors de- 
termine whether the packer shall pro- 
duce more or less lard than usual in 
the slaughtering process. 

Lard exports have been uniformly 
large for a period of years. The lard 
exports in 1921 and 1922 were quite 
large despite adverse conditions of 
foreign exchange, while the total for 
1928, for the first time in history, ex- 
ceeded a billion pounds, Germany took 
more than a third of this billion 
pounds. With more favorable condi- 
tions abroad the demand for lard will 
improve and open up a market that 
has evidently not yet reached its max- 
{mum scope. 

CYCLE OF PORK PROFITS 

A careful review of 
profit and loss periods 
since 1910 reveals a very 
distinct oscillation. Hach 
phase of cycle covers al- 
most a perfect three-year 
period. The upswing 
from a period of unprof- 
itable to profitable pro- 
duction has been within 
a few months the first of 
each of the following 
years: 1910, 1913, 1916, 
1919, 1922. This thirty- 
six-month period is dis- 
tinctly divided into two 
phases, the upswing last- 
ing about eighteen months 
and downward rush re- 
quiring about the same 


time to complete its 
course. Not even the 
war period with its 
economic upheavals se- 
riously changed this 
oscillation. When pork 
prices are good and 


Future Ex- profits are to be had the 
bulk of the farmers get 
into the hog business, en- 
joy a period of prosper- 
ity, it is overdone and 
the reaction sets in. Usu- 
ally the deflation is carried too far. 
The wise and experienced breeders re- 
member—they either raise about the 
same number of hogs year after year, 
or if conditions warrant they get in 
early and ride the crest and get out 
early and avoid the losses, The san- 
est plan is stabilization, That is what 
leaders in the industry are striving for, 
FUTURE OUTLOOK BRIGHTER 

Judging the future by the past, 1925 
will be a period of pork profits. There 
are already ample evidences that the 
late months of 1924 and the early 
months of 1925 will quite probably 
show the expected swing to profitable 
production. The market is already 
showing a strong tendency to meet 
these expectations——May 1924. 
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“Lest We Forget’”—Hark Back Over the 
Profit Years 


Out of a 21-year period investigated by one of our 
leading experiment stations, hogs on the farms of 
this country made a profit seventeen years. Two of 
the other four they broke about even and we defy 
any other line of business to show as many profit- 
years as we find in that resume—and yet, nothwith- 
standing all of this testimony and every hog man’s 
own experience on top of it, many of the men who 
were in hogs a few years ago during the rise and 
on the top of the wave are inwardly sending the 
hog business to the demnition bow-wows and every 
person along with it who had any prominent part 
therein during that period. 

How soon we forget, and how soon we turn against 
our benefactors. We live off of a business for a num- 
ber of years and when the slump comes we growl 
and snarl at the whole fraternity, and do everything 
we can do to kill the goose that has been laying the 
golden egg, and go back on the farmers’ best friend, 
the old pure bred sow. 


More than forty years of good business with a 
few periods of depression sandwiched in now and 
then is a history that any business bunch may be 
proud of, and those who have held on during the 
months of depression which we have been experienc- 
ing can claim their reward in returning profit be- 
fore many more months have passed into history. 
Periods of over-production in live stock of any kind 
or of grain have always been followed by shortages 
and the present period will be a duplicate of the 
others. This valley has been longer and deeper than 
the ones through which the hog business previously 
has gone, but the recovery will be that much more 
notable and those who have held on with grim de- 
termination and faith in the business will come out 
victorious. 

We can muster a small army of cattle men who 
will testify right now that hogs the past twenty-four 
months have made it possible for them to go on with 
their cattle operations. While the price of both have 
been low the profit from the hogs without extra care 
and with very little extra feed, has brought the bal- 
ance on the proper side of the ledger. We are too 
prone to fault finding and forgetting. There is a 
general tendency to want our profits too easy and 
too liberal. Economical production must come out 
of the turmoil through which the live stock man has 
been working. If it doesn’t he will miss the good 
which he should have reaped from small margin 
months. 

Indications never looked brighter for a good year’s 
business than it does at the present time. There is 
hesitancy in the mercantile world right now which 
has slowed up the demand somewhat for pork prod- 
ucts, but this is only temporary and before the 
political conventions are history, confidence will be 


restored for the future and things will go on as . 
fore. Breeders cannot afford to overlook proper care 
in their herds this spring as many, we fear, ha 
been doing for the time is ripe for a revival of t 
business and it is now on such a splendid foundation 
as regards conduct and price that we will miss t 
profit if we fail to raise every pig we possibly e 
Letters to this office give clear evidence that th 
breeders in many places are pepping it up and hav 
taken on new courage. Inquiries have come fro 
sources unexpected and before the summer months 
are over, things will be moving forward very satis. 
factory. Advertising has been very limited and we 
do not look for a revival of that to any great exten 
until the breeder sees right at his doorstep the op- 
portunity for sales and profit, but we feel so sure 
that it will come back that we are holding our force 
intact, ready to tackle increased work. 


Pure bred live stock is as necessary to right farm 
ing, as increased efficiency in any other line, and 
when one makes the statement that the pure bred 
hog business is not coming back, it only shows that 
he hasn’t reckoned the true worth of these improved 
animals, but is going on adverse sentiment engen- 
dered by depression. 


Let’s be up and doing. Seed time and harvest al- 
ways roll ’round and it will soon be harvest time 
for the breeders who have kept faith undiminished i Y 
their business and have held on to and improved their 
herds in these discouraging months from which we 
are rising.

City Garbage Feeding 


By ALLEN BLYNNE, South Carolina 


from the humblest cottage to the 
mansion, three times a day, 365 days 
in the year and probably as long as 
civilization lasts we have this by- 
product of uneaten or uncooked 
waste. This is why it may become a 
nuisance and a menace to the health 
of the community, a common source 
of flies, and diseases if it is not 
properly handled as it is being done 
in many of our cities large and 
small. 

North, Hast, South and West it 
brought us in 1918 an annual in- 
come estimated by the United States 
Food Commission as_ $8,000,000 
which by the same authority may be 
increased to $16,000,000. Even in 
war times when we cut to the bone 
to build our bridge of ships and con- 
serve food for the fighting men 
cities of 200,000 population (Wor- 
cester, Mass. aS an example) were 
producing from $80,000.00 to $90,- 
000.00 of garbage pork annually and 
feeding at that only about 60% of 
the garbage, 

Statistics show as we shall see 
later that already large amounts of 
garbage is profitably turned into 
pork by feeding to hogs. The ques- 
tion comes to our mind what be- 
comes of the other garbage? Some 
seaport cities as New York load the 
garbage on tug boats and haul it out 
to sea where presumably it becomes 
food for fish. Other cities maintain 
expensive incinerators to burn gar- 
bage as a Sanitary means of disposal. 
Cities as Hrie, Penn., have found that 
the original cost for equipment, 
heavy fuel cost, labor, and over-head 
makes the expense of this method 
almost prohibitive. 

Reduction of garbage by heating 
gives back a small revenue for the 
greases extracted but here again we 
find very expensive plants and equip- 
Ment necessary, and a heavy load 
must be carried in the way of over- 
head and operating expense which 
often brings the annual cost of re- 
duction to $1.00 or even several 


times that amount for each man, 
woman, or child in the city. 


Some 


Feeding City Garbage 


Allen Blynne Gives Some Interesting Facts and Figures on 


cities have fed garbage for many 
years. Denver, Colorado; Wor- 
cester, Mass.; Portland, Maine; 


Grand Rapids, Michigan; and many 
others have found after years of ex- 
perience that disposal of garbage by 
feeding to hogs can be made both 
sanitary and decidedly economical. 
These cities have fed garbage as a 
municipal proposition or by contract 
and the system has been tried, tested, 
and proven satisfactory in every way. 

Portland, Maine, may be selected 
as a representative city where gar- 
bage has been fed for nearly half a 
century. Secretary P. R. Horton of 
the Farm Committee has had charge 
of tthe department of garbage feed- 
ing for nearly twenty years. Mr. 
Horton can well be called the Dean 
of American garbage authorities. 
For nearly twenty years he has had 
first hand experience with garbage 
feeding both as a municipal enter- 
prise and by private contract. Port- 
land, Maine, has a population in 
round numbers of 75,000. About 
fifty per cent of the garbage pro- 
duced is fed and contractors are em- 
ployed to cover the balance of the 
city. 

Many cities are constantly troubled 
with the garbage disposal and eol- 
jection problems, even in some cases 
as in 1920 the authorities of Port- 
land, Oregon, was obliged to ‘‘declare 
an emergency” in order to get suit- 
able sanitary protection. At Port- 
land, Maine, year after year the gar- 
bage is handled like clock work. 
Best of all this has proved not only 
sanitary measure but the annual cost 
per capita during ‘the period when 
I was employed there was less than 
twelve cents for collection and dis- 
posal of all garbage. Compare this 
with the charge under other systems 
often running from one to several 
dollars per capita. 

So successful has this system been 
that after forty years Portland has 
built a mammoth sanitary piggery 
which is featured by leading national 
equipment manufacturers in their 
big catalog as a model of perfection. 

At Portland, 
as elsewhere, are 
found all grades 
of garbage. The 
ordinary run of 
this waste often 
contains glass, 
medicine bottles, 
fish, bones, lye, 
pins, phonograph 
needles, broken 
knives, spoons ° 
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and everything that can be thrown or 
lost in the garbage pail. Experiments 
conducted at Portland and by state 
and government authorities all over 
the country prove that if garbage is 
fed raw and to hogs accustomed to 
this feed there will be few losses. 
Hogs have almost an uncanny ability 
to select only the harmless portion. 
With this herd of 1,000 hogs fed 
under the writer’s direction often 
months passed without the loss of a 
single hog and I do not recall over 
two or three hogs having died from 
what appeared to be the result of 
poison, glass or chemical or mechani- 
cal causes. Cooking \garbage was 
found to cause a mixing of harmful 
matter, release of poisonous acids 
from orange peelings which seemed 
to inhibit the hogs selective judg- 
ment and an increased loss resulted. 

Garbage hogs produce healthy, firm 

pork of first quality. Many a time 
I have accompanied a carload of 
strictly garbage fed hogs to the pack- 
ing plant to be sold subject to a 
killing inspection. I often received 
at Portland and later at a big west- 
ern garbage feeding plant a price 
above the average and the hogs often 
topped the market. For one carload 
of hogs I received $2,600 to turn 
back to the city treasury. During 
the last nine months of 1919 the 
writer sold from this city from fifty 
per cent of the garbage which was 
produced over $16,000 of hogs. 

As T recall during this period only 
‘“areass was condemned by the 
’ment packing house inspector 

and in this case the cause could not 
be said to be the result of garbage 
feeding. During the same year Wor- 
cester, Mass., sold about $80,000. 

Several subscribers of the Bulletin 

have written me for information con- 
cerning garbage feeding. Here are 
some of the most frequently asked 
questions. My replies are based on 
personal experience at Municipal 
Feeding Plants and private feeding 
plants in the West where we fre- 
quently carried 5,000 or more hogs. 
Are garbage fed hogs healthy? 
Yes, under favorable conditions. 
Naturally as garbage frequently con- 
tains raw pork products the hogs 
are constantly exposed to cholera. 
The serum virus treatment will con- 
trol this disease however. My ex- 
perience showed that garbage fed 
hogs are not found to be diseased in 
larger proportions than grain fed 
hogs. Probably they are less sub- 
ject to disease than hogs following 
cattle where tubercular infection is 
frequently transmitted. In Massa- 
chusetts where from 80% to 90% 
of all garbage is fed very few hogs 
are condemned by government pack- 
ing house inspection. Hogs fed gar- 
bage under sanitary conditions are 
not more subject to pneumonia than 
grain fed hogs. The meat is usually 
firm, however, sometimes garbage 
fed hogs dress oily; in this case of 


course the price is cut. 

Can pigs be raised on garbage? 
Yes, under skillful management. 
Hogs are often fed an exclusive gar- 
bage diet. At Portland we farrowed 
and raised about 1,000 pigs annually. 
The pigs began to nibble on garbage 
during the first week of their life 
and we usually had some losses. 
After the second week very few pigs 
died. In fact the pigs were un- 
usually vigorous. These hogs had 
been fed garbage for generations. 
When additional purebred breeding 
stock was purchased and put under 
the same conditions the pigs did not 
thrive as well and we had a larger 
proportion of losses. However, even 
in this case good litters were com- 
mon. My own experience and the 
experience of other feeders indicate 
that garbage fed hogs build up a 
partial immunity to disease after 
several generations of garbage feed- 
ing. Garbage fed hogs do not have 
lice and consequently do not need 
oiling. The greases from the gar- 
bage keep them clean from this ver- 
min. Garbage collected frequently 
contains glass, tins, poisons, decayed 
meats and other injurious’ sub- 
stances. Pigs produced at garbage 
feeding plants seem to learn to eat 
only the garbage that is not harmful 
whereas the ordinary grain fed pigs 
when fed garbage frequently are 
poisoned before they become accus- 
tomed to this food. 

How do garbage fed hogs grow? 
Garbage hogs after they reach 75 
lbs. in weight will gain from one to 
two lbs. per day. I have had them 
do better. Of course they must be 
well fed. They usually weigh about 
200 pounds at eight months of age 
under average conditions. Garbage 
from hotels and restaurants usually 
has a higher feeding value than that 
gathered by house to house collec- 
tion, and it is generally more free 
from injurious substances. BHighty 
per cent of hotel garbage may be 
eaten by hogs receiving it, leaving a 
waste of only twenty per cent. 

How much garbage is necessary 
to produce one pound of pork? This 
depends on the garbage. I have 
found that fifteen pounds of first 
class garbage will produce one pound 
of gain. Some experiments show 
that fifty pounds is needed for one of 
gain. There must be some error 
here or the garbage must be com- 
posed of much coarse nonedible ma- 
terial. From fifteen to twenty-five 
pounds of garbage was required for 
one pound of gain in my tests. 

What cities offer contracts for dis- 
posal of garbage? . What price is 
charged for garbage by the ton? 
are some of the common questions 
relating to contracts. Space here 
does not permit a full discussion of 
this very important phase of the 
business. In general it may be said 
that to warrant the expense of a 
feeding plant the contractor should 
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have a contract for all garbage col 
lected to cover a period of three 
years or more. If his contract i; 
for a shorter period he would not be 
justified in building necessary she} 
ters, pens, feeding floors to make 
efficient use of the garbage received 
Of course if the cost of the garbage 
the quality, and amount offers ar 
attractive opportunity he could mak 
big profits without an efficient feed 
ing plant. 

The following principles must bi 
kept in mind when garbage is fec 
to hogs: The piggeries must be suf 
ficiently distant from any residence 
as there is apt to be objectionabk 
odors; pigs fed garbage are espe 
cially liable to contract hog choler 
from bits of raw pork or rind eater 
therefore. They must be innoculate( 
against this disease with the serun 
and virus treatment. This can beg 
be done when the pigs weigh abow 
fifty pounds. Garbage should be fe 
on a floor and not in troughs, in thij 
way the pig can sort out objection 
able parts. Garbage should be fe 
raw at all seasons if pigs are im 
munized against hog cholera. Cook 
ing garbage is expensive. It mixe 
good and bad material so thoroughh 
that hogs cannot separate it. Un 
cooked garbage has a higher feed 
ing value and is more easily digeste 
than cooked garbage. The one ad 
vantage of cooking is that the foo¢ 
is freed from disease germs but thi 
is more than offset by the disadvan 
tages named where pigs have beer 
immunized.

Abortion in Swine 


Wisconsin Agricultural College Recommends Vaccine 
Against Spread of Abortion

BORTION in swine is 
a disease resulting in 
the expulsion of unde- 
veloped pigs. In ex- 
ceptional cases’ the 
fetal pigs die and are 
retained in the uterus, 
undergoing either de- 
composition or mum- 
mification. When the 
pig is born alive but prema- 
turely, it is referred to as premature 
birth, although the cause may be 


the same. Observations show that 
abortion in swine herds’ usually 
persists for 3 to 5 years, 


the greatest percentage of losses 
occurring the first or second 
year, after which there is a rather 
rapid decrease due to the gradual 
establishment of herd immunity. 
Gilts are much more likely to abort 
than are sows. Fortunately, most 
sows abort but once, which indicates 
that some protection is derived from 
having had the disease. 


Swine Abortion Spreading in Wis- 
consin 
Inquiries made in 1920 among 


breeders of purebred swine in Wis- 
consin revealed the fact that many 

‘hem had experienced losses from 
abortion in their herds. That these 
abortions were in large part due to 
infection is now well established. 
Moreover, it is certain from informa- 
tion recently secured, that the disease 
is graduallly but surely spreading 
throughout the swine-raising sec- 
tions of the state and eventually 
will become a serious menace to the 
swine industry unless steps are taken 
to control it.

The. Disease Is Contagious 

Although abortion due to other 
causes does occasionally occur in 
sows, investigation has shown that 
most cases of swine abortion are in- 
fectious in origin and caused by a 
specific microbe or germ which is 
similar to, but not identical with, 
that responsible for contagious abor- 
tion in cattle. The abortion germ 
usually gains entrance to the body 
by way of the mouth and is carried 
from the intestines to the womb by 
the blood stream. Rarely it enters 
the body through the vagina. In 
the womb it multiplies rapidly and 
interferes with the nourishment of 
the fetal pigs. This germ has been 
found in aborted fetal pigs, diseased 
fetal membranes, and in the milk of 
aborting Sows. 


Hairless Pigs and Abortion Not the 
Same 

The disease characterized by the 
sow giving birth to hairless pigs is 
the result of a deficiency of iodine 
in the ration. It must not be con- 
fused with abortion. As a matter of 
fact there is no relation between 


these diseases. Hairless pigs are 
carried to full term, as a rule, or 
several days overtime. Some of 


them are born dead; others are alive 
at birth, but live only a short time. 
This may lead the inexperienced 
stockman to attribute the trouble to 
abortion infection, unless he keeps 
in mind the difference between these 
affections. 
How Abortion Starts and Spreads 
Sows generally contract infectious 
abortion from each other rather than 
from other species of animals such

as COWS, ewes, or mares. This prac- | 
tically eliminates the possibility of 
swine becoming infected from drink- 
ing the milk of aborting cows, or of 
catching the disease from other live | 
stock. The infection is usually intro- 
duced into a clean herd by purchase 
of infected swine. Unbred sows and 
gilts that were experimentally fed 
material containing abortion ger ne 
did not contract the disease; but 
pregnant sows did. It is likely that 
some sows become infected by wa 
of the vagina after the uterine sea 
has formed, but judging from our : 
experimental work, infection by this 

path after conception has occurred | 
is infrequent. As a rule the boar is 
only a mechanical carrier of the 
germs. 
Symptoms Shown by Infected Sows 

The expulsion of immature pigs is 
the chief symptom of the abortion | 
disease. However, many infected 
sows exhibit no warning symptoms of 
abortion and the caretaker’s sus- 
picion will not be aroused until sows 
thought to be pregnant fail to far- 
row. 

A sow infected with abortion is 
shown on the cover of one of oul 
university bulletins. From one of 
her aborted pigs a pure culture of - 
the abortion germ was recovered, 
She aborted first in 1920, but far- 
rowed normal litters in 1921 and | 
1922. 

Usually the aborting sow shows 
but little physical disturbance. Ex- 
ceptionally, inflammation of the 
womb follows, and when this is 
severe, blood poisoning occurs and 
death is the result. Some infected | 
sows farrow normal pigs due to their P: 
ability to fight the attacking germs 
successfully. Such animals a 
nearly as likely to transmit the dis : 
ease to pregnant sows in the herd 
as are sows that actually abort. A 
certain percentage of aborting sows 
experience such severe disturbances 
of the reproductive organs that they 
become sterile, or non-breeders. t 

How to Identify the Disease 

The most reliable and satisfactory 
means of detecting abortion infection 
is the blood test. As this test réeay 
quires laboratory facilities, the De- 
partment of Veterinary Science at t 
Wisconsin Agricultural Experime 
Station has arranged to make it f 
residents of the state upon request, 
at the very nominal charge of ten 
cents for each blood sample. ; 

To secure a sample of blood fo 
testing, the hog is confined in 
crate or snubbed to a post; then th 
tip of the tail is cut off with a shar 
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instrument and the blood caught in 
a small vial or bottle fitted with a 
cork: To stop bleeding, a string is 
tied tightly about the tail, but it 
should be removed after 24 hours. 
When preferable the blood may be 
secured from one of the large veins 
in the ear by inserting the hollow, 
pointed needle of a hypodermic 
syringe. Packages containing blood 
‘samples for testing should be mailed 
‘under a special delivery stamp to 
insure against delays in the mail. 

Treating and Preventing Abortion 

No medicine or drug has yet been 
found that will cure or prevent ab- 
-ortion in sows caused by germ in- 
‘fection. However, veterinary care 
should be given sows that have 
aborted from such cause, also to 
those that show a discharge from 
the vagina. Specific directions for the 
‘treatment of such cases should be 
ape from the local veterinarian, 
-as each case requires somewhat 
different treatment, depending upon 
the severity and extent of the disease 
and the complications that have oc- 
curred. 

Mineral preparations have no 
value as a remedy for infectious 
,abortion in live stock. There is no 
doubt, however, that they should be 
supplied when there is a lack of 
minerals in the ration, since they 
furnish the elements necessary for 
‘bone building. The use of iodine in 
the form of potassium iodide is rec- 
‘ommended as a_ preventative of 
hairless pigs* but it should be dis- 
itinctly understood that this infection 
iis in no way connected with abor- 
tion. 

Vaccination of sows and gilts in 
infected herds with live culture vac- 
cine about three weeks before breed- 
fing is advised as a means of pre- 
‘venting abortion infection. So-called 
“carriers” of the disease are not 
likely to be established by the use 
iof the vaccine; neither is the vaccine 
at all likely to cause permanent in- 
jury. A small percentage of sows 
and gilts fail to conceive after vac- 
cination, but this is as often attrib- 
utable to other influences as to the 
vaccine. 


Although abortion vaccine has not 
yet been used very extensively on 
sows, it has given good results ex- 
perimentally. Consequently the Col- 
lege recommends its use and agrees 
to furnish it at cost, five cents per 
dose, if the owner will agree to keep 
breeding records on blanks to be 
furnished and return them as soon 
as all vaccinated sows have far- 
rowed. 


In any event, precautions should 
be taken to prevent the introduction 
of the disease-producing germs in 
clean herds by putting in quarantine 
for 30 days all swine brought on to 
the farm. Of course all aborted pigs, 
afterbirths, and contaminated litter 
should be removed promptly and dis-

Managing an Infected Herd 

The following suggestions for the 
management of a herd of swine in 
which infectious abortion has broken 
out are based upon practical experi- 
ence. By putting them into practice 
it is believed the disease may be 
brought under control in the shortest 
possible time. 

1. Remove aborting sows at once 
from contact with other sows and 
gilts. 

2. Collect and burn aborted pigs, 
afterbirths, and all contaminated 
feed and litter 

3. Find out whether the abor- 
tions were caused by abortion germs 
by having blood samples tested to de- 
tect evidence of the disease. 

4, Consider the herd infected if 
any of the blood samples are found 
to react to the test for abortion. 

5. Divide the non-reacting sows 
into as small groups as possible. 

6. Disinfect the hog houses by 
thoroughly saturating the floor, 
walls, and troughs with a coal-tar 
disinfectant prepared and applied ac- 
cording to the directions of the 
manufacturer of the product. 

7. Sell for slaughter grade sows 
which abort as soon as their condi- 
tion will permit, as such animals will 
scarcely pay for the trouble of treat- 
ment. 

8. Postpone breeding sows that 
rted until they have passed 
wo heat periods.

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PRECAUTIONS FOR OPERATIONS 
- ON PIGS MUST BE OBSERVED 

Ordinarily the castration of young 
pigs is a simple operation and one 
which many farmers know how to 
perform. These are precautions to 
observe, however, in sanitation and 
in the case of certain conditions, 
such as rupture, which should be 
given more careful consideration 
than is ordinarily done, if the best 
results are to be had. The hardi- 
ness of these animals and their abil- 
ity usually to withstand such opera- 
tions favorably often leads the hog 
grower to consider the operation of 
eastration as one requiring no par- 
ticular care. 

In order that young pigs will con- 
tinue to gain after the operation 
without retardation of growth .or 
other ill effects they should be cas- 
trated at a time which will allow the 
wounds to become entirely healed 
before weaning. At such age pigs 
are easily handled, the operation is 
conveniently and successfully per- 
formed, and perfect healing of the 
wounds is facilitated through their 
being nourished and protected by the 
sow. Complications, with attending 
stunting of growth, which sometimes 
happens at later ages, are not liable 
to occur at this age. Castrating be- 
fore weaning is a good practice for 
‘the hog grower to establish. 
When possible, cool days should 
‘be selected for the operation, and 
cold, damp weather avoided. The 
pigs should be kept on a light diet 
for the 24 hours preceding the opera- 
tion. The digestive tract should 
mever be distended with feed at the 
time of operating. A thorough 
‘washing of the scrotum with an anti- 
septic solution of liquor cresolis com- 
(positus, or cleaning with soap and 
water, is a part of the operation 
which should not be negelected. Hx- 
tremely irritating solutions are pain- 
ful to the cut surfaces, serve no use- 
ful purposes, and shoulld be avoided, 
They may cause rubbing of the 
wounds and so result in greater in- 
fury to the parts.

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SPECIAL CARE FOR THE PIGS 


W. H. Rasmussen 

At this time of the year it is very 
important that the spring crop of 
pigs be given the best of care, if they 
are to be kept coming in good con- 
dition for the first thirty or sixty 
days very little trouble will be had 
with them from that time on. Get- 
ting a pig started right is half the 
battle, 

I always vaccinate my pigs about 

two weeks after weaning. As a 
general thing, I have some pigs far- 
rowed in February, also have some 
come in April, therefore I vaccinate 
some of the late pigs while with the 
sow, or I find the earlier pigs very 
large before I can get them vyac- 
cinated. 
_ About two weeks after vaccinat- 
‘ing, I sort all the pigs, as I always 
dike to have pigs of the same age 
and size in the same pens. I have 
individual pens, where we have a 
good chance to handle them and feed 
them the right amount required to 
get the best results. Not many 
breeders have it arranged in this 
manner.- But every breeder and 
farmer alike should at least have 
two or three different pastures, 
where the smaller pigs could be fed 
and not be run over by the larger 
ones. I feed oats but would also 
recommend corn and some shorts, 
having found these three a hard com- 
dination to beat. I also believe in 
tankage but not as strong as I for- 
merly did, for the reason that tank- 
age is not like what we bought 
several years ago. Therefore I only 
‘eed a little. I also feed a mineral 
nixture with good results. In fact 
_hever worm pigs, nor do I believe 
NM worming them unless it is neces- 
lary, and in many herds I have found 
igs ruined by worming them, when 
t was not handled properly. 

Clean, dry, weil ventilated quar- 
ers and fresh water, all go to- 
vards raising the pigs in good condi- 
ion. This is the reason so much is 
aid about fresh ground for pigs, 
vhich is without a doubt one way to 
Mload a lot of the old trouble. 

I always feed my pigs three times 

day. They grow faster than any 
ther animal on the farm, and it is

The easy 
fattening qualities of these hogs were 
very noticeable and when a pure bred 
sow was given me (junior member 
of firm) I started in Club work (two 
years ago). We decided that we must 
have all pure breds so we started 
filling in with them. One of our chief 
aims is to further develop the eco- 
nomical feeding qualities of the orig- 
inal sow and also to keep a bunch 
of hogs that could be shown well. 
Last fall we bought a good son of 
Profitfinder Sensation and all the 
spring pigs are by him. Since we 
have mostly Pathfinder and Sensa- 
tion breeding at this time, we will 
endeavor to cross with Col. another 
year in order to make the bone of 
our sows a little stronger and to give 
a little more general ruggedness than 
we have now.

' Lady Marie, a registered Duroc 
Jersey sow, owned by Ira H. Dodson 
_ & Son, Aledo, Illinois, can rightfully 
_ claim a place in the hall of fame of 
_ hogdom along with other noted sows 
a of our great breed. Her litter of ten 
_ pigs won the championship of Mercer 
a county, Illinois, in the State Ton- 
Litter Contest in 1923, took high 
- honors in the open and _ futurity 
- elasses at the local fair and was then 
sold for breeding animals. This is a 
most unusual record as the argument 
has been advanced that the future 
usefulness of the pigs might be im- 
_ paired if a litter is full fed to the 
limit so as to reach a weight of 2,000 
pounds or more at 180 days of age. 
_ The production of this litter -dem- 
onstrates that it is quite possible to 
grow a litter of pigs that will weigh 
_ a ton in six months and still have 
_ the pigs up on their feet and in the 
- proper condition for exhibition in the 
_ show ring. By growing out litters of 
this kind it is easy to prove, in a 
_ practical way, the increased produc- 
_ tive power of our pure bred Durocs. 
; The weight that pigs will attain at 
_ any given age is largely a matter of 
size and by developing the maximum 
growth and scale of the pigs, it is 
- not necessary to overload them with 
_ fat, if a ton of pork is the goal. 
meg As many Duroc breeders have en- 
_ tered ton-litter contests this year, the 
_ story of how the Mercer county 
_ champions were fed and handled is 
_ not only of general interest but also 
- contains some useful ideas and sug- 
_ gestions. The story as written by 
| Mr. Dodson follows: 
2% “Lady Marie 1379616, a fall year- 
| rhe ling sow, was bred Nov. 18, 1922, to 
Valley Pathfinders 1st 435313. Dam

Col. litter. She had the run of a 10 
acre pasture with other sows during 
pregnancy. Was fed 2 quarts of oats 
- in the morning and 3 ears corn in 
evening. Had a little tankage once a 


day and run to self feeder containing 
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a commercial mineral mixture. A 
few days before due to farrow she 
was put in her pen 8x8 in an 8-pen 
farrowing house where I had a stove. 
She farrowed her litter March 9, 
1923, of 10 large, strong pigs. The 
litter weighed 42 pounds immedi- 
ately after farrowing. She was given 
nothing to eat for the first 24 hours 
and was given water with chill taken 
off to drink. She was then given a 
few oats and third day a little corn 
and on fourth day was moved to one 
acre pasture into an _ individual 
house. 

“T increased her feed every day 
until at two weeks after farrowing 
she was getting all she could eat of 
corn and oats and skim milk from 
separator to drink while warm. She 
was also given a small self feeder 
containing a commercial mineral mix- 
ture which she had access to while 
suckling litter. As soon as pigs were 
old enough a creep was fixed where 
they could drink milk and a little 
corn given them. The 1-acre pasture 
was sown to rape also one adjoining 
4 weeks later where I could change 
them from one lot to the other. Pigs 


were weaned at 10 weeks of age and. 


were put on this rape pasture with 
self feeder of shelled corn and tank- 
age and a commercial mineral mix- 
ture which they had access to during 
the feeding period. They also had 
about 3 gallons of separated milk 
per day. They were vaccinated after 
they were weaned. At 4% months 
of age they were slopped with ground 
wheat 1-3 and oats 2-3, which was 
given beside running to self feeder. 
They were weighed at 180 days old, 
weighing 2,230 pounds. The largest 
pig in litter weighing 290 pounds and 
the smallest 210 pounds. This litter 
was shown at the Mercer County Fair 
winning 6th boar in futurity, lst and 
3d gilts in futurity, and 2d futurity 
litter, 1st gilt in open class, 3d pro- 
duce of dam in open class. Six of 
these gilts were sold to a farmer who 
is breeding them to a pure bred boar 
for pork production. Three boars 
were sold to be used as boars for pork 
production. The ist prize gilt I still 
have which I expect to keep in my 
own herd.”

WHAT WE CONSUMED IN 1923

HENRY C. SHELDON PASSES 

Word comes from Mt. Ayr, Iowa, 
that Mr. H. C. Sheldon, one of the 
pioneer breeders of Durocs in Iowa, 
had passed away at Clarinda where 
he had been taken for treatment in 
the Clarinda hospital. His death 
was ‘directly due to hardening of 
the arteries which had brought on 
other ailments and complications. 
Mr. Sheldon ‘was associated with 
Grant White and C. M. Dewey in 
the Proud Advance Stock Co., named 
after that prominent sire Proud 
Advance, whose history is most in- 
timately connected with the foun- 
dation and improvement of the 
breed, and whose production of herd 
sows has not been equalled up to 
this day. This firm held some top 
sales and the progeny from the herd 
was scattered over the entire hog 
belt. Later Mr. Sheldon and his 
sons continued the business. 

In June, 1906, he succeeded R. 
J. Evans as secretary of the Na- 
tional Duroc Association which of- 
fice he held until Jan. 1, 1910, when 
he was succeeded by J. R. Pfander, 
the present incumbent. Mr. Shel- 
don was deeply interested for a good 
many years in everything pertain- 
ing to Durocs and showed many 
times at his own state fair. 

His death was very much unex- 
pected as it was felt that a short 
treatment at the hospital would re- 
store him to normal health. His 
death is mourned and regretted not 
only in his own community where 
he had always been a leader, but 
among the large number of friends 
he numbered in the Duroc fra- 
ternity.

Pork Outlook is Good 


Surely as Day Follows Night the Hog Business Will Pick 
Up and Breeding Stock Bring Good Prices 


HE hog business has not 
adjusted itself to con- 
ditions following the 
war. We are trying to 
get back to normal. We 
are passing through the 
* period of re-adjustment. 
We are suffering now 
from over production. 
in turn will be followed by 
under production. While this is be- 
ing affected there will not be much 
of a demand for breeding stock. 
When people are satisfied that we 
have an under production of hogs 
they will begin to buy hogs again, 
and will not do so until this takes 
place. 

The first perceptible improvement 
in hogs will be noticed in a demand 
for boars. It is more than probable 
that there will be quite a good de- 
mand for good boars this fall. This 
in consequence will depend upon the 
price of fat hogs during the late 
summer and early fall. In order to 
affect a change in the business, the 
price of hogs must go up or else the 
cost of feed must come down. 
Everyone knows now that the price 
of the finished hog and feeds are out 
of line for profitbale returns. 

Meat in this country is derived 
from pork, cattle, sheep and poul- 
try. Sheep and cattle both are now 
in the period of under-production. 
It is variously estimated that there 
is a shortage of 25,000,000 sheep 
in the United States. Sheep and 
lambs both are now very high and 
it will be many years before they 
will be cheap again. The price of 
lambs is so very high that  pro- 
ducers will sell their few ewe lambs 
rather than retain them for breed- 
ing purposes. As long as. pro- 
ducers can get from $8.00 to $12.00 
per head for their female lambs 
they are not going to take the 
chance of retaining them for breed- 
ing purposes. This has been the 
hardest winter on the sheep raiser 
in Kentucky they have experienced 
in 25 years. The lamb crop will not 
only be a short one, but the quality 
will not be up to the usual standard. 
The fatality among breeding ewes 
has been very great, and they have 
come through the winter in a thin, 
rundown condition, with a very high 
mortality. 


Cattle now are about $2.00 higher 
than they were this time last year. 
There is no question of a shortage 
of cattle on the range. For the last 
six months the breeders of cattle 
have found quite a good demand for 
their bulls. This shows that pro-

ducers are encouraged to increase 
the production of cattle. With a 
better outlook for beef cattle there 
is sure to follow a better demand 
for pedigreed _ stock. The more 
profitable the beef industry becomes 
the greater will be the demand for 
better bred breeding stock. 

In the year of 1923, 12,000,000 
more hogs were slaughtered than 
ever before. Is it to be wondered 
at with such large receipts the price 
of hogs should become cheap? Then 
we must remember that due to the 
adverse agitation against the big 
packers their business has not been 
as profitbale as it had been. They 
are not hoarding meat, but are 
pursuing a more hand-to-mouth 
method than formerly. They are 
meeting the present demand with 
current supplies and are not laying 
up large quantities of meat in their 
coolers as formerly. Despite the 
fact that the supply of hog meat 
last year was the greatest in history 
there is less of both lard and hog 
meat in storage than at this same 
period last year. The supply of 
hogs at the terminal market is get- 
ting smaller all the time and this is 
going to continue until an evident 
shortage is apparent. When people 
are convinced there is a _ serious 
shortage they will become interested 
in hog production. It would appear 
to us that now is the most favorable 
time for improving a herd or at 
least getting into the purebred in- 
dustry by laying the right kind of a 
foundation with superior breeding 
animals. 


One reason why there was an 
over-production of hogs last year 
was the low price of corn. Three 
years ago this fall, in the west, corn

was selling at fifteen cents a bushel. 
The price of wheat had dropped and 
with over production in sight cheap 
wheat was evident. We have ex- 


ported 100,000,000 bushels’ of 
wheat less this year than last. 
With an increased production of 


wheat and other cereals in Europe 
this year over last, I cannot see any 
better prices for the wheat growers. 
In fact, I would not be surprised to- 


see the price of wheat cheaper this | 


fall than last year. Certainly there 
is no reason why the price of rye 


or barley should be higher the com- | 


ing year than last. In fact, the 
chances are that wheat, rye and 
barley will all be lower in price this— 
fall than last. 


We can expect a normal supply of 
corn this year. In fact, in Kentucky — 
I think more than a normal amount 
will be planted. Now 85 per cent 


of the corn produced in the United | 


States is fed on the farms of this 
country. Somewhere between 40 
per cent and 45 per cent of this corn 
is fed to hogs. Now when this corn 
is ready for market we can expect 
to find a shortage of hogs. 
effect do you think this will have 
upon the price of corn. You must 
recall the further fact that since 
prohibition has gone into effect there 
is less demand for barley, rye and 
corn. It is true that 75 products 
are now manufactured from corn. 
Corn is being manufactured into mo-_ 
lasses and shipped to Hurope in 
tank steamers. I doubt very much 
if we are using as much corn in 
commerce now as formerly. In con- 
clusion, then do you see any reason 
why corn should be as high this 
fall as last? We are soon to see 
a profitbale period for the produc- 
tion of pork.

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Fitting the Show Herd 


. Mv. Haaga Here Points Out the Essentials of Keeping the 


Show Herd Contented and Thrifty

~ \HE fitting of a show herd 

, that will successfully 
cope with the usual stiff 
' competition met with on 
the fair circuits is an 
undertaking worthy the 
best efforts of master 


Knowing this from per- 
sonal experience many breeders, es- 
pecially those who are new at the 
show game, want to know how to 
fit animals for the show ring and re- 
peatedly ask this question of those 
whom they believe qualified to an- 
swer. Years ago the writer plagued 


many a veteran showman with this 


identical question and well remem- 
bers the many answers. received 
which after many sleepless nights, 
devoted to thought and_e study, 
brought him to this conclusion. No 
one man can tell any one else how to 
fit a show herd. I am firmly con- 


-yinced this is true because, elimin- 


ating the selection of the prospective 
show herd, the whole matter resolves 
‘itself down to a question of feeding. 
Good feeders are, in a large measure, 
born and not made, increasing their 
expertness and knowledge from long 
Any good 
feeder can always learn and improve 
his own ability by studying the meth- 
Ods and systems of others, but we 
come to the impossible when we try 
to lay down any hard and fast rules 
as to what kinds of feeds and the 


' amounts of each must be fed to the 


- out the fitting period. 


show herd from day to day through- 
Those rules 
are in the mind of the feeder and 
their application is guided by his eye 


and the manner in which the herd 


‘responds from one day to the next. 


The suggestions in this article are 


personal experiences of the writer 


and may prove helpful to some of the 
newer breeders. 


At the outset, bear 


feeders and caretakers.’ 


in mind that the herd is being fitted 
to show at the fall fairs and not in 
thirty or sixty days. In other words 
begin with your show herd early, ten 
months or a year in advance, but 
don’t crowd the hogs too fast or per- 
mit them to fleshen too rapidly. This 
may result in broken down feet and 
an uneven, gobby covering of fat. 
Hogs that fleshen slowly, little by 
little each day will be smooth and 
have mellowness that is so desirable. 
The kind and appearance of the flesh 
on show hogs will also be determined 
by the feed that is eaten. Mill feeds 
alone, without grain of any kind, 
have a tendency to make a soft and 
flabby fat. Grain alone or too much 
grain will produce fat that is too 
firm and too hard. The watchful eye 
and the sensitive touch and feel of 
the feeder is the barometer here. Be- 
ing with the show herd every day it 
is up to him to regulate his feeds 
properly in this direction. 

Exercise is also a factor that has 
quite a great deal to do with the 
fleshening of the show herd and the 
kind and character of the flesh. 
Through exercise all superfluous, 
mushy flesh can be worked off and 
the needed, uniform flesh occasioned 
by the growth of the animal from 
day to day can be retained. Exercise 
is also valuable for the purpose of 
keeping the bowels in the proper 
condition and as a stimulant for ap- 
petite in addition to strengthening 
the pasterns and acting as an aid in 
the correction of faulty feet and legs. 
The importance of exercise cannot be 
too strongly stressed. This applies to 
both boars and sows. The sows can 
usually be driven all together once or 
twice a day. It should be done twice 
each day if possible and the time can 
be spared. Boars, except junior and 
senior pigs must be exercised sepa- 
rately unless being fed together 


which is sometimes done. Some feed- 
ers exercise the show herd before 
feeding and some after. Which ever 
produces good results, in any given 
case, is the best way. So much for 
flesh and exercise. 

As indicated in the beginning of 
this article, one is stumped when it 


comes to the question of kinds 
of feed, the correct proportions 
of mixing them andthe amount 
of the daily ration. One thing for 
the new man to know though 
is that there are no- secret, 


mysterious feeds especially adapted 
for the fitting of show herds and 
which are available only for the older 
breeders. Sounds strange, but some 
have this idea. The successful feeder 
has learned how to mix and feed the 
various feeds so as to produce maxi- 
mum growth and development. That 
is all there-is to it. The essential 
thing in regard to feeding is to know 
the uses of the various feeds and to 
study the hog and his appetite. In 
feeding a show hog, size is probably 
the main consideration, therefore 
grow and develop the show hog and 
don’t try to fatten him. In order to 
grow them out with as much size as 
is possible hogs must have those 
feeds which make bone, muscle and 
tissue and which stimulate and pro- 
mote growth. Such feeds are milk, 
tankage, oil meal, wheat shorts, 
wheat bran, oat shorts, oat groats, 
oat meal, and similar feeds that ana- 
lyze high in protein and low in crude 
fiber. Wheat bran is somewhat bulky, 
but it is advisable to use a limited 
amount in the ration as it has a lax- 
ative effect. 

The value of good green pasture 
as an aid in growing hogs should not 
be lost sight of. Show hogs, espe- 
cially, should have access to pasture 
at all seasons of the year where it is 
possible to arrange it. Hogs on pas- 
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ture will always do better and grow 
faster than those confined and fed in 
dry lots. Of such importance is 
green pasture that it might not be 
exaggeration to say that it is really 
impossible to produce the maximum 
growth a show herd should have un- 
less good pasture is available. Hogs 
on pasture will also always be less 
likely to have the mange and other 
skin troubles which are not only un- 
sightly, but which also retard growth. 
Show hogs should at all times be fed 
some grain. Corn and hominy hearts 
are, possibly, the standard grains 
used by most showmen. However, 
there is no reason why these can- 
not be substituted for by any of 
the other grains such as milo maize, 
barley or kafir corn. The amount 
of grain to be fed depends almost 
entirely on the condition of the hog, 
the length of the fitting period and 
the growth the hog is making. It 
has been said that no two hogs feed 
exactly alike. There is much truth 
in this statement which is only an- 
other way of saying that the feed- 
er must know each individual hog 
and more important than that, the 
appetite of each individual hog. The 
question that bothers many breed- 
ers when fitting a show herd is how 
much feed should be given each day. 
This question can be answered in 
a way that is easily understood by 
the experienced feeder. A show 
hog should be fed all he will eat 
every day of his life without over 
feeding; should be fed each day so 
that he will clean up more the next 
day and still have a keen appetite. 
This is easier said than done though 
it is by no means impossible. If 
the daily ration is composed of the 
proper ingredients and _ correctly 
mixed, full feeding will not finish 
the show herd too early. The ra- 
tion during the first part of the 
period being composed, in the main, 
of protein feeds will cause unusual 
growth even though the herd is on 
full feed and will not produce too 
much flesh. Any tendency to fleshen 
too rapidly is overcome by the high 
protein ration and the daily exer- 
cise which the herd should be get- 
ting. A very prominent show man 
explained this phase of feeding the 
show herd in this manner. “I spend 
a week or ten days finding out what 
the hogs like to eat the best and 
then feed them every pound they 
will eat each day.” In other words 
the idea is to cater to the appetite 
of the hog keeping him on full feed 
without over-feeding. 


There are many important things 
that bear on the question of feed- 
ing. Feed troughs should be cleaned 
at each feeding time and scrubbed 
thoroughly at least once a week 
with warm water containing a small 
amount of some good commercial 
dip. 

The herd should be fed every day 
without fail, rain or shine and at 


the same hour each day. It is con- 
stant, regular feeding that pays and 
brings satisfactory results. The ideal 
feeding time for the show herd is 
six o’clock in the morning and the 
same hour in the evening. This 
makes the feeding times exactly 
twelve hours apart. To do this may 
cause inconvenience occasionally, but 
the breeder who wants a show herd 
that is a credit to the breed and a 
good advertisement for himself must 
be willing to sacrifice time and pleas- 
ure for the benefit of the herd. The 
breeder who does this will be hand- 
somely rewarded by increased busi- 
ness and the satisfaction that comes 
from knowing that he has performed 
his work conscientiously and to the 
best of his ability. Quite often the 
show herd will seemingly tire of the 
ration and show a tendency to go 
off feed. This apparent loss of ap- 
petite can be avoided by using a 
ration composed of a variety of feeds 
and in some instances by making 
slight changes in the ration. Brown 
sugar, molasses and syrups can al- 
so be employed to make the ration 
more palatable though any of these 
should be used _ sparingly. Oc- 
casionally it is also well to put air 
slaked lime in the water used in 
mixing the slop feed unless the 
hogs have access to minerals con- 
taining lime supplied either natural- 
ly or artificially. Many feeders also 
find it a good practice to let the 
show herd miss one feed every ten 
or fifteen days. The writer found 
this to produce excellent results. It 
is reasonable to believe that the 
digestive organs of a hog working at 
top speed each day will be benefited 
by an occasional rest and thus bet- 
ter perform their functions. If this 
practice is followed the show herd 
should be given all the clean, fresh 
water wanted at the feeding period 
when the ration is withheld. 


The show herd should of course 
be separated from the breeding herd, 
placed in a clean lot with pasture 
and be provided with shelter in win- 
ter and shade in the summer. It is 
also a good plan to divide the show 
sows into two or three groups and 
sometimes more. Senior sow pigs 


J. R. Hynek of Wilber, Nebraska, is 
planning on showing a complete herd 
at Nebraska this year 
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should be fed differently than the 
yearling sows and therefore ought 
to be by themselves. The aged sows 
having generally raised late fall or — 
spring litters, are somewhat thin © 
in flesh and will require a stronger — 
grain ration than the yearling sows 
and gilts. If one is short on lots | 
so as to make it impossible to keep © 
the entire sow herd in different pens, 
all sows can be allowed to run to- 
gether, but should be divided at feed-— 
ing time. This is not difficult and 
can be done readily by the feeder — 
without assistance. The hogs learn 
quickly. 

The sleeping quarters should be © 
kept clean. Not only should the 
bedding be changed often, but the 
houses should be thoroughly sprayed 
with dip once a week and air slaked 
lime sprinkled on damp places in 
the houses, around the troughs and 
in mud holes. Cobs and rubbish © 
should not be allowed to accumulate 
in the lots, but should be raked up 
and burned. This should not be done 
once a year, but every week. Satur- 
day is a good day to clean house. 
The proper mineral mixture must be 
kept before the herd at all times. 
In the excessive heat during the — 
summer the show herd needs a cool 
shady place. If there is no natural — 
shade on the farm, artificial shades 
must be built. While some authori- 
ties do not agree, the writer be- 
lieves in a mud wallow in the sum- 
mer. If the wallow is not in the 
shade, no ailments will result and 
a wallow can be kept clean. Clean 
mud is'a skin tonic of the best kind 
and will do as much if not more 
than any other one thing to make — 
a hog shed. - Each day only a limited 
amount of water should be thrown 
into the wallow so that by sun down 
it will be about dried up. Clean 
fresh water into which some com- 
mercial dip has been mixed should © 
be used. The hogs will as a rule 
lie in the wallow only until they are — 
cooled off and will then hunt a dry 
spot under the shade. A hog has 
an abundance of common sense if 
we will give him a chance to make © 
use of it. A limited amount of oil 
meal in the ration is also good for © 
the purpose of making the coat 
smooth and glossy and keeping the © 
skin oily. It is well also to spray ~ 
the herd with a dip solution and to. 
oil them with crude oil about every — 
thirty days to kill lice and nits. In — 
handling of the show herd the main — 
thing is keeping the hogs contented. — 
Freedom from lice, skin diseases and © 
worms and clean comfortable quar-_ 
ters will accomplish this. e 

About. thirty days before fair time 
the hogs should be washed when-_ 
ever possible and the hair brushed — 
each day and the entire herd han- 
dled as much as is possible so they — 
become accustomed to treatment of 
this kind. Hogs that have been 
properly handled on the farm can 
always be exhibited to better ad-— 
vantage on show day. z

thrifty condition and their boar 
shown last year has developed into 
a wonderfully good. individual and 
has proven a great producer. Adair 
& Ewalt (Milt Adair) have about 75 
pigs and these are growing nicely. 
They also have a few choice fall 
gilts that are being prepared for the 
shows that look the right type. Mr. 
Royse has cut down his herd to 
about nine sows and will maintain 
it at that size until business shows 
some very decided changes. He sold 
all of the sows he had bred for 
spring pigs but is breeding for fall 
litters. He recently purchased a 
good boar from the Meng herd. At 
Dr. Sprague’s we found Mr. Cooper 
bringing on better than 100 spring 
pigs looking very nice and growthy. 
They have a litter mate of the 1923 
junior champion at Kentucky that 
shows wonderful type and _ style. 
They will probably show a few this 
year as usual. Messrs. Nunnelly 
have the junior champion boar of 
Kentucky of 1923 in good shape and 
he has increased in size quite a good 
deal and is certainly a very typy 
Duroc. Their spring pigs are doing 
well. They also have a new boar, 
King Scissors 2nd. Harrison has a 
smaller crop of spring pigs than 
usual but they are coming rapidly 
although most of them are late far- 
row. His fall gilts look good. Mr. 
Harrison’s health has not permitted 
him to look after them as carefully 
as he usually does but they look 
very thrifty. At Weissingers. we 
found about 125 pigs all growing 
very nicely although most of these

were late farrow. They have culled 
out their old sows very closely and 
are putting in their best yearling 
and spring gilts in their places and 
the poorer ones are going the scales 
route. Right now they have a 
bunch of hogs on feed with the self- 
feeder, hominy hearts and tankage, 
and are ‘“‘keeping cases’ on cost of 
feed and their weight, and within 
the next few days will know for 
their own satisfaction whether they 
are on the right side of the ledger 
with them and how much. Mr. 
Weissinger and Mr. Wood accom- 
panied the writer on the trips 
throughout the entire week and 
he is under lasting obligation to 
them and their wives for the enjoy- 
ably profitable week he spent in 
“Old Kentuck.”’ 

At the McKee farm we found the 
herd much reduced and culled, the 
culls going the pork route and more 
attention being given to those re- 
maining. The boys are very opti- 
mistic about the future of the hog 
business and believe that the many 
things that got mixed up in it that 
were altogether out of line and a 
ruination to the business, have for 
the most part, been weeded out of 
it and the progress of the business 
will soon start on an upward swing. 
They have some splendid sows left 
in the herd and three or four great 
mature boars. Woodford Sensation 
is thin but has regained much of his 
vitality. They have a pen of boars 
that are as good type and size as 
they have ever had on the place. 
Since their winter sale Jim has been 
suffering from an attack of sciatica 
rheumatism and is still unable to 
move around much but is improving. 


While visiting the McKee farm 
we decided to call on one of the 
oldest breeders of Durocs in the vi- 
cinity of Lexington, Horace Davis. 
Horace was recording Durocs when 
the writer was learning to be a sec- 
retary in the National office a good 
many years ago, and he just keeps 
a few now because they have made 
him money in the past. He has on 
his farm 37 thoroughbred mares 
owned in 15 states which are being 
eared for while foaling and being 
mated to Black Toney, the sire of 
Black Gold, recently winner at 
Louisville Derby, who is owned by 
Mr. Bradley on farm adjoining Mr. 
Davis. It was certainly worth the 
trip to see these producers of the 
fleetest in the equine kingdom and 
note the beauty and strength of 
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their outline. In passing from 
Forest Home farm to Mr. Davis’ we 
drove along the “Old Frankfort- 
Lexington pike’’ where lies the Alex- 
ander farm of Shorthorn fame— 
Woodburn Farm—and a half dozen 
others as well known in other lines 
of live stock production. Also the 
great fields where tons and tons of 
phosphate have been removed for 
fertilizer and shipped to the four 
corners of the earth, but these 
abused fields torn and rough from 
the work of the steam shovel, look 
dessicrated and out of place within 
so short a distance of the producing 
farms and estates which line this 
pike for the remainder of the dis- 
tance. 


On our way back to McKees who 
should me meet on the pike but that 
dean of Kentucky breeders of Du- 
rocs, John P. Alexander, a distant 
relative of the Alexanders of Wood- 
burn Farm and one of the first 
natives of Kentucky to come up into 
the home of Durocs in the east and 
buy good seed stock. Mr. Alexan- 
der carries his length of years quite 
well and we are always glad to 
shake the hand of a pioneer. 


While up in Fayette and Clark 
counties we passed the old Adam 
Renick. Farms where much Short- 
horn history centers, along the Van 
Meter road, named from another 
family whose interests were largely 
with the red, roans and whites. A 
day or two afterwards we passed the 
old Taylor farm of Hereford fame, 
and also the fine estate of Senator 
Camden, where Herefords of the 
highest type mow the luxurious blue 
grass pastures and fatten under the 
spreading elm and sugar trees and 
along the brooks where flows water 
as pure as can be found anywhere 
in the world. 

One day was spent In a visit to 
the new Duroc plant at Carrollton 
owned by R. M. Barker, and where 
Geo. Clayton holds forth in the hog 
department. We found them with 
about 30 very nice fall gilts, some 
of them being picked to show this

fall; also some good young boars 
that are developing nicely. My Lady 
Friend has gained considerably in 
flesh since coming onto this farm 
and is suckling five very fine pigs. 
Her age makes her quite clumsy but 
she has the care of a good nurse 
and will without doubt bring this 
quintet to maturity. Four of her 
daughters, mature matrons, are also 
on this farm and they recently 
bought from Dr. Fitts the boar, Wil- 
letta’s Majesty, one of the ruggedest 
boars of the breed. The matings 
with this boar and the sows found 
here cannot help to prove worth 
while. Mr, Barker has a fine dairy 
herd and a wonderful equipment 
for both departments. He is a man 
who has been used to doing things 
in the tobacco world on a large scale 
and we look for him to succeed in 
the same big way in live stock and 
dairying. A new hard road is being 
constructed from Campbellsburg to 
Carrollton and we had to negotiate 
two miles of a recently graded sec- 
tion. All we can say is~that the 
word negotiate isn’t half long 
enough to express it. But in a few 
months there will be a fine hard 
road from the center of Kentucky 
to this great herd and it will always 
be worth while to visit Richlawn 
Farm. 


Just as well acknowledge here 
that we framed up this week’s trip 
so it would end on Derby day for 
readers will all guess it anyway. 
Mr. and Mrs. Weissinger and the 
writer attended the great half cen- 
tury celebration of the founding of 
this great event and to say it’s 
worth while only half. tells ‘it. 
Highty-five thousand people cannot 
be seen every day and one might at- 
tend-races for an entire season and 
not see one as thrilling or as close 
and hotly contested as this one was 
on the 17th of May. Suffice it to 
say that I agree with the man who 
said it was a “sport for kings,’’ but 
must add that “the queens’’ insist 
on taking a big part in it also, even 
in the laying of wagers. I doubt 
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if there is any other occasion where ~ 
that many people could attend where — 
there would be as little confusion, | 
drunkenness or boisterous demon- 
strations. The crowd was very or- 
derly. 

Among the other Kentuckians we 
met at the races was W. T. Harris, 
who came all the way from Union 
county to pick the winner and _ did. 
Mr. Harris is looking well and pros= 
perous and asked about many of the 
boys who are still closely identified 
with the Duroc business. He started 
into Duroes too early in life to ever 
forget its interests and we wouldn’t 
be surprised some of these years to 
turn up at some fair and see Billie 
in overalls with a whip in his hand 
driving out some winners. 

Many of our people who saw Mr. 
‘Weissinger get interested more 
deeply in Durocs about the time the 
business took its downward glide, 
may think that he came in at the 
wrong time. But he can convince 
you that it wasn’t a mistake. He 
is taking his time to get his bear- 
ings, to try out breeding boars and 
make some experiments on feeding 
that will be worth much to him, 
when the business begins to climb 
back into its accustomed place. His 
herd will have by that time become 
well grounded, his name will be 
identified with all that’s best in Du- 
rocs if he has his way (and he 
usually knows where he is headed 
if he does drive pretty fast) and his 
name will be intimately linked with 
other breeders in the business and 
he will have a running start of the 
man who tries to jump in on the 
upclimb.

With a litter too full to grunt 
Eleven of these as even as peas, 
But what became of the Runt? 


Let me tell you about what be- 
came of one Duroc runt. You have 
been reading from year to year about 
the good ones in the Duroc litters, 
their winnings and their prices but 
possibly you have failed to note that 
runts are not all loss and very fre- 
quently like the quiet, reserved and 
retiring boy of the family, turn out 
to be the meal ticket for the whole 
bunch. 


Last spring Mr. Herman Iltis of 
Des Moines gave to H. C. Downing 
of that city a runt Duroc—a Path- 
finder runt. On December 2, 1923, 
this runt under the feeding of Mr. 
Downing’s. family weighed a20 
pounds and had never been fed a 
grain of corn. Buttermilk, ground 
oats and cooked Irish potatoes were 
the only feeds used and it had the 
run of a small city pasture in Des 
Moines. 

It grew to be so fat and fine that 
it almost missed being butchered. 
Care and feed transformed it into a 
thing of beauty, slick and fat and it 
succumbed to the needs of the family 
for the winter meat. ‘‘Blood will 
tell.”

JAKE WALTEMEYER SAYS: 
For the pigs, mix oatmeal and 


wheat middlings half and half, and 
include oil meal one gallon to fifty. 
Cook until easily digestible and let 
stand from one feed to the next. 
Mix with skim milk and make into 
thin slop for real young pigs and 
as they get older thicken the slop. 
About two hours after each feed, 
the show pigs get quite a little skim 
milk fresh from the churn. The 
regular herd is fed twice a day and 
the show stuff three times. One ear 
of corn to each pig per day. 

Feed a mineral of some kind in 
self feeder, and about twice a week 
feed a light laxative. 

Note: Now here is how Mr. Walte- 
meyer feeds his pigs. Many of the 
newer breeders believe that some 
breeders feed a secret formula of 
feed in order to get their pigs 
growthy, so I spoke to Mr. Walte- 
meyer a short time ago as he was 
milking his six fine Holstein cows. 
I believe the secret of raising pigs 
is to first make up your mind what 
feed you are going to give them, 
when you are going to give it to 
them, and then DO IT. 

Mr. Waltemeyer has been cooking 
most of the feed fed to his show 
pigs, and naturally not many 
breeders are equipped nor have the 
time to do this; but we do not be- 
lieve that is absolutely necessary in 
order to grow large pigs. 

Pigs should be fed regularly, as 
suggested by Joe Haaga in another 
part of this issue; say at six in the 
morning and six at night. That 
takes work, and some times makes 
it mighty inconvenient, but if you 
want to trot out the kind that hit 
close to top money, much work goes 
along with it. Once in a great 
while some freak of a pig just out- 
grows the rest of the litter and 
makes a ‘“Beaner,’’ but back of 
every champion and every champion 
litter, stands many hours of feed 
care and attention.

Conducting Your Duroc Business 


One of the Most Prominent Feminine Duroc Exponents 
Gives Here Many Interesting Suggestions and Sidelights on 
Conducting a Successful Hog Busitness—Written Especially 


arations for holding a 
Mas successful sale, is the 
sa fall of the preceding 
“@) year, when the best sows 
obtainable should be 
mated to the best sire 
to be had, feed and tend 
these sows carefully as 
they hold in their keeping, your 
spring show herd, your fall sale of- 
fering and ofttimes your bread and 
butter for the year. 

At farrowing time, give the bed 
a rest and overwork the lantern and 
see how good it is to boast ‘‘Been 
up three weeks straight now, never 
even closed my eyes.’’ Well any 
way stay at the wheel, and try to 
bring every pig through. 

Feed these mothers carefully, add- 
ing a creep for oatmeal and a sup- 
ply of pure water for the baby pigs 
after the first week, then at eight 
weeks start taking the largest pigs 
away to a run of alfalfa, a self-feed- 
er of tankage and oatmeal, some 
milk, and clean water. They never 
miss the sow, and at ten weeks all 
pigs can be weaned, and of a nice 
even size. .When about 75 lbs. in 
weight vaccinate, sort the boars and 
gilts, see that they get lots of ex- 
ercise, by feeding a very little corn 
three times, each day, at the farther- 
est part of their run. In this way 
the pigs stretch and grow, chasing 
after the corn, and coming back for 
water and oatmeal. We have tried 
both self-feeder and slopping, either 
way is good. The main object being 
to see that they get plenty of the 
right kind of feed, and enough ex- 
ercise to keep fit instead of fat. 

The best way I know to start 
local interests, is to make a better 
mouse trap than anybody else. Sec- 
ond let folks know you have got it, 
by advertising and by showing your 
wares. A good run, next a public 
road is a splendid advertisement, if 
you put a bunch of real Durocs in it. 
We tried this plan last year with 50 
to 60 spring boars, and they did not 
lack for buyers. So if you haven’t 
such a run keep one. Good hogs in 
it, or an army of them, if you have 
them. 

Then your county fair is an 
extra good starting point, but above 
all, know your hogs, talk your hogs, 
boost your hogs, and boost the breed 
to which they belong. If you show 
at the big fairs, don’t forget your 
neighbors are anxious to know what

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your herd is doing, and your local 
editor knows. they are, and is glad 
to give space for your herd news, as 
well as to handle your advertising. 
So spread the news of your sale, 
and of the good offering you will 
have locally. When your herd can 
go to the larger fairs and hold its 
own with the herds of the older 
breeders. When you have a Sire that 
is producing the kind that can hold 
their own anywhere, then advertising 
in the breed papers. It is no longer 
a chance or gamble, but assures you 
a wider field for your sales, and the 
prices breeders are glad to pay for 
real hogs, and it is nice to start in 
a small way and set aside a certain 
per cent of sales money to use for 
this purpose, letting your advertis- 
ing budget grow, as your herd grows 
and your pigs grow in value, be- 
cause of the greater demand this 
advertising brings for your particu- 
lar line of breeding. 

I can remember when I was gun 
shy, so far as fieldmen for the breed 
papers went, you see I had read— 
The City Farmers, one of our prog- 
ressive city farm papers, and through 
them received the impression that 
fieldmen were a lot of white collared 
dudes, rolling in dollars, and out 
simply to wring from poor beginners 
every dollar possible, and pass on. 
What I have found is about the nic- 
est bunch of grownup boys one would 
want to know and they aren’t thickly 
padded with greenbacks, if circum- 
stantial evidence holds good, for I 
have had to furnish rubbers for every 
blessed child of them that came here 
this year, so far, and was prepared 
for B. R. but he hasn’t come yet, but 
even so their object is first of all to 
see if you have a real bunch of pigs, 
and if you plan on holding a sale, 
if so, they are ready to jump into 
the collar and pull right with you to 
sale days end, and for the life of

me I can’t see how they give th 
time, the space in the papers, th 
brain work it takes to write up th 
field notes, advertising, answer le 
ters of inquiry about your herd, rea 
your own ravings, you continual] 
impose on him, etc., for the litt 
they ask.

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a Flood of Pork Handled 


Py reeders and producers of pork and pork hogs 
oie fail to realize the vast amount of over- 
wroduction into which their efforts carried them un- 
il they study the figures of 1923 on the amount 
if hogs killed and pounds of pork and pork prod- 
iets consumed during the past year. Where the 
ice would have settled on hogs cannot be accurate- 
y estimated had the outlet for our wares been less 
ao demand. 

The marketing of an increase of better than 10,- 
00,000 hogs during 1923 meant a big piece of han- 
lling as well as financing. The fact only about a 
‘ollar or dollar and a half was taken off of the 
yerage in prices during the year, is one of the won- 
‘ers of those who study the figures. The fact that 
te amount meant the loss of about all the profit 
here was in growing them doesn’t make the figures 
ny less a marvel. 

| The increase in demand for pork is the only thing 
hat saved the price on foot from going to the bot- 
om of the ladder. Something like 300,000,000 
founds more pork and 230,000,000 pounds more of 
id in 1923 and our home people on an average 
‘omsumed 15 pounds more pork and 2.3 pounds 
ore lard than in the previous year. 

| Wages were good in the cities and there was less 
nemployment than for many years and these work- 
ts eat pork because the papers everywhere heralded 
ge fact that there was an over abundance of hogs 
pork was cheap. 

there were 55,000,000 hogs received at public 
sock yards as against 44,000,000 in 1922 and 41,- 
00,000 in 1921. Much of this overproduction is out 
f the country now and we are without doubt 
eaded into a shortage of hogs which will be ex- 
erienced at the markets late this year or early in 
925. This is brought about by the unprecedented 
larketing of breeding stuff and the loss of pigs 
ue to carelessness in handling during the farrow- 
ig period this spring.

hould Pigs Be Vaccinated Before or After 
sf Weaning? 

For a good many years breeders have been dubi- 
1s about vaccinating pigs before they were weaned. 
heir theory was this; the mother, being immune, 
‘ansmitted this immunity to her suckling pigs and 
tat the resistance already present would inter- 
Ipt the permanency of the treatment. 

Of late there has been some questions arise as to 
e soundness of this theory. A good many breed- 
'S have successfully immunized their pigs during 
te suckling period with very encouraging results. 
ome firms have followed this practice for a period 
four or five years with no outbreaks of cholera 
hatever, while others who vaccinated their pigs 
‘this early age have met with but little success. 
Owever it is not known whether the trouble in the 


ae. 
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second case was caused by impotent serum or the 
resistance already in the pig’s system. 

The BULLETIN is not advising. its readers to 
vaccinate suckling pigs, but it does realize the sav- 
ing to the hog business in the amount of serum used 
should the extensive experiments now being carried 
on by the government prove it a safe practice and 
our readers will be informed through these columns. 

Below is a copy of a letter recently received from 
Mr. Dorset, Chief of Biochemie Division of the Bu- 
reau of Animal Husbandry at Washington. 

“We have for some time been studying the ques- 
tion of the duration of immunity in suckling pig's 
following treatment with serum and virus. As 
you know, the statement has been made that such 
treatment administered to sucklings pigs prior to 
weaning does not give a lasting immunity. Our ex- 
periments are not yet completed. I would not, 
therefore, at this time, care to make a statement for 
publication, but I am very glad to inform you that 
up to the time of writing, we have immunized ap- 
proximately 2,000 suckling pigs on six or eight dif- 
ferent farms and have had the opportunity to test 
the immunity of those pigs from five to seven 
months later by injecting them with the virus of. 
hog cholera. Our results have been most encourag- 
ing. From the work so far done, there is nothing to 
indicate that such immunization of suckling pigs is 
not entirely feasible. If this finally proves to be the 
case, it should result in a large saving to farmers in 
the cost of serum because the dose used with the 
suckling pigs is very considerably less than that 
used on larger animals. It would seem, also, that if 
the immunization of the suckling pig is found to be 
practicable, that it should encourage farmers to pro- 
tect themselves against hog cholera in that Way. 
We would thus expect that more farmers would un- 
dertake immunization that at the present time.’

personal letters, personally written, 
as we keep sold up from season to 
season, but where one has large 
numbers to sell, form letters might 
help, tho’ that hasn’t the personal 
appeal that personal letters carry, 
and it seems to me I never knew 
folks with whom that counted so 
much as with the big family of Du- 
roc breeders. This is probably be- 
cause we are all ‘“‘just folks” as Ed- 
gar Guest puts it, and each know 
every hope, aim and desire of the 
other breeder, and are pulling for 
ourselves. 

About an auctioneer, one cannot 
be too particular, it seems to me. 
Personally I prefer a handsome one, 
with a cheery smile of optimistic 
mind and winning personality, and 
we were able to obtain the services 
of one such, last fall and have his 
services engaged for our October 
sale this year—-Why, ‘‘Pete” of 
course, you’ll say, and so ’tis—any 
way, the man who sells your offer- 
ing should clear his mind and mouth 
of all unclean jokes and stories be- 
fore he leaves home for our club 
boys and girls will be at more and 
more sales now, and their ideals are

sell in the sale and above all if you 
have once catalogued a pig, hold it 
against all offers as customers com- 
ing a distance are not pleased to 
find the offering culled over. It 
seems well to hold the sale at your 
home, where the herd can all be 
seen. I believe Rosemary 42nd with 
her 10 pigs and 4 kittens was quite 
a treat, to a lot of folks last fall, 
and I am sure seeing the rest of 
the herd, and that they all were 
good, helped our sale. Nothing 
helps a sale more than real old 
fashioned honest-to-goodness 
“srub.’? Hot dogs and baker’s sink- 
ers have their place, but it isn’t in 
the tummy of a prospective hog 
customer, or a good looking auc- 
tioneer, or a hard working field- 
man. Now, I can’t cook no more 
than the other Duroc women folks 
and couldn’t get time to do it, if I 
could, so I talked nice to the “Lady 
Aiders’” from our church and say 
we had a feed fit for our Durocer 
men. For them nothing is too good 
and listen—them Lady Aiders as 
well as ‘“‘Pete” will be with us again 
this fall, so come early and stay for 
supper also. Well, with these good 
pigs all dressed up and ready to 
go, a good show record to help cre- 
ate desire for them, lots of public- 
ity, good eats, some kind of a com- 
fortable sale ring, the backing of 
the greatest lot of boosters a breed 
ever had, the best breed papers that 
can be put out, backed up by a force 
of real go-get-em folk that never 
quit “‘till the patient either dies or 
gets well,’’ the sale should be a 
good one. A satisfactory sale, 
doesn’t always mean big prices for 
every pig, but an average that pays 
out and pays you a fair profit, but 
best of all where every customer 
goes home happy, because he got 
what he wanted and calls it “good,” 
and every fieldman goes away hap- 
py because he knows he has helped 
to put over a good sale, and also 
bought pigs for his customers that 
they will be proud to own. Let’s all 
put our shoulders to the wheel, grow 
out the best lot of pigs ever known, 
and be ready for the good business 
that is sure to be waiting for real 
Duroes this fall.

And if I have 
one that proves good I keep her as 
long as she does me any good, then 
market her and take my medicine.

B. R. Evans, 
Dear Sir: 

We cannot see how the big breed- 
ers could get along without your 
publication. For the little fellow, he 
cannot afford at this time to load 
his herd with advertising cost, be- 
cause it will not bring him results, 
due simply to the fact that the big 
breeders are producing all that the 
trade will absorb of advertised goods. 
The little fellow has to sell his hogs 
right at his own door, and the farm- 
ers will not pay a price that will 
justify any expense, outside of feed 
and care. We believe in better hogs, 
and we believe that we cannot make 
them too good for our farmers right 
at home, and as long as we stay in 
the business we will not sacrifice 
quality, feed, nor care, and hope to 
be able to produce so economically 
that we can sell boars’ at $35 and 
bred sows at $30 or $35 and make 
a small profit. This price will not 
permit advertising, and unless you 


can increase the average selling price 
of your animals by interested trade 
that will pay a better figure, your 
profits will be swallowed up in an ex- 
pense that is not justified by results. 
We very much wish, that it were 
otherwise, but business judgment de- 
mands that we look facts squarely in 
the face, and conform to the condi- 
tions as they are.

I was a noted breeder of Durocs 
having taken the Bulletin a long 
while, when R. J. Evans came east 
to find the origin and history of the 
Duroc-Jerseys. I had the history of 
the Duroc handed down to me since 
1820, when there was an importation 
of some sandy red hogs from HEng- 
land to Long Island, N. Y. I like the 
Bulletin very much. 

The way I became interested in 
them: In the sixties I crossed a na- 
tive sow with a Duroc boar. She 
raised nine pigs, one pair I sold, was 
fed with several fall shoats. When 
nine months old, dressed nearly as 
heavy as the shoats that were seven 
months older. Another pair ate from 
the same trough with four others of 
the same age, in September. The 
sow was kept for a breeder. When 
nine months old the others were 
killed; the grade Duroc dressed 302 
pounds, the heaviest one of the other 
four dressed just 200 pounds.

I began to in- 
quire of Duroc breeders how they 
came to raise the reds. They said 
they were more prolific, kept on less 
feed, took to picking their living and 
subsisted on the rough stuff of the 
farm, better than other breeds.

PERIOD 

There has always seemed to the 
writer to be too much difference be- 
tween the number of pigs farrowed 
on our various farms and the num- 
ber reported later in the season as 
weaned. Where hogs have been 
grown on the same lots several years 
pig diseases creep in and make mor- 
tality very much larger. For that 
reason these should be plowed up 
and freshened frequently and much 
of this trouble avoided. 

But a large majority of breeders 
seem to take this loss as one of the 
visitations of Providence or some- 
thing as entirely out from under 
their control] and take it for granted 
that they will lose about so many 
before the weaning period has been 
reached. We don’t believe this is 
altogether necessary. 

Vigilance in attending to small 
ills that appear, changing feed and 
changing conditions, a tonic, a worm 
expeller or at least something that 
gives their systems a good cleansing

Where to Grow Soybeans 
‘Wherever corn and hogs are im- 
yrtant crops or where corn is grown 
ww silage or cut as fodder and fed 
) cattle, soybeans have a place. 
Also wherever dairy and beef cat- 
e;or any kind of live stock are im- 


portant it is entirely possible that 
soybeans can be profitably produced 
and used, by following proper meth- 
ods and using good seed of yarieties 


-which will mature. 


How to Plant Soybeans 


The proper cultural methods will 
be treated under the several uses for 
which the crop is being grown. 

1. When grown with corn for 
“hogging off,” silage or fodder; one 
bushel will plant from 8 to 12 acres. 
This gives a thick enough stand of 
soybean plants if good seed is used. 
The best method is to use a separate 
attachment on corn planter. The corn 
planter alone can be used, using large 
plates, mixing about one-third soy- 
beans and two-thirds corn and KEEP 
STIRRING. This method gives un- 
even planting and is recommended 
only for small fields as first trial 
where the person planting will keep 
corn and beans WELL STIRRED. 
After planting corn, the corn planter 
can be used to plant beans, going 
over the same rows. Soybeans can 
be grown alone next to corn and 
‘“hogged off’? with corn or cut at silo 
filling time. 

2. When grown for seed one 
bushel will plant about two acres by 
using corn planter regular width. 
This is the best method. If narrow 
rows are desired use corn planter, 
then straddle rows, or use grain drill, 
stopping up some holes. This latter 
method will use from three-fourths 
to one bushel per acre. 


Inoculation 


Soybeans are a legume crop and 
can use the nitrogen in the air when 
inoculated. Many growers’ have 
failed to secure any results from ar- 
tificial inoculation, but the crop 
should be inoculated else it cannot 
use any nitrogen from the air. Soy- 
beans will thrive on most soils with- 
out inoculation, but the land receives 
no benefit. Liquid inoculating mate- 
rial can be secured from the agron- 
omy department of the State College, 
Brookings, at cost. Soil from an in- 
oculated soybean field can be used. 


Depth to Plant 


Soybean seed must not be planted 
too deep. In the average loam soil

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one to one and one-half invhes is 
deep enough. 


Preparation of Seed Bed 


Prepare seed bed the same as for 
corn. It must be well prepared and 
as free from weeds as possible. Have 
surface soil fine, but not crusted. 


Care of Crop 


When soybeans are planted with 
corn for “hogging off” or silage, they 
receive the same care as the. corn 
crop and are harvested by hogs or 
cut with corp. 


Varieties of Soybeans to Plant in 
South Dakota 


The South Dakota Experiment sta- 
tion has tested a rather large num- 
ber of soybean, varieties and the re- 
sults to date indicate that the follow- 
ing varieties can be considered as 
standard for South Dakota: 


Manchu, S. D. 507—-The best gen- 


eral purpose variety for seed produc- 
tion and hogging down, for all of 
southeastern South Dakota. Seeds 
are yellowish, oblong, medium-sized 
with black seed scar. 

Manchuria, S. D. 508—About one 
week earlier than Manchu. Recom- 
mended for the southern two-thirds 
of South Dakota for seed production 
and hogging down. Seeds are yellow, 
oblong, medium size, with light 
brown seed scar. 

Mandarin, §. D. 1192——Earlier ma- 
turing than Manchuria. Recom- 
mended for northern and western 
South Dakota for seed and hogging 
down. Seed yellow, oblong, small, 
with light yellow seed scar. 

The Ito San, Black Eyebrow, Wis- 
consin Early Black and Chestnut 
have all been grown in South Da- 
kota and with fair success. The 
three varieties described are recom- 
mended as standard because they 
have proved their worth and ade- 
quately cover the state. Instead of 
growing a large number of varieties 
it is better to grow the standard va- 
rieties and improve them. 


The Soybean Seed to Plant 


Buy soybean seed grown in your 
state. Soybeans are similar to corn 
in regard to the seed to use. Don’t 
use foreign grown seed. The state 
needs more growers who will pro- 
duce good seed of the standard va- 
rieties. Certified seed is the kind to 
plant, also the kind growers must 
produce. It is desirable to plant a 
rather small acreage the first time 
soybeans are grown for seed produc- 
tion. The live stock farmer who will 
give the seed crop the proper study 
and care can use the soybean to good 
advantage in his rotation of crops. 
If the crop fails to produce first class 
seed it is still very valuable as feed 
because of the high protein content. 
Seed yields of from 10 to 25 bushels 
may be expected.—South Dakota Ex- 
periment Station.

Electrical Farming Era 


Many farmers of the west receive electric service. They pump 
irrigation water electrically,and because they need much power for 
this purpose alone they find it profitable to install electric labor- 
saving devices and lights in their buildings. 

But in other sections several million farmers are without elec- 
tricity. They live in sparsely populated districts where conditions 


are at present against the profitable 


use of electric power. 


Agricultural and electrical engineers believe that if all the con- 
ditions are known, farming and electricity can be adapted to each 
other so that human and animal labor can largely be displaced by 


electric motors. 


To study this problem a National Committee is assisting in the 
organization of State Committees. Groups of farmers are receiving 
experimentalelectric service. They are keeping accurate compara- 

_tive records of production costs under electrical and non-elec- 
tricalconditions. Farm-paper editors and state agricultural colleges 
are cooperating with these state groups. 


Thus the needed information is 


being collected under the con- 


ditions ofactual practice. As practical results are demonstrated the 
kerosene lamp will give place to the electric light and animal and 
human muscle to electric motors and push-button conveniences. 


The National Committee in charge of the 
work is composed of economists and engi- 
neers representing the American Farm Bu- 
reauFederation,the Departmentsof Agricul- 
ture, the Interior and Commerce, the Power 
FarmingAssociation of America, the Amer- 
icun Society of Agricultural Engineers and 
the National Electric Light Association.

crest. Those who lay down now, let 
their herds deteriorate and let their 
names get off the public mind, will 
be forced to spend more money and 
get less returns for it in getting back 
into the limelight than those who 
have ‘carried on” this year. 

And as the time for the fairs ar- 
rives let us urge you to not overlook 
this greatest of all opportunities to 
get your wares before a large pub- 
lic gathering, and a gathering of the 
men who in months to come will be 
interested in hog breeding stock. 
There are a few old croakers who 
say it will never come back and the 
pure bred business is overdone. If 


they mean by ‘‘coming back,’’ the 
insane methods of breeders during 
and following the war, God _ be 


praised, we hope it never will come 
back that way, but if they mean 
farmers will not buy good breeding 
hogs, they have another guess com- 
ing. 

The great advance that is to be 
made in the growing of hogs during 
the next five years will be along the 
line of economical production, and 
every hog activity that is showing 
real signs of life in this year of 1924 
is right along that line. The Ton 
Litter clubs, the experiments of 
breeders themselves on efficiency of 
their herds, the work of the experi- 
ment stations are all concentrated on 
that one line. There will be less talk 
of type, less talk of the extreme in 
any line but efficiency talk will out- 
strip it at every turn. And it must 
be so. There was so much easy 
money in hogs from ’17 to ’21 that 
little or no attention was paid to 
what it cost to produce pounds of 
pork and any old hog could make 
money, but when the margin is often 
on the wrong side of the ledger, ef- 
ficiency and feeding qualities count 
more than any other characteristic. 

Recording associations have been 
forced to curtail their efforts at aug- 
menting prizes at the fairs but that 
is not sufficient reason for breeders 


to lay off the showing. Of course the 
prize money helps but no showman 
ever got rich from premiums, The 
state fair organizations in most cases 
are maintaining their good efforts 
and the prizes are ample to pay part 
of the expense of showing. But the 
great thing you must have to go on 
in your business is customers and 
nowhere in the world can you meet 
so many as at the fair. They may 
not buy this summer and fall, ad- 
vertising doesn’t bring results that 
way usually, but these men who look 
at your hogs at the fair and ask 
questions will be in the market 
sooner or later and they will remem- 
ber. Get your stuff ready and gird 
up your belt for the battle.

The record made by Frank and 
Ray Teichman in the Illinois ton 
litter contest of 1923 entitles ther 
to special mention. They not only 
won the championship of Logan 
county with a litter weighing 2,460 
pounds at 180 days of age but grew 
out three litters with a combined 
weight of 6,515 pounds. All three 
litters were raised on the same 
farm and each one weighed a ton 
or over in the required time. 

The dams of the three litters are 
pure bred Duroc sows though not 
registered. The sire is a recorded 
Duroc of straight Colonel breeding. 
How to raise three ton litters on 
one farm can be most appropriately 
told by one who has accomplished 
the feat so let Mr. Teichman tell the 
story. He says: ‘‘When the pigs 
were three weeks old they were en- 
couraged to feed on soaked corn and 
placed in a ‘creep.’ As the pigs be- 
came larger they were fed on a slop 
made of middlings, oatmeal, oil meal 
and milk with soaked corn fed in 
Separate troughs.

And 
though a show man intends to pur- 
chase his show animals, he should 
nevertheless be familiar with these 
principles of breeding so that he will 
not make a mistake in what he buys. 
When a breeder has a good idea of 
the results that are generally pro- 
duced by the crossing of the different 
families in the breed he has a guide 
to follow that rarely fails. This ap- 
plies whether the show herd is bought 
or bred. No one should get the idea

that a so-called fashionable pedigree 
insures an outstanding animal for it 
does not. The kings of the breed have 
sired their share of pedigreed scrubs 
and will continue to do so until our 
breed has reached the stage of per- 
fection. A good pedigree, that is a 
pedigree supported by a line of an- 
cestry that is known to produce true 
to the breed type and character, is 
generally an indication that the ani- 
mal represented has inherited the 
good characteristics of his sires and 
dams depending largely on the pre- 


termine the quality of the 

animals at the end of the fitting pe- 
riod for no matter how capable a 
feeder is in charge of the herd, he 
cannot, as the saying is ‘‘make some- 
thing out of nothing.” An abun- 
dance of the very best feeds scientifi- 
cally mixed and fed plus proper care 
and handling will not make a show 
hog. The best a good feeder can do 
is to get the most possible out of the 
hog. Therefore judgment must be 
used in picking out hogs that are 
real prospects. This is difficult and 
hard. Our leading judges make mis- 
takes here and often, too. It is a 
wise plan to start out with three or 
four animals for each class and elim- 
inate as they develop. Don’t be dis- 
couraged if some of your prospects 
don’t turn out as you expected and 
above all don’t try to fool yourself. 
As soon as you see you are wasting 
feed and time on a mongrel, turn 
such animal into the feed lot. In 
making selections of the individuals 
pay close attention to feet, legs and 
size of bone. You must have a good 
foundation to build on for the proper 
developed body of a big type Duroc 
won’t ‘‘set’? on crooked legs, long 
pasterns and pipe stem bone. Good 
straight legs set wide apart, short, 
strong pasterns and heavy clean bone 
are indications of ruggedness and 
prerequisites to size. The day of the 
spindle legged Duroc with broken 
down feet is a thing of the past even 
in the show ring.

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SELECTING THE SHOW HERD 
graze and rustle around. The lazy, 
sleek, pretty pig that sleeps all 
day will never make a show hog 
or a_ profitable breeding animal. 
Watch the long, tall, awkward gang- 
ling pigs because they are the ones 
that invariably have the strength of 
constitution, ruggedness and stamina 
to grow out and develop into impres- 
sive show animals and_. breeding 
animals that add to the merit and 
popularity of the breed. To be per- 
sonal, my kind of a pig is the one 
that has the appearance of. an 
overgrown shepherd puppy and 
that shows that he will con- 
tinue to develop frame and_ scale 
as long as he is properly fed. Don’t 
be afraid of the pig that is somewhat 
rough and coarse, provided there is 
no thickness of shoulder. Contrary 
to what some swine specialists say, I 
am of the opinion that roughness 
and coarseness to a limited extent are 
indications of a good strong consti- 
tution, strength of vital organs and 
bodily vigor and as the pig gradu- 
ally matures and develops, will dis- 
appear. This does not call for the 
sacrifice of quality either. The big 
type pig will weigh as much any day 
of his life as the other kind and he 
don’t need any more feed to make 
the pounds either. A pig that has 
the required scale and stretch needed 
to mature into a big hog will natur- 
ally lack some of the fineness and 
silkiness of the cramped, blocky, 
short middled pig the breeding of 
which will destroy the utility of any 
breed of swine. If you want good 
show hogs and better breeding hogs 
stick to the pigs with length of mid- 
dle because in this middle are found 
the reproductive organs and the ma- 
chine that converts raw feeds into 
pounds of pork. 

See that the prospects you begin 
with are not pinched in the loin or 
weak in the heart girth which are 
faults that tend to become more no- 
ticeable as development progresses. 
Holes in the loin at an early age 
sometimes indicate that the animal is 
a poor feeder and likely to become 
thick in front and narrow behind 
with age. This is a fault that some 
authorities say can be overcome by 
judicious use of feed. This is true 
sometimes and also it is sometimes 
not true. However, there is a differ- 
ence between holes in the loins and 
the gaunt appearance in the loin as 
exhibited by many fast growing pigs. 
The distinction is readily made when 
pigs are subjected to close examina- 


tion. Every Duroc man has heard 
the expression “ring around the 
heart.’’ This is a depression behind 


the shoulders that extends around 
the entire body if such expression 
conveys the meaning. Pigs of this 
kind rarely show evenness from end 
to end at maturity which is so desir-

MY PIG CLUB EXPERIENCE 

Editor’s Note — The following 
story was written especially for this 
issue of the BULLETIN by Reva 
Redlinger, a thirteen-year-old girl 
of Watertown, South Dakota, on her 
experience in Pig Club work: 


In the winter of 1922 I joined the 
Codington County Pig Club of Wa- 
tertown and on January 30, 1923, I 
purchased one of the very best pure 
bred Duroc junior yearling sows of- 
fered at the Allen, Youngquist, 
Loucks, Stein sale for which I paid 
the sum of $77. We took her home 
and established her in humble, but 
comfortable quarters. On March 19 
there arrived fourteen of the nicest 
pigs, but on account of the cold 
weather the number was reduced to 
seven. When they were about a 
month old we made a creep for them 
so they might come to a separate 
trough and eat rolled oats and milk. 
They and their mother had a large 
sweet clover pasture to run in which

furnished them plenty of green feed 
and exercise so necessary to their 
growth. 


After weaning they were fed three 
times a day regularly, their ration 
consisting of ground oats and bar- 
ley weli soaked and seasoned with 
salt, feeding each time only just 
what they would eat up clean. They 
grew very rapidly and at the time of 
our Pig Club Show on November 7, 
8 and 9 the seven pigs averaged 250 
pounds. (I was always careful not 
to get them too fat and always keep- 
ing their ration well balanced.) 


I entered four pigs in the show 
and can you imagine my delight 
upon being awarded the following 
winnings: Grand Champion male all 
breeds competing, grand champion 
sow all breeds competing, first on

mith, State Leader of Farm Ad- 
‘sers and in charge of the Ton-Lit- 
© project, gives some very inter- 
iting facts relative to the work. 
rofessor Smith says: 

“Analyzing the records of the 
iccessful 1923 ton litter producers 
| Illinois, it is obvious that great 
ire was exercised while the pigs 
ere young. Not only were the lit- 
Ts given the proper kind of rations, 
it the animals were watched and 
udied in order to properly gauge 
le amount of feed needed to pro- 
uce rapid gains. Forage crops 
ere extensively used, to promote 
le vigor of the animals, and pro- 
set their health, as well as _ to 
neapen the gains. 


‘Slop, rich in nitrogenous feeds, 
ich as skimmilk, middlings, and 
mkage, was commonly used. Up to 
dur months of age, the corn in most 
ases was limited after which it was 
eavily fed. Ground oats was used 
1 Many instances and ground bar- 
4 replaced corn in a few cases. 
oth hand feeding and self-feeding 
ere used with success, the main 
uctors seeming to be, to give the 
nimals the proper kind and amount 
f feed.

This. gives in concrete form the 
Illinois experience and I am sure 
these points will be most helpful to 
all pork raisers who are feeding lit- 
ters this year for the ton goal. Prof- 
essor Smith reports that with only 
one half of the county records re- 
turned that over one hundred litters 
have been certified for 1924. 

For the state of Wisconsin, Mr. 
H. J. Brant, State Leader of the con- 
test reported on May 12th that 40 
entries had been received. Mr. Brant 
says “Of the 40 litters enrolled 35 
are purebred litters, 3 are cross-

breds, and 2 are grades. 
are sired by a registered boar. 
is one of the requirements in the 
Wisconsin Club. Last year, 21 lit- 
ters made the required weight. Quite 
a few men who completed the goal 
in 1923 have entered again this 
year.”’ 

Mr. M. B. Posson, of the Exten- 
sion Service of the Agricultural Col- 
lege at Lincoln, writes that Nebraska 
does not have a ton litter club this 
year. Special attention is being 
given to factors bearing upon the 
raising of good sized litters as indi- 
cated by the Nebraska report. 

“Our hog production work at this 
time is mostly in connection with 
hog lot sanitation. We have two 
hundred farmers raising pigs under 
absolutely clean conditions and are 


using these men’s farms 
as community and county 
demonstrations. The hog 
raisers of the state as a 
whole are watching our 
results with keen interest. 
This same work was 
carried on to some extent 
last year and a number of 
ton litters were produced on aver- 
age Nebraska farms. We feel that 
in case the man who does not care 
to produce a ton litter, it is just as 
important that he raise more pigs 
per sow and cut down his cost of 
production. We are endeavoring to 
raise an entire crop of good pigs on 
a farm with few or no runts among 
them. The average litter raised in 
Nebraska at the present time is about 
five pigs per sow. On our sanitation 
demonstration farms last year, this 
average was raised to seven and 
practically no runts were produced.”’ 

Mr. H. G. Zavoral, Live Stock 
Specialist of the University Exten- 
sion Service, gives the following in- 
formation for the state of Minne- 
sota: 

“We have well over 200 enthusi- 
astic farmers enrolled in this con- 
test. Martin eounty, bordering on 
the Iowa line, has sent in 37 enroll- 
ments, which we have several coun- 
ties with only one or two enroll- 
ments. Last year Minnesota had 
only 20 litters enrolled. The Min- 
nesota Live Stock Breeders’ Associa- 
tion has contributed $500.00 for 
special prizes for the contest this 
year.”’ 

Professor J. W. ‘Burch, under 
whose direction the ton litter club 
project is being developed in the 
state of Missouri, writes: 

“We have 22 counties carrying on 
this work but not all of them have 
turned in their farrowing report 
cards. At present we have at least 
82 litters actually on feed for this 
project. I think there is little doubt 
but that we will have at least 100 
litters starting in the contest. 

“The Missouri Live Stock Associa- 
tion is offering a gold medal this 
year to every farmer in Missouri who 
makes the ton mark in 180 days. 
We are giving just as much credit 
to the man who makes just barely 
2,000 pounds as we are to the man 
who makes greater gains with the 
high priced feeds, and consequently 
higher priced gains.” 

This is the second year for a ton 
litter club for the state of Ohio. In 
1923 Buckeye pork raisers produced 
39 ton litters out of 115 nominated 
in the club. Professor John W. 
Wuichet of the Extension Service 
of the University, who initiated this 
work in Ohio, and in charge of the

HE space necessary to pub- 

lish this article might well 

be used to compliment Duroc 

breeders on the determined 

spirit manifested by them and 
the work they performed in the in- 
terest of Futurity Shows to be held 
this fall. At no time in the past 
five years have the breeders demon- 
strated more clearly that they are 
solidly behind the business than by 
the excellent manner in which they 
gave generously of their time, en- 
ergy and finances in order to insure 
the leadership of the Big Red Breed 
in the number of hogs on exhibit at 
fairs this fall. Thanks to the won- 
derful co-operation of the breeders, 
the Duroc exhibit will be the big fea- 


ture, as usual, at fairs both large 
and small in all parts of the coun- 
try. As the saying goes, “‘you can’t 
keep a good breed down.’’ It would 


not be possible to mention individual 
instances of how the breeders as- 
sisted in collecting nominations for 
the various futurities. They were all 
willing workers and are all equally 
deserving of praise and commenda- 
tion. 

The tough part of the job, that 
of getting the number of nominations 
required to fill the futurities, is now 
behind us. A list of all futurities 
definitely completed is given in this 
issue. To this will be added a few 
additional shows, that are filled at 
this time, for which the size of the 
particular classification to be offered 
has not been determined. Blanks 
for the nominators to use in making 
final payments will be mailed out 
very shortly. Accompanying the 


blanks will be a letter giving infor- 
mation as to the size of each futurity 
classification, the amount of the final 
payment and other instructions that 
will be of interest to those who have 
entered their herds. Should any 
breeder fail to receive final payment 
blanks, he should write this office as 
sometimes letters are lost in the 
mails or mis-delivered. 

A special request is made for the 
breeders to record their futurity pigs 
early so that it will be possible for 
them to have their final payments 
in at least 30 days prior to the open- 
ing day of the fair at which the fu- 
turity is to be held. Each year there 
are many delays in this respect which 
cause much inconvenience and dis- 
satisfaction all around. It prevents 
us from making up the entry books 
accurately and having them at the 
fair before the show is held. This 
is the main reason why it is desirable 
for the breeders to give early atten- 
tion to the registration of futurity 
pigs. Then again, in some instances, 
when the pedigrees first reach the 
office they are not eligible to record 
and before the corrections can be 
made, the futurity is over and the 
breeder has been deprived of com- 
peting for the futurity premium 
money. At this time the pigs are 
far enough along to know which ones 
are to be shown so it seems there 
can be no necessity to delay record- 
ing those to be entered in the fu- 
turity. Breeders can, if they desire, 
send in the final payment blanks 
and the pedigrees to be recorded at 
the same time. The names of the

The Warm Weather Is Taking Its Toll 
Among Hogs That Are Being Trans- 
ported by Wagon and Rail

It was late in the afternoon, too, 
nut the day was very hot, the hog 
yas very fat, and the jolting of the 
yagon made him get too hot. The 
log was just lying in the wagon bed 
yithout anything about him to keep 
iim cool. The hog was engaged to 
he buyer on foot, and consequently 
yas not sold when he died. - Buyer 
vas very sorry, but could not handle 
t, and it was the last hog the farmer 
iad. 


It was about night when the hog 
lied, and the man away from home. 
What was to be done about it? he 
isked. I could advise nothing bet- 
er than to take it back home and 
vender it up for soap making, which 
was not quite a total loss, but 
nearly so. As it was some distance 
iome, and the hog died of heat, I 
lid not think it would be suitable 
‘or food, so thought the best that 
sould be done was to make the fat 
nto soap on the farm. He went 
vack home, and did that, but there 
jemains the loss. 
| Now, I will give you the plan I 
dopted years ago for hauling hogs 
n hot weather. I advised this man 
o try it the next time he started to 
saul any. 
| First, take a wagon with a good 
ight bed, one that will hold water, 
ond place an inch or two of dirt in 
she bottom of the bed and pour water 
m the dirt until you have 
» mud. Have the water 
ool, and do not have the 
og worried any more than 
»ossible when placed in the 
Wagon. Better to have a 
‘olid floor with about six 
neh sides and the balance 
»f the body made of slats. 
fave the bed high enough 
0 that they can stand up 
traight when they so de- 
ire and do not tie them. 
When they are tied they will 
vorry and soon get very 
1ot, and be awful hot before 
‘ou think about it.

Years ago I had some of the 
same experience in hauling hogs, and 
it taught me a lesson never to be for- 
gotten. No matter how hot a hog 
may get never pour cold water di- 
rectly on him, as it is very danger- 
ous. He will, if very hot, die almost 
every time this is done. A fat hog 
can be tied by all four feet when the 
weather is very hot, and will often 
die in just a short time from worry 
and overheat. In hauling be very 
careful to drive very careful and 
slow, as the jolting of the wagon is 


HOT WEATHER SHIPPING 
HINTS 


Keep hogs as quiet as pos- 
sible before shipping. 

Avoid unnecessary assort- 
ing, noise and disturbance. 

Remove all excessive manure 
from car before bedding it. 

Bed car only with sand 
which should be weil wetted. 

Load comfortably full. Too 
light loading causes jostling 
and increased shrinkage—but 
don’t overload. 


very hard on them and causes them 
to worry. 


These are points which are well 
worth considering. It is folly to 
raise hogs, feed them high-priced 
feeds, get them in good shape, and 
then let them die on their way to 
market.

OHIO BREEDER PASSES ON 
Word was flashed across the red 


hog world on June 8th that the dean 
of Duroc breeders, Sam Morton was 
no more. Mr. Morton had been ail- 
ing for a number of years and was 
forced on account of this ailment to 
give up his active farm work and 
retire to town. Only a few days 
previous to his death the word came 
that he seemed much better, but so 
it is with the treacherous disease 
which afflicted and sapped his 
strength these many months. 

No man whose name appeared on 
the Duroc list has been so promi- 
nent and there is no herd to which 
such a large majority of the pedi- 
gree of our good animals trace to 
as do the Morton herd, for in this 
herd were bred and grown the heads 
of two of the greatest families any 
breed of pure bred live stock ever 
knew—the Protections and _ the 
Colonels. Both of these families 
were perfected under his master hand 
and master eye, and the good that 
has resulted to the pure bred hog 
business by the production of two 
such animals cannot be reckoned in 
dollars and cents. 

Mr. Morton was among the first 
to realize the efficacy of the public 
sale system of disposing of surplus 
and for many years he held one or 
more sales, besides which he had a 
very wide private sale business. 

None but those who are old enough 
to remember the rebuffs and the ad- 
verse criticism which met the men 
who were building this, the greatest 
breed of hogs the world has ever 
known can imagine what such men 
as Morton passed through in taking 
these into fairs where there were no 
classification and where the 
advocates of other and old- 
er breeds were in command 
and made the most of their 
power. But Mr. Morton, 
along with a few co-workers 
believed in the breed and 
he lived to see his faith veri- 
fied many times. 

The writer drove to his 
home last fall when visiting 
the Preble county fair and 
sat with him on his porch 
and listened to recitals of 
early days in showing and 
selling, and Mr. Morton said

at the time his strength would not 
allow him to leave the place, but 
he would like once more to see a 
good Duroc show. Interested in his 
life’s work to the last although pre- 
vented from participation in its ac- 
tivities. No one but he realized 
what a cross that was to bear. 


The last time he was permitted to 
see the International Show at Chi- 
cago where he had in years gone by 
won many high honors with animals 
of his breeding, he sat in the 
American Association banquet and 
watched with vivid interest the 
movie picture shown at that time of 
some of the noted herds of the coun- 
try. At that time his health had 
prevented him from going much to 
fairs and to visit breeders and that 
movie picture was of deeper interest 
to him than anything he had seen 
in years, and he told the secretary 
that if that could be shown all over 
the hog belt, it would give the rising 
generation of hog men something to 
shoot at and. augment their interest. 


A list of the noted animals pro- 
duced on the Morton farm would be 
about like producing a large part of 
the first volumes of the herd, and 
very few pedigrees there be today 
that don’t run back in fourth or 
fifth generation to these animals, 
although he has been out of active 
work in breeding for eight or ten 
years. 


Duroc breeders of today cannot 
reckon the value Sam Morton’s work 
has been to the breed. And it is due 
him’ that we pause in prayerful 
thankfulness that such giants of men 
as he have been willing to devote 
their best efforts to live stock im- 
provement so that coming genera- 
tions might profit thereby. 


Mr. Morton was elected secretary 
of the American Association for 
1889, and served until 1905. He 
was again chosen to the office in 
1901, and 1905. He also served as 
president several terms and was a 
member of the board of directors at 
different times. The work of the 
secretary while he was serving be- 
tween 1889 and 1905, was the most 
difficult in any years of the organiza- 
tion’s existence, and many of the 
rules adopted in recording and is- 
suance of pedigrees were laid down 
during that regime.

Don’t “hide your light under a 
bushel’’ nor keep your pigs at home 
when the fair is on. A good show 
of good pigs at your. county fair 
means the best advertisement you 
and the breed can get. 


“A rolling stone gathers no moss’”’ 
neither does a setting hen get fat. 
Don’t set and let the other fellow 
get the business. 

A very large majority of farmers 
are ‘“‘sold’”’ on the pure bred hog and 
all you need do is keep growing them 
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better than cross-breds. You will get 
a portion of his business at least. | 

Your neighbors will need boars! 
They will need good boars. Castrate 
the so-called ‘‘farmer boar” and sell] 
your neighbor some real ones. | 

Don’t sell your surplus stock at 
market prices and on top of that 
agree to deliver papers. Sell them 
to the packer first.

HE profits from 
the hog crop form 
; a very important 
item of the total 
profits from many 
farms. Mr. Dow- 
ney realized that this profit 
depended in a large 
‘measure upon the care of 
‘the hogs, and good care of the hogs 
calls for an up-to-date and sanitary 
hog house. Warm, dry, sanitary, 
healthful farrowing quarters cannot 
be over-emphasized. 

While his piggery is by no means 
‘among the first of this design to be 
erected, it possesses a number of de- 
‘sirable features not found in most 
structures of the kind. It differs 
jchiefly in the’ construction of the 
roof. Whereas most hog houses have 
an ordinary gable or gambrel roof, 
this building is covered with a roof 


portion which contains the metal 
roof windows is much steeper than 
the lower part. This form of con- 
struction affords several distinct ad- 
vantages over the single slope roof 
as ordinarily constructed. 

1. The ceiling can be kept very 
‘low and the structure is therefore, 
‘easy to keep warm, as there is less 
‘air to heat. It is unnecessary for a

fact, it is objectionable from the 
standpoint of heating.

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Hot Weather Hog Hints 


Hogs Require Plenty of Shade and Water 
During These Hot Days 


HERE is printed in other 

parts of this issue informa- 

tion on the care of hogs while 

hauling and when shipping. 

We wish to here give a few 

suggestions on the care of 
hogs while on the home grounds, 
which should be at least as impor- 
tant if not more so. The hot days 
are here—they were a long time 
coming but we’ll say that they are 
making up for all lost time. In order 
to avoid loss and sickness we must 
give these important things close at- 
tention. You no doubt have your 
show herd already picked out and 
any set-back to them would be a 
calamity at this time. 


An efficient artificial 
quickly and with but little or no expense. 


The first thing that we will discuss 
is the matter of shade.. You are cer- 
tainly fortunate indeed if you have 
a cool, naturally shady spot on your 
farm where the hogs can lay during 
these sultry days and enjoy life with 
a life-saving breeze reaching them at 
all times, no matter which way it 
is coming from. If this pasture or 
orchard with ample shade is open 
on all sides and has no interrupting 
wind-breaks then your hogs are well 
fixed for the summer. 

However, the average hog farm 
was not equipped in that manner by 
Mother Nature and artificial shade 
must be provided. The illustration 
on this page shows one of the best 
and simplest of its kind. It is in use 
on one of Iowa’s best pure bred hog 
farms and is serv- 
ing the purpose 
splendidly. One 
like it or similar 
can be built in a 
hurry and will fur- 
nish plenty of per- 
manent shade for 
your hogs. The 
posts are placed in 
the ground with the 
middle row higher, 
then boards are 
placed over the top. 
You will notice that 
it is open on all 
sides allowing the

air to enter from all directions. The 
same effect can be obtained by 
stretching wire over the posts and 
placing straw on the wire. If you 
do not have an abundance of natural 
shade build this artificial one by all 
means. 

The subject of a wallow has long 
been in controversy. There are still 
a few hog breeders that cling to the 
old mud wallow idea, holding up the 
argument that it is the natural wal- 
low and the mud is good for the 
animals. They are right to a cer- 
tain extent—when there are plenty 
of rains this mud hole is kept fairly 
clean, but it is more often a breed- 
ing place for disease germs and a 
collecting place _ for 
filth. Be that as it 
may, we are all agreed, 
Pechink, that) as. cood 
cement wallow is the 
ideal one, with a drain 
to let the water out in 
order to keep it clean 
at all times. It also 
takes a little attention 
to keep it from becom- 
ing a mud wallow as 
mud is brought in 
from the outside by 
every hog on _ every 
trip in and out of it. 
There is also a difference of opin- 
ion as to whether the hog needs a 
wallow at all or not. Some breed- 
ers Maintain that a hog will feel 
the heat much more after it comes 
out of the wallow than if it had 
never been in one. But whatever 
you believe and practice, don’t have 
a filthy, slimy mud hole for your 
hogs to wallow in and collect all 
sickness possible and lessen their 
chances for development. 

By all means don’t fail to have 
plenty of fresh drinking water be- 
fore them. This is all-important be- 
cause drinking hot, dirty water dur- 
ing these sultry days is just the last 
word in unhealthfulness. Take some 
extra precautions for the rest of the 
Summer in the care of your hogs, not

Dear Sir: 

Two years ago last February I 
bought my first registered gilt. It 
was my first year as leader of a pig 
club. I had handled grade Durocs 
for about ten years. My father had 
the Poland Chinas. But I like the 
Durocs better, because they are more 
prolific, and gentler. Most of the 
boys in my clubs had Durocs. Sev- 
eral had Hampshires and one Ches- 
ter Whites. During the war I made 
good money with my grade hogs, but 
these were well bred hogs. I have 
not been so successful since I en- 
tered the pure bred business. My in- 
tention is to market most of the hogs 
and keep only the best for breeding 
stock. I am disgusted with the type 
of hogs most of the breeders are 
producing. It seems to me there is 
too much talk of high back and long 
legs, and with that type of hogs goes 
a long nose. The heads are too large 
and the hams too small and the color 
very often is not a cherry red. I like 
to see a herd of hogs that have a 
uniform color. Several months ago 
Mr. Evans had an article in the Bul- 
letin about the color of the Durocs, 
I think that was a very timely arti- 
cle. Why is it that the hog buyers 
at the Wichita, Kansas, market do 
not pay as much for the bacon type 
hog as they do for a pork type hog? 
My hogs used to sell for top price or 
within ten cents of top. Now I have 
to be satisfied with twenty-five to 
thirty cents below top. Yours for 
better Durocs.

“KILLING THE BULL” 

Under the above caption the Cali- 
fornia Farmer says some real things 
about the calamity howler and gos- 
sip monger that applies elsewhere 
also. 

“Since Dr. Houck took charge of 

the hoof-and-mouth plague fight not 
so many animals have been killed, 
‘but he seems to have killed one bull 
‘which was doing this State more 
‘harm than all of the cattle actually 
‘affected by the disease. 
We refer to the propaganda bull. 
‘This bull at the outbreak of the 
disease immediately put his hoof in 
his mouth and the virulent disease 
ithereby set up spread with terrific 
sspeed. It bounded across state lines, 
and bulls of the same breed, learn- 
‘ing nothing from its fate, im- 
mediately put their hoofs in their 
‘mouths. The results were disas- 
itrous beyond belief. The disease 
\spread by the propaganda bull is 
both infectious and contagious. Its 
\chief carrier seems to be printer’s 
ink, and, strange to relate, the dis- 
‘ease can be cured by the same sub- 
stance that spreads it. 

When Dr. Houck arrived on the 
scene he sent for a couple of expert 
propaganda bull whackers, and 
‘thereafter the bull kept its hoof on 
the ground. 

Statements from Dr. Houck are 
‘decisive and incisive. Instead of 
\ spreading the disease, they have 
checked it at many points. Much 
\ hysteria has been allayed, and the 
sideshows, in the form of embargoes 
| on California products that have had 
no effect in stopping the spread of 
‘the disease, are being closed. 

The bare facts are all that the 
public needs, and these are being 
| given in a manner clearly showing 
that the situation is well in hand. 
| The Federal scientific bureaus have 
| the confidence of the people, and 
Dr. Houck promises to add to this 
reputation by the way he is han- 
dling the situation.

A National Committee of economists and electrical and agri- 
cultural engineers has organized state groups of farmers to 
whom electricity is being supplied. These groups will receive 
electrical facts from engineers and will in turn give the engi- 
neers farming facts. The state agricultural colleges guide these 
eroups—show them how to apply electricity and how to keep 
records of power consumed, time and labor,—records which can 
becompared with thoseobtained undernon-electrical conditions. 


Farmers do not profess to be electrical engineers, and electrical 
engineers do not profess to be farmers. But by putting their 
heads together they are adapting electricity tofarming. Ways of 
utilizing electricity could be discovered that would be profitable. | 


Co-operation of this kind is now bringing about greater electrification. 


As a result both the 500,000 farmers who have electric service and those 
who have never had it will profit. For electricity will be applied in ways 
never dreamed of before. Crops will be produced and handled with less 
labor and at lower cost. The standard of living on the farm will be raised. 


All the conditions to be faced are not known. And as soon as they are 
known—and that will be very soon—there will be fewer farms on which 
men and animals do all the work.

NEW BARNS FOR OHIO STATE 
FAIR 

In spite of the adverse weather 
conditions and some troubles with 
labor, the new cattle and hog barns 
for the Ohio State Fair are nearing 
completion and nothing short of a 
calamity can prevent their being in 
readiness for the fair date which 
arrives during the latter days of 
August. The cattle barn is on the 
old site of the hog barn, in close 
proximity to the Coliseum where the 
cattle awards are made and it is the 
largest cattle barn in the world— 
and that’s taking in some territory. 
It is 800x350 and just how many 
head of cattle it will shelter we did 
not learn. 


During a recent visit to the office 
of Director of Agriculture, Truax 
and Manager Lewis of the state fair, 
the writer visited the fair grounds 
in their company and looked over 
the vast work being done on these 
buildings and the poultry house. 


The hog barn is the old cattle 
barn remodeled or rebuilt and all of 
us who hesitated on giving our o. k. 
to this work, holding out for a new 
building, may have to take back all 
we have said for it looks to us now 
like this would make one of the 
best hog barns ever erected on a 
state fair ground. It has a good 
many things to commend it and the 
only thing that is troubling these 
officers now is enough entries of the 
various breeds this fall to fill it dur- 
ing the great state show. 


The entire floors are cemented and 
the changes made in the construc- 
tion of the outside walls and of the 
roof have made it possible to get a 
maximum of ventilation and light 
with a minimum of exposure to rain 
or storms of a.y kind that may oc- 
cur during the fair. The two large 
judging rings are ample for a na- 
tionwide show and these arenas are 
skirted by circus seats under cover 
and so arranged as to make it pos- 
sible to see the work of the judge 
clearly while sitting. 

In addition to the new hog barn, 
a wing of the old building has been 
moved near to this new barn and is 
being fitted for the pig club boys 
and girls and their show animals, 
with meeting rooms and every con- 
venience to make the club work and 
their gatherings during the show 
pleasant and profitable. 


In addition to the immense space 
in the cattle barn for the various 
breeds, a very large basement has 
been made under the west side for 
the sheltering and stanchioning of 
the nurse cows, with ramps of easy 
stages up to the main floor above. 

It has been a busy season for 
Messrs. Truax and Lewis in keeping 
these building enterprises going but 
they are going to be able to see 
their work completed and no doubt 
be highly complimented on_ sur- 
mounting all the difficulties that 
have been in their way. 

It is up to the breeders of hogs 
in the great state of Ohio to show 
their appreciation of the money in- 
vested in this improvement to do 


their best to fill the barns this fall 
and bring out the best show

I am a very small breeder and 
never hope to be much, most of us 
are not cut out for much, but I’ve 
had ten year’s experience and know 
what the farmer of this. section 
wants.

I notice that 
our successful mule men take form 
in preference to size, and that a 
closely built, 15 hand mule or horse 
will do the same work as a long 
legged, 16 hand mule, and on 2-3 
the feed, and always be in much 
better flesh. Cattle feeders are very 
careful about conformation. I’ve 
tried the rangy Duroc to my grief. 
My shorter ones are always present- 
able, and the feeder picks that kind 
when he buys of me. The Spotted 
Poland China came to this locality 
with a boom, being sponsored by 
our farm agent, and is now passing 
out, because he is too high off the 
ground. Actually half of my patrons 
are complaining of too much leg. 
Now bear in mind these are not my 
ideas, but my experiences.

(Continued from page 9) 
project this year says: 
“This year we have enrolled some 
forty-four counties, totalling 264 
separate herds. In 1923 the number 


of counties making enrollments was 
27 with a total of 201 herds entered. 


Our increase in enrollments is 
probably due in part to the fact that 
we made no concerted effort to cover 
the entire state last year, but we 
feel very much pleased with the 
showing for 1924. It is impossible 
for me to even hint at the possible 
number of nominations which we 
will receive, but from indications I 
shall be very much disappointed if 
we do not have more than the 115 
which were made last year.” 

Professor James R. Wiley of Pur- 
due University, State Leader of the 
ton litter club in the Hoosier state, 
gives some very valuable hints in 
regard to the work in Indiana. He 
says: 

“This is the third year for the ton 
litter club in Indiana. The first year 
555 farmers and swine breeders en- 
rolled in the club, and 33 of them 
produced 35 ton litters. In 1923, 
there were 854 enrolled and 58 of 
them produced 61 ton litters. This 
year we have 567 enrollments. How 
many will reach the goal this year 
nobcdy knows, but if spirit and atti- 
tude can be taken as an indication 
there will be more men turn the 
trick in 1924 than was the case last 
year. i 


“Here in Indiana farmers keep 
around 600,000 brood sows. The 
average size of litter raised to wean- 
ing time is between four and five 
pigs. Hog record demonstrations 
conducted in the Hoosier state show 
that 1,000 to 1,200 pounds of con- 
centrates are fed to a brood sow 
from breeding time in the fall until 
the pigs are weaned at two months 
of age the following spring. This 
means 250 to 300 pounds of grain 
per weanling pig when four pigs per 
litter are raised, compared to against 
125 to 150 pounds of grain when 
eight pigs are raised. 


Figures collected by the Purdue 
Farm Management Department show 
at present feed prices that it costs 
around $35.00 to keep a sow a year. 
Suppose our Indiana farmers raised 
an average of six to seven pigs to 
the litter instead of the present four 
to five. That would make possible 
a reduction of 200,000 brood sows, 
and with no decrease in total volume 
of pork produced but would lower 
the cost of production by $5,000,000. 

“Bigger Litters, Bigger Profits,’’ 
the slogan of the Hoosier Ton Litter 
Club, is an axiom in hog production. 

The past two years of ton litter 
work show certain things needed to 
reach the ton goal according to 
Wiley. Every ton litter produced in 
this state—97 altogether—has been

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sired by a purebred boar. Hight: 
six of the 97 sows have been pur 
breds, 6 were high grades and 
were of mixed breeding. 


The outstanding fact about thes 
sows that produced ton litters is. th 
they came from large litters ap 
raise big litters right along. Sevent 
eight of the 97 sows on which da 
could be secured, came from litte) 
that averaged over 10 pigs. Onj 
one ton litter sow has come from 
litter of less than 8 pigs. 


These 78 sows have farrowed an 
raised 267 litters altogether. In the 
litters they farrowed 2,760 pigs, 
average of a little more than 10 pix 
to the litter. But the best part 
that they raised 2,392 of the pi 
that were born, an average of almo; 
9 pigs to the litter. 


Wiley makes further comment c 
the work and _ says: “Purebre 
breeding stock supplied the gee 
stock that made it possible to pr 
duce these ton litters. The big le 
son here is to use purebred bree 
ing stock to start with, and to sele 
future breeding stock from sows ar 
boars that come from large litter 
that have the ability to raise lar; 
litters of thrifty, growthy pigs, tl 
kind of litters that have the abili 
to reach the ton mark when fed ar 
managed right. ; 


Our Indiana farmers are learnir 
from the ton litter work three thin} 
highly fundamental to Hoosier Po 
Production. The first is that prop 
selection of breeding hogs will a¢ 
materially to the reproductive capa 
ity of the sows kept for breedi 
use. 


The second is that it pays to p 
forth more effort to increase the si/ 
of litter raised to weaning time. 


The third is that clean sanita 
farrowing quarters, lots and pastur 
will go a long way toward reducil 
the loss from parasites and disease 


Regarding the Ton Litter Proje 
in Pennsylvania, enrollments al 
certificates of farrowing have bet 
received from 272 farmers. Litte 
on feed for the Gold Medal Awa' 
to be given by each state Swi 
Breeders’ Association number ju 
under 330. Forty-four Pennsylvan 
counties are represented. 


Summarizing for all the states 
cited previously there is a total 
1,500 farmers who have signifi 
their intention of participating — 
this very important project in swil 
production.

any doubt about the type we want 
and the type that we can _ boost. 
Among thousands of breeders you 
can naturally find those who will go 
to extremes and there will be a rabid 
few who will insist on getting legs 
and back without any middle worth 
while, when we all know that it’s the 
middle that brings the scales down. 

It is the work of leading breeders 
to keep the size of the pork grower’s 


herd up to a good stand- 
ard. There is no animal 
which deteriorates in size 
as rapidly as the hog when 
under ordinary farm breed- 
ing conditions and the pork 
grower looks to the breeder 
to give him boars and 
sows that will keep up this length 
and depth in his pork herd. If he 
doesn’t he will soon be sending 
those chuffy, short pigs to market 
and have to market them when they 
are ready whether the price is right 
or not. 

The smaller and more numerous 
breeders of pure breds who depend 
on leading breeders for their seed 
stock must necessarily buy breeding 
animals somewhat larger ‘and more 
stretchy than the run of his herd in 
order to keep up the size of his herd, 
so in the actual working out of type 
and size there are at least three or 
four stages from the herds of the 
leading breeders to the herds of the 
army of pork growers. Then it is 
up to the ‘‘pace-setters’”’ of the breed 
to breed them as large and roomy as 
they can and still keep the feeding 
quality and the glossy, smooth coat 
intact so that they can pass size on 
down to customers and _ with it 
plenty of good feeding, 
growing qualities. 


The office force is wrongly accused by R. J.

The Ton Litter Championship of 
Illinois in 1923 was won by a litter 
of Duroc pigs with a weight of 3,283 
pounds at the end of 180 days. The 
litter was bred and fed out by James 
Deputy, Keensburg, Illinois, and out- 
weighed the next heaviest litter in 
the state by 182 pounds. This is 
also the heaviest litter ever raised in 
the corn belt by official weight. 

There were 12 pigs in the litter 
farrowed March 18th, 1923, all of 
which were raised. Both the sire 
and dam are pure bred, registered 
stock of the Duroc-Jersey breed. 
Prior to weaning time the sow and 
litter received a ration of corn and 
middlings with some skim milk and 
were allowed to range on rye pas- 
ture. When weaned the litter was 
kept on pasture and fed lightly to 
develop frame. At nine weeks old 
the pigs were vaccinated. The lim- 
ited ration was continued till the lit- 
ter was four months of. age when 
the weight was 1,585 pounds. Full 


feeding was then started and kept 
up until the close of the contest.

$50 and around 125 head of sows 
bred, open and bred gilts, for the 
same average; also some breeding 
services. ; 

I figure it costs 10% more to feed 
the way we do than the ordinary way 
of feeding an average grade herd, 
and the extra time one gives is worth 
another 10%. I can not give feed 
cost, aS our cows, horses, poultry and 
pigs all have their rations mixed 
from the same feed bins. As you 
know we have only forty acres, some 
thirty-five of that tillable, so must 
buy the greater part of our grain. 
We rotate the crops so we have about 
fifteen acres of alfalfa each year, the 
rest divided between corn, oats and 
seeding. To provide tender green 
feed for pigs when they are husking 
the corn, we sow rye in our corn the 
last cultivation, also plant soy-beans 
when planting corn, as I like to fin- 
ish the young boars off and get them 
ready for the fall sale by letting them 
pick corn several hours every day. 
The gilts I rather like to hand feed.

What Is Ruggedness in Durocs 


ZHE term rugeged- 
ness is often used in 
describing hogs. 
The general impres- 


: 10on. 
sion of a rugged 

animal is one that is heavy 

boned, coarse haired and 

that presents an impression 

of roughness 2f form and _ finish. 


There is also a common belief that 
such an animal is extremely hardy, 
fas superior constitution, is long 
lived and can withstand abuse and 
neglect. 

The other extreme of hog type, 
the smooth, sleek, high qualitied, 
thin skinned animal is never referred 
to as rugged. Many people think of 
this type as being effeminate, lacking 
in vigor and constitution, more sus- 
ceptible to disease, unable to undergo 
exposure, in fact, possessing none of 
the characteristics that are generally 
associated with ruggedness. 

Webster’s Dictionary gives ten dis- 
tinct meanings to ruggedness. 
Among these may be found, ‘‘rough 
and wrinkled,” ‘‘ragged and bristly.” 
However the definition that appeals 
to us in describing the ruggedness of 
a high class hog is, ‘‘vigorous, ro- 
bust, hardy.’’ There is no more de- 
sirable quality in a hog than rugged- 
ness when ruggedness means “‘vigor- 
ous, robust, hardy;’”’ and there is no 
meaner quality in a “hog when it is 
taken to mean “‘rough and wrinkled’”’ 
or ‘“‘ragged and bristly.’’ It is there- 
fore quite important that ruggedness 
in hogs be clearly defined. 


Vigorous 


This brings to our minds the pic- 


ture of husky pigs piling over each 
other to get at the choice place in 
the trough. It means pigs that are 
rustlers, that get out before day 
across the clover fields, that are 
always alert and full of snap. The 
quality of vigor does not show on the 
outside of the animal. It cannot be 
pointed to like one would point to a 
foot or ear or loin. It is rather 
judged by the look of the eye, the 
carriage of the ear, the firm, snappy 
stride. Vigor is a matter of general 
impression, it is the “atmosphere” of 
the animal. 


- No better place can vigor be de- 
tected than in the show ring. One 
hog will come trotting into the ring, 
with head up, eyes open, alertness 
personified. Another one will come 
slouching in, with head _ scooping 
along the ground, ears lopping, with 
an awkward step and a general 
‘tired of life’, look.. The first hog

will require two or three attendants 
to corner and the latter one will re- 
quire two or three attendants with 
clubs and whips to keep him up on 
his feet and keep him moving. The 
sluggish, loose jointed, slow moving, 
thick skinned, nerveless, wrinkly 
brute is not vigorous and cannot be 
called rugged. 
Robust 


Here again do we find a qualifica- 
tion of ruggedness that does not ap- 
pear on the outside. Robustness is 
closely associated with constitution. 
The seat of this quality is in the 
vital organs. Powerful heart and 
lung power make an animal robust. 
Chest capacity is the most visible in- 
dication of robustness. The hog with 
a cramped chest, a shallow chest, a 
serious drooping of the spine behind 
the shoulders, extreme narrowness 
between the front legs—any of these 
faults are indicative of a lack of To- 
bustness. 

An animal teeming with health is 
robust. -Since health is greatly 
augmented by abundant exercise, we 
usually find the vigorous, active hog 
more healthy than the sluggish, 
sleepy one. The well formed animal 
with strong legs and feet, close fit- 
ting joints, strong back and well 
muscled all over, may be expected 
to be robust. The suggish, loose 
jointed, slow moving, thick skinned, 
nerveless, wrinkly brute is not ro- 
bust and cannot be called rugged. 

Hardy 


‘The animal that lives to a ripe old 
age is hardy. The show animal that 
can ‘‘come back” year after year 
under the strain of fitting and show- 
ing is hardy. The sire that can un- 
dergo heavy breeding for a _ long 
period of time is hardy. The female 
that can produce regularly year after 
year high class offspring is hardy. 
The endurance test is the best test 
of hardiness. Yet there are visible 
symptoms of this excellence. A 
“clean cut’? animal that is neat and 
well built and that has hard, dense, 
flinty bone as indicated by thinness 
of skin and quality of hair, that 
shows a clear eye, full chest develop- 
ment, firm stride and all the indica- 
tions of ruggedness,—such an animal 
is a ‘‘safe bet” for a long, useful life.

This family has 
produced possibly the largest hogs of 
that breed, and animals that to the 
unpracticed eye might appear to be 
quite rugged; but the real qualitie 
of sturdiness and longevity and en- 
durance seem to be strangely absent, 
This is especially true where this 
family has been inbred. The inbred 
animals of this family die at a very 
early age, and strange stories are 
told of the fits and tantrums to 
which these hogs are subject. 


Size is not ruggedness. The coarse, 
bristly boar must not be called rug- 
ged.

In conversation with city house- 


wives and meat buyers in small 
towns, when we speak of the hog 
business being ‘“‘in the dumps, they 
uniformly will respond with this 
statement: ‘‘Well we can’t see it, 
we pay the same for pork we have 
been for months.” And while they 
don’t doubt our statement as to the 
business, they are set to wondering 
why the reduction in price isn’t 
passed onto them. 

In the National Provisioner of 
June 28th, ‘‘A Trade Observer’ writ- 
ing on the question which has been 
under discussion in that weekly some 
months, ‘‘Selling Right,’’ has this to 
say to packers in the close of his 
letter: 

“Take the gambling feature out of 
the business and put it on a square 
merchandising basis. Every item 
must show a profit and the profit 
must exist at the time of cutting and 
not a gamble on the pickle market, 
which may turn according to the 
turn of the market. If hogs sell at 
$7 on Monday, loins, etc., from Mon- 
day’s kill should sell on that basis, 
even if hogs on Wednesday are ex- 
pected to go to $6.75. If they do, 
it’s time enough to figure Wednes- 
day’s price when you have arrived at 
Wednesday’s bridge.’’ 

Evidently from what consumers 
here and elsewhere tell me, the pack- 
er, the wholesaler, the retailer, all 
put it up when the price at foot goes 
up, but they are too deaf to hear the 
change when hogs at the market cen- 
ters go down. This is a proper ques- 
tion: ‘‘Who profits by the growers’ 
loss?” 
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NATIONAL SURVEY SHOWS PIG REDUCTION 


The June, 1924, pig survey of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture shows that the flood of hog produc- 
tion. in the Corn Belt that reached its highest point in the 
spring pig crop of 1923, is now rapidly receding and has 
about reached a normal level. A decrease of about 8,000.000 
pigs in the spring crop in the Corn Belt is indicated. 

The department’s survey was made in co-operation with 
the United States Post Office Department, being based upon 
reports collected by rural mail carriers from 123,000 indi- 
vidual farms in all parts of the United States, of which 
70,000 are in the Corn Belt. 

A decrease of about 21 per cent in the number of sows 
farrowed for the country as a whole in the spring of 1924, 
from the spring of 1923, is shown by the survey. Because 
of a slight increase in the average number of pigs saved

Conditions on the whole present a 
favorable outlook. The only cloud on 
the horizon is the poor corn crop pros- 
pect which may trend to further de- 
lay a favorable reaction in price. The 
increase in corn prices seems likely 
to make hog prices go just that much 
higher later on. 

June Pig Survey. 

The June pig survey of the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
shows that the flood of hog produc- 
tion in the corn belt that reached its 
high point in the spring pig crop of 
1923, and began to go down in the 
fall of 1923, is now 
rapidly receding and 
has about reached 
normal level.

Mr. Gousseff, then editor of The De- 
pendable Duroc. I wanted a lot of 
space, but honest, Mr. Evans, if that 
man was late for dinner and knew 
his wife was waiting for him with a 
rolling pin, I believe he’d stop his 
car at every “go slow” sign, just the 
same, he’s that careful, an’ he says 
—‘Now, go slow and build as you 
go,” or same as that, and we had to 
mind. But these little ads did us a 
lot of good. Then here came Perry 
Hanks. Honest, if I only had one 
pig and wanted to keep it, I’d still 
want to give Mr. Hanks an ad. He’s 
so nice and every time I’d mention 
“Contract” he’d ask for some more 
herd news, and he’d say—‘‘you folks 
have got as nice a lot of pigs as I’ve 
seen but now, Mrs. Muth, go slow on 
your overhead; but I sent in some 
small ads anyway. Now, this spring 
"long came Mr. Comer, but I’d beat 
him to it and sent in my ads. He 
looked awfully worried and sez— 
“Now, Mrs. Muth, you got a good 
herd, an’ you’re gonna do well, but 
I hope you are being conservative.” 
(Which I looked up in Francis’ dic- 
tionary and found meant same as 
“eo ~=slow.’’) Now, .you know I 
always had an idea that fieldmen 
made out a big contract, put a pen 
in your hand, “drew a gun” (what- 
ever that means), leveled and sighted 
at your head, saying, “‘sign, or your 
herd dies unheralded and unknown.”’ 
But no so, so far as I can see they 
are just as pleased over every pig 
you own as you are, and they are 
working to help you make money, 
and to help you keep it. 

Satisfied customers have been a 
big asset to us, and added to our 
profits. Complaints have been few, 
but what we got are made right as 
surely and as swiftly as possible. For 
instance, one man bought a boar in 
the fall, used him, but he later went 
lame; we heard of it, and gave him 
a splendid young pig ready for serv- 
ice, in exchange, and marketed the 
lame one. Another breeder’s boar 
got hurt, no fault of ours, but we 
loaned him a sire until his recovered. 
A bred sow bought of us lost her 
litter of eight pigs at birth. We let 
him take a splendid gilt with nine 
pigs a week old, the pigs to be his, 
while the sow is to be returned. A 
club boy brought his sow for service 
last fall, and only a few days ago re- 
ported ‘‘no litter,’’ a surprise—but 
we-sent him a check for the service 
fee paid.

Pork Growing Is Essential to the Average 
Corn Belt Farmer and He Is Doing It Very 


Effictently

McLean Co. System and Success 


Haaga at Peoria in the old 
Dodge with the _ special 
point in view of visiting 
the farm of Clifford Brown 
near Anchor which had 
been reported to have on it 
some 1,400 Duroc spring 
pigs. As neither of us had 
seen so many pigs of any kind on one 
establishment our curiosity was 
aroused but after looking over these 
pastures, alive with this 1924 spring 
crop, we didn’t need to ask for a 
count. They are there and what’s 
more to the point, the runts in the 
1,400 can be counted on the fingers 
of one hand. And Mr. Brown lays 
the most of the evenness to this 
system of control. 


With an amazing uniformity 
for so large a number, -these pigs 
were either enjoying the rape or 
alfalfa or sleeping under the sheds 
and trees that surround the lots. 
Mr. Brown had 225 sows farrow 
these pigs and he says it was an 
impossibility with the large 
amount of farm work and the 
large number of sows farrowing 
to follow the system to the letter 
and this, he says, accounts for the 
few runts he does have. His sows 
are all high grade Duroc sows, 
having used nothing for years but 
pure bred boars and selected sows 
from his herd to produce the crops 
of pigs. 


Besides the spring pigs and the 
sows he has 650 pork hogs (fall 
pigs) coming on on rape and a 
little corn, waiting for mature corn 
for them to hog down and go to 
the shambles. The fact that the 
prices of corn and hogs are so out 
of line doesn’t seem to worry him 
about the large number he has 
coming on for he is in the hog 
business and doesn’t gamble with 
it, going out and in. The pork 
hogs are in one-half of a 50-acre 
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tract of rape and about 600 spring 
pigs are in the other half. The other 
farms have alfalfa and clover for the 
spring pigs. 

And what is this system? The 
Bulletin, from time to time, has had 
articles calling attention of readers 
to the value of it but we believe it is 
of sufficient importance to reiterate 
until the large army of hog growers 
that are having increased trouble 
with parasites and various pig dis- 
eases awake to the fact that this 
worm is the cause of most of it and 
proper care will reduce _ their 
troubles. 

In Mr. Brown’s case the central 
hog house, just prior to farrowing 
time, was scrubbed with hot water 
and lye, after every bit of straw and 
manure had been cleaned out of it. 
And before the sows were placed in 
for farrowing, they were washed with 
hot water and soap, especial atten- 
tion being given to cleaning their 
udders that naturally drag in the 
soil and are germ collectors. When 
pigs were old enough (two to ten 
days) they were put in a basket and 
their dam in a crate and hauled to 
the lot where the single houses were, 
some of which are shown in the ac- 
companying pictures, and the pigs 
nor the sow nor her udder were al- 
lowed to come in contact with dirt 
in hog lots or anywhere that hogs 
had been previously run. 

Some trouble you say. Yes but if it 
saves you much of the difficulty in 
worming pigs, killing worthless runts, 
made that way by being infested with 
them and produces for you thrifty, 
uniform pigs, isn’t it worth while? 
‘““An ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure’ never had a better 
application than in this sanitary sys- 
tem for that’s what it is—and 
nothing more, and it is so common- 
sense that it ought to appeal to every 
lover of thrifty pigs, and none but 
thrifty pigs ever paid any bills. 

If every hog man could: see the 


produced by the government to give 
publicity to this system, the method 
would have thousands of converts 
over night, for it brings right before 
the eye and proves so conclusively 
how and where the contamination 
arises (Ascaris is the Latin name of 
this troublesome parasite. ) 


Another thing most noticeable on 
the Brown farm and the lack of 
which is so apparent on many farms, 
which the writer visits, is the ample 
provision for water for the young as 
well as the older hogs. At all feeding 
places water, controlled by “jug” 
floats, is supplied from a central tank 
and all Mr. Hog has to do is to go 
get it. The matter of shade is given 
much attention here as they were 
all running in fields adjacent to orch- 
ards or hedge fences and had be- 
sides the sheds plenty of places to 
rest and cool off. 

What has been said of Mr. Brown 
is also true about Wm. T. Anderson 
of Plainfield, Illinois. He has bred 
Durocs for a number of years and 
they show on the profit side of the 
ledger for him because he sticks to a 
good type and gives his hogs the 
right kind of care. In the July issue 
there was a picture of his fine home 
which was built on the profits from 
his Durocs. In this issue you will 
find several pictures of his farm. 
They show him putting the McLean 
county system into practice. 


As a builder of land, hog growing 
probably has no close competitor, and 
a walk through this tract of rape 
would convince the most skeptical 
for here we find the enriching manure 
scattered effectively and worked into 
the soil by the animal’s own hoofs. 
This profit-increasing fertility seldom 
enters into the computation of hog 
growing accounts but it is one not 
to be overlooked or underestimated. 
Hogs and corn are as essential a 
combination in the operation of every 
extensive farm undertaking as much

Special Attention Given to This and Other 


Projects in North Carolina and Iowa 


By ROBT. J. EVANS 


And you must remember that this 
experiment was carried on at a time 
of the highest production of pork in 
our country. ‘So the profit of 99 
cents per pig doesn’t tell all of the 
story. 

More than a year ago this Carolina 
extension department took up the 
matter of a register of merit for 
swine. They found that the test 
through the ton litter contests would 
be too long as in that state many hog 
raisers sell their pigs early and they 
would not participate in any contest

that required them to keep them 
longer. 

Some fourteen sows were entered 
in 1923 and two qualified with one 
litter but failed to enter for the 
second because of deferred breeding 
in one case. This year two more 
classes were added to show recogni- 
tion of good work, and to encourage 
those who couldn’t make the “A” 
grade. 

The rules as laid down on the 
register this year are about as fol- 
lows: 

All tests to be under the direction 
of the North Carolina agriculture

extension department. Cer- 
tificates of merit to be 
issued by the Animal In- 
dustry Division. 

Applications must be 
made in triplicate on a 
regular form accompanied 
by $2 within five days after 
farrow of the first litter on which 
record is to be kept, and the applica- 
tion to be certified by the county 
agent or authorized inspector. Test 
to start on date of farrow of the first 
litter. County agent to examine and 
mark each litter not more than five 
days after farrow, make complete 
identification of the sow and certify 
this record to the office of swine ex- 
tension. 

County agent or authorized inspec- 
tor to identify and weigh each litter 
between the hours of 12 and 7 o’clock 
p. m. on the 56th day after farrow, 
same being the same day of week as 
date of farrow. The requirements 
are set forth in tables printed on the 
report blanks are briefly these: A 
minimum of 15 pigs must be farrowed 
in 7 months. In Class ‘‘A”’ the sow 
must raise at least 15 pigs in her two 
litters and they must average (if she 
raises 15) 40 pounds at 8 weeks. 
If she raises 16 they must average 
39 and so on up to 20 pigs in the two 
litters which must average 35 pounds 
at 8 weeks. In the Class ‘“‘B” the 
weights run from 38 down to 38 aver- 
age and in Class “‘C”’ from 36 down 
to 31 average but in each class they 
must at least bring 15 pigs in the two 
litters to 8 weeks of age. 

A boar must have sired not less 
than ten litters that have enabled 
five of the sows producing them to 
be admitted to the Register of Merit. 

Mr. Shay has recently sent us re- 
port of first litter of a Duroc sow 
owned by Mr. Covington at Laurin- 
burg and this sow with any reason- 
able luck can come through with but 
little trouble in her next litter. She 
produced 16 and raised 10 
to 8 weeks of age and they 


a The proposed Register of Merit is receiving a 
great deal of attention in some localities througli- 
out the country. The North Carolina extension 
men are continually on the job and are making 
some very valuable experiments on feeding, one 
of the best appearing in their bulletin “99 Cents 
Profit on Each Hog.” The new Register of Merit 
has proven one of the best Duroc promoters in 
that section.

REAL HOGS STAND AT THE HEAD 
IN DUROC CIRCLES 

No little of the proper standard 
of Duroecs and the sameness and san- 
ity which has been shown in the re- 
fusal of the large majority of breed- 
ers of this ‘breed to follow false lead- 
ers in the propagation of extreme 
type, is due to the counsel and cau- 
tion of the Duroc Bulletin in show- 
ing from time to time the weakness 
of the usual big type propaganda, 
and the traps into which such ex- 
tremes in type would lead us. One 
breed at least is suffering much from 
following such false leading, and in 
their shows of this year are attempt- 
ing to get back to a hog that can be 
profitably grown and fattened by the 
farmer and feeder. 

Luckily for the Duroc, good sense 
has prevailed in most of the judg- 
ing and breed promotion work and 
we do not have to back track in our 
type. We have grown them some 
larger than they were ten years ago 
but that increase has been so grad- 
ual and along with it, we have ever 
kept in mind the real outlet for our 
surplus and have tied pretty close to 
the hog that will make the most 
pounds on the least feed and do it 
the most quickly. : 

Our breeders for the most part 
have been men who have had lots 
of experience in producing pork and 
for that reason have not listened to 
the seducing music of the ‘Pied 
Piper.”? In 1916 Orion Cherry King 
Jr. copped the world’s grand cham- 
pionship and was the first real big 
type Duroc to be driven in the show 
ring. There may have been before 
and since heavier hogs shown in our 
breed, but there never has been one 
with any ‘better feeding qualities, 
more symmetrical body, or showing 
any more real hog characteristics 
than this great boar carried. The 
advent of this boar in the National 
show set the pace for the next few 
years and many there have been who 
had the desire to drive out one just 


like him or better. We have im- 
proved on his underpinning in some 
of the boars winning since that time, 
and that was about all the defect 


that even his worst critics could 
muster. 
The writer doesn’t mean to in- 


sinuate that we have not advanced 
since 1916. On the contrary there 
are a very much greater number of 
large sows and large boars, boars 
that will stand well over the 900 
pound mark when in good flesh and 
the run of our herds has been ad- 
vanced along with the advent of 
these better boars and better sows. 
We have by intermingling certain 
somewhat new blood lines increased 
the length of our Durocs and have 
been getting away from the broad 
back and the short legs, until we 
have added inches to height and 
length even in a good many of what 
we might call the common run of 
the herds. 

In the shows we have witnessed 
so far this year, the animals picked 
for the top of the classes were hogs 
that conform to the ideal hog— 
plenty of height so when mature 
they will have deep bodies, plenty of 
length, so when mature they will 
pull down on the scales, and with 
feeding qualities showing in every 
line of their makeup. When we can 
show to the thousands of visitors at 
these state and national shows, hogs 
of this kind tied for the winners, 
we need have no fear of the out- 
come of our business. 

Let us hear less boasting of the 
tallness of our boars and more of 
what feeding qualities their get dis- 
plays. Let us hear less of big type 
and more of real big hogs with 
plenty of substance and middle.

Buckeye Duroc Show 


HE man who says 
it can’t be done is 
usually sitting by 
the wayside while 
somebody passes him get- 
ting the thing done he 
said was impossible. 


When the Ohio Board 

of Agriculture said they were going 
to revamp the old cattle barn and 
make a hog barn of it, the breeders 
of hogs threw a fit and said it could 
not be made into a habitable place 
to show hogs. To be sure some 
changes were made in the original 
plans after consulting with leading 
breeders but in the main the new 
hog barn is what the Board had in 
mind when the revision was com- 
menced. 


It will stable 2,000 hogs and 
there were about that number on 
the grounds when the 1924 State 
Fair began. This was as much a 
surprise to Director Truax and Man- 
ager Lewis as the convenience of 
the new barn was to breeders who 
saw it on Sunday the 24th for the 
first time. It wasn’t considered pos- 
sible that in a year. when the hog 
business had been in the dumps that 
so many exhibitors would bring out 
their wares but they were there and 
it was one of the greatest swine 
shows ever staged at Columbus. 

The decision of the American As- 
sociation and the Ohio Duroc Agso- 
ciation to put the futurity money on 
the regular classification brought 
out a better show of mature animals 
and there was not so much stress 
paid on the under year and pig class. 
It was a good show throughout and 
Judge Jackson had but little trouble 
in making decisions that were in 
line with the decision of hog men 
on the sidelines. 


The V. E. Jordan & Son boar was 
the logical champion in the male 
section. Last year as a junior he 
was tied down on account of lame- 
ness, but he walked out this year 
in splendid form weighing a little 
better than 900 in only moderate 
show condition and as smooth as a 
ribbon. Few better boars have been 
champions at the Buckeye show. 

The champion in the female sec- 
tion was found in the Cassell & Mc- 
Garvey herd from Maryland, a Sen- 
sation bred sow purchased from Ras- 
mussen last winter for them by Bing 
Evans of the Bulletin. She is a sow 
all over and large and smooth 
enough to suit the most exacting. 

Both junior champions went to 
the Wenger herd and the junior sow 
was the last real contender against 
the winner of grand champion and 
it looked for a time that Jackson 
was going to break a well known 
rule and make the under year sow 
grand champion of the show. This

in the history of this fair were more 
really good individuals shown than 
this year. Competition was keen in 
nearly every class, and Judge J. D. 
Waltemeyer, Melbourne, Iowa, had a 
man’s job in selecting the winners. 
Yet withal, he placed the awards in 
a very satisfactory manner, very lit- 
tle adverse criticism, if any, being 
offered. 

High Pilot, the grand champion 
boar of the show, is one of the larg- 
est boars ever driven at any show, 
weighing 1010 pounds. This boar 
was a winner at the National last 
year and let me say for those who 
saw him there that he is a much 
larger and better boar than he was 
at that time. He is one of the breed’s 
very best specimens, carrying him- 
self with a lot of style. I have not 
seen a larger boar this year. 

Overall Sensation, the junior cham- 
pion boar, was the classiest of the 
entire lot of under year boars 
Though he showed a little lame he 
was good enough to easily win in 
class and when it came to the cham- 
pionship he defeated his full brother 
in blood. 

The grand champion sow, 
ful Wonder, has to her credit more 
state fair and national champion- 
ships than any sow living or dead. 
In 1922 she was grand champion at 
Nebraska and the first junior year- 
ling at the National; in 1923 she 
was grand champion at Iowa, Ne- 
braska and the National. She has al- 
ready this year been grand cham- 
pion at Missouri, Iowa, South Da- 
kota and Nebraska. I don’t suppose 
that there was ever a show sow pos- 
sessing such outstanding individual- 
ity and such extreme _ size; she 
weighed 905 pounds.

Roy Watson, 
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Observe Your Own Herd as You Do Others 

There are many known requirements for bemg a 
successful Duroc breeder, but one of the most im- 
portant, we believe, is that faculty of finding and 
improving the faults of one’s own herd. 

Often, when we newspapermen are looking over a 
herd, the owner takes us around to the different pens, 
showing off the boar, the spring, fall and older stuff, 
elaborating on their merits and passing lightly over 
the deficiencies. When we happen to take this same 
owner with us to another herd of equal standing, he 
is an apt and willing eritic and spends most of his 
time pointing out the defects in his fellow breeder’s 
stuff. 

You, dear reader, have probably been on both ends 
of the above cireumstance—have visited alone some 
other breeder’s herd, and in turn have been with this 
breeder to another herd and have heard him eau- 
tiously whisper in your ear fault after fault the like 
of which he overlooked at home. 

Now, the breeder who passes lightly over these 
faults in his herd, is usually fooling only one person 
—himeself.

Many prominent winning boars and sows taken by 
their proud owners from laurels recently won at the 
strong state fairs, will be placed down to third, fourth 
and even lower places in their respective classes at 
this ‘‘court of last resort.’’

Think it 
over. 


THE HOPE FOR FEWER HOGS 

The government’s estimate of a 
reduction of eight million in the 
spring pig crop is indeed a relief. 
If this is followed by still further 
restriction in fall farrowing, a more 
satisfactory run of hogs for the year 
beginning this fall can be expected. 

There will then be some let up 
from the enormous volume that has 
been worked into consumption. Cat- 
tle raisers will have more prospect 
for satisfactory returns on good 
beef, and all connected with the in- 
dustry can look for a better year. 

The situation has been out of the 
control of the packing industry. It 
has been beyond the control of the 
producers themselves. 

While statisticians figuring re- 
turns on hogs on a hog-corn ratio 
have shown that hogs were a losing 
crop, the individual farmer well 
knew they were not. He was not 
waxing rich on the returns from 
them, but they were making him 
more and quicker money than any 
other farm crop. So he raised hogs. 
The result in the aggregate was 
enormous. 


It is to be hoped that the percent- 
age of farmers who left it to the 
other fellow to cut down on hog 
production is not too large, and that 
the government’s estimates will be 
borne out in the fall and winter 
runs, 

With the promising outlook for 
industrial prosperity in this coun- 
try, a reasonable export demand and 
a moderate-sized hog crop, it would 
seem that a turn in the road is near, 
and that a level stretch of prosperity 
is ahead.

SHORTAGE 

We do not believe that the case 
stated in the following, an excerpt 
from a letter from one of our Ohio 
breeders is an isolated case, but that 
there are hundreds of breeders and 
communities suffering from _ the 
same cause. He writes: 

“Your letter finds us very busy. 
The scarcity of farm help along 
with the unseasonable weather in 
this valley has piled the work 
mountain high, so that no one at 
all can tell where the beginning is 
and I am sure no one knows where 
the ending is. But surely this off- 
the-farm movement and the result- 
ing neglect and slipshod methods 
necessarily being practised so fre- 
quently on farms will have its effect 
on production some sweet day. For 
instance, we will have a short crop 
of pigs this season. Of course, 
farmers were discouraged over them 
but the prime reason was, I believe, 
the help problem. And in view of 
that fact, speaking of our communi- 
ty, the young pigs are as a rule 
being poorly cared for. So if hams 
and sandwiches continue to be much 
desired and needed, perhaps a good 
bunch of porkers will be good 
property after all.”

From a recent issue of the Na- 
tional Provisioner issued by the In- 
stitute of American Meat Packers 
under the head of “Standardizing 
Pork Growing,’ we find the follow- 
ing: : 

“The pork packer’s first problem 
— whether he knows it or not—lies 
in the uniformity of grade and qual- 
ity of his raw material—hogs! 

“Getting a single drove to grade 
right, especially in the show-up on 
the test sheets, is hard enough. 

“To expect an entire week’s or 
season’s purchases to show uniform 
results on the yield record would be 
called a ‘pipe dream.’ 

“Perhaps so. 

“But if one producer can breed 
and feed 25,000 market hogs a year 
that grade almost exactly alike, are 
disease-free, and top the market on 
price—if one hog raiser can do this, 
may not at least a part of that ‘pipe 
dream’ be made to come true?”’ 


No doubt the producer referred to 
in the last paragraph is the Duroc 
Live Stock Co. of Colorado and the 
marketing they have done this year 
was told in these columns some time 
ago. They marketed 375 head of 
their own bred and grown hogs in 
late May and took the top of the 
market without a dock or throwout

Feeding Soft Corn. 

Hogs are supreme in the profitable 
consumption of a soft corn crop. They 
are good salvagers. Millions of acres 
of soft corn are being hogged off this 
fall. Too hasty rushing onto soft 
corn may cause scouring and digestive 
disturbances. Soft corn contains a 
lot of water. More soft corn must be 
fed to get the same gains as on hard 
corn. It is important that soft corn 
be properly supplemented with tank- 
age and minerals and even then it will 


industrial situation in spite of the 
pending Presidential election. Domes- 
tic demand is good but consumption 
has been curtailed some by stiffening 
prices. The employment slump has 
been checked and with the advent of 
cold weather the usual seasonal in- 
creased consumption is expected in 
spite of higher prices. The Dawes plan 
is expected to work wonders in re-es- 
tablishing Europe as the great export 
market for our pork and lard. 

Hogs Warrant Greater Attention. 

Conservation should be the watch- 
word in hog lots from this on. Hogs 
have been neglected because they have 
been unprofitable. It will be hard for 
some to get back into line and give 
hogs the care and attention they re- 
quire. Fall litters should be conserved 
to the limit. Every available sow and 
gilt should be bred for spring farrows 
and from this on an aggressive policy as 
regards hogs seems warranted by pros- 
pects of good profits.—November, 1924.

KEYSTONE STATE DELIVERING 
IN TON LITTER CONTESTS 


We of the corn belt are wont to 
pass the claim of states outside our 
circle as being good corn or hog 
states as something of a joke but if 
you think Pennsylvania isn’t a hog 
state just forget it and look over the 
records she is making in ton litter 
contests and in other ways that 
swine are coming to the front. Look 
up the record of the Duroc show at 
Ebensburg fair this year and the 
record these swine breeders make 
each January at Harrisburg and you 
may change your attitude and give 
these boys credit for pushing Mr. 
Hog away out in front in pure bred 
live stock movements in that state. 

What is believed to be a world’s 
record in bringing seven pigs of a 
litter to more than a ton of weight 
in 180 days has just been made by 
a Pennsylvania hog man, and we be- 
lieve he ties the record of the Texas 
man made last year. The seven pigs 
weighed 2,037 pounds and has been 
officially recognized by the State 
College authorities who are in 
charge of that work. 

The state also touched another 
record when a litter of eight, the 
fifth in the United States to make 
the grade, was weighed in this year 
in Pennsylvania. Elias Ritter of 
Snyder county turned this trick and 
following right after Ray Briggs of 
Luzerne county repeated the per- 
formance. 

Commenting on these records Dr. 
Havner of the state extension serv- 
ice says that the Pennsylvania 
breeders are able to do this first be- 
cause of a well balanced grain ration 
allowance, second, these litters have 
had the best blood lines behind them, 
and third, special care has been giv- 
en the litters. Over 30 litters have 
qualified in that state. 

Only one of the above points men- 
tioned by Dr. Havner has come un- 
der the writer’s personal observation 
and for which he can vouch, and 
that is the matter of good blood. 
We do not know of a state where 
the buying of breeding swine has 
been so thoroughly protected by the 
college and extension authorities as 
has the purchases for Pennsylvania 
hog men. The extension service as 
regards swine in that state has no 
equal in the United States, and in 
a very large measure accounts for 
these records that are now being 
made. Good blood tells a great and 
convincing story when it comes right 
down to “brass tacks’? in contests of 
this kind. From our observation of 
the interest taken in pure bred hogs 
in that state we haven’t the least 
doubt that the two other points men- 
tioned by the Doctor are well said. 

In fact these three things count 
it all in the production of pork. 
Good blood, proper ration, and right 
care.

understudy is wholly at sea when 
they occur and is left without a mark 
to point the route.

Soaring prices of breeding 
stock that brought fortunes in one 
or two sales drove us off our base 
and when the depression came with a 
sudden sinking sound, we were left 
without any real foundation on 
which to work.

No use to blame somebody else 
‘or conditions. Everybody had a 
1and in the boom and nobody held 
yack. ‘“‘Get while the getting was 
rood’’ was the Golden Rule of those 
lays, and animals were sold for 
yreeding purposes that would make 
you ashamed if you had them in your 
jreeding pens today. 

“Those who dance must pay the 
fiddler’ and we have been trying to 
yay him for the past three years. 
Things begin to appear now like we 
aad that debt off our hands and we 
tan begin to live a right life as 
sroducers of pure bred hogs. Gossip 
zround the pens at the recent Na- 
‘ional Swine Show left the impres- 
3ion that a few of our men are still 
aboring under the false idea that 
gutlandish prices are in vogue, and 
were asking $500 for spring pigs. 
We don’t believe there was a spring 
yig on the grounds worth that 
amount as a breeding proposition 
ander the conditions which will ob- 
‘ain in the coming months while he 
san be used to produce. We admit 
it would be nice to get that much 
for a spring pig, but what of the 
other fellow who really wants to 
better his herd? He ought to be 
able to buy a pig that would im- 
prove his chances of getting ahead 
in his breeding operations for about 
aalf the amount asked and breeders 
who will use some sanity in the 
matter of prices will go farther and 
be better off at the end of the year 
‘han those who want to get as much 
for a single pig as their whole spring 
srop is worth. 

We are not a bear on prices. Good 
breeding stock ought to bring good 
prices but buying an untried pig is 
about as big a gamble as the grain 
market, and the buyer ought at least 
have an even break in that gamble. 

When we are sure that 80 per 
cent of the Duroc breeders of 1925 
will be men who were not in the 
business in 1918 it behooves us to 
throw out the warnings which we 


have in this article that they may ~ 


be on their guard and proceed with 
sanity and business sense in the up- 
building of their business. The hog 
business has been a paying proposi- 
tion for a good many more years 
than it has created a loss and the 
loss years have for the most part 
been brought about by lack of good 
management and business methods 
by the pure bred breeders. 

Let’s begin the right kind of ad- 


vertising and the proper promotion 
work that will keep our greatest of 
all breeds in the fore rank where he 
belongs. We can’t do it by being 
a profiteer in prices, nor can we do 
it by letting the associations try to 
do all of the promotion. We can all 
help and those who do put their 
hands to the wheel will reap the 
reward during the next twenty-four 
months as the hog busines comes 
back into its own.

The first group required 
only 4.5 pounds of corn to make a 
pound of gain, whereas the second 
group required 11.25 pounds. Even 
when a well balanced ration was 
fed, the pigs on the alfalfa gained 
44 per cent more per day than pigs 
fed the same grain ration in a dry 
lot. The first of these groups re- 
quired only 8.5 pounds of grain to 
produce a pound of gain while the 
second group required 4 pounds.’’—

of knocking the old breeder and 
calling attention to what some other 
breed seems to be doing, ought to 
reverence the men who have made 
it possible for him to have such 
foundation stock on which to build 
and go on with the work. Former 
leaders in the breed have made it 
easier for the man of today and he 
ought to appreciate that fact and not 
lay down on the job. We are head- 
ed the right way in spite of much 
false advice and we need not fear 
the future. 


We believe breeders who show at 
this fair are wont to put too much 
stress on what some other fellow is 
doing or trying to do. The motives 
of too many men are impuned with- 
out enough thought being given to 
the bad effect gossip of this kind can 
do. And again we have men in the 
breed who want to be classed as 
controlling or leading who don’t stop 
to make it appear that their influ- 
ence is all controlling when they are 
as Candidate Dawes has so aptly put 
it: ‘‘Peewits’’ and are only carrying 
on a camouflage to try and impress 
on the young breeder the great 
power they have over judges and 
managers. If each breeder would 
simply paddle his own and not pay 
attention to these would-be leaders 
who have only selfish motives in ev- 
erything they do, the shows and the 
breed would be much better off. We 
can’t put them off the earth but we 
can treat them as a spot of dust on 
our clothes and flick them off and 
pay no attention to their self ap- 
pointed leadership. 


Duroc breeders have kept in the 
middle of the road by paying but 
little attention to propaganda thrown 
out by such leaders and have real 
constructive hog men to thank for 
conditions as we have outlined in 
the beginning paragraphs of this 
article on our standing as a breed. 
With our shoulders to the wheel of 
sane progress let’s go on to greater 
things and forget the bickerings and 
gossip that has injured one other 
breed until instead of a leader it 
has became a poor, straggling minor- 
ity. If we can’t profit by the down- 
fall of others we are in a poor way 
to go on with our improvement. 

Duroc breeders in times past 
dodged the pitfalls of fads and 
fancies until the Big Type craze 
struck the country and was only 


saved from that trap by the inter- — 


vention of sane leaders who insisted 
on increased size but not to the det- 
riment of quality. These real hog 
men and honest leaders were able 
to hold the reins of the breed and 
keep the progress and advancement 
in the middle of the road instead of 
into dangerous sloughs and quag- 
mires. We have read out of the 
breed most of the extreme advocates 
and what are in the breed yet, have

turned around and fallen in line with 
saneness in hog building. We have 
also been fortunate in the selection 
of our judges for the big shows of 
the past three years who have in a 
very large majority of cases held to 
the views of these real leaders and 
tied in high places animals of good 
size but not those of extreme type. 
It took nerve for some of these 
judges to do this in the face of the 
propaganda that was being scattered 
round the hog belt and we are in 
debt to these same judges for assist- 
ance along sane lines. 

The future can hold nothing but 
success to our breed if we stick to 
the program that we have followed 
these last few years. Cull closer 
each year, weed out the non-prolific 
sows, castrate the rough, wrinkled 
boars as well as those which show no 
masculine tendency. Add stamina to 
the breed, a little more size if we 
can, but stay by that quality that 
we have bred into our hog for so 
many generations. Do these things 
and above all things, use your own 
brain which God gave you and don’t 
let any man lead you into false lanes. 
Honesty in breeding; honesty in 
showing; honesty in recording will 
win in the end, no matter what hap- 
pens in a show now and then that 
looks crooked and discouraging to 
an honest breeder. 


LARGE LOSSES OF SWINE CAUSED 
BY TUBERCULOSIS 


Tuberculosis is shown to be a 
prominent cause for losses in swine 
by a recent report of the Meat In- 
spection Division of the United 
States Department of Agriculture. 
Of about 54,000,000 hogs Federally 
inspected during the year ended June 
30 a total of 232,670 dressed hog 
carcasses were condemned for var- 
ious causes. Nearly one-half of this 
number were condemned because of 
tuberculosis infection. In addition 
to the 100,110 whole carcasses there 
were 1,099,253 parts of carcasses 
condemned because of tuberculosis. 

This represents a great loss to the 
swine raisers of the country which, 
according to specialists of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
can be prevented to a large extent. 

Following infected cattle in feed 
lots is said by the Government spec- 
ialists to be a chief means of swine 
becoming infected. Avian tubercu- 
losis has been shown to be another 
important cause of infection in 
swine. Fowls that have died from 
tuberculosis, when fed to swine, pass 
the disease on to the swine.

Just Common Sense 


ARM electrification, like farming itself, is a matter of com-

A National Committee of economists and engineers has orgatt 
ized state groups of farmers to whom electric service is now 
tendered. Each state group, with the assistance of its agricul- 
tural college and farm-paper editors, applies electricity in old 
and new ways. It keeps accurate records of operating and 
producing costs for comparison with the costs of unelectrified 
years. Electricity is being adapted to farming, and farming to 


electricity. 


From time to time the results of these experiments will be 
made known. Farmers will not have to wait years before they 
can throw switches and fill silos electrically. 


Even those farmers who have long had electricity, because 
their local conditions made it profitable to apply it, will receive 
the benefit. For they will see how they can make even greater 


use of electric service. 


Thus the common-sense method of gathering the facts experi- 


mentally is helping along the work of farm electrification. 


The Committee in charge of the work is 
composed of economists and engineers 
representing the American Farm Bureau 
Federation, the Departments of Agricul- 
ture, the Interior and Commerce, the 
Power Farming Association of America, 
the American Society of Agricultural En- 
gineers and the National Electric Light 
Association.
